INTRODUCTION. 


The  author  of  this  book  has  a  vivid  appreciation  of  the  difTi- 
culties  of  his  task.  Without  special  study  of  similar  efforts,  without 
knowledge  of  heraldry,  without  opportunity  of  extensive  scholastic 
;id|uircments,  with  the  best  years  of  his  manhood  given  to  the  ardu- 
ous labors  of  a  farmer,  he  has  nevertheless  attempted  to  unravel  the 
tangled  skein  of  a  family  history  dating  back  to  the  times  of  the 
Conqueror.  Perhaps,  had  he  known  at  the  beginning  all  the  obsta- 
cles he  was  destined  afterwards  to  meet,  he  would  have  been  de- 
terred from  the  undertaking;  but  he  set  himself  to  the  task,  and  the 
difftculties  which  he  encountered  seemed  to  him,  as  they  arose,  so 
n:any  added  reasons  why  he  should  press  the  work  to  a  successful 


issue. 


That  he  has  succeeded  in  producing  a  perfect  history  he  is  far 
from  thinking ;  indeed,  he  is  painfully  aware  of  its  imperfections — 
more  aware,  likely,  than  any  one  can  be  who  has  not  tried  to  do  a 
like  work.  Nevertheless  he  believes  that  this  history  will  be  found 
as  complete  as  family  histories  usually  are ;  considering  the  age  and 
extent  of  the  family,  as  complete  as  the  labors  of  a  busy  man  coLild 
make  it.  During  the  past  twenty  years  which  he  has  devoted  to  its 
preparation,  he  has  had  many  other  and  often  important  matters  tc 
occupy  his  attention,  yet  he  has  made  this  work  the  great  purpose  of 
his  life  throughout  that  time. 

While  the  author  is  alone  responsible  for  the  book,  he  has  not 
wrought  alone.  Many  of  the  members  of  the  family  have  aided  him 
with  sketches  and  other  valuable  assistance.  His  appreciation  of 
this  kindness  he  has  attempted  otherwise  to  show,  but  especially  by 
publishing  all  that  has  thus  been  sent  him,  except  when  he  had  pos- 
itive information  that  it  was  inaccurate. 

There  are  several  things  which  have  induced  the  author  to  at- 
tempt and  carry  forward  his  undertaking.  First,  he  has  had  the  an- 
tiquarian's interest  in  clearing  up  the  hidden  history  of  the  early 
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days  of  the  family.  This  interest  is  not  a  mere  idle  curiosity,  but  is 
the  natural  and  intelligent  desire  of  the  mind  to  find  out  all  that  can 
be  learned  of  that  antiquity  out  of  which  it  has  come.  Savages  may 
be  content  to  roam  about  amid  the  ruins  of  the  houses  formerly'  in- 
habited by  their  greater  ancestors,  but  civilized  and  enlightened  men 
insist  on  prying  into  that  fact  and  endeavoring  to  learn  its  buried 
history.  It  is  to  this  spirit  that  we  are  indebted  for  all  the  wonder- 
ful discoveries  which  have  opened  to  us  the  histories  of  the  mighty 
empires  of  antiquity. 

Again,  the  author  has  felt  a  natural  desire  to  learn  more  about 
his  own  kindred.  The  past  he  has  sought  to  explore  has  not  been 
the  past  of  aliens  and  foreigners,  but  of  those  whose  blood  flows  in 
his  veins.  He  acknowledges  a  strong  family  feeling  as  a  motive  in 
his  work.  He  looks  with  contempt  on  that  foolish  pride  of  birth 
which  claims  credit  for  a  past  virtue  which  it  is  unable  or  unwilling 
to  copy;  but  he  believes  that^to  be  descended  from  worthy  ancestors 
should  prove  to  an  honorable  mind  a  powerful  incentive  to  hand 
down  to  posterity  a  record  of  like  worth,  while  a  noble  spirit  will  be 
moved  to  redeem  from  shame  a  name  which  former  possessors  have 
dishonored  His  family  esprit  dii  corps  has  long  caused  him  to  cher- 
ish the  record  of  the  past.  And  he  rejoices  that  his  early  life,  spent 
in  part  at  least  amid  the  simplicity  and  hardships  of  the  pioneers  of 
Kentucky,  has  enabled  him  to  appreciate  the  homely  virtue  and 
sturdy  valor  of  the  true-hearted  men  and  women  who  helped  so 
much  to  produce  the  happy  days  in  which  their  descendants  live. 
Thus,  as  a  sort  of  link  between  the  not  very  remote  past  and  the 
present,  he  takes  great  pleasure  in  keeping  fresh  the  micmory  of 
those  of  his  kindred  who  have  ceased  from  their  labors. 

A  final  reason  for  this  book  may  be  found  in  the  value  of  fam- 
ily biography  and  history.  History,  with  all  its  great  lessons,  is  but 
a  sort  of  congeries  of  biographies,  and  the  most  charming,  and  im- 
portant history  ever  writen — that  found  in  the  Bible — is  most  often 
that  of  a  family,  sometimes  carried  out  to  very  obscure  individuals. 
What  opportunities  are  there  in  a  family  history  for  the  accurate 
study  of  human  nature!  If,  as  Dr.  Holmes  said,  a  child's  education 
should  begin  a  hundred  years  before  his  birth,  an  inquiry  into  his 
character  should  begin  at  least  as  early.  In  a  well-writien  fam.i!) 
history  how  carefully  may  be  observed  the  law  of  heredity,  with 
its  manifold  variations !     And  as  the  faniilv  is  a  human  family,  its 
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history  thus  l).:conics  matter  of  genera!  interest  to  all  who  are  con- 
ceriied  in  learni'-.L;  more  abo'.it  our  coiii'.nun  luiinar.  nature.

HEARNE  HISTORY. 


NORMAN  ORIGIN  OF  THE  HEARNE  FAMILY. 


Sir  Bernard  Burke  says : 

"This  family  traces  its  settlement  in  England  to  the  era  of  the 
Xurman  Conquest,  and  the  name,  as  then  written.  Ileroun,  is  found 
among'st  the  persons  of  distinction  who  followed  in  the  train  of  Wil- 
liam the  Conqueror,  A.  D.  1066." 

A  work  published  in  London,  England,  in  1S74,  upon  the  "Nor- 
man People  and  Their  Existing  Descendants  in  the  British  Do- 
nunions  and  the  United  States  of  America,"  contains  the  following 
information: 

'"Hearne,  for  Heron,  from  Hairun  near  Rouen.  Xormandy. 

"TiJiel  de  Hciron  was  in  Essex  in  1086.  He  accompanied  Wil- 
iinni  the  Conqueror.  William  Heron  held  a  barony  in  Xormandy. 
time  of  Philip  Augustus.  Odonel  Heron,  time  of  William  Rufus. 
10S7,  witnessed  a  charter  in  Durham,  England.  Alban  de  Hairun 
iicld  a  barony  in  Hertfordshire,  England.  A.  D.  1165.  Richard  vie 
Hairun  held  in  Essex  also  in  1165.  Dru  de  Hairun  was  in  York- 
shire, and  Jordan  de  Hairun  in  Xorthumberland.  In  the  latter 
cf.unty  the  Herons  were  of  great  note,  and  William  Heron  was  sun-i- 
nn'ued  as  a  baron  in  1369." 

In  the  above  work  the  following  different  spellings  of  this  sur- 
name occur :  Hairun,  Heiron,  Heron,  Hearn,  Hearne,  Plearon  and 
Hcrron.  • 

It  is  a  well-known  rule  in  heraldry  that  "varxing  orth(:»graphy  in 
the  spelling  of  a  surname,  when  there  is  armorial  identihcation,  d^'.^ci 
not  affect  consanguinity."

"The  Roll  of  Battle  Abbey,  in  the  Church  of  Dives,  Xormandy. 
*'i  the  Companions  of  William,  the  Seventh  Duke  01  Xuiniandy.  in 
the  Conquest  of  England,"  by  M.  Leopold  Deliste,  }vlember  of  the 
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Institute,  contains  in  the  celebrated  list  the  name  of  Tiliel  dc  Heiron. 

Another  copy  of  the  Roll  of  Battle  Abbey,  called  "Leland's 
Copy,"  contains  the  name  of  lieroun.  John  Leland,  the  author,  saw 
the  orii^inal  roll  in  the  old  abbey  and  transcribed  the  name  there- 
from himself. 

IJolinshcd's  copy  of  the  same  roll  contains  the  names  of  Heiron 
and  Ilcrne.  Thus  we  have  this  surname  occurring  on  three  differ- 
ent copies  of  this  roll.  This  is  conclusive  evidence  that  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  llearne  family  accompanied  the  Conqueror  and 
took  part,  as  a  Wirman  baron,  in  the  conquest  of  England.  One 
vi  the  name  was  also  a  standard  bearer  to  the  Conqueror. 

THE  ROLL  OF  BATTLE  ABBEY. 

The  battle  of  Hastings  was  fought  in  Sussex  County,  about 
fiftv-six  miles  from  London,  October  14,  A.  D  1066.  In  this  battle 
^»7,074  Englishmen  were  slain,  besides  those  drowned,  and  6,013 
Xormans.  The  <cene  of  the  contlict  bears  the  name  of  Battel  to  this 
day.  By  means  of  this  victory,  a  Xorman  duke  was  seated  upon 
the  throne  of  England,  who  was  enabled  thereby  to  hand  its  crown 
down  to  his  descendants,  the  present  English  sovereign,  Queen  Vic- 
toria, resting  her  claim  partly  upon  the  Norman  blood  thus  trans- 
mitted. 

The  next  year  the  Conqueror  began  to  build  a  vast  abbey  on  the 
part  of  the  battle-field  where  the  conflict  had  been  the  most  bloody 
and  severe,  causing  the  high  altar  to  be  raised  on  the  spot  where  the 
body  of  the  opposing  king.  Harold,  was  found.  The  abbey  he  ded- 
icated to  St.  Martin  and  endowed  it  with  the  most  royal  privileges. 
The  existing  ruins  bear  testimony  to  its  ancient  magnificence,  being 
aljout  a  mile  in  circumference. 

An  ancient  chronicler,  in  writing  of  this  abbey,  says,  in  quaint 
old  English : 

"He  called  it  so  then  for  a  memorve 

of  his  batayle  h\  which  Englande  he  gate. 
In  token  of  his  mighty  \-ictorye. 

That  Englande  there  he  had  so  well  overset, 
(To  pray  for  the  soules  as  was  his  det,) 
Which  Abbeye  is  in  Sussex,  in  that  stede 
Where  the  batavle  was  and  the  people  dede." 
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The  day  after  the  battle.  King  WilHam  caused  a  list  or  roll  to 
be  prepared  of  those  who  had  passed  the  seas  with  him  from  Nor- 
mandy to  England.  This  roll  was  suspended,  the  tradition  has  it. 
in  the  abbey,  and  was  known  as  the  "Roll  of  the  Battell  Abbev."'  and 
contained  the  "Sirnames  of  the  Chiefe  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen 
which  came  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror." 

A  venerable  antiquarian  thus  reports  this  event : 

"The  daie  after  the  battell  verie  earlie  in  the  morning.  Odo. 
I'ishop  of  Baioux,  soonge  masse  for  those  that  were  departed.  The 
Duke,  after  that,  desirous  to  know  the  estate  of  his  battell,  and  what 
pcLiple  he  had  therein  lost  and  were  slaine,  he  caused  to  come  unto 
him  a  clerke  that  had  written  their  names  when  they  were  embarked 
at  St.  \'aleries.  and  commanded  him  to  call  them  bv  their  names, 
who  called  them  all  that  had  been  at  the  battell.  and  had  passed  the 
seas  with  Duke  William." 

The  antiquarian  says  again : 

"Many  who  came  over  out  of  Normandy  were  nobles  in  their 
native  country,  whereby  we  understand  them  Lords  and  owners  of 
such  manours,  towns,  and  castles  from  whence  they  took  their  de- 
nomination, or  sirnames."  .     ,    , 

THE  BARONS  HERON.    , 

Sir  Bernard  Burke's  '"Extinct  Baronages  and  Peerages  of  Eng- 
land" says : 

"Jordan  Hairun  possessed  a  barony  in  Northumberland,  as  his 
ancestors  had  done  from  the  time  of"King  Henry  I,  A.  D.  iioo.  His 
grandson,  PVilliam  Heron,  in  the  32nd  year  of  Henry  HI.,  A.  D. 
1248,  was  made  Governor  of  Bainhorough  Castle,  County  Xortlmni- 
bcrhind,  and  later  Governor  of  Castle  Pickering,  in  Yorkshire,  and 
still  later  Governor  of  Scarborough  Casde.  He  married  ]\Iary, 
daughter  of  Odonel  de  Ford,  died  in  1256,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son — 

"William  Herom  This  feudal  lord  was  one  of  the  barons  on 
the  part  of  the  king  at  the  batUe  of  Lewes:  and  was  summoned  by 
Edward  L,  A.  D.  1272,  with  other  nurthern  barons,  io  meet  him  at 
Xorham,  with  horse  and  arms,  where  he  went  to  give  judgment  be- 
tween the  competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland.  He  married 
Christina;  daughter  of  Roger  de  Notton.  and  had  issue — Walter. 
who  married  Alice  de  Hastings,  whose  daughter  Emeline  married 
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John,  Lord  D'Arcy,  steward  of  the  household  of  Edward  III. ;  and 
Baron  Roger  Heron,  who  was  one  of  the  knights  under  Edward  at 
the  siege  of  Stirhng  Castle.  In  the  loth  of  Edward  the  II.,  A.  D. 
1317,  he  was  Governor  of  Bamborough  Castle.  His  son,  Baron  Wil- 
liam Heron,  built  Castle  Ford  in  the  time  of  Edward  III.,  and  was 
summoned  to  Parliament  as  baron  January  8,  1371. 

"Sir  William  Heron,  grandson  of  Odonel  Heron,  and  grand- 
nephew  of  Lord  Heron  of  Castle  Ford,  was  summoned  to  Parlia- 
ment in  1393,  as  "W^illielmo  Heron,  Chevalier,"  and  was  also  styled 
"Willielmo  Heron,  Dominue  de  Lay,  Seneschallus  Hospitii  Regis — 
I.  c,  Lord  de  Sey  and  Stewart  of  the  King's  household.  This  no- 
bleman was  a  gallant  soldier  and  an  eminent  diplomatist.  He  bore 
arms:    Gules,  a  chevron  betzveen  three  herons  argent." 

"The  Scottish  Arms,  being  a  Collection  of  Armorial  Bearings 
A.  D.  1370-1678.''  by  R.  R.  Stoddart,  contains  the  following  facts: 

"In  Northumberland,  the  Herons  of  Hadston,  Bokenfield,  Ford, 
and  Chepchase  long  held  a  considerable  position ;  barons  by  tenure 
from  the  reign  of  King  John,  A  D.  1199  till  A.  D.  1296;  barons  by 
writ  of  summons  1371  and  1393:  baronets  1662." 

"Stewart,  ]\Iary,  daughter  and  heir  of  Patrick  Heron,  M.P., 
by  Lady  Elizabeth  Cochrane,  his  wife,  married  in  1602  Sir  John 
Maxwell,  who  assumed  the  additional  surname  and  arms  of  Heron." 

William  Heron  settled  in  Lincolnshire,  and  was  father  of  Sir 
John  Heron  of  Cressy  Hall,  Treasurer  of  the  Chamber  to  Henry 
VIII.,  whose  descendant  Sir  Edward  Heron,  Knight  of  the  Bath, 
1603,  left  a  son.  Henry  Heron  of  Cressy.  M.P..  in  whose  possession 
the  Cressy  estates  in  Lincolnshire   remain  to  this  day. 

Sir  Richard  Heron  was  Chief  Secretary  of  the  Lord-Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  the  Earl  of  Buckingham,  in  1777.  and  was  created  a 
baronet  of  England  July  25,  1778.  His  son.  Sir  Robert  Heron,  of 
Newmarket-upon-Trent.  County  Xottingham,  married,  in  1792, 
Amelia,  granddaughter  of  Baptist  Xoel,  Earl  of  Gloucester.  He  died 
in  1854,  when  the  barony  of  Heron  became  extinct. 

Sir  Nicholas  Hearon  was  kniglued  at  Drogheda  by  Sir  Henry 
Sidnev  in  1566.  Arms:  Gules,  a  cliezron  betzvecti  three  herons  ar- 
gent.    Motto:     Leges,  juraqne  servat. 

Sir  William  Hearne.  Knight  of  Mai-lcnliead.  County  Berks,  was 
High  Sheriff  of  London  in  1797.  He  descended  from  Sir  Richard 
Hearne,  High  Sheriff  in  1618,  idw  bore  the  same  arms.

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ami  carried  the  flames  into  his  camp,  so  that  he  was  obHged  to  raise 
tlie  siege. 

In  the  year  710,  King  Osred,  on  the  death  of  Alfred,  his  father, 
took  shelter  in  this  castle  with  Brithric.  his  tutor  or  guardian,  one 
Edulph  having  seized  the  crown,  by  whom,  with  his  partisans,  they 
were  unsuccessfully  besieged 

Brithric  made  so  gallant  a  defense  that  the  siege  was  turned 
into  a  blockade,  which  gave  the  loyal  subjects  time  to  arm  in  de- 
tense  of  their  young  king.  On  their  marching  hither  to  his  relief 
Edulph  fled,  but  was  followed,  taken,  and  put  to  death  by  Brithric. 
who  thereby  securely  seated  Osred  on  the  throne,  when  this  castle 
became  his  palace. 

In  the  reign  of  Egbert.  Kenulph.  Bishop  of  Lindisfarne.  was 
confined  here  thirty  years,  from  750  to  780 ;  anno  q;^^,  it  was  plun- 
dered and  totally  ruined  by  the  Danes  ;  but,  being  of  great  impor- 
tance in  defending  the  northern  parts  against  the  continual  incur- 
sions of  the  Scots,  it  was  soon  afterwards  repaired,  and  made  a  place 
of  considerable  strength. 

It  is  said  to  have  been  in  good  repair  at  the  time  of  the  Con- 
quest, when  it  was  probably  put  into  the  custody  of  some  trusty  Xor- 
man.  and  in  all  likelihood  some  additions  made  to  its  works ;  and  this 
is  more  probable,  as  the  present  area  contained  within  its  walls  meas- 
ures upwards  of  eighty  acres,  instead  of  three,  as  when  described  by 
Hoveden. 

About  the  year  1095  it  was  in  the  possession  of  Robert  de  Mow- 
bray, Earl  of  Xorthumberland.  who  engaging  in  some  treasonable 
practices  against  W'illiam  Rufus,  that  king  laid  siege  to  it.  Mow- 
bray, not  thinking  himself  safe,  fled  to  Tinemouth,  leaving  the  de- 
fense of  the  castle  to  his  stewards  and  kinsman  !Morel,  who  niade  so 
v'gorous  a  resistance  that  the  king,  despairing  to  take  it  b}'  force. 
formed  a  blackade.  by  building  a  strong  fort  near  it  called  ^lalvoisin. 
ot  the  Bad  Neighbor.  At  length,  the  king's  patience  being  worn  out 
by  the  obstinate  defense  made  by  ^Nlorel,  he  caused  the  earl,  who  had 
been  taken  at  Tinemouth.  to  be  led  close  to  the  walls  of  the  castle 
and  proclamation  to  be  made  that,  unless  it  were  immediatel}-  sur- 
rendered, his  eyes  would  be  put  out. 

This  threat  had  the  desired  effect.  To  save  his  master.  Morel 
surrendered  upon  terms ;  and  to  the  honor  of  Rufus  it  is  to  be  added 
that,  in  consideration  of  the  gallant  defense  made  by  him,  and  his 
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fidelity  to  his  master,  the  king  took  him  into  his  royal  favor  and 
protection. 

In  the  next  reign  it  was  intrusted  by  Henry  I.  to  Eustice  Fitz- 
John,  who  was  dispossessed  of  it  and  his  other  employment  by  King 
Stephen,  that  king  being  jealous  of  his  attachment  to  Maud,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  I. 

lVilia>n  Heron,  son  of  Jordan  Heron,  who  held  a  barony  in  the 
county,  by  the  service  of  one  knight's  fee,  as  his  ancestors  had  done 
from  the  Conquest,  was,  in  the  32nd  of  Henry  HI.,  1248,  constituted 
Governor  of  Bajnboroiigh  Castle,  and  of  tho=c  of  Pickering  an-:' 
S^carborough  on  Yorkshire,  in  which  appointments  he  was  succeed- 
ed, in  the  37th  of  the  same  reign,  by  John  de  Lexhigton.  Knt.,  chief - 
justice  of  all  the  forests  north  of  Trent. 

Anno  1296,  King  Edward  I.  summoned  John  Baliol,  the  King 
oi  Scotland,  to  appear  before  him  at  this  castle,  to  answer,  to  a 
breach  of  faith  ;  but,  he  not  appearing,  Edward  attacked  and  took 
Warwick  and  put  the  garrison  to  the  sword. 

Isabel  de  Beaumont,  related  to  Eleanor,  queen  of  Edward  I.,  and 
widow  first  of  John  de  \'esey,  afterwards  of  John,  Duke  of  Brabant, 
had  grant  of  this  castle  for  her  life,  on  the  proviso  that  she  did  not 
marry  again.  During  her  possession  Piers  de  Gavestone  was  placed 
here  by  the  king  to  save  him  from  the  vengeance  of  an  injured 'and 
incensed  nobility.  Who  after,  in  1312,  dragged  him  to  justice  from 
the  castle  of  Scarborough. 

It  was  a  short  time  held  by  Roger  Heron,  a  younger  son  of  the 
family  of  IVilliaiii  Heron  before  mentioned :  after  which  it  was  con- 
ferred on  Henry  Percy,  who  was  made  Governor  of  this  and  Scar- 
borough Castle,  for  his  good  services  in  the  Scottish  wars. 

Anno  1643,  this  castle  was  besieged  by  the  Yorkists  under  the 
command  of  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  Lord  Ogle,  and  the  Lord  Mon- 
tague. It  was  surrendered  on  Christmas  eve.  and  the  Duke  of  Som- 
erset and  Sir  Ralph  Percy,  who  had  held  it  -for  King  Henry,  were 
pardoned  and  received  into  favor 

Anno  1644,  Sir  Ralph  Gray,  having  surprised  this  castle,  gar- 
risoned it  with  Scotchmen  and  held  it  for  the  king.  He  was  be- 
sieged by  the  Earls  of  Northumberland,  and  Warwick,  and  knowing 
that  he  could  expect  no  favor,  defended  it  till  the  end  of  July,  when 
a  tower  "being  beat  down  by  their  cannon,  which  in  its  fall  crushed 
and  stunned  him  that  he  was  taken  up  for  dead,  the  garrison  sur- 
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rendered,  and  he,  recovering,  was  carried  prisoner  to  York,  where 
he  was  beheaded  as  a  traitor. 

It  remained  in  the  crown  to  the  loth  of  EHzabcth,  when  that 
queen  appointed  Sir  John  Forster,  of  Bamborough  Abbey,  Gov- 
ernor of  it;  his  grandson,  John  Forster,  Esq.,  afterward  had  a  grant 
of  it  and  the  manor,  whose  descendant.  Thomas  Forster,  of  Ethel- 
stone,  engaging  in  the  rebelhon  anno  1715,  his  estates  were  confis- 
cated, and  by  him  bequeathed  in  trust  for  charitable  uses.  By  one 
Archdeacon  of  Durliam  the  keep  of  this  castle  has  been  made  habit- 
able, and  the  whole  appropriated  to  the  pious  design  of  the  founder, 
under  regulations  w  hich  at  once  do  honor  to  his  head  and  heart. 

Among  the  variety  of  the  distressed  who  find  relief  from  this 
charity  are  the  mariners  navigating  this  dangerous  coast,  for  whose 
benefit  a  constant  watch  is  kept  on  the  top  of  the  tower. 

The  shipwrecked  mariner  finds  an  hospitable  reception  in  this 
castle.  Here  are  the  storehouses  for  depositing  the  goods  which 
may  be  saved  :  instruments  for  raising  and  weighing  the  sunken  and 
stranded  vessels  :  and.  to  complete  the  whole,  at  the  expense  of  this 
fund  the  last  offices  are  decently  performed  to  the  bodies  of  such 
drowned  sailors  as  are  cast  on  shore. 

Thus  this  ancient  palace  has  become  as  remarkable  for  deeds 
of  charity  as  it  was  formerly  for  acts  of  valor  and  bloodshed. 

From  Encyclopedia  Britaiinica  with  American  Revisions  and 
Additions : 

"Hearxe,  Sanuiel  (1745-1792).  an  English  explorer,  was  born 
at  London  in  1745.  At  the  age  of  eleven  he  entered  the  Royal  Navy 
as  midshipman  in  the  vessel  of  Lord  Flood,  but  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  war  he  took  service  with  the  Fludson's  Bay  Company  as  quar- 
termaster. In  176S  he  was  appointed  to  examine  portions  of  the 
coast  of  Hudson's  Bay  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  cod- 
fishing,  when  he  executed  his  task  with  such  ability  that  it  was  re- 
solved to  employ  him  in  the  discovery  of  the  northwest  passage,  and 
of  certain  mines  of  copper  wlmse  existence  was  asserted  by  the  In- 
dians. Flis  first  attempt,  upon  which  he  set  out  on  November  6. 
1769,  was  unsuccessful,  owing  to  the  desertion  of  the  Indians;  and 
his  second,  entered  upon  on  23d  February,  1770,  was,  by  the  break- 
ing of  his  quadrant,  likewise  rendered  abortive:  but  in  his  iliird  ex- 
pedition, upon  which  he  started  in  December,  1770,  he  was  com- 
pletely successful,  as  he  not  only  discovered  the  existence  of  copper 
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on  the  banks  of  what  is  now  known  as  Coppermine  River,  but  traced 
the  conrse  of  that  river  until  it  joined  the  Arctic  Ocean.  After  an 
absence  of  eighteen  months  and  twenty-three  dax  s  he  arrived  at  Fort 
Churchill,  of  which  he  was  subsequently  promoted  to  be  the  Gov- 
ernor. He  returned  to  England  in  ^jSj.  and  died  there  in  1702.  An 
account  of  his  journeys  from  Prince  of  Wales  Fort  to  the  Xorthern 
Ocean  was  published  posthumously  in  17<')5. 

"Hearxe,  Thomas  (1678- 1735).  an  English  antiquary,  wa? 
born  in  1678  at  Littlefield  Green,  in  the  parish  of  White  Waltham. 
Berkshire,  where  his  father,  the  parish  clerk,  in  payment  of  the 
rental  of  the  vicarage  house  in  which  he  lived,  taught  ten  bo\s 
yearly.  Thomas,  after  receiving  the  rudiments  of  education  from 
his  father,  was  sent,  by  the  kindness  of  a  gentleman,  to  the  free 
school  of  Dray,  on  purpose  to  learn  the  Latin  tongue.  This  gentle- 
man in  1695  took  ^li"''  i'''to  his  house,  and  his  education  was  contin- 
ued at  Bray  till  the  Easter  of  1696.  when  he  was  sent  to  study  at 
Edmund  Mall  Oxford.  There  his  diligence  and  scholarship  attracted 
the  attention  of  Dr.  John  Mill,  the  editor  (»f  tlie  Greek  Testament 
with  various  reaflings.  who  emplo\ed  him  to  compare  several  MSS. 
Flearne  took  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  1699.  and  on  account  of  the  repu- 
tation he  had  acquired  for  his  knowledge  of  books  he  was.  in  1701. 
appointed  assistant  keeper  of  the  P.odleian  Library.  There,  at  his 
own  option,  he  set  himself  diligently  to  correct  the  catalogue,  and 
prepared  an  appendix  which  was  afterwards  incorporated  in  t!ie  new 
catalogue  without  acknowledgement. 

"His  interest  in  the  antic[uarian  treasures  of  the  librarv  induced 
him  to  refuse  man}-  valuable  preferments,  and  in  17 12  he  was  ap- 
pointed second  keeper,  with  the  stipulation  made  b\'  him>clf  tliat  he 
should  also  be  janitor,  so  as  to  obtain  access  to  the  librar\'  at  an^" 
time  he  pleased. 

"In  1714  or  1715  he  was  elected  archit_\i)ographus  or  esquire 
beadle  of  civil  law  in  the  tmiversity.  but  an  objection  l)eing  taken  to 
his  holding  this  office  along  with  that  of  second  librarian,  he  re- 
signed it  in  the  Xovcmber  following;'.  In  Januar\-.  17 [6.  lie  was  com- 
pelled, on  account  of  his  refusal  to  take  the  oaths  to  the  G'i\crnment 
to  resign  also  his  appointment  of  librarian,  but  he  continued  tc>  re- 
side principally  at  Oxford,  where  he  occupied  himself  chiclT  in  [)re- 
paring  fyr  publication  the  works  of  old  l'higii>h  authors.  lii>  inju- 
dicious  and   inai)propriate   insertion   of  Jacobite   sentiments   in   his 
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jtrcfaccs  awakened,  however,  the  hostihty  of  the  university  mag- 
nates, and  subjected  him  to  several  pi'osecutions.  He  died  loth  June. 
IJ35.  Thou,:::h  1  learne  was  somewhat  inchscriminate  in  hi>  antiqua- 
rian taste,  and  ranibhng  and  desultory  in  his  style  of  composition, 
his  persevering  diligence  and  minute  accuracy  enabled  him  to  do 
valuable  service  in  bibliograph} . 

"His  publications  were  nearly  all  printed  by  subscription  at  Ox- 
ford. The  principal  of  them  are :  Ductor  Historicus ;  Reliquia; 
Codleianai :  an  editii^n  of  Livy ;  Spelman's  Life  of  Alfred  the  Great: 
Leland's  Itinerary ;  Leland's  collectanea ;  Acta  Apostolorum :  Titi 
Livii  Foro-Juliensis  \'ita  Henrici  Ouinti.  Regis  Angline :  Aluredi 
L.everlacensis  Annales  ;  Gulielmi  Ro[)eri  \'ita  D.  Thomne  }v[ori  Equi- 
lii  Aurati :  Gulielmi  Camdeni  Annales  Rerum  .Vnglicarum  et  Hiber- 
mcarum  Regnante  Elizabetha ;  Gulielmi  Xeubrigensis  Historia ; 
Thomse  Sprotti  Chronica  :  A  Collection  of  Curious  Discourses  Writ- 
ten by  Eminent  Anti(|uarians  upon  English  Antiquities:  Roberti  de 
Avesbury  Historia  de  Mirabilibus  Gestis  Edward  HI.:  Johannis 
Glastonbury :  Robert  of  Gloucester's  Chronicle  :  Annals  of  Dunsta- 
ble ;  and  Benedict.  Abbot  of  Peterborough.  iMost  of  these  have  been 
reprinted.  His  MSS.  were  left  by  him  to  Dr.  William  Bradford,  of 
whom  they  were  bought  by  Dr.  Richard  Rawlinson  and  bequeathed 
to  the  Bodleian  Library.  Bibliotheca  Hearniana.  Excerpts  from  the 
Catalogue  of  Thomas  Hearne.  M.A..  appeared  in  1848.  Reliquix 
Hearnianc'e,  the  remains  of  Thomas  Hearne,  of  Edmund  Hall,  being 
extracts  from  his  MS.  diaries,  collected  with  a  few  notes  by  Philip 
Bliss  was  published  in  two  volumes.  Oxford,  1857:  2d  ed..  Lon- 
don, 186. 

"See  impartial  memorials  of  the  Life  and  Writings  of  Thomas 
Hearne.  ]Vl,A..  by  several  hands.  London.  173^:  Lives  of  Leland.

Thomas  Hkarm:.  antiquarian,  born  i('>yS.  died  1735.  Life  by 
Hudde^ford  1772.  Kett  iSio,  and  Henry  Headley. 

He  was  the  s<.n  of  George  Hearne:  hi-  mother's  maiden  name 
was  Edith  Wise ;  he  was  a  great  writer  and  publisher  of  old  an- 
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tiquities,  and  died  of  a  severe  cold  succeeded  by  a  fever  and  cul- 
minating in  flux. 

Samuel  Hearne,  explorer,  chiefly  in  British  North  America; 
born  1745,  died  1792. 

General  James  Hearne,  Burmese  War,  1853;  retired  list, 
1866. 

\ViLLLA.M  Edward  Hearxe,  LL.D..  born  1826,  died  1888. 
Member  of  Parliament  1878- 1886.  Gained  distinction  as  both  writer 
and  speaker ;  memiber  of  Church  of  England  and  as  a  layman  took 
prominent  part  in  the  workings  of  the  Diocese  of  Melbourne;  was 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law  and  was  Chancellor  of  the  University ; 
was  also  professor  of  Greek  in  Queen's  College,  also  professor  of 
modern  history,  literature,  logic,  and  political  economy  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Melbourne. 

"Thomas  Hearxe,  Esq.,  author  of  'The  Antiquities  of  Great 
Britain,'  was  born  at  Brinkworth,  Wiltshire,  England,  in  1744.  He 
went  to  London  at  an  early  age  and  was  'articled  to  serve  six  years 
with  William  Woollett,  the  justly  celebrated  engraver.' 

After  the  expiration  of  his  indentures,  he  relinquished  engrav- 
ing and  became  draftsman  to  Sir  R.  Payne,  afterwards  Lord  Lav- 
ington,  who,  being  Governor  of  the  Leeward  Islands,  took  Hearne 
with  him  to  the  West  Indies. 

"In  1776  he  returned  to  England,  and  soon  afterwards  com- 
miCnced  the  publication  of  his  works.  He  made  all  the  drawings  for 
'The  Antiquities  of  Great  Britain'  and  contributed  to  the  embellish- 
ment of  many  other  publications. 

"He  seldom  attempted  the  bolder  etTects  of  nature;  but  for 
truth,  a  chaste  and  mild  tone  of  coloring,  and  an  admirable  judgment 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  whole,  his  productions  have  seldom  been 
surpassed;  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  he  was  the  father  of  all  that 
was  good  in  that  species  of  art  (landscape  in  water-colors),  which 
has  so  widely  and  conspicuously  diffused  itself,  and  is  peculiar  to  this 
country.  Plis  works  in  pencil  are  a  matchless  combination  of  accu- 
rr.cy  and  tasteful  execution.  ^^Ir.  Hcanie  died  in  London,  April  13. 
1817,  in  the  73rd  year  of  his  age." — Gentleman  s  Magazine.

THE  IIEARXES  OF  BERKSHIRE.     • 

Sir  William  Hearxe,  Knight  of  Maidenhead.  County  of 
IJerks,  was  born  December  5.  1745.  This  gentleman,  a  lawyer  by 
profession,  was  elected  Sheritt  of  London  in  1797,  on  which  occa- 
sion he  had  the  unusual  hoimr  of  being  opposed  by  a  nobleman  in 
the  person  of  the  Earl  of  Laudertlale.  Sir  William  secured  the  honor 
of  Knighthood.  He  afterwards  was  Deputy  Lieutenant  of  Berkshire. 
He  derived  his  lineage  from 

Mr.  A[.I)i:rma.\  Rich.\rj>  Hearxe.  of  an  ancient  family  of  the 
city  of  London,  who  was  elected  Sheriff  in  16 18.  He  left  a  son  and 
successor,  Xiciiolas  Hearxe.  who  married  and  left  two  sons. 

1.  Sir  Xathaxiel  Hearxe,  Knight.  Alderman,  and  in  1674 
Sheritf  o£  L'>nd<~in.  wIki  married  Judith,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Fred- 
erick, Lord  .\[a_\i>r  of  London,  and  had  with  other  issue  a  son,  Fred- 
erick, of  London,  whose  daughter  Judith  married  William,  the  sec- 
ond Earl  of  Jersey. 

2.  Basil  Hearxe.  Esq.  (son  of  Xathaniel),  who  was  succeed- 
ed by  his  son  Basil  Hearne,  Esq.,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
Basil  Hearne,  Esq.,  the  father  of  Sir  William  Hearne  of  ^laiden- 
head,  Berkshire. 

I  insert  here  an  interpretation  of  the  Coat  of  Arms,  from  an 
eminent  scholar.  Rev.  William  S.  Ryland,  LL.D.  and  D.D.,  Presi- 
dent of  Bethel  College,  Russelville,  Kentucky. 

"The  shield  is  described  as  sable  (  sa.)  or  black,  and  it  is  the 
field,  or  ground,  on  which  the  armorial  bearings  are  grouped.  Some 
are  red,  gold  or  silver.  Rothschild  is  "red  shield"  and  is  pronounced 
'Rote-shild.'  'A  chevron'  means  a  bar  whose  width  is  one-fifdi  the 
Kngth  of  the  shield,  die  ornamentation  of  which  is  'ermine.'  This. 
>mu  know,  is  the  fur  lining,  or  trimming,  of  royal  robes,  and  of  a 
judge's  robe,  in  the  higher  courts  of  Great  Britain.  The  ermine 
itself  is  supposed  to  be  sp^jtless,  symbolizing  the  purity  of  justice, 
but  the  ornaments  on  it  are  intended  to  stand  for  the  tips  of  the  tail^ 
<'f  the  Ultle  animals  \\ho>e  >kins  make  tlie  valuable  lining  in  ques- 
tion, the  whole  fur  except  these  tips  being  a  pure  white,  i'.etween 
tlu-ee  herons  aruent'  means  between  diree  silver  herons.     .Argent  is 
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French  for  silver.  The  crest  which  ornaments  the  top  is  the  neck 
and  head  of  a  heron,  resting'  on  the  usual  support,  a  banded  bar,  or 
perhaps  a  striped  cushion ;  in  this  case  the  bands  are  gold  and  sil- 
ver ('or'  and  'argent').  The  heron's  head  'ducally  gorged'  means 
that  the  throat,  or  'gorge.'  of  the  heron  is  ornamented  with  a  ducal 
coronet.  'Ppr.'  (proper)  means  in  its  own  natural  color,  gold,  with 
red  lining.  The  motto  signifies :  'He  maintains  the  laws  and  his 
rig"hts.'  The  'chevron'  is  really  two  bars  meeting  in  the  center  of 
the  shield  like  rafters  in  a  roof,  and  resting  on  the  base  of  the  shield. 
I.  will  not  venture  to  decide  on  the  significance  of  these  emblems,  but 
T  think  the}'  must  point  back  to  some  member  of  the  Hearne  family 
who  was  a  duke  and  of  royal  lineage,  or  he  may  have  won  the  title 
by  his  services  on  the  bench.  The  heron  I  take  to  be  a  symbol  of 
courage  and  devotion. 

"I  think  the  coat  of  arms  is  really  a  beautiful  one,  simple  and 
eloquent  of  the  merit  on  which  the  honor  of  the  house  was  founded. 
There  is  a  good  deal  in  heredity;  more  than  we  Americans  are  won't 
to  think.  r>ut  meanness,  as  well  as  honor,  is  hereditary,  and  pride 
may  be  cruel,  selfish,  and  sinful  as  well  as  noble,  generous,  and  up- 
lifting to  others,  as  well  as  ourselves.  Perhaps  we  can  do  no  bet- 
ter than  to  say  with  the  greatest  of  the  apostles,  'God  forbid  that  I 
should  glory  save  in  the  cross." 

It  is  known  that  two  officers  in  Oliver  Cromwell's  Army  were 
named  Hearne,  and  a  number  of  his  chaplains  were  ministers  in  the 
Baptist  Church.  One  of  these  officers  was  William  Hearne  of  An- 
glo-Norman descent,  born  in  London,  1627,  and  was  a  wealthy  mer- 
chant, tie  served  as  Captain  with  Cromwell,  in  all  his  famous  bat- 
tles, and  after  the  restoration,  found  it  not  wholesome  or  safe  to  re- 
main in  London,  hence  with  his  wife,  Mary — whoni  he  married  in 
London,  a  lady  of  culture  and  highly  educated — he  left  London  and 
went,  in  1660,  to  St.  Christopher's,  in  the  West  India  Islands,  and 
opened  a  large  trade  in  general  merchandise  from  London  to  these 
islands,  and  the  colonies  on  the  coast  of  Maryland  and  Delaware.  On 
his  return  trips  to  London  he  took  large  cargoes  of  Muscovada 
sugar,  as  his  old  ledgers  show.  In  1681  two  of  his  brothers,  Derby 
and  Ebenezer,  came  with  him.  and  settled  in  the  then  Province  of 
Maryland,  near  what  is  now  the  Marylanfi  and  Delaware  line,  but 
on  the.  Delaware  side.  Derby  settled  where  what  is  known  now  as 
Theodore   Brewington's   Mill,   and  Ebenezer  at  the  Line  Meeting 
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House.  The  merchant,  W'iUiam,  was  called  by  many  of  the  colonists 
"The  Blanket  Merchant."  because  of  the  lar<:;e  quantities  of 
blankets  he  handled  in  his  trade,  which  he  continued  back  and  forth 
between  London,  the  islands  and  colonies  until  tlie  springs  of  1688. 
when  he  settled  near  his  brothers,  but  on  the  Maryland  side  of  the 
hne.  near  the  present  town  of  Delmar.  in  Somerset  C.":.'Unty.  where 
he  built  a  residence  that  he  occupied  till  his  death.

Some  romantic  parents  love  to  christen  their  infants  with  hig-h 
falutin'  names.  Religious  persons  search  the  Scriptures  before  die 
baptismal  cereiuony.  Parents  in  search  of  a  fortune  will  label  their 
luckless  babes  with  the  surname  of  die  expected  testator.  But.  nev- 
ertheless, the  list  of  common  En.:.;lish  Christirm  names  is  a  very  small 
one.  Out  of  every  100  fathers  and  mothers  of  male  children  some 
eighty-four  limit  their  choice  to  fifteen  familiar  names. 

The  favorite  name  is  undoubtedly  William.  In  all  ranks  of  so- 
cietv — in  the  peerage  as  in  the  workhouse — William  is  the  common- 
est of  male  Christian  names. 

Stop  the  first  i.ooo  men  you  meet  in  the  street.  Xo  fewer  than 
170  are  Williams.  A  long  way  behind  cojne  the  Johns,  closely  fol- 
lowed by  the  Georges.  Of  every  i.ooo  men  ninety-four  are  called 
John  and  ninety-two  George. 

The  ne.xt  commonest  name  is  Thomas,  which  has  seventy- four 
owners,  while  Tames  claims  scventy-lw n.  Henry  and  Harry  between 
them  are  seventy  in  mnuber.  <  )f  these  about  one  in  four  have  re- 
ceived the  name  of  Harry  at  the  Baiitismal  font.  Following  them 
come  Frederick  with  fifty-seven.  Charles  witli  forty-eight.  Alfred 
with  fortv-five,  and  Albert  some  way  behind  widi  thirty-one.  The 
popularit\  of  .Mbert  has  arisen  entirelv  iroin  the  personal  popularity 
of  our  late  ([ueen's  ])eloved  consort.  It  was  practically  unknown  in 
England  before  (Jueen  X'ictoria's  marriage. 

The  "_rood  old  S;i\on  appellation  of  [-.(Iw.ird  is  gi-.-en  to  five  and 
twentv  oiu  ot  every  i,(Xm*  ciii/en>.  .\rlhur  and  Robert  having  each. 
twenty-three,  while  of  the  remainder  of  these  i.ooo  men  you  have 
acct)sted  in  the  street  seventeen  are  called  Joseph  and  fifteen  Her- 
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bert.  So  we  liave  accounted  for  no  fewer  than  856  out  of  every 
1,000  Englishmen,  and  they  divide  between  them  only  tifteeu  out  of 
maTiv  hundreds,  nay  thousands,  of  names  from  which  their  parents 
are  at  liberty  to  choose. 

Of  the  remaining  144  of  our  representative  1,000  a  few.  such 
as  Richard,  Percy  or  Ernest,  are  claimed  severally  by  two  or  three 
men.  but  all  the  test  are  the  sole  and  exclusive  property  of  "one 
in  1,000." 

William  Hearne.  the  merchant,  did  a  large  business  from  Lon- 
don to  the  West  India  Islands  from  1680  to  1688  (mostly  at  the  is- 
lands of  St.  Christopher  and  St.  Thomas)  and  back  to  London, 
shipping  large  cargoes  of  goods  of  all  kinds  from  London  to  the 
islands,  and  on  the  return  trip  taking  back  shipments  chietly  of  2\Ius- 
covada  sugar,  in  hogsheads,  as  his  old  ledger  shows,  from  1683  to 
1O88,  inclusive.  I  have  the  old  ledger  before  me  now.  and  though 
greatly  mutilated,  enough  is  left  to  show  us  clearly  his  line  of  busi- 
ness and  the  character  of  goods  shipped,  and  though  written  in  a 
plain  hand,  and  die  ink  clear  and  the  words  and  letters  perfectly  dis- 
tinct, and  more  dian  two  hundred  years  since  written,  it  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  decipher  the  many  abbreviations  and  characters,  as  they  are 
so  very  different  from  those  now  in  use.  I  note  one  abbreviation 
that  I  thought  was  modern :  that  is.  St.  Xtopher's  for  St.  Christo- 
pher's, as  in  Xmas  for  Christmas.  Opposite  is  a  perfect  copy  of  one- 
third  of  a  page  from  the  ledger,  as  photographed  and  then  engraved 
from  the  original. 

Then  follows  die  entire  account  of  several  pages,  continuing  the 
above,  of  various  kinds  of  goods,  making  a  total  of  L631  14s.  and  Qd. 
On  the  return  trip  to  London,  I  copy  as  near  verbatim  as  I  can.

Then  follows  six  other  invoices  similar  to  above,  and  all 
shipped  on  same  vessel  and  time,  aggregating  a  total  of  135,765 
pounds. 

This  old  ledger  of  1681-16S8  has  been  handed  down  through 
six  generations,  from  the  first  William  of  that  early  date,  and 
brought  to  Kentucky  1798  b}-  Clement  Hearne,  and  now,  1907,  in 
the  possession  of  the  author  of  this  book,  at  Independence,  Mis- 
souri. There  were  quite  a  number  of  blank  leaves  in  it,  many  of 
which  have  been  filled  by  different  ones  through  whose  hands  it 
has  passed,  with  a  variety  of  things  and  subjects,  all  of  which  are 
interesting  to  look  over  and  read,  some  of  which  I  copy  verbatim, 
as  follows : 

A  letter  from  a  son  to  his  father  March  17th  day  1780. 

With  all  dutiful  Respect  I  trouble  you  with  these  Lines  to 
enquire  of  the  Good  State  of  your  Health,  of  which  i  shall  be  ex- 
tremely Glad  to  heare  and  to  present  you  My  most  humble  Duty 
and  tenders  of  filial  and  most  afifectionate  Service.  I  have  not  had 
the  favor  of  ^  letter  from  you  since  that  from  you  dated  the  17th 
of  March  last,  which  I  replyd  to  Every  next  Post,  and  in  such 
Particulars  as  you  Enjrjined  me.  I  have  sent  you  Sir,  by  Samuel 
Simple  the  pemsey  Carrier,  A  Spaniel  dog  Which  is  an  Excellent 
Good  one  of  his  Kind  and  fit  for  the  Sport  of  your  Place  his  name 
is  Try  and  is  very  free  for  the  Water  and  if  he  hath  any  fault  it  is 
being  a  little  too  eager  but  he  is  young  and  may  be  brought  to. 
Wont  you  please  to  have  him.     I  hope  my  Mother  is  well  to  whom 
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pray  Give  my  Kind  love  and  also  be  pleased  to  accept  of  my  duty 
to  yourself  which  is  the  present  needful  A  Sir  Your  most  Dutiful 
Son  and  humble  Servant. 

March  17th  da\-.   1780.  George  Hearxe. 

This  letter  (as  is  most  all  else  in  this  old  book)  is  written  in 
a  most  e.Kcellent  hand,  fully  e(]ual  to  that  of  tlie  present  day,  and 
the  similarity  of  the  handwriting.^  all  througii.  for  two  hundred 
\ears,  is  remarkable.  The  si,::,natures  oi  Win.  Hearne  (date  of 
1683)  ^"'^1  ^is  great-great-T^randson  William  (date  from  1812  to 
i8^2)  are  almost  exactly  the  same — indeed,  I  cannot  distinguish 
one  from  the  other;  and  so  with  luany  others  of  the  famil}\  myself 
mcluded.  until  I  quit  using  a  quill  pen  (  i860). 

I  cop}'  again,  z-crbatiiii.  from  a  page  in  the  old  book  of  date 
one  to  two  hundred  years  ago : 

Cose  axd  Cure  eor  hard  Times. 

I  profess  myself  to  be  an  honest  farmer,  for  I  can  say  that 
no  man  Could  Ever  Charge  me  with  A  Dishonest  action.  I  See 
with  great  grief  that  all  the  Country  is  AlTlicted  As  well  as  myself. 
Every  one  is  Complaining  and  telling  his  grievances,  but  I  find 
they  do  not  tell  how  their  troubles  Came  on  them.  I  know  It  is 
Common  for  people  to  throw  the  blame  of  their  own  misdeeds  on 
others,  or  At  least  to  excuse  themselves  of  the  Charge.  I  am  in 
grate  tribulation,  but  to  keep  up  the  Above  character  of  An  honest 
man  I  Cannot  in  Conscience  say  that  any  one  has  brought  my 
troubles  on  Me  but  m_\self.  hard  times.  Xo  money  says  Every  one. 
A  Short  Story  of  My  Self  will  show  how  it  Came  hard  times  and 
Xo  money  With  Me  at  the  age  of  Sixty  Five,  who  had  lived  well 
these  Eorty  Years.  My  parents  were  pore  .And  they  put  me  at 
twelve  years  of  age  to  a  Farmer  With  W'home  1  lived  till  1  was 
twenty  one.  My  mother  fitted  me  off  with  two  Stout  Suits  home 
spun,  four  pairs  of  stockings,  four  woolen  Shirts.  And  two  pair  of 
sh.oes.  At  twenty  two  I  married  Me  A  Wife  and  A  very  good 
\oung  woman  she  was.  We  took  a  farm  <if  Forty  Acres  on  rent. 
by  industry  we  gained  A  head  fast.  I  paid  my  rent  punctual! \-  and 
laid  by  money.  In  ten  years  I  Was  Able  to  buy  Me  .-V  farm  of 
Si.xty  Acres,  on  Which  I  became  my  (.»wn  tenant.  \  then  in  A 
manner  grew  rich  and  Soon  adde<l  Aiioiher  .^ixty  acres  With 
Which  I  was  content.     Mv  estate  increased  bevond  all  Account.     I 
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imught  several  Acres  oi  land  for  my  Children,  who  amounted  to 
seven,  when  1  was  Forty  Five  years  old.  I  about  this  time  mar- 
ried my  Eldest  dau.inhter  to  A  Clever  laboring  _\oung  man — 

Just  here  the  narrative  stops  short,  as  some  dozen  leaves  have 
been  cut  out  of  the  old  book,  but  we  see  enough  to  teach  us  that 
hard  times  were  about  the  same  in  cause  and  effect  then  as  now  ; 
and  we  notice  the  same  thing  in  Clement  flearne's  letter  of  October, 
iSii,  and  also  in  a  letter  that  I  have  before  me  of  Joseph  Hcarne, 
of  1837,  to  a  relative,  which  I  do  not  insert,  but  it  speaks  plainly 
of  the  same  causes,  and  as  to  political  and  naticjiial  matters  reads 
very  nuich  like  the  present  day.  and  I  j^resume  that  one  hundred 
years  hence  our  descendants  will  hear  practically  the  same  stor}'. 
I  copy  again  :  an  odd  blessing  in  the  olden  time : 
A  young  man  made  a  \isit  to  his  Lady  Love  and  intending  to 
remain  till  after  Supper,  but  before  supper  time  another 
young  man.  ( a  rival )  came,  who  was  more  in  favor  with  the 
Mother,  and  a  better  supper  was  prepared,  and  when  .ready, 
young  man  Number  (Jne  was  called  on  to  ask  the  blessing  which 
he  did  as   follows : 

"The  Lord  be  ])raised.  how   I  am  amazed, 

To  see  how  things  have  mended : 
Before   me    I    see   short   cake   and   tea. 

Where   mush   and   milk   alone   were   intended." 
I  copy  again.     The  following  verse  was  sent  by  a  young  man 
to   a  lady   love : 

"Soft  is  the  down  on  butterfly's  wing. 
Soft  is  the  light   which   moonbeams   tiing, 
Soft  is  the  greeting  when  lovers  meet. 
Hut  Softer  by  far  is  my  lady  love's  hand." 
She  Sends  back  in  answer: 

"Soft  am  'taters  all  mashed  up:  '  - 

Mush  as  soft  as  mush  can  be; 
lUit  Softer  Still  be  diat  Silly  Pup 
"".Miat  wrote  that  ar  verse  to  me." 

Two  of  the  merchant  Williams'  old  Ledgers  or  invoice  books, 
and  a  Small  buok  d  his  genealogy  descenrled  10  his  great-grandson. 
Clement  Ilcuirne.  wlio  brought  them  to  i\entuck_\  with  him  in  1798. 
and  one  of  the  old  ledgers  is  still  in  the  family.     The  book  of  gen- 
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ealogy  traced  back  in  an  unbroken  line  to  the  time  of  the  Conqueror. 
1066,  to  an  officer,  a  standard  bearer  to  the  Conqueror,  bearing 
the  family  name,  Hearne.  This  much-prized  little  book  of  geneal- 
og}-  was  seen  and  read  by  several  of  my  generation  of  the  family, 
who  were  much  older  than  I ;  among  them  were  Airs.  Eveline  Allen, 
a  granddaughter  of  Clement  Hearne.  and  William  L.  Hearne, 
a  great  nephew  of  Clement  Hearne.  who  then  (1836)  lived  in  Dela- 
ware and  died  in  Wheeling,  West  \'irginia,  in  1895.  They  were 
both  full  grown  people  when  they  saw  the  book,  and  told  me  how 
Grandfather  Clement  prized  it  and  how  carefully  he  kept  it,  and 
with  what  pride  he  showed  and  explained  it  to  them.  I  remember 
quite  well  myself  the  two  years  I  lived  with  him.  though  only  five 
and  six  \ears  old.  of  his  keeping  these  old  treasure  books,  in  a 
small  book  case  in  the  wall,  always  under  lock,  with  the  key  in  his 
pocket.  His  wife  died  in  less  than  two  years  after  that,  and  he  had 
to  go  to  live  in  a  room  built  for  him  in  his  son  Joseph's  yard.  In 
the  meantime  Joseph  had  married  his  second  wife  :  that  rendered 
both  his  and  his  father  Clement's  life  unhappy,  and  she  knew  not 
the  value,  and  perhaps  cared  not,  for  these  old  books  of  such  ines- 
timable worth ;  hence  they  were  lost  or  destroyed,  except  one, 
which  was  an  invoice  book  of  merchandise  carried  between  London 
and  America.  The  house  which  William  Hearne  built  in  1688  was 
occupied  by  some  of  his  descendants  for  nearly  two  hundred  }ears. 
and  the  land  has  never  passed  out  of  the  family  being  owned  now, 
1907,  by  the  children  of  Elijah  Freney,  lineal  descendants  cf  the 
hrst  settler,  William  Hearne. 

William  Hearne  named  the  tract  of  land  on  which  he  lived 
and  his  residence  "St.  Kitts,"  for  the  place  from  which  he  came. 
St.  Christopher's  in  the  West  Indies.' 

It  seems  from  histor}-  that  no  title  to  the  land  on  which  Wil- 
liam Hearne  settled  was  made  till  many  years  after  his  death,  as 
the  following  will  show :

common  Soccagc,  by  Fealty  only  for  all  ^Manner  of  Services. 
Yielding  and  Paying  therefore  yearly,  unto  Us,  and  our  Heirs, 
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at  our  Receipt  at  our  City  of  St.  Mary's,  at  the  two  most  usual 
Feasts  in  the  year  the  feast  of  the  Annunciation  of  the 
Blessed  \'irgin  Mary,  and  .9^  Michael  the  Arch  Angel. 
by  even  and  equal  Portions,  the  Rent  of  two  Shillings 
Sterling,  in  Silver  or  Gold ;  and  for  a  Fine  upon  every 
Alienation  upon  the  said  Land,  or  any  Part  or  Parcel  thereof, 
one  whole  Year's  Rent,  in  Silver  or  Gold,  or  the  full  \'alue  thereof.

From  the  same  records  at  Princess  Anne,  the  will  of  William 
Hearne,  bearing  date  of  Alarch  28,  1691,  and  probated  November 
10,  1691,  shows  that  he  evidently  died  in  October,  1691.  A  verbatim 
copy  of  the  will  and  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  is  as  follows : 

In  the  name  of  God  xA.men.  I,  William  Hearne,  of  Somerset 
County  in  the  Province  of  Maryland,  being  sick  and  weak  of  body 
but  of  sound  and  perfect  memory  { Blessed  be  God)  and  call- 
ing to  mind  the  uncertain  estate  of  this  life  on  earth  and  being  desir- 
ous to  sett  things  in  order,  do  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  and  form  following: 

First  and  principally :  I  commend  my  soul  to  God  that  gave  it 
assuredly  believing  that  I  shah  receive  full  pardon  and  free  remis- 
sion of  all  my  sins,  and  be  saved  by  the  precious  death  and  merits 
of  my  blessed  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  such 
decent  order  as  to  my  executrix  hereafter  named  shall  be  thought 
meet  and  convenient.  And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  as  it 
hath  pleased  God  in  his  mercy,  hath  been  pleased  to  bestow  upon 
me,  my  will  and  meaning  is  (that  after  my  real  and  just  debts  be 
paid)  that  the  same  be  disposed  of  as  by  this  my  last  will  is  ex- 
pressed, and  first  I  do  hereby  revoke,  renounce  and  make  void  all  for- 
mer wills  by  me  made  and  declare  and  appoint  this  to  be  my  last  will 
and  testament.

sonal be  equally  divided  between  my  said  wife  and  children  when 
my  said  children  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  one  and  twenty  years, 
then  to  have  and  receive  their  said  parts,  and  portions  paid  them. 
And  in  case  my  said  child  or  children  should  depart  this  life  before 
they  arrive  at  the  age  aforesd  then  my  said  estate  to  be  equally  di- 
vided between  my  said  wife  and  the  surviving  child  or  children. 
And  I  do  herebv  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  said  loving 
wife  Mary  Hearne  to  be  my  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testa- 
ment.

WilHam  Hearne,  the  merchant,  died  Oct,  1691,  and  was  buried 
on  an  elevated  spot  on  his  farm,  that  became  a  family  burying 
ground,  and  has  been  nicely  kept  and  preserved  to  the  present  time. 
1907.  His  wife,  Mar}-,  and  sons.  Thomas  and  Nehemiah,  with  many 
other  descendants,  are  buried  there.  In  1897  I  had  erected  on  a 
firm  foundation  a  modest  granite  monument,  the  cut  of  wliich  is 
shown  on  opposite  page,  with  the  inscription  '^Hearne'''  at  the  base, 
and  on  the  face : 

William  Hearne,  merchant,  born  1627,  and  wife,  ^Nlary,  born 
in  London,  England.  Settled  here  in  1688.  He  died  October,  1691. 
and  she  died  after  him." 

"Thomas  Hearne,   son  of  William  and  Mary,  born  May  31. 
1691  ;  died  ^larch,  1762.    His  wife,  Sally  Wingate,  died  before  him." 
"Xehemiah  Hearne,  son  of  Thomas  and  Sally,  died  ]\Iarch,  1700. 
His  wife,  Bettie,  died  after  him." 

At  the  time  of  the  erection  of  this  monument  I  had  a  small 
granite  tablet  set  at  Greenville  Episcopal  Church,  some  ten  miles 
east  of  Laurel,  Delaware,  with  the  following  inscription:  "Ebenezer 
Hearne,  son  of  Thomas  and  Sally,  born  ^lay  6.  1717;  died  April, 
1785;  and  Priscilla,  his  wife,  died  April,  1796;  buried  2  1-2  miles 
southeast."  Greenville  Episcopal  Church  is  the  same  that  the  acre 
of  ground  for  it  was  given  by  Clement  Hearne.  The  Ebenezer 
Hearne  homestead  and  burying  ground  is  about  2  1-2  miles  south- 
east of  this  point,  where  is  buried  also  George  Hearne,  second  son 
of  Ebenezer,  born  September  2,  1758;  killed  in  the  American  Army 
in  Xew  Jersey  in  1778. 

The  writer  has  a  feeling  of  gratification  that  cannot  be  expressed 
ii:  words,  in  knowing  that  durable  markers  note  the  last  resting 
places  of  all  his  paternal  American  ancestors  in  an  unbroken  line, 
that  can  be  seen  and  known  as  they  are  visited  by  the  present  and  ail 
future  generations  of  their  descendants;  that  is,  the  one  for  William 
Ilcarne  CiG^O  ^"^I  -^on  Thomas  (  1762).  near  Delmar,  but  in  Som- 
eiset  Couaty.  Maryland;  then  of  Ebenezer.  at  Greenville  Trntest- 
ant  Episcopal  Church  in  Sussex  County.  Delaware;  and  lastly,  of 
Clement  and  Cannon  Hearne.  at  Lexington,  Kentucky,  where  also 
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rest  all  the  deceased  members  of  my  own  immediate  family,  and 
where  I  intend  my  own  body  to  be  interred. 

William  Hearne  and  wife,  ^Nlary,  were  Episcopalians,  and 
members  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  were  the  majority  of  their 
descendants  for  several  c^enerations. 

The  records  in  Princess  Anne,  Somerset  County,  Maryland, 
>how  that  William  Hearne,  son  of  William  Hearne  (merchant),  and 
.Mary,  his  wife,  was  born  Sept.  24.  A.  D.  1688,  and  that  Thomas 
Hearne,  son  of  William  (merchant),  was  born  of  Mary,  his  wife. 
May  31,  A.  D.  1691. 

William  Hearxe.  son  of  William  and  ^lary.  born  Sept.  24. 
1 688.  and  died  about  Jan.  i,  1756.  at  the  asre  of  sixty-eight  years  (as 
sliown  by  the  probation  of  his  wilH,  left  children  named  as  follows: 
Elijah,  Isaac,  Jonathan.  Sanmel.  John,  Benjamin.  Hannah,  ^lary. 
who  married  Freney.  and  Sarah  who  married  Tindal.  His  wife  was 
named  Elizabeth,  as  .shown  hx  deeds  of  record.  It  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  wife  and  all  nine  children  have  scripture  names. 

Will  of  William  Hearne.  copied  frrmi  the  records  of  Princess 
Anne,  Somerset  County.  INIaryland  (it  is  also  on  record  at  Annapo- 
lis, the  capital  of  ^Maryland)  : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  make  this  my  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, and  calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  etc., 

I  give  and  dispose  of  my  small  worldly  estate  in  the  manner 
and  form  following; 

1st :  My  will  is  that  all  my  just  and  lawful  debts  be  paid  and 
that  in  due  time. 

2nd:  I  give  and  bequeatli  unto  my  son  Elijah  Hearne  one  negr. 
boy  called  Frank,  one  negr.  girl  called  Dinah  and  two  hundred  and 
seventy-five  acres  of  land,  part  of  that  tract  of  land  called  Stains. 
and  to  be  laid  off  and  taken  out  of  the  ori',dnal  tract  aforesaid  so 
a.v  to  include  the  dwelling  plantation  where  I  now  live  on,  with  as 
little  prejudice  to  the  remaining  part  of  that  tract  as  may  be,  to  him, 
his  lieirs  or  assigns. 

3rd:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Isaac  Hearne  his  heirs 
or  assigns  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land  out  of  that  tract  of 
lan(l  called  Stains,  where  he  has  formerly  made  some  improvements 
and  if  any  difference  should  arise  in  the  division  of  the  aforesaid 
land  between  my  two  sons  Elijah  Hearne  and  Isaac  Hearne,  then 
my  will  is  that  my  two  friends  Benjamin  Handy  and  George  Hearne 
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divide  it  according-  to  the  intent  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 
with  as  little  prejudice  to  my  two  sons  as  may  be. 

4th :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Samuel  Hearne  his  heirs 
or  assigns  one  negro  boy  called  Caesar. 

5th :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Jonathan  Hearne  his 
heirs  or  assigns  one  negr.  boy  called  Mumford. 

6th :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Hannah  Hearne 
her  heirs  or  assigns  one  negr.  girl  called  Jenney. 

7th :  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  m\-  son  Benjamin  Hearne  his 
heirs  or  assigns  one  negro  woman  called  A  loll. 

8th:  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  m\-  daughter  Mary  Freeney  her 
heirs  or  assigns  fifteen  pounds  current  money  out  of  my  movable  es- 
tate according  to  appraisement.

The  land  on  which  William  Hearne  lived  and  died,  is  one-half 
the  tract  taken  up  by  his  father,  and  about  two  miles  southeast  of 
Delmar,  Del.,  is  the  site  of  his  residence.  The  burying  ground  is 
near  the  residence  where  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  are  buried,  and 
also  many  of  their  children  and  later  descendants.  The  old  resi- 
dence and  homestead  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Charles  Wood, 
one  of  his  jdescendants.

This  data  and  genealogy  of  Elijah  and  Eleanor  Hearne,  his 
wife,  were  furnished  me  by  Caldwell  J.  Morris,  one  of  their  de- 
scendants, now  living  in  Laurel,  Del.,  and  he  says.  1894: 

I  am  personally  acquainted  with  many  of  our  relatives  in  this 
country,  not  named  here,  and  as  I  could  not  arrange  them  properly, 
omitted  them  altogether :  and  it  seems,  too,  that  such  a  list  would 
b(-  too  ponderous  to  use.  To  give  a  little  idea  of  the  great  number 
of  the  Hearne  descendants  here,  I  would  say  that  when  my  grand- 
mother Mary  died,  some  twenty  years  ago,  she  had  seventy-six 
grandchildren  and  nineteen  great-grandchildren,  and  they  will  now 
number  far  many  more,  and  a  sister  of  hers  has  fifteen  children. 

The  Hearne  family  here  is  noted  for  its  genius  and  has  furnished 
more  mechanics  for  the  various  trades  than  any  other  family  known ; 
it  is  also  noted  for  its  mental  ability,  being  well  represented  in  the 
various  professions.  Dr.  W.  Joseph  Hearne  is  one  of  the  best  physi- 
cians and  surgeons  in  Philadelphia ;  he  is  connected  with  the  Jef- 
ferson Medical  College  as  lecturer  and  is  physician  and  surgeon  in 
the  Blockley  Hospital.  Elijah  Hearne,  of  Laurel,  has  been  a  re- 
nowned blacksmith  all  his  life,  and  it  is  frequently  said  of  him  that 
lie  is  the  best  on  the  Peninsula  south  of  Wilmington. 

William  Joseph,  son  of  Elijah  and  Sallie  Hearne,  born  in  Laurel, 
Del.,  Dec.  27,  1842.  He  received  a  classical  education  at  the  Laurel 
-\cademy,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  commenced  the  study 
of  medicine,  graduating  at  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  of  Phila- 
delphia Mar.,  1867.  After  graduation,  he  located  in  Milton,  Sussex 
County,  Delaware,  and  remained  there  three  years.  Tn  1870  he  m.ar- 
ried  Miss  Amanda  Clark  Prettyman,  who  was  bom  Sept.  28,  1845, 
a  daughter  of  W.  C.  Prettyman,  of  Milton,  Del.,  and  then  located 
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in  Philadelphia  for  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  became  the  as- 
sistant of  the  distinguished  surgeon,  Dr.  S.  D.  Gross,  professor  of 
surgery  in  the  Jefferson  Medical  College,  he  held  the  position  of  as- 
sistant of  the  surgical  clinic  for  seven  years,  and  on  the  opening  of 
the  new  college  hospital  was  made  chief  assistant  of  the  surgical 
clinic,  which  position  he  held  for  five  years.  When  the  elder  Gross 
resigned  the  chair  of  surgery,  and  his  son  was  chosen  to  fill  his 
place,  Dr.  Hearne  was  elected  by  the  trustees  of  the  institution  visit- 
ing surgeon  to  the  hospital,  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  promotion 
of  the  younger  Gross.  This  position  he  held  till  the  spring  of  1894, 
when  he  was  elected  by  the  trustees  to  the  position  of  professor  of 
clinical  surgery.  Dr.  Hearne  is  a  member  of  the  most  prominent 
medical  societies  of  the  state  and  country.  His  children  are :  Alice, 
born  Oct.  10,  1872;  William  Prettyman,  born  April  27,  1873,  and 
Mary  Vaughn,  born  Pel).  24.  1875.  Alice  married  Frank  Primrose, 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  London  Park  Cemetery  Association, 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  Jan.,  1896,  and  they  have  four  children:  Jose- 
phine, Hearne,  Frank,  Jr.,  and  Alice.  Mary  Vaughn  Hearne  mar- 
ried Lois  R.  Little,  a  grain  broker,  in  Philadelphia,  Nov.  11,  1903. 
William  Prettyman  Hearne,  the  son,  was  educated  at  Princeton 
College,  and  after  graduation  there  graduated  in  Jefferson  Medical 
College,  served  there  one  year  as  resident  physician,  and  is  now  one 
of  the  assistant  surgeons,  and  also  the  same  in  City  Hospital.  He  is 
a  very  promising  young  man  and  bids  fair  to  be  as  renowned  as  his 
worthy  father.  Dr.  William  Joseph  Hearne  and  his  family  are  Meth- 
odists, while  one  son-in-law  is  a  Presbyterian  and  the  other  an 
Episcopalian.

Ebenezer  Hearne,  son  of  Jonathan,  who  died  in  1794,  went 
to  Texas  in  early  life  and  we  have  no  trace  of  him,  but  some  one  of 
the  numerous  families  in  Texas  are  doubtless  his  descendants. 

Samuel  Hearne,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  and  grandson 
of  William,  who  died  in  1691,  died  in  either  Delaware  or  Maryland, 
June,  1803 ;  his  will  is  on  record  at  Princess  Anne,  Maryland,  and 
bears  date  of  Dec,  24,  1802,  and  was  probated  July  8,  1803,  and,  as 
the  custom  still  obtains  in  the  East  to  probate  most  all  wills  w  ithin 
twenty  days  after  death,  we  conclude  that  he  died  June,  1S03.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  date  of  his  birth,  and  we  can  only 
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approximate;  his  father,  William,  was  bom  in  1688  and  died  1756, 
aged  sixty-eight  years ;  my  grandfather,  Clement  Hearne  (born 
1763  and  died  1851),  always  said  tliis  Samuel  Hearne  was  the  one 
who  was  first  in  his  day  to  leave  the  final  e  off  the  name  of  Hearne, 
and  my  recollection  is  that  was  about  1770,  and  that  Samuel  Hearne 
was  then  about  forty  years  of  age,  which  would  place  his  birth  about 
1730.  He  was  a  surveyor  by  profession  as  well  as  farmer,  and  a 
man  of  considerable  influence  in  the  community  and  strong  force  of 
character ;  he  accumulated  a  fine  property,  which  was  estimated  at 
$40,000  at  the  time  of  his  death,  when  he  had  already  made  some  ad- 
vances to  his  children,  whose  names  were :  Jonathan,  Thomas,  Ben- 
jamin, Nancy  (who  married  Ellis),  Hannah  (who  married  Hast- 
ings), Polly  (who  married  Nelson),  Betsy  (who  married  Parsons), 
and  William,  born  Sept.  30,  1785,  removed  to  Alabama,  and  died 
Nov.  12,  1842,  leaving  a  large  family,  many  of  whose  descendants 
are  now  living  in  Alabama,  Louisiana  and  Texas.  Samuel  Hearne 
was  married  twice ;  his  first  wife  was  named  Rhoda  Parker,  daugh- 
ter of  Jacob  and  ]\Iary  Parker,  and  was  the  mother  of  his  children; 
the  second  wife,  who  survived  him,  was  named  Elizabeth,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  will.  Jonathan,  the  eldest  son,  was  born  April  ii, 
1760,  and  left  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  Jan.  7,  1792,  and  removed 
to  Hancock  County  Georgia,  where  he  lived  eight  years  and  then  re- 
moved to  Jackson  County,  where  he  lived  nine  years ;  about  1809  he 
removed  to  Putnam  County,  the  same  state,  where  he  died  April 
13,  1827. 

Following  are  the  dates  of  birth  and  death  of  children  of  Jona- 
than Hearne  (do  not  know  the  name  or  dates,  etc.,  of  wife)  :  Asa, 
born  Dec.  21,  1783,  died  May  27,  1831  ;  Zabel  (also  called  Zebedee), 
born  Nov.  22,  1785;  died  Dec.  17,  1S33  ;  Seth.  born  Jan.  2,  17S8, 
died  Feb.  17,  1821 ;  Lot,  born  Mar.  12,  1790,  died  Nov.  30,  1844; 
Polly,  born  April  25,  1792,  died  April  20,  1837;  Samuel,  born  Jan. 
31,  1795,  died  Apr.  27,  1830;  Jacob,  born  July  29,  1797;  Elizabeth, 
born  Jan.  29,  1799,  died  1859;  Judah,  born  July  2,  1801,  died  Octo- 
ber I,  1802;  William,  born  Aug.  31,  1803,  died  Nov.  10,  1873.  O^^ 
of  the  girls  married  a  Hardin,  one  a  Mattox,  and  one  a  Hamilton. 
Lot  Hearne  (as  well  as  several  of  the  family)  was  a  zealous  member 
of  the  Baptist  church  and  distinguished  for  his  love  of  music,  espe- 
cially vocal ;  he  gave  largely  of  his  means  to  his  church. 
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T.  J.  Davis,  Cave  Springs,  Georgia,  writes  me,  1894: 
I  am  now  eighty-five  years  old,  and  suppose  I  am  the  only  man 
now  living  in  Georgia  that  knew  Lot  Hearne.  My  father  and  he 
were  warm  friends ;  both  were  strong  Baptists,  and  when  I  was 
quite  a  youth,  he  and  his  wife  used  to  visit  my  father.  I  don't  think 
he  had  any  children.  He  visited  Cave  Spring  in  1839,  and  was  at- 
tracted by  the  beautiful  valley  and  location ;  so  at  his  death,  in  1844, 
he  gave  by  his  will  $12,500  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention,  to  be  managed  by  the  executive  committee  of  that 
body  for  the  school,  which  was  then  incorporated  and  called  the 
Hearn  School,  now  the  Hearne  IMale  School  and  Female  Seminary. 
It  has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since.  The  school  is  gotten 
up  by  a  joint  stock  company,  all  Baptists,  and  is  in  charge  of  Prof. 
Qoud  Gray,  with  two  assistant  teachers  and  Palemon  J.  King  as 
principal,  and  they  have  seventy-eight  scholars  enrolled  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  female  department  is  taught  by  Miss  Elin  Pounde, 
a  descendant  of  the  Hearne  family  and  a  very  talented  lady.  The 
school  owns  very  valuable  property,  on  which  are  located  the  school 
buildings,  boarding  house,  church  building,  etc.  The  interest  on  the 
Hearne  fund  is  used  for  keeping  up  improvements,  aiding  teachers 
by  small  bonuses,  and  paying  tuition  of  beneficiaries,  young  men  look- 
ing to  the  ministry.  I  have  been  a  trustee  since  1846,  and  am  the 
only  surviving  member  of  the  original  body.  Lot  Hearne  lived  and 
died  in  Morgan  County,  Georgia;  he  stood  high  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  a  valuable  member,  and  was  classed  with  the  first  men  of 
our  denomination. 

Jacob  Hearne,  born  July  29,  1797,  son  of  Jonathan  and  brother 
of  Lot,  married  ^liss  ^lary  McClendon,  and  to  them  two  daughters 
and  a  son,  named  Asa,  were  born.  The  daughters  died  when  quite 
young.  After  the  death  of  his  wife,  he  married  Miss  Sabrina  E. 
Callaway,  who  lived  but  a  little  while,  and  he  married  the  third  wife, 
Miss  Lucinda  C.  Lovorn.  There  were  no  children  by  these  last  mar- 
riages. Jacob  Hearne  was  a  devoted  Baptist,  a  great  singer  and 
withal  a  good  man.  He  v.as  born  in  Georgia  and  after  his  first  mar- 
riage moved  to  Mississippi,  and  lived  in  Pontotoc  and  Attala  coun- 
ties. The  Civil  war  swept  away  most  of  his  property,  and  after  its 
close  he  sold  his  land  and  removed  to  his  native  state,  Georgia, 
where  he  died  in  1873.  aged  seventy-six  years.  z\sa,  son  of  Jacob 
and  Mary  (McClendon)  Hearne,  was  born  1825,  and  was  educated 
at  Mercer  University,  then  located  at  Penfield,  Georgia.    He  came 
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from  college  back  to  Mississippi  and  married  Miss  ]\Iary  E.  Crock- 
er, near  Aberdeen,  Miss.,  Oct.  19,  1843.  She  was  born  Mar.  14, 
1827,  died  Mar  29,  1902.  He  and  wife  were  devoted  and  zealous 
members  of  the  Baptist  Church,  and  he  was  a  minister  of  the  gospel. 
earnest  and  active  in  the  service.  To  them  were  born  six  daughters 
and  three  sons.  Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  war,  he  en- 
listed in  the  Southern  army  and  died  in  the  hospital  at  Jackson. 
Miss.,  Oct.  4,  1862,  of  chronic  diarrhoea.  lie  enlisted  in  the  war 
sooner  than  was  obligatory  on  him,  in  the  hope  of  accomplishing 
something  in  the  way  of  leading  lost  sinners  to  Christ.  His  consti- 
tution was  delicate  and  he  was  in  poor  health,  and  his  friends  remon- 
strated with  him,  but  in  vain.  His  wife  told  him  he  would  not  live 
six  months,  and  he  lived  just  that  time. 

Susan  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Asa  and  Mary  (Crocker)  Hearne, 
born  Nov.  26,  1844.  married  Miles  X.  Hines  Dec.  15,  1863.  Mr. 
Hines  entered  the  Confederate  army  in  April,  186 1,  and  served  near- 
ly three  years,  a  gallant  soldier.  After  his  marriage  they  lived  in 
Atlanta  County,  Mississippi,  until  Sept.  1865.  when  then  removed 
to  Texas,  and  lived  in  several  different  counties,  till  1880,  they  re- 
moved to  Ladonia,  Fannin  County,  where  they  died,  the  wife,  Sue  E., 
Aug.  24,  1881,  and  he  Feb.  3,  1903.  They  were  both  good  Christians. 
he  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  South  and  she  a  Baptist.  To 
them  were  born  ten  children,  viz :  James  Crocker,  Allies  Nathaniel, 
Howard  Benjamin,  Alark  AI.  Pomeroy,  Ralph,  Avie  Lee,  Mamie 
Clyde,  Alice,  Nellie  and  Nannie  Pearl.  Avie  Lee  was  born  Atlanta 
'County,  Miss.,  April  5,  1865 ;  married  A.  J.  Hestor  at  Bonham,  Tex., 
Feb.  14,  1884,  srid  went  to  his  farm  near  Ladonia,  Tex.,  where  they 
lived  for  three  years,  and  moved  to  Wichita  County,  and  bought  a 
farm  on  Red  river,  twelve  miles  north  of  Iowa  Park,  Tex.,  and  in 
three  years  after  moved  to  the  little  towm  of  Iowa  Park,  where  they 
now  live,  1906,  engaged  in  the  grocery  and  butcher  business.  Their 
children  are  Alma  Sue,  born  Nov.  29,  1885.  and  Joseph  Carroll,  born 
Sept  19,  1900.  James  Crocker,  son  of  Miles  N.  and  Susan  E. 
(Hearne)  Hines,  born  Dec.  2,  1866.  married  Sept.  23,  1891,  Miss 
Mona  Otis,  who  was  born  Oct.  30,  1869;  children:  Aena  Guy, 
born  Nov.  25,  1892;  Sue  Eleanor,  born  Tune  15.  1895:  Bernice, 
born  Mar.  15,  1896;  Gladys,  born  Dec.  23,  1898,  and  Miles  Lewis, 
born  Aug.  3^  1897.  They  are  Methodists  and  live  near  Owasso,  In- 
dian Territory,  and  are  farming.     Miles  Nathaniel,  son  of  Miles  N. 
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and  Sue  E.  Hines,  born  Dec.  27,  1868,  is  handling  cattle  on  a  ranch, 
with  his  home  at  Owasso,  I.  T.,  and  member  of  Baptist  Church. 
Mamie  Clyde,  daughter  of  ^liles  and  Sue  E  Hines,  born  May  22, 
1870,  married  W.  M.  Scott  Aug.  28,  1887,  and  live  at  the  old  M.  N. 
Hines  home  farm  near  Ladonia,  Tex. ;  children :  Nellie  Peyton,  born 
Sept.  16,  1888;  Nannie  Maude,  born  Feb.  24,  1890;  Georgiana,  born 
Dec.  19,  1891 ;  Calvin  Thomas,  born  Sept.  7,  1893;  Hearne  Earl 
Stanley,  born  Oct.  21,  1895;  Eleanor  Gladys,  born  Oct.  6,  1897; 
Alice  Mackie,  born  Mar.  11,  1900,  and  ]\Iarion  Catherine,  born  Oct. 
3,  1902.  Howard  Benjamin,  son  of  Miles  N.  and  Sue  E.  Hines,  born 
June  7,  1872,  married  Miss  Laura  Clayton,  1S97.  He  lives  in  Iowa 
Park,  Tex.,  and  is  engaged  in  the  grocery  business ;  children :  Helen 
Clayton,  born  April  23,  1898,  and  Louise,  born  ^^lar.  20,  1903. 

Mark  M.  Pomeroy,  son  of  ^liles  N.  and  Sue  E.  Hines,  born 
Nov.  5,  1873,  ^vas  educated  at  Georgetown  University,  Texas ;  mar- 
ried Miss  Nannie  Milam,  May  2^,  1903,  and  is  a  minister  in  the 
Methodist  Church  South,  now  located  at  Lannius,  Texas ;  children : 
John  Miles,  born  June  4,  1904,  and  Blanche,  born  Dec.  2,  1905. 
Alice,  daughter  of  Miles  N.  and  Sue  E.  Hines,  born  Mar.  6,  1875 
married  E.  W.  Pickard,  June  21,  1899,  and  lives  at  Pecan  Gap. 
Texas,  farming;  children:  Herbert  Ray,  born  May  20,  1900,  and 
Cordelia  Maurine,  born  Jan.  16,  1903.  Ralph,  son  of  Miles  N.  and 
Sue  E.  Hines,  born  Mar.  21,  1878.  is  a  grocer>'man  in  Iowa  Park. 
Texas;  married  :Miss  Josephine  Feather,  May  21,  1903,  and  has  one 
child,  a  son  named  Hearne.  Nannie  Pearle,  daughter  of  Miles  N. 
and  Sue  E.  Hines,  born  Mar.  22,  1881  ;  married  \Vm.  Phillips,  Nov. 
ID,  1901,  at  Pecan  Gap,  Texas,  where  they  now  live  and  have  no 
children. 

Sarah  Fraxcis,  called  Fannie,  daughter  of  Asa  and  Mary 
(Crocker)  Hearn,  born  Oct.  2-],  1846,  married  Henry  Jackson  Van 
Landingham,  a  Baptist  minister.  Oct.  24,  1871,  and  have  lived  all 
their  married  life  in  West  Point.  Miss.  Mr.  \'an  Landingham  was 
a  student  in  Mississippi  College  when  "the  Civil  war  commenced,  and 
he  enlisted  at  once,  in  the  Fifth  regiment  of  -Miss.  Inf.,  and  with  his 
command  was  in  the  famous  bombardment  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  in 
1861.  By  virtue  of  a  general  order  he  and  140  others  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  commands,  and  he  served  three  years  in  the  36th 
regiment  Miss.  Inf.,  as  orderly  sergeant.  At  the  close  of  the  war 
it  was  found  that  nearly  his  whole  command  were  killed  or  wound- 
ed.    He  is  an  able  and  earnest  preacher,  and  has  given  his  whole 
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life  since  the  Civil  war  to  preaching  the  gospel,  and  has  a  good 
home  in  West  Point,  and  is  independent  in  a  financial  way,  and  has 
given  all  his  children  the  best  possible  educational  advantages,  which 
they  have  turned  to  good  account.  ]Mrs.  Fannie  Van  Landinghani 
is  a  consecrated  Christian  and  active  and  useful  in  all  departments 
of  church  work.  She  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  at  a  very  early 
age,  and  for  many  years  past  has  been  president  of  the  Ladies'  Mis- 
sionary and  Aid  Society,  and  was  treasurer  for  eleven  years.  !\Ir. 
and  ^Irs.  \'an  Landingham  have  been  blessed  witli  seven  children, 
six  sons  and  one  daughter.  Henry  Asa,  the  eldest  son,  was  born 
Oct.  lo,  1872.  and  united  with  the  Baptist  church  at  the  age  of  12 
_\ears.  He  graduated  in  the  West  Point  High  school  with  first  hon- 
ors and  in  rvlississippi  College  with  second  honors  and 
won  the  medal  for  best  graduating  essay.  He  taught  in 
Douglasville  College.  Ga..  one  year,  and  was  then  made  president, 
serving  for  one  year;  he  resigned  and  took  a  position  in  Georgetown 
College,  Ky.,  where  he  taught  two  years,  then  spent  a  summer  in 
Chicago  University,  then  to  Cambridge,  ]\Iass.,  where  he  spent  two 
years  in  Harvard  University,  taking  the  degree  of  A.  B.  first  year 
and  A.  ]\I.  the  second  year.  He  then  went  to  California  and  taught 
in  the  Thacher  school  six  years,  when  he  returned  to  Georgetown, 
Ky.,  and  took  the  chair  of  English.  In  Sept.  1905,  he  took  a  pro- 
fessorship in  IMercer  University,  Ga..  where  his  great  grandfather 
Hearne  was  educated.  John  Heard,  second  son.  was  born  Oct.  6, 
1874.  united  with  Baptist  church  at  ten  years  of  age,  and  died  Jan. 
28,  1887,  William  Ilearn.  third  son.  was  born  Dec.  7,  1876;  united 
with  Baptist  church  when  twelve  years  old ;  after  graduation  in  the 
High  school  at  West  Point  he  spent  four  years  in  Georgetown  Col- 
lege, Ky.,  graduating  with  the  A,  M.  degree,  and  returning  home. 
taught  school ;  his  health  failing,  he  quit  teaching  and  engaged  in 
the  compress  business,  and  is  now  employed  at  a  fine  salary.  Soon 
after  his  graduation  from  college  he  married  Miss  Bell  Hart  of  Car- 
rollton,  Miss.,  who  lived  but  a  few  years,  and  after  her  death  he  mar- 
ried, Jan.  10.  1906.  Miss  Lou  Ella  Jennings  of  Water  \'alley.  Miss. 
She  is  of  a  prominent  and  wealthy  Baptist  family  (who  donated  $20.- 
000  to  Miss. College), and  one  of  whom  is  president  of  board  of  trus- 
tees of  Baptist  Orphanage  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  as  well  as  one  of  the 
largest  contributors.  Wm.  Vanlandingham  now  lives  in  Tvlem- 
phis,  Tenn.     John  Broadus,  fourth  son,  was  born  Dec.  14,  1879, 
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united  with  Baptist  church  when  14,  graduated  from  the  High 
school  in  West  Point,  and  ,the  Georgetown  College,  KyK.  He  was 
very  popular  in  school  with  the  teachers  and  students,  and  they  hon- 
ored him  in  many  ways.  After  completing  his  education  he  engaged 
in  several  different  enterprises,  and  married  Miss  Carrie  Pryor,  and 
went  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  employed  by  the  Standard  Oil  Company. 
He  now  lives  in  West  Point,  Miss.  ]Mary  Susie,  only 
daughter,  was  born  Oct.  24,  1881,  united  with  Baptist 
church  when  eleven  years  of  age ;  after  graduation  at  High  school 
in  West  Point  went  one  year  to  the  Southern  Female  College  at  West 
Point,  then  two  years  to  Blue  Mountain  College  at  Blue  Mountain, 
Miss.  After  her  school  days  her  health  failed,  and  she  had  a  compli- 
cation of  troubles,  that  ended  her  life  June  4,  1903.  Harry  Sylvanus, 
fifth  son,  was  born  Xov.  4,  1891,  united  with  Baptist  church  at  age 
cf  twelve  years,  is  an  unusually  bright  boy,  and  gives  promise  of  be- 
ing a  blessing  and  comfort  to  his  parents  in  old  age. 

The  third  daughter  of  Asa  and  Mary  (Crocker)  Hearn,  Emily 
Alice  was  born  Feb.  6,  1848,  married  John  Parker  and  lives  in  Tex- 
arkana,  Texas ;  children :  Sylvanus  Bunton,  Jessie,  Mary  and  Susie, 
the  last  two  being  twins. 

Sylvanus  Lattimore,  son  of  Asa  and  Mary  (Crocker) 
Hearn.  was  born  Nov.  5.  1849.  April  18,  1871,  he 
married  Miss  Hattie  Ware,  daughter  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Ware  of  Pontotoc 
County,  Miss.,  and  to  them  were  born  two  daughters,  Mary  Ellen, 
born  Dec.  7,  1875,  ^"d  Carrie  Agnew,  born  March  25,  1878.  Dr. 
Ware  was  an  eminent  physician,  as  well  as  a  good  minister  of  the 
gospel  in  Baptist  church.  He  was  an  exceptionally  good  citizen  and 
was  cruelly  hung  by  Federal  soldiers  during  the  Civil  war,  on  the 
statement  of  some  negroes  that  he  had  money.  He  owned  forty  ne- 
groes, who  were  of  a  class  that  brought  no  revenue  to  him,  and  he 
exhausted  his  other  property  in  their  support.  Sylvanus  Lattimore 
Hearn  was  left  penniless  at  the  death  of  his  father,  when  he  was 
only  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  though  working  on  a  farm,  assumed 
the  support  of  his  noble  and  devoted  mother,  which  was  a  hard  strug- 
gle. He  continued  active  life  as  a  farmer  for  ten  years  after  reach- 
ing his  majority,  when  he  removed  to  West  Point,  Miss.,  and  en- 
gaged in  the  mercantile  business  in  which  he  was  eminently  success- 
ful and  has  some  interest  in  and  is  active  in  nearly  every  enterprise 
sprung  in  West  Point,  having  been  director,  vice  president  and 
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president  of  several  banks.  At  present  he  is  president  of  the  Citi- 
zens' Bank  of  West  Point,  and  president  of  the  West  Point  Manu- 
facturing Company,  an  institution  he  founded  fifteen  years  ago;  he 
is  also  president  of  the  West  Point  Foundry  and  Machine  Shops  and 
also  of  the  Cotton  Compress  Company.  He  is  one  of  the  leading  busi- 
ness men  of  the  state,  and  has  amassed  a  large  fortune,  that  he  is 
using  judiciously  for  the  betterment  of  mankind ;  contributes  largely 
to  the  comfort  and  support  of  many  widows  and  orphans ;  has  sent 
many  poor  girls  to  college  and  assisted  very  many  young  men(  min- 
isters) in  their  college  course.  He  and  his  family  all  are  active  and 
useful  members  of  the  Baptist  church.  He  is  the  most  prominent 
layman  in  the  church  in  his  state,  takes  an  active  part  in  all  denomi- 
national meetings,  conventions,  etc.,  and  is  a  large  contributor  to  all 
the  objects  fostered  by  the  denomination.  His  daughter.  'Sla.ry  Ella, 
graduated  at  Blue  Mountain  College,  Miss.,  in  1894,  and  spent  one 
year  in  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  ^Tusic  in  Boston,  Mass. 
After  her  return  home  she  married.  Dec.  17,  1S96,  Prof.  James  Mon- 
roe White,  of  the  Agricultural  College,  near  Starkville,  Miss. ;  chil- 
dren: Sarah  Ware,  born  Jan.  8,  1809:  Frank  Hearn,  born  Oct.  i, 
T900,  and  James  ^I.,  born  Sept.  24,.  1Q02.  ^Ir.  White  now  lives  in 
West  Point,  Miss.,  and  is  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business.  Carrie 
Agnew,  second  daughter  of  S.  L.  and  Hattie  TWare)  Heam,  born 
Mar.  25,  1878,  graduated  at  Blue  Mountain  College,  Miss.,  in  1897, 
and  on  Sept.  7,  1808,  married  Rev.  Henry  P.  Hurt  of  Winona, 
Miss.,  and  then  pastor  of  Baptist  church,  Kosciusko,  Miss.,  a  bril- 
liant young  man,  now  pastor  in  ^Memphis,  Tenn.  She  was  of  great 
help  to  her  husband  in  his  work  as  pastor.  In  the  spring  of  1902 
she  contracted  a  severe  cold ;  the  physicians  advised  she  be  carried 
to  a  dry  climate,  and  at  once,  in  company  with  her  mother  and  hus- 
band, she  went  to  San  Angelo,  Texas,  where  on  June  26,  1902,  she 
gave  birth  to  a  little  girl,  whom  they  named  Carrie  Hearn,  for  her 
mother.  The  physician  had  held  out  the  hope  that  after  this  event 
Mrs.  Hurt  might  recover  her  health,  but  her  lungs  had  become  in- 
volved, and  the  dreaded  enemy  to  humanity,  tuberculosis,  made  rapid 
inroads  on  her  vitality,  so  that  it  was  evident  she  could  live  but  a 
little  while,  and  as  soon  as  the  phvsician  advi=pd  they  took  her  back 
to  her  parents'  Mis'^i'^sippi  home  in  West  Point,  where  «he  dir-d  Jnly 
27,  1902.  This  was  indeed  a  sad  and  severe  stroke  to  her  devoted 
family,  but  a  loving  Heavenly  Father  sustained  them,  and  spared  the 
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precious  little  babe,  who  is  being-  raised  and  cared  for  by  her  grand 
parents,  S.  L.  Hearn  and  wife. 

After  the  death  of  this  dauchter  i\Ir.  Hearn  had  erected  and 
endowed  at  Blue  Mountain  Female  College,  Blue  ^lountain  Missis- 
sippi, at  a  cost  of  many  thousand  dollars,  a  dormitory  or  industrial 
home  for  poor  girls,  where  thirty  or  more  can  be  educated  and  cared 
for,  for  all  time.  It  is  dedicated  to  the  education  of  worthy  girls  of 
limited  means.  It  is  a  substantial  brick  building,  with  nineteen 
rooms.  By  doing  their  own  work,  girls  get  board  at  the  actual  cost 
ot  provision  and  are  thus  enabled  to  procure  an  education  at  this 
splendid  Christian  school.  On  a  large  stone  tablet  set  in  the  wall  of 
die  building,  on  the  right  of  the  main  entrance,  are  inscribed  these 
words : 

"Erected  by  S.  L.  Hearn  in  memory  of  his  daughter,  Carrie, 
born  ]\Iarch  25,  1878.  Graduated  from  Blue  Mountain  College  June 
17,  1897.  Married  to  Rev.  H.  P.  Hurt  Sept.  7,  1898.  Died  July  27, 
1902.  Dedicated  to  the  education  of  worthy  young  women  of  limited 
means.     1903." 

Mr.  Hearn  thinks  more  of  this  investment  than  any  he  has  ever 
made.  It  will  enable  scores  of  noble  young  women  to  procure  an 
education  and  acquire  the  splendid  moral  training  which  is  so  supe- 
rior at  this  magnificent  institution.  These  intelligent  Christian  young 
women  will  go  out  into  the  world,  carrying  with  them  the  noble  im- 
pulses awakened  here  to  bless  future  G^enerations. 

While  at  Excelsior  Springs,  ^vto.,  Oct.  24,  1906,  I  was  advised 
by  telegram  via  Independence  that  S.  E.  Hearn  died  at  2:30  p.  m. 
that  day.  It  was  indeed  a  great  shock,  for  T  loved  this  good  man 
like  a  brother  in  the  flesh,  and  had  often  spent  many  delightful 
hours  with  him,  both  in  his  home  and  mine,  too.  I  insert  here  what 
some  others  say  of  him.

The  entire  citizenship  of  this  city  was  saddened  last  afternoon 
when  the  word  went  forth  that  S.  L.  Hearn  had  passed  over  the  great 
divide  at  2 130  o'clock  from  an  attack  of  peritonitis.  Mr.  Hearn 
had  been  a  central  figure  in  relieious  and  financial  circles  for  many 
years,  in  which  time  afifectionate  friendships  had  been  cemented,  the 
severing  of  which  time  cannot  heal — only  the  joyous  reuniting  in 
the  future.  A  man  whose  good  charitable  acts  were  but  little  known 
to  the  public,  but  of  which  the  Master  kept  good  account.    To  his  de- 
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voted  family  and  beloved  friends  The  Times-Herald  joins  a  sympa- 
tlietic  citizenship  in  sharing  their  profound  sorrow.  The  funeral  oc- 
curs at  the  family  residence  at  3:30  this  afternoon.  Interment  in 
Greenwood  cemetery. 

DEATH  OF  MR.  S  L.  HEARN. 
The  West  Point  Leader,  Nov.  2,  1906. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  L.  Hearn,  which  occurred  in  his  home  on 
the  24th  of  October,  after  a  short  illness,  the  city's  financial  and  in- 
dustrial enterprises  suffer  a  distinct  loss ;  his  church  loses  a  strong 
pillar,  the  poor  a  liberal  benefactor  and  his  family  a  husband  and 
father  whose  love,  tenderness  and  affection  were  without  limit. 

Mr.  Hearn  might  well  be  termed  a  composite  character.  In  his 
office,  the  thorough  and  accomplished  man  of  business  was  present. 
Keen,  conservative  level-headed,  with  natural  business  talents,  trained 
to  an  acumen  and  perspicuity  that  were  well  nigh  perfect,  the  dif- 
ferent enterprises  that  for  years  have  directly  and  indirectly  felt  the 
guidance  of  his  master  hand,  are  monuments  to  his  genius.  Thor- 
ough honesty  and  justice,  too,  were  the  woof  and  warp  of  his  busi- 
ness creed. 

But  reverse  the  shield  and  behold  the  other  phase  of  the  man. 
The  widow's  plaintive  appeal,  the  orphan's  helplessness,  the  unfortu- 
nate, whoever  might  be,  received  some  aid  in  some  way  from  Mr. 
Hearn.    In  the  days  to  come  there  will  be  many  to 
"Call  to  mind  with  loving  thought, 
Some  kindly  deed  the  icy  hand  had  wrought ; 
Some  gentle  word  the  frozen  lips  had  said. 
Errands  of  mercy  on  which  the  willing  feet  had  sped." 

But  those  who  knew  him  best,  loved  him  best,  and  it  was  in 
the  home  circle  that  his  virtues  shone  brightest.  It  was  there  that 
his  voice  took  on  its  softest,  tenderest  tone  and  his  face  was  trans- 
figured to  the  loved  ones  within  that  hallowed  spot.  But  upon  this 
scene  the  curtain  is  dropped — it  is  too  full  of  exquisite  pain — it  is  a 
place  where  angels  fear  to  tread. 

IN  MEMORY  OF  S.  L.  HEARN. 

S.  L.  Hearn  has  passed  to  the  beyond.  His  death  came  like  a 
thunder  clap  to  this  whole  community. 

Mr.  Hearn  came  to  West  Point  about  thirty  years  ago,  a  poor 
orphan  boy,  his  father,  a  Confederate  soldier,  having  died  during  the 
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war.  The  vi.)iit!i  r_ad  energy  and  capacity  and  natural  common  sense. 
He  soon  n  stered  the  details  of  business,  shot  up  like  a  meteor  and 
became  on*:  of  the  first  business  men  of  our  city.  One  of  the  first 
lessons  he  learned  was  to  attend  to  his  own  affairs  and  let  other  peo- 
ple's alone.  He  attended  to  little  things  as  well  as  to  large  matters 
with  the  same  care  and  order.  There  was  no  recklessness  in  his  spec- 
ulations ;  and  it  seemed  to  be  an  instinct  with  him  to  know  what  to 
do  and  when  to  do.  It  was  truly  surprising  how  correct  he  was  in 
business  transactions.  Whatever  he  did  was  done  with  a  methodical 
certainty  and  conclusive  nicely.  If  he  gave  a  charity  he  always  placed 
it  where  he  thought  it  would  do  the  most  good  and  he  did  it  with  a 
liberal  hand.  He  was  especially  kind  and  good  to  the  poor  and  help- 
less and  his  kind  heart  saw  that  they  did  not  suffer  for  food  or  rai- 
ment and  he  frequently  went  out  of  his  way  to  help  them. 

Mr.  Hearn  was  never  harsh  to  anyone,  but  expressed  his  views 
in  a  kind,  deliberate  manner  with  the  coolness  of  a  philosopher.  He 
was  not  rough  and  uncouth  with  those  who  found  fault  with  his  man- 
ner of  doing  business.  Of  course  we  all  have  our  faults,  and  doubt- 
less he  had  his,  but  perhaps  he  had  as  few  as  any  one  of  us.  There 
were  very  few  men  more  enterprising  than  he,  and  he  did  much  to 
make  West  Point  what  it  is.  His  presence  and  enterprises  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  church  and  he  wonderfully  sup- 
ported it  with  his  strong  arm  and  that  institution  will  surely  miss  him 
in  more  ways  than  one.  His  idea  of  religion  was  to  do  something 
and  he  did  his  part  well.  He  was  kind  of  heart  and  tender  of  feel- 
ing and  carried  in  his  soul  a  spirit  of  ready  forgiveness  to  those  he 
believed  had  treated  him  wrongfully.  He  saw  fit  to  be  humble  and 
wished  to  make  no  enemies  and  desired  to  live  and  die  in  peace  witli 
all  men. 

So  far  as  our  knowledge  goes,  West  Point  has  had  very  few 
such  men  as  S.  L.  Hearn.  We  have  known  him  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury and  have  never  known  him  to  close  his  pocket  book  against  char- 
ity or  to  refuse  to  help  worthy  young  men  or  women  in  a  worthy 
cause  or  business  when  to  him  there  was  no  prospect  of  remunera- 
tion. It  will  be  a  long  time  before  we  get  a  better  man  in  our  com- 
munity. He  died  in  the  prime  of  liie,  being  in  his  57th  }-car.  It  is 
not  worth 'while  to  say  he  was  a  kind  and  good  husband,  father,  rela- 
tive and  neighbor ;  a  man  who  never  had  time  to  fall  out  or  talk  about 
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his  neighbors.  Peace  be  to  his  ashes  and  sympathy  to  his  bereaved 
family  and  friends.  God  help  us  all  to  live  as  good  and  usful  lives  as 
he  did.  John  Martin. 

HEARN  MEMORIAL  SERVICES. 

Blue  Mountain,  Miss.,  Oct  30. — A  large  audience  met  in  the  col- 
lege hall  here  yesterday  afternoon  to  attend  the  service  in  memory 
of  the  lamented  S.  L.  Hearn,  who  died  at  his  home  in  West  Point, 
Miss.,  on  Wednesday  last.  Mr.  Hearn  was  a  man  of  very  large 
philanthropy,  but  much  of  his  charity  was  done  in  such  a  quiet  way 
that  his  best  friends  did  not  know  of  it.  After  the  death  of  his  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Carrie  Hearn  Plurt,  who  had  graduated  from  Blue  Moun- 
tain College,  he  built  in  her  memory,  on  the  college  campus  here,  a 
nice,  large  brick  building,  where  girls  of  limited  means  board  at 
cost  and  attend  school.  For  quite  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  in 
other  ways  quietly  helping  several  girls  of  limited  means  to  meet 
their  expenses  here.  These  things  had  drawn  him  very  near  to  the 
hearts  of  the  people  of  Blue  Mountain  and  many  moist  eyes  yester- 
day testified  to  the  grief  that  was  brought  to  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity by  his  death.  Some  very  tender  talks  were  made  at  the  meet- 
ing; many  acts  of  kindness  never  mentioned  before  in  public  were 
spoken  of,  and  touching  resolutions  were  adopted. 

In  the  death  of  S.  L.  Hearn  the  editor  lost  one  of  his  best 
friends.  The  old  saying,  "a  friend  in  need  is  a  friend  indeed,"  was 
clearly  exemplified  in  his  relations  with  Mr.  Hearn.  Many  times 
have  special  favors  been  granted  by  him  that  helped  to  smooth  the 
way  for  a  struggling  fellow  citizen.  But  beyond  this,  the  editor  ap- 
preciated him  for  his  true  manhood,  his  sterling  integrity  and  noble 
characteristics  of  mind  and  heart.  Such  men  are  few  and  their  loss

A   GREAT  AND  GOOD  MAN  GONE. 

(From  The  Baptist  Record,  Nov.  9,  1906.) 
Talk  by  Dr.  E.  B.  Miller  at  the  funeral  of  ^vlr.  S.  L.  Hearn, 

West  Point,  Miss.,  Oct.  25,  1906: 

"With  bowed  heads  and  aching  hearts,  we  lament  the  loss  of 

a  great  and  good  man.      All  deeply  feel  that  a  strong  stay  has  gone. 

He  will  be  -sadly,   sadly  missed — missed  by  educators,   missionary 

leaders,  business  men ;  Mississipppi  College,  Blue  Mountain  College, 
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the  Orphanage,  the  Mission  Boards,  the  great  denomination  of 
which  he  was  a  loyal  member,  will  miss  him;  Willingham,  Gray, 
Rowe,  the  Lowreys — alas !  we  will  all  miss  him.  "Thou  shalt  be 
missed  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty." 

All  the  avenues  of  business,  morals  and  religion  will  feel  the 
shock  and  stagger  under  the  loss.  Every  member  of  this  vast 
assembly  must  feel  that  a  strong  support  has  fallen.  A  wider 
circle,  for  whom  I  may  presume  to  speak,  mourn  the  loss  of  a 
dear  friend.  And  a  far  wider  circle  of  friends,  covering,  indeed, 
the  whole  country,  offer  through  my  lips  affectionate  and  earnest 
sympathy  to  these  stricken  hearts  here  today. 

As  a  business  man  Brother  Hearn  was  eminently  successful. 
Pre-eminently  so,  when  we  reckon  with  the  limited  possibilities 
of  a  small  town.  He  would  have  been  a  leader  in  business  circles 
of  any  large  city.  He  was  greater  than  his  surroundings.  His 
advice  was  sought  by  neighboring  towns  and  cities  for  the  pro- 
motion of  their  business  interests.  But  I  pass  that  by  that  I  may 
speak  of  something  more  enduring  than  material  prosperity. 

Deeply  r  iritual,  he  had  a  clear  insight — spiritual  vision — and 
was  delighted  at  any  time  to  enter  into  conversation  with  leading 
ministers  about  the  great,  fundamental  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Repentance,  faith,  regeneration,  justification,  sanctification,  perfect 
salvation  through  the  sovereign  grace  of  God,  election,  persever- 
ance and  preservation  of  the  saints,  to  his  devout  soul,  composed 
the  most  precious  cluster  of  divine  doctrines  God  ever  presented 
to  human  thought.  His  personal  faith  in  the  Savior  amounted  to 
full  assurance  of  his  own  salvation.  He  lived  in  what  the  apostle 
called  the  full  assurance  of  faith.  During  the  twenty-two  years 
I  have  known  him  more  or  less  intimately  I  have  never  heard 
from  his  lips  an  expression  of  doubt  as  to  his  safety-  in  Christ. 
He  had  a  Pauline  experience  and  could,  with  that  apostle,  say: 
"I  know  whom  I  have  believed  and  am  persuaded  that  he  is  able 
to  keep  that  which  I  have  committed  unto  him  against  that  day." 

He  was  possessed  of  a  Christlike  candor.  If  the  Great  Teacher 
had  never  said  to  him:  "Let  your  communication  be  yea,  yea;  nav, 
nay,'  'or  had  he  never  read  Jas.  5:12,  "Let  your  yea  be  yea,  and 
your  nay.  nay,"  he  would  have  understood  that  the  Christ  spu'lt 
needs  no  vehement  assertions  to  enforce  its  utterances.  His  word 
was  the  truth.      When  he  spoke  you  could  reckon  with  certainty 
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his  standing  ground.  He  was  not  double  tongued.  It  was  as 
impossible  for  Sylvanus  Lattimore  Hearn  to  dally  with  both  sides 
of  a  moral  issue  as  it  would  be  for  light  and  darkness  to  hold  fel- 
lowship one  with  the  other.  Truth  was  his  polar  star.  Xo  one 
could  think  him  insincere.  If  the  Holy  One  did  not  require  an 
impossibility  when  He  demanded  truth  in  the  inward  parts,  then 
this  man  was  a  shining  example. 

Should  any  one  have  suggested  to  him,  let  us  suppress  the 
truth  that  possible  good  may  follow,  his  spirit  would  have  echoed 
the  abhorrence  of  Paul  when  he  said :  "God  forbid."  Honesty 
was  written  all  over  his  manly  face,  and  incarnated  in  his  great 
soul.  I  do  not  say  my  friend  could  not  have  been  on  tlie  wrong 
side,  but  I  do  assert  that  he  could  not  have  remained  on  the  wrong 
side  after  discovering  his  mistake. 

In  all  his  strength  of  character  there  resided  a  tender  heart 
and  a  sympathetic  nature.  Tears  are  not  signs  of  weakness.  They 
are  results,  many  times,  of  clear  vision  beholding  the  wreckage 
wrought  by  the  ravages  of  sin.  Don't  speak  lightly  of  the  prophet 
Jeremiah ;  you  have  never  foreseen  or  been  capable  of  understand- 
ing the  desolation  of  self-destructive  sin  as  he  did.  Christ  was  a 
man  of  tears  Many  times  I  have  seen  the  tear  drop  start  from 
these  eyes,  now  closed  in  death,  when  he  spoke  of  personal  wrongs 
committed  by  people  who  did  not  understand. 

His  hand  was  outstretched  toward  the  defenseless  orphan;  and 
his  wise  counsel  was  eagerly  sought  by  widows  who  needed  advice. 
His  sympathy  was  moved  by  the  condition  of  the  unfortunate. 
He  was  a  friend  in  time  of  need.  And  his  charities  were  without 
ostentation  always. 

It  was  a  cold  day,  the  earth  covered  with  snow.  He  had 
answered  necessary  correspondence  and  arranged  matters  demand- 
ing attention.  The  red-hot  stove  in  his  office  was  radiating  gen- 
erous heat.  He  thought  of  the  comforts  of  life.  Then  looking 
through  the  window  upon  the  outside  chilliness  and  listening  to 
the  moaning  of  the  north  winds,  he  thought  of  the  hardships  and 
sufferings  of  the  poor.  The  iron  safe  is  unlocked  and  into  the 
glowing  stove  a  mortgage  is  dropped.  Months  pass  by.  A  trem- 
bling woman,  who  is  a  widow,  and  her  little  son  enter  his  office. 
Her  husband  had  died  several  years  ago,  leaving  a  mortgage  on 
their  farm.     The  little  boy  and  his  frail  mother  had  struggled  and 
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saved  up  their  earnings  and  with  money  in  hand  had  come  to  lift 
the  mortgage.  ''Thank  God,"  said  she,  "today  we  are  to  be  free. 
Here's  the  money  for  the  mortgage."  "]\Iadam,  I  hold  no  mortgage 
against  you."  "O !  Mr.  Hearn,  do  not  trifle  with  me."  "Be- 
lieve me,"  said  he,  "I  put  that  mortgage  in  the  stove  some  months 
ago;  take  your  money,  and  should  you  need  help  again,  call  on 
me."  The  good  works  of  our  departed  brother  are  recorded  above ; 
they  were  not  performed  before  men  to  be  seen  of  them. 

Standing  at  the  tomb  of  Andrew  Jackson,  some  one  inquired 
about  the  great  hero's  religious  beliefs.  A  gentleman  standmg 
by  said:  'T  know  his  motto  text,"  Rom.  12:11,  "Not  slothful  in 
business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord."  I  thought  to  asso- 
ciate this  striking  motto  with  the  life  and  character  of  our  departed 
friend." 

Mr.  Hearn's  illness  was  peritonitis.  It  was  of  short  dura- 
tion, but  attended  with  great  suffering  till  a  few  hours  before  death, 
which  he  met  with  great  calmness  and  fortitude,  saying  it  was  all 
right,  that  God  knew  best,  and  passed  away  as  one  in  a  sweet 
sleep.  It  came  to  light  after  his  death  that  very  many  persons  had 
been  aided  by  him,  that  no  one  but  themselves  knew  anything  about 
it.  One  old  negro  looked  on  the  corpse  and  broke  down  and  said: 
"What  are  the  poor  white  people  and  niggers  going  to  do  for 
coal  now?"  He  left  an  estate  of  more  than  $200,000,  and  by  will 
left  it  equally  to  his  daughter,  Mrs.  White,  and  the  grandchildren, 
with  his  wife  and  3.1r.  White  executors.  His  wife  and  daughter, 
Mrs.  White,  are  to  use  the  income  for  the  benefit  and  pleasure  of 
themselves  and  children  as  they  please.  He  willed  his  two  widowed 
sisters  $200  each,  annually,  for  ten  years.  He  gave  also  to  State 
Missions,  Home  ^Missions,  Foreign  Missions  (all  Baptist)  and  to 
the  Orphans'  Home  (Baptist)  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  each  $50  a  year 
for  ten  years.  He  began  the  support  of  a  Foreign  ^lissionary 
some  months  ago,  and  two  years  ago  gave  Siooo  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

The  following  extract  is  taken  from  page  893,  Vol.  I.,  of 
"Biographical  and  Historical  ]vIcmoirs  of  Mississippi": 

Sylvanus  Lattimore  Hearne.  a  general  merchant  at  West 
Point,  is  also  connected  with  tlie  West  Point  Foundry  and  Machine 
Shops,  a  leading  stockholder  in  and  president  of  the  West  Point 
Manufacturing   Company,    vice-president     of     the   First   National 
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Bank,  and  one  of  Clay  County's  best  and  wealthiest  citizens. 

He  was  born  in  Chickasaw  County  in  1S49,  t)ut  was  reared 
in  Attala  County  by  his  parents,  Asa  and  ^lary  (Crocker)  Hearne, 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Georgia,  but  at  an  early  day  re- 
moved with  his  father  to  Monroe  Co.,  Miss. ;  he  was  mar- 
ried in  Monroe  Co.,  and  from  there  removed  to  Chickasaw 
Co.,  thence  to  Attala,  Co.,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of 
his  days,  dying  near.  Jackson,  Miss.,  1863,  while  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country.  He  was  a  well-to-do  planter  and  teacher, 
and  was  an  honorable  and  useful  citizen  and  member  of  society. 
He  belonged  to  the  A.  F.  &:  A.  ]\I.  and  the  Baptist  Church.  He 
was  the  only  child  of  Jacob  Hearne,  who  removed  from  Georgia 
to  Mississippi,  but  afterwards  returned  to  the  former  State,  and 
died  in  Walker  County  at  quite  an  advanced  age ;  he  was  a  well- 
to-do  planter  prior  to  the  war ;  he  had  been  marriied  three  times. 
The  maternal  grandfather  died  in  South  Carolina  when  Mrs. 
Hearne  was  a  small  child ;  she  is  still  living  and  resides  at  West 
Point.  Of  a  family  of  three  sons  and  six  daughters  born  to  her 
union,  six  are  now  living.  S.  L.  Hearne  was  brought  up  as  a 
farmer's  boy,  with  a  common-school  education,  and  at  an  early 
age  began  the  battle  of  life  for  himself,  as  a  planter,  a  calling  he 
continued  with  fair  results  until  1878,  when  he  came  to  West  Point 
and  engaged  in  merchandising,  which  has  since  been  his  occupa- 
tion. He  is  now  one  of  the  leading  merchants  of  the  place  and 
is  one  of  its  most  enterprising  and  prominent  citizens.  He  started 
in  life  a  poor  boy,  and  by  his  untiring  energy  and  good  business 
management  he  has  accumulated  a  handsome  competency,  which 
he  has  in  real  estate  in  West  Point  and  also  in  other  valuable  in- 
vestments. He  is  one  of  the  most  popular  citizens  of  the  city  and 
is  a  leader  in  financial  circles ;  he  possesses  a  wonderful  capacity 
for  business  and  is  a  genial  and  courteous  gentleman,  upright  in 
all  his  methods  of  conducting  his  affairs ;  he  has  a  magnificent  home 
in  West  Point  and  is  deservedly  proud  of  his  record  as  a  financier. 
He  was  married  in  1871  to  Miss  Hattie,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
James  A.  Ware,  a  South  Carolinian  by  birth,  who  came  to  Pontotoc 
County,  -Mississippi,  at  an  early  day,  where  he  became  a  prominent 
physician  and  Baptist  minister  and  one  of  the  county's  best  citizens. 
He  and  his 'wife  both  died  there.  Mrs.  Hearne  was  born  in  Pon- 
totoc County  and  has  borne  Mr.  Hearne  two  children.      They  are 
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members  of  the  Baptist  Church  and  Mr.  Hearne  is  a  member  of 
the  Knights  of  Honor." 

The  fifth  child  of  Asa  and  Alary  Crocker  Hearn,  Margaret 
Elizabeth,  born  August  25,  1852,  married  Jno.  M.  Wade,  hves  in 
her  native  state,  ^Mississippi,  and  has  raised  a  large  family  of  chil- 
dren through  many  trials  and  difficulties.  Air.  Wade  died  some 
ten  years  ago  and  S.  L.  Hearn  educated  two  of  the  daughters  at 
Blue  Mountain  College.  He  educated  the  oldest  daughter,  Lilly, 
also,  and  she  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  her  mother.  The  sixth 
child  of  Asa  and  Mary  Crocker  Hearn,  \\"illiam  Asa,  born  Sept. 
21,  1854,  married  Eliza  Black,  and  died  1S83,  leaving  two  children, 
a  son  and  daughter,  who  were  raised  by  their  uncle,  S.  L.  Hearn, 
at  West  Point,  Aliss.  The  son,  Edward  Lattimore,  born  1879,  died 
1896  of  consumption,  contracted  while  at  Mississippi  College.  His 
sister.  Lulu  Hearn,  born  1881,  married  Charles  Hancher,  a  mer- 
chant at  McCool,  Miss.  The  seventh  child  of  Asa  and  Mary 
C.  Hearn,  Gabriella,  Born  Oct.  5,  1856,  married  John  W.  PuUiam, 
a  farmer,  who  lives  in  Pontotoc  County,  Mississippi,  and  have 
raised  a  family  of  eight  children.  The  eighth  child  of  Asa  and 
Mary  C.  Hearn,  a  daughter  named  James  Ella,  born  Feby.  25, 
1859,  married  Mr.  Marvin  Hill  of  Texas,  and  died  1881,  leaving 
one  child,  a  son,  Edwin  Hill,  who  is  now  married  and  lives  in 
West  Point,  Aliss.,  and  is  supt.  of  West  Point  Manufactur- 
turing  Company.  The  ninth  child  of  Asa  and  Mary  C.  Hearn, 
Charles  McLendon,  born  Alay  i,  1861,  married  Miss  Mary  Pana- 
more  and  lives  on  a  farm  near  Cedar  Bluff,  Miss.  He  is  an  or- 
dained minister  in  Baptist  Church,  but  his  health  is  so  poor  he 
preaches  but  little. 

Zabel,  also  called  Zebedee,  son  of  Jonathan  Hearne,  who  re- 
moved from  Delaware  to  Georgia  in  1792,  was  born  in  Putnam 
County,  Georgia,  Xov.  22,  1785,  married  Lydia  AL  Rumsey  July 
21,  1818.  She  was  born  Feby.  17.  1798.  Children:  Alary  E., 
born  Alar  26,  1830,  died  Sept.  18,  1872;  John  Wesley,  born  Aug. 
2,  183 1,  died  Jan.  20.  1894.  Zebedee  Hearne  was  a  farmer,  and 
he  and  his  wife  were  both  members  of  the  Alethodist  Church 
South.

Hearne  married  his  last  wife,  who  was  a  widow,  Nov,  3,  1885 ;  with 
her  he  lived  happily  until  his  death,  Jan.  20,  1894,  at  his  home  in 
Duffau,  Texas.  The  widow  is  still  living  and  is  the  postmistress 
there. 

Sketch  of  Rev.  John  Wesley  Hearne  of  Duffau,  Texas,  writ- 
ten by  his  pa:tor,  Rev.  Mac  M.  Smith,  who  says :  'T  regret  I  can- 
not favor  you  with  more  information  relative  to  his  life,  while  in 
Texas,  but  suffice  to  say  he  lived  a  life  to  the  glory  of  God,  and  to 
the  blessing  of  his  fellow-man.  My  acquaintance  with  him  was  of 
short  duration,  but  it  impressed  me  with  high  favor ;  through  a  long 
life  I  shall  always  regret  that  I  did  not  know  more  of  him ;  no  man 
in  this  part  of  the  "Lone  Star  State"  will  ever  be  more  profoundly 
missed  than  Rev.  John  W.  Hearne.  He  died  a  model  local  elder, 
a  model  justice  of  the  peace  and  a  model  citizen.  The  noble  stand 
he  always  took  for  truth  and  right  has  so  fastened  itself  on  the  mind 
that  it  will  be  felt  in  the  years  to  come.  He  lived  in  an  humble  cot- 
tage home  in  Duffau,  Texas,  Erath  County.  This  home  is  where 
scores  and  scores  of  preachers  and  others  have  spent  many  happy 
hours.  No  one,  I  think,  ever  entered  his  home  without  being 
cheered  and  made  to  feel  the  importance  of  living  to  a  high  end. 

"Rev.  John  W.  Hearne  was  born  in  Georgia,  x\ug.  2,  183 1.  He 
was  converted  and  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South. 
Immediately  after  he  was  licensed  to  exhort  by  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, Dec.  8,  1856.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  Nov.  20,  1858. 
Owing  to  ill  health  he  was  located  at  his  own  request.  Jan.  9.  1886, 
at  Baton  Rouge,  La.  He  died  at  Duffau.  Texas,  a  true  and  faith- 
ful member  of  Duffau  Quarterly  Conference,  Cisco  District,  North- 
west Texas  Conference,  Jan.  20,  1894.

Emanual  Berry  Hearne  entered  the  Confederate  army  at  its 
commencement,  when  only  seventeen  years  of  age,  served  to  the 
close  of  the  war.  and  came  home  penniless  and  an  orphan  (his  fath- 
er and  mother  having  died  when  he  was  small),  with  three  sisters 
and  a  little  brother  to  take  care  of.  The  father  had  always  said  he 
wanted  the  little  brother  William  Thomas  to  be  a  doctor.  Undaunt- 
ed, Emanuel  B.  went  to  work  and  managed  to  take  care  of  the  sis- 
ters and  send  the  brother  to  school  and  educated  him  for  a  physician, 
and  he  is  now  a  successful  practitioner  and  a  very  worthy  citizen  at 
York  Station,  Ala.,  happily  married  and  has  five  children,  Madge 
Lama,  Ida  ]May,  ^lama  Boland,  Edward  Hay  and  Velma  Gertrude. 
In  marriage  Emanuel  B.  was  fortunate  in  getting  a  true  help-mate, 
and  by  industry  and  perseverance  has  not  only  raised  a  large  family 
of  children,  but  has  been  eminently  successful  in  business,  now  own- 
ing and  operating  a  large  mill  and  dry  goods  store  at  Hearne's  Mill, 
Sumter  County,  Ala.

He  had  twelve  children,  the  youngest  of  whom  is 
named  George  Marion,  now  living  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  and  he 
writes  me  that  only  four  of  the  children  are  living:  Susie,  Mattie, 
Genevieve  and  himself.     He  says:

I  am  a  traveling  salesman  for 
Ely  &  Walker  Dry  Goods  Company,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  have 
been  for  the  past  seven  years.  My  grandmother  Heam.^'s  miaiden 
name  was  Lizzie  Presnall,  and  one  of  her  brothers,  Harrison,  moved 
in  T854  from  Louisiana  to  Texas,  near  San  Antonio,  and  his  son 
Jesse  is  now  living  there.  My  great-grandfather  Greer  lived  in

1847.  ^"tl  was  the  youngest  of  four  children,  one  of  whom  was 
named  Monroe  and  one  named  William  Thomas.  Feb.  6,  1866,  he. 
married  [Miss  Mary  Hayden  Webb,  children:  Mattie  Lee,  born  Sept. 
I,  1871  :  Peter,  born  Xov.  6,  1874;  Cora,  born  July  ly,  1877;  John, 
born  Oct.  12,  1880:  James,  born  Sept.  29,  1883;  Julia  Eva.  born 
Sept.  18,  1886;  Mattie  Lee,  married  Jan.  17,  1895.  EL  P.  Minoe.  a 
merchant. 

Re\".  Andrew  Jacksox  IL-:arne  was  converted  at  the  age  of 
thirty-two  years  and  united  with  the  Baptist  Church,  and,  feeling 
called  to  preach  the  gospel,  began  early  to  prepare  himself  for  the 
work.  On  account  of  the  war  between  the  states,  he  was  deprived 
of  the  opportunit}"  for  a  good  education,  having  joined  the  Army 
of  Virginia  when  scarcely  sixteen  years  of  age.  When  he  began  to 
prepare  for  the  ministr}-,  although  thirty-two  years  old,  he  went  to 
school  one  }ear  in  the  country  and  then  the  better  part  of  four  ses- 
sions at  Howard  College,  then  located  at  Marion,  Ala.,  but  now  at 
Birmingham.  This  was  all  at  his  own  cost,  having  a  wife  and  three 
children  to  support.  He  has  now  ( 1894)  been  in  the  active  work  of 
the  ministry  more  than  ten  vears,  and  has  baptized  in  connection 
with  his  labors  some  seven  hundred  persons.  I  learn  from  persons 
who  know  him  that  he  is  quite  a  talented  man.  consecrated  and  use- 
ful in  the  ministry,  retiring  and  unobtrusive  in  manner.  An  evi- 
dence of  his  popularity  and  standing  with  his  fellow-citizens  is  shown 
by  his  election  Aug.,  1894,  wholly  unsolicited.  h\  the  people  of  his 
county,  as  representative  to  the  Legislature,  by  a  majority  of  nine 
hundred  out  of  a  vote  of  thirteen  hundred  white  votes  in  the  county, 
and  a  majority  of  four  hundred  oyer  all,  white  and  black.

they  lived  and  died  in  Salisbury,  Maryland.    Samuel,  born , 

died  Feb.  9,  1872;  married  yirs.  Jane  Dodds,  nee  Ewing;  children: 
Nancy,  Mary  Ann,  Priscilla,  Eliza,  Marg-aret  (born  Mar.  7,  1S25), 
and  Martha  (born  1S27).  He  uas  married  three  times;  his  second 
wife  was  Mrs.  Taylor  and  the  third  was  Mrs.  Griffith. 

The  father,  Samuel  llearne,  went  to  Iowa  in  1832,  before  the 
Black  Hawk  War  be^an  in  the  same  \car.  His  family  followed  him 
to  Iowa  from  ^vloore's  Hill.  Ind.,  1833.  He  laid  out  the  first  mail 
route  in  the  Territory  of  Iowa,  from  St.  Francisville,  Mo.,  to  Du- 
buque, Iowa.  When  he  began  to  carry  the  mail,  it  was  carried  tied 
up  in  an  old-fashioned  cotton  handkercliief,  going  on  horseback; 
and  as  times  improved  he  got  the  nccessarv  conveniences.

1836,  and  is  hearty  and  well-preserved;  children:  Mary,  Martha, 
Samuel,  Berry,  Thomas  Edward,  Nancy,  John  Wesley,  Rachel  and 
Perry.  Mary  died  1836.  Martha,  born  1836,  married  Christopher 
Wright,  who  was  born  1833,  in  Ireland;  children:  x\lice,  born  1870; 
Mary,  born  1872;  and  Lizzie,  born  1874.  Lizzie  Wright  married, 
Aug.,  1904,  Rev.  Eyestone,  and  they  sailed  for  China  Sept.  ij  fol- 
lowing, to  do  mission  work  in  Foochoo. 

John  Wesley  lives  in  Birmingham.  Iowa;  was  born  Julv  8, 
1849;  1876  he  married  Miss  Anna  Jamison,  who  was  born  1853;

Ray  and  Mabel. 

Nannie  Hearne  married  Oct.  22,-1905,  Mr.  Harry  Hawk  of 
Boise,  Idaho,  and  Delia  married  Harry  Rhorer,  Oct.  4,  1904,  and 
Florence  married  Geo.  Wilson,  Oct.  1900.  They  live  near  Birming- 
ham and  have  three  children.  Thomas  is  in  a  railroad  office  in  Des 
Moines,  Iowa. 

Perry,  son  of  Thomas  and  Nancy  Hearne,  born  1857,  died  1891. 
After  the  father's  death  1877,  he  lived  at  the  old  homestead  and  took 
care  of  his  mother,  her  comfort  and  support  in  old  age. 

Samuel,  son  of  Thomas  and  Nancy  Hearne,  born  1838  in  Van 
Buren  Co.,  Iowa ;  Sept.  8,  1868,  married  Sarah  Warren,  who  was 
born  in  Ireland,  1845 !  she  died  1894,  after  a  long  illness.  Four  chil- 
dren were  born  to  Samuel  and  Sarah  Hearne:  Jennie,  born  Sept.  10, 
1869;  Edward  Warren,  born  Sept.  30,  1872;  Charles  Alfred,  born 
July  29,  1875  ;  Alma,  born  Oct.  20,  1878. 

Jennie  married,  June  22,  1897,  Smith  W.  Brookhart,  an  attorney

Iowa  Wesleyan  University,  at  Mount  Pleasant ;  here  also  he  ranked 
first,  graduating  in  1894.

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this  time,  April,  1906,  lie  is  enjoying  good  health  and  great  oppor- 
tunities for  service  in  Miratiores  Hospital,  Canal  Zone  Panama. 

Alma  Hearne  took  a  course  in  the  Iowa  W'ashington  Universit\' 
at  Mt.  Pleasant,  graduating  in  the  class  of  1899.  ^^  ^^^y  ^^'^^  '^^'^^" 
ried  Rev.  C.  H.  Holland,  a  classmate,  who  had  been  a  mission  teach- 
er in  Chili,  South  America,  where  he  contracted  lung  trouble  that 
caused  his  death  in  Feb..  1902.  For  two  years  .Vlma  taught  in  the 
Xew  York  Deaconess  training  school,  and  in  Xov.  1904.  went  to 
Jubbulpore,  India,  as  a  teacher  in  an  Orphanage  of  three  hundred 
girls. 

Samuel  Hearne,  the  father,  served  three  years  during  the  Civil 
War  in  the  Second  Iowa  Infanir\-.  was  in  the  battles  of  F>>rt  D(jnel- 
son,  Shiloh  and  Corinth.  He  now  lives  with  his  daugther.  Mrs.  Jen- 
nie H.  Brookhart  of  Washington.  Iowa.  All  the  family  are  members 
of  the  Methodist  church. 

A  PIOXEER  ^lOTHER. 

]vlrs.  Xancy  (Jackson)  Hearne.  born  in  Worcester  County, 
Maryland,  1812.  She  came  west  with  her  husband.  Thomas  Hearne, 
1836.  traveling  by  boat  on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  to  Keokuk. 
On  the  journey  westward.  May,  the  eldest  born,  was  stricken,  and 
in  a  few  days  was  dead.  The  boat  paused  to  give  the  little  one  a 
lonely  resting  place  on  the  Kentucky  shore.  The  sturdy,  industrious 
father  pushed  on  to  t'.ie  far  West,  and  1836  entered  a  rich  tract  of 
land  on  the  Des  Moines  river,  two  miles  north  of  Keosaucjua.  We 
can  scarcel}'  imagine  the  condition  of  things  in  those  days.  T'le  Ulack 
I  lawk  war  had  been  over  but  a  short  time  ;  the  red  men  did  not  >  et 
understand  that  tlie  whites  had  a  ri^ht  to  the  rich  valley.  The  timid 
young  wife,  with  her  heli>Iess  little  ones,  was  often  visited  bv  the 
inquiring  Sacs  and  [-"oxes.  '"Ten  Indians  to.  one  white  man"  made 
up  the  population  in  those  daws.  A  camp  of  several  hundred  Indians 
less  than  a  mile  irom  the  home  often  caused  anxiety.  Trinkets  and 
bright  colors  were  regarded  covetousl}'  by  the  braves.  They  loved 
the  little  "pale-faces"  and  somtimes  brought  otTerings  of  fish  anrl 
venison,  asking  to  borrow  the  baby.  The  ftjod  and  clothing  was  all 
prepared  in  the  home.  The  'wool-carders,"  spinning-wheel  and  loom 
all  serve  to  remind  one  of  the  industry  and  patience  of  the  past  gen- 
eration. 

Grandma  "is  the  last  leaf  upon  the  tree."    She  is  a  woman  of 
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calm  disposition,  excellent  memory  and  accurate  hearing.  Her  eye- 
sij^ht  is  much  impaired  the  last  few  years.  She  Hved  upon  the  same 
farm  for  more  than  sixty  years.  Then,  at  the  age  of  eighty-eight, 
she  sold  it.  and  lives  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Christopher  Wright, 
of  Keosauqua.  In  this  home  she  has  the  most  devoted  care  and  at- 
tention. She  is  interested  in  the  happenings  of  each  day  and  finds 
life  still  sweet,  at  ninety  three-years. 

Mrs.  Jexxie  Hearxe  Brookiiart. 

Bexjamix  Hearxe,  sixth  child  of  William  and  Elizabeth,  we 
have  no  record  of  except  that  his  wife  was  named  Sarah,  and  they 
had  three  sons  that  we  know  of :  William,  Thomas  and  Spencer. 
Spencer  was  born  Feb.  6,  1762.  and  die.d  some  time  between  1836  and 
1840.  llis  wife  was  named  Betsy  \enibles  Hearne ;  she  died  in  1843 
or  1844.  They  had  five  sons,  one  of  whom,  Hiram,  inherited  his 
father's  old  homestead.  Ichabod'  Dashiell.  another  son,  born  April 
9,  1808,  died  Feb.  6,  1852.  Fie  married  Lucretia  C.  Flarris.  Sept.  18, 
1833.  She  was  born  Sept.  ir,  180S,  died  Xov.  i,  1S47:  children: 
Elizabeth  Lemmon,  born  June  18,  1834:  married  Isaac  Wooten 
Mitchell,  Dec.  id,  1852.  Joseph  Spencer,  born  Jan.  4,  1836;  married 
Elizabeth  Hearne.  his  second  cousin.  Xoah  Thomas,  born  Feb.  23. 
1838;  married  ^liss  Rosa  Taylor.  Cadmus  Dashiell,  born  Feb.  11, 
1840;' died  Oct.  11,  1859.  Lucretia  Ellen,  born  Xov.  17,  1841  ;  lives 
in  Salisbury.  Maryland,  and  has  never  married.  David  Ichabod,  born 
Mar.  31,  1843  •  married  Bettie  X.  Hughes,  of  Sedalia,  ^lissouri.  John 
Americus  Scarborough,  born  Feb.  6.  1846;  married  Alice  Catlin.  I 
insert  here  the  obituary  notice  of  the  father  of  these  children  by  his 
pastor : 

"Brother  Hearne  was  baptized  by  the  writer  in  1847.  ^"d  was 
one  of  the  original  members  of  the  White  Flavcn  Baptist  Church. 

"Pie  was  soon  after  chosen  as  one  of  the  deacons  of  the  church, 
which  office  he  filled  with  acceptance  until  his  death.  To  his  church 
he  was  strongly  attached,  and  always  manifested  a  willingness  to 
meet  her  demands  upon  his  benevolence.  In  the  building  of  the 
White  Haven  and  Wetipquin  Baptist  churches  he  bore  ..  .-ery  large 
and  liberal  share.  Towards  the  support  of  the  gospel  he  conrribuLed 
with  a  willing  hand.  His  house  was  always  open  as  a  welcome  ard 
pleasant  home  to  his  pastor  or  any  other  minister. 

"In  a  word:  he  loved  his  Savior,  loved  His  cause,  loved  His  peo- 
ple, was  an  humble  and  useful  Christian,  and  what  better  eulogy? 
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"His  excellent  wife  died  some  three  years  ago,  so  he  has  left  a 
young  and.interesting  family,  composed  of  five  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters, henceforth  to  be  destitute  both  of  a  father's  protection  and  so- 
licitude and  of  a  mother's  instruction  and  watchfulness.  We  ask  in 
their  behalf  the  prayers  of  the  pious.  May  the  God  of  their  father 
and  mother  be  their  constant  protector  and  early  incline  their  youth- 
ful hearts  to  love  and  serve  Him. 

"The  deceased  has  left  a  large  circle  of  relatives  and  friends  who 
deepl}'  mourn  their  loss,  but  they  have  good  reason  for  believing  that 
their  loss  is  his  gain.    Reader,  'be  ye  also  ready?'

Ichabod  D.  Hearne  was  an  exceptionally  good  man  in  all  re- 
spects, and  a  very  successful  farmer,  leaving  a  good  estate  at  his 
death.  His  two  oldest  sons.  Spencer  and  Xoah,  were  carpenters  as 
well  as  farmers.  Cadmus  was  a  cabinet  maker  and  wheelwright. 
David  I.  went  to  ^Mississippi,  before  the  war.  to  clerk  in  a  hotel.  He 
served  through  the  war  as  a  Confederate  soldier,  and  was  severely 
wounded  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh.  After  the  war  he  came  to  ^Missouri 
and  married  Bettie  X.  Hughes,  of  Sedalia,  and  has  two  children: 
George  Prentice,  born  Nov.  14,  1874,  and  Lee  Richard,  born  May 
12,   1878.

Hearne  executors  of  his  will.  Affidavit  to  will  made  June  7.  1769. 
Inventory  filed  .-\ug.  1769.  Accounts  passed  August,  1770.  From, 
the  records  at  Snow  Hill.  Md.,  I  note  wills  proven  as  follows;

I  have  been  unable  to  get  any  data  of  the  birth  or  death  of 
Sally  (Wingate)  Hearne,  wife  of  Thomas  Hearne.  1  have  often 
heard  my  grandfather,  Clement  Hearne.  say  that  the  Wingate 
family  was  a  large  one.  and  that  those  who  went  to  Tennessee. 
Lir.d  Llie  W'iiij^aLcs  oi  Frankfort.  K_\'..  were  (jur  relatives,  as  also 
the  Ward  families  (through  the  W'ingates).  Junius  R.,  of  Sc^te 
County.  Kentucky,  and  Robert  J.,  of  Louisville.  Ky..  who  botli 
owned    large    plantations    in    Mississippi,    were    our    relatives. 

George,  the  eldest  sen  of  Thomas  and  Sally  (Wingate) 
Hearne,  born  about  1715.  He  removed  to  Xorth  Carolina  (date 
not  known)  and  raised  a  large  family  of  children,  and  I  liave  been 
unable  to  get  the  names  of  any  but  two,  Purnell  and  Xehemiah. 
During  the  civil  war,  1861  to  1865.  the  federal  soldiers  devastated 
a  large  part  of  the  country  and  burned  most  all  the  records,  in 
their  march  through  Xorth  Carolina,  so  that  I  have  been  unable 
to  get  copies  of  the  old  wills,  etc..  hence  camiot  get  the  name  or 
birth  of  George  Hearne's  wife  or  their  marriage,  and  names  of 
children  or  the  deaths  of  any  of  them.  Purnell.  the  'eldest  son. 
lived  in  X'orth  Carolina  and  raised  a  large  family,  and  <:)f  his 
children,  we  know  the  names  of  six,  viz:  James.  Ebenezer. 
Thomas,  F-'urnell.  William  and  George.  James,  the  oldest  son. 
removed  from  X'orth  Carolina  about  1806.  to  Hamilton  County, 
Ohio.  His  great  grandson.  Horace  Hearne,  of  Cheviot.  Ohio, 
wrote  me  February  2[st,   1805,  saying: 

My  great-grandfather  came  to  Ohio  from  X'orth  Carolina, 
having  been  born  in  \"irginia.  near  Salisbury.  His  naine  wa- 
James  Hearne.  and  he  brought  a  large  family  with  him  of  five 
sons  and  two  or  three  daughters.  Three  of  his  sons.  James.  Jesse, 
and  Steplien.  and  perhaps  Isaac,  settled  in  Hamilton  (^o..  Oliio. 
and  Beverly  settled  near  Columbus,  Indiana,  where  he  raised  a 
family.  > 
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He  wrote  me  again  Apr.  lo,  1895.  and  says: 
"I  have  been  so  engaged  that  it  has  been  impossible  for  me 
to  see  my  relatives  and  get  you  the  genealogical  data  desired. 
One  of  my  cousins  told  me  that  his  father,  Stephen  Hearne,  said 
that  his  father  used  the  e  at  the  end  of  his  name.  I  will  give  you 
as  best  I  know  as  follows: 

James  Hearne  was  born  at  Salisbury.  Virginia,  or  North  Car- 
olina (I  think  it  was  Maryland  or  Xorth  Carolina.W,  T.  H.), 
about  1745,  and  removed  to  Ohio,  near  Cincinnati,  about  1795; 
he  had  a  family  of  a  second  wife,  four  or  five  sons:  James,  Jesse. 
Stephen,  Beverly  and  Isaac ;  also  two  daughters,  one  of  whom 
!i-arried  Col.  X^d  StMno-f,t:on,  and  the  other  married  ]\Ir.  Fred 
Miller ;  all  of  'the  above  lived  in  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  except  Bev- 
erly, who  settled  in  Bartholomew  Co.,  Indiana ;  they  raised  large 
families,  some  of  them  changing  the  name  to  Herron.  James 
Hearne  raised  a  large  family  of  sons  and  daughters  ;  all  his  four  bovs 
were  brave  defenders  of  our  county  in  the  Civil  War. 

Jesse  Hearne,  my  grandfather,  was  born  17S3  and  died  1854, 
leaving  four  sons:  Edward  (my  father).  Purnell,  James,  and  Jesse 
C,  and  three  daughters :  Elizabeth,  }.Iary  Ann,  and  Annabel.  The 
family  seemed  to  love  the  Hamilton  County  hills,  for  the  children 
of  Jesse  all  remained  in  this  county,  uniting  mostly  with  the  United 
Brethren  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches. 

My  father,  Edward  Hearne,  died  Dec.  29,  1894,  nearlv  eightv- 
cne  years  of  age ;  none  of  his  uncles  had  lived  to  so  great  an  age. 
He  left  five  sons:  Isaac.  Horace.  Charles,  Jesse  E.,  and  Daniel  W. ; 
and  two  daughters :  Harriet,  now  Mrs.  T.  J.  Alarkland  of  Rockport, 
Indiana,  and  Melissa,  now  Mrs.  W'm.  Argo,  Cleves,  Ohio. 

Stephen  Hearne  wa>  a  man  of  some  abilitv  in  the  United 
Brethren  Church  ;  he  died  about  1885,  leaving  four  sons  and  one 
daughter.  Two  of  the  sons,  John  and  Albert,  are  teachers  in 
Hamilton  County.  Silas  moved  to  Greensburg,  Indiana,  and  raised 
a  large  family.      Lorenzo  lives  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  sons  of  Isaac  Hearne  (brother  to  Jesse  and  Stephen j 
died  many  years  ago,  leaving  two  sons,  Cornelius  and  Stephen. 
I  think  Cornelius  still  lives  in  Cincinnati.  Stephen  moved  to 
Oregon. 

A  list  of  the  names  of  the  descendants  of  James  Hearne 
would  be  a  very  long  one,  and  would  fill  many  branches  and  leaves 
of  a  "tree,"  but  I  believe  there  has  been  no  historian  anions'  them; 
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I  have  heard  it  said  that  he  left  many  relatives,  brothers  and  cous- 
ins, in  North  Carolina.  I  was  born  in  1844.  and  have  taught  school 
since  1S66. 

Silas  Hearne,  a  grandson  of  James  Ilearne  of  Greensburg, 
Ind.,  date  of  Feby.  8,  1895.  says: 

My  grandfather.  James  Ilearne,  was  born  in  Maryland,  I  think 
in  Somerset  Co.,  and  moved  with  his  family  from  Xorth  Carolina 
in  1806  to  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio.  He  moved  in  a  four-horse  wagon, 
the  first  one  of  that  kind  that  crossed  the  Ohio  river.  He  had 
eight  children,  five  sons  and  diree  daughters ;  the  sons  were  named 
I^>everly,  Jesse,  James,  Stephen  M.,  and  Isaac,  and  the  girls  were 
named  Elizabeth.  Xettie  and  Xancy ;  all  the  children  were  born 
in  North  Carolina.  My  father,  Stephen  ^l.  Hearne,  was  born  1S04. 
and  was  a  farmer.  He  married  !\Iiss  Rachel  Polk,  of  the  same 
family  as  President  James  K.  Polk ;  they  had  seven  children,  five 
sons  and  two  daughters,  and  their  names  are :  Lorenzo  D..  Simon 
L.,  Silas  F.,  John  P.,  Albert  M.,  Ann  Eliza,  and  Elizabeth.  My 
father,  Stephen  'SI.  Hearne,  was  a  United  Brethren  preacher  for 
forty  years.  All  of  the  first  Hearnes  in  Ohio  are  dead.  I.  Silas 
F.  Hearne,  am  a  farmer  and  gardener.  Jan.,  1856,  I  was  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Mary  L.  Frisler,  in  Dent.  Hamilton  Co..  Ohio,  where 
we  lived  for  ten  years.  I  was  in  the  Union  army  three  years 
during  the  war,  and  we  have  raised  ten  children  :  William  F..  Cor- 
delia v.,  Charles  W.,  Silas  L.,  Ellis  L..  Alfred  S.,  Anna  Pearl. 
]\lary  L.,  Oscar  G..  and  Horace  S. 

My  oldest  brother,  Lorenzo  D.,  lives  in  California  and  is  a 
carpenter  and  builder ;  he  is  married  and  has  three  daughters,  and 
they  are  all  married.  My  brother,  Simon  L..  married  and  died, 
leaving  one  son,  Harmon  R..  who  lives  near  Richmond,  Kentucky; 
he  is  married  and  is  a  farmer.  My  brother  John  P.  is  married 
and  lives  near  Dent,  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio :  he  is  a  farmer  and 
school  teacher,  and  has  two  sons  and  one  daughter ;  he  served 
three  years  in  the  Union  army  during  the  war.  My  brother  Al- 
bert ]\L  is  married,  but  has  no  children  ;  he  is  a  farmer  and  school 
teacher,  living  near  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Sly  sister  Ann  Eliza  mar- 
ried Obediah  Jackson ;  both  are  dead,  leaving  four  sons :  William. 
Lorenzo,  John  and  Frank,  who  are  all  grown  and  married.  My 
sister  Elizabeth  is  married  and  lives  in  California ;  she  has  no 
children. 
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My  son  William  F.  Hearne  is  not  married  and  lives  in  Ken- 
tucky ;  he  is  a  railroad  conductor,  ruiniinj^  a  train  from  Covins:- 
ton  to  Paris.  My  son  Charles  \V.  was  a  railroad  man,  and  \va.^ 
killed  in  Chicasro  Auc^.  25.  1889.  ^^X  son  Silas  L.  is  married 
and  lives  in  Cincinnati.  (Jhio.  and  is  a  motorman  on  a  street  car  line: 
he  has  three  children:  Harry,  Chester,  and  Maud,  ^ly  son  Oscar 
G.  is  a  railroad  man  and  unmarried.  My  son  Horace  S.  is  a  railroad 
man,  unmarried  and  lives  in  Covin.yton,  K}'.  My  son  Ellis  L.  is  a 
printer,  unmarried  and  livinij  at  home.  My  daughter  Cordelia  \'.  is 
married  and  lives  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana  ;  she  has  one  chil'l.  a  son. 
My  dau;:]:hter  Mary  L.  married  Charles  Elkins  and  has  one  child 
Mamie.  M>  ^uungcst  cl'iild,  Pearl,  is  living  at  home  and  is  un.- 
marricd. 

There  is  a  Moses  Hearne  living  in  Little  Rock.  .Vrkansas. 
whose  father  was  a  cousin  to  my  father. 

Almost  without  exception  in  the  old  wills  that  have  fallen 
ir.to  my  hands,  the  children  are  named  in  the  order  of  age.  com- 
mencing with  the  oldest,  anrl  when  I  have  been  able  to  get  tiic 
correct  age  of  any  one  I  could  tell  pretty  well  about  the  ages  of 
the  others.  The  first  William  in  America  (the  merchant)  had  the 
births  of  his  two  sons  put  on  record  in  the  public  office  at  IVin- 
cess  Anne,  r^Iarxland.  The  younger  of  these,  Thomas,  was  born 
May  31,  1691,  and  died  March,  1762.  as  his  will  of  record  siiows : 
Ebenezer,  his  second  son,  was  born  May  6.  1717,  as  shown  from 
a  record  in  the  old  ledger  :  hence  the  older  son  (jeorge  was  born 
a  few  years  before,  say  17 15.  and  Thcjuias,  the  next  \ounger  than 
Ebenezer,  was  born  about  1819  or  1820.  He  (Thomas)  was  left 
executor  of  the  will,  and  removed  to  Montg(jmerv  Co.,  Xorth  Car- 
olina, and  married  Xanc\  Wilson.  He  had  a  large  famih.'.  part 
of  whom  are  shown  on  the  family  tree,  and  some  otliers  in  tln-^ 
history,  and  still  others  of  which  wc  have  no  account.  George. 
the  older  brother,  born  abt)Ut  1715,  had  (juite  a  family,  but  of 
them  we  do  not  know  with  certainty  except  one  son,  named  Pur- 
nell,  the  date  of  whose  birth  and  death  we  do  nr)t  know,  and  one 
son  named  Xehemiah.  born  about  1748  and  died  Oct.  2,  iSif. 
Purnell  removed  in  a  \ery  early  da}-  to  Xorth  Carolina  and  rai-c-l 
a  large  family.  C)i  his  children  we  know  the  names  of  fames 
F"benezer  (born  Oct.  11,  1760,  died  Jan.  16,  1840),  Thom.as.  Pur- 
nell, William,  and  George.      James,   the  elder  son,   removed   froni 
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Xorth  Garoliiia  in  an  early  day  (about  1806)  to  Hamilton  Co., 
Ohio.  Purnell,  the  fourth  son.  is  the  one  shown  on  the  family 
tree ;  he  marriefl  Xanc\'  Rachel  Hearne,  daughter  of  his  great- 
tuicle  Thomas  and  Xancy  Wilson  Hearne.  (In  the  tirst  issue 
of  the  famil}-  tree  of  1891  X'ancy  Rachel  Hearne's  birthplace  is 
given  as  Rhode  Island  :  this  is  a  mistake,  as  her  father  never  lived 
anywhere  but  in  Maryland  and  X'orth  Carolina.) 

Erenezkr,  second  son  of  the  first  Purnell.  born  Oct.  11.  1760. 
married  Dovey  Walker  (who  died  1S47),  children:  Cyrus.  William. 
Stephen,  George  W..  Joel.  X'ancy,  Dovey,  .Mary,  and  Elizabeth. 
The  father,  Ebenezer.  went  into  the  Continental  arm\-.  1776,  when 
o.\ly  .^i.^Lccn  j/cars  uf  age.  and  served  to  the  close  of  the  war  in 
Gen.  Greene's  division. 

George  \\'..  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Dovey  Hearne,  born  1795 
in  X^'orth  Carolina  on  the  Hugharra  river,  died  in  Weakley  Co.. 
Tennessee  1874.  In  early  life  he  married  his  cousin  ]\Iilly  Hearne. 
born  1797,  daughter  of  William,  and  lived  for  many  years  near 
Lebanon,  in  Wilson  Co..  Tenn. :  he  afterwards  removed  to  Weak- 
ley County,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  His  wife 
died  1876,  at  the  home  of  her  son  on  Thompson's  Creek,  in  the 
same  county;  she  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
Her  husband,  George  W.  Hearne.  did  not  profess  religion  until 
about  five  years  before  his  death,  and  then  lived  a  consistent  Chris- 
tian life  to  the  end,  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church.  In  the 
War  of  1812  he  was  captain  of  a  company,  which  he  led  through 
the  war.  serving  with  distinction  to  the  end.  and  after  his  return 
home  he  served  two  terms  as  high  sheriff  of  his  county.  In  poli- 
tics he  was  a  Whig  while  that  party  lasted,  and  during  the  war 
and  since  until  death,  an  ardent  Southern  man.  The  children 
of  George  W.  and  Mill}'  Hearne  were:  Cyrus  Robert,  born  1814. 
died  1889;  Casendana.  born  1816.  died  Dec.  1858;  George  W.. 
born  1818,  died  1888:  Rev.  b:rasmus  H..  born  1821  ;  Priscilla  A.. 
born  1823:  Erastus  S..  born  1826:  Rachel  H..  born  1828:  Emily  A.. 
born   1833;  Jane  P..  born  1836. 

Cyrus  Robert,  .son  of  George  W.  and  Milly  Hearne,  when 
quite  a  young  man,  married  Miss  Charlotte  Alexander,  of  Henr> 
Co..  Tenn..  and  sof)n  thereafter  both  united  with  the  Bapti-t  Church 
and  lived  in  that  faith  useful  lives  to  the  end.  They  started  in 
life  poor,  on  a  farm,  but  by  dint  of  hard  work  soon  had  a  good 
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home  paid  for,  and  ever  after  had  a  successful  life  financially  and 
were  a  happy  family.  The  children  by  this  union  were:  Orren 
A.,  born  July  22.  1836;  Simpson  Columbus,  born  Mar.  10,  1839; 
Letitia  Frances,  born  June  20.   1842.  and  Jesse  Cyrus,  born  . 

Orren  A.  was  early  taught  to  work,  and  he  has  ever  since  led 
an  active  and  laborious  life,  sometimes  on  the  farm  and  at  other 
times  in  the  mercantile  business.  His  bo}"hood  days  were  spent, 
like  those  of  a  great  manv  others  in  the  country,  working  on  the 
farm  in  the  spring,  summer  and  early  fall,  and  attending  the  coun- 
try school  the  remainder  of  the  year.  His  mother  died  when 
he  was  about  twelve  years  of  age.  when  he  worked  away  from 
l^nr.K.  ir...>il_\  aiiK'iig  his  kindred,  till  lie  reached  manhood,  when 
for  two  years  he  taught  school  in  the  country  and  saved  a  few 
hundred  dollars  and  thought  then  to  attend  a  law  school  at  Leba- 
non. Tenn..  as  his  first  desire  was  to  -be  a  lawyer,  and  next  a  mer- 
chant :  but  when,  he  found  that  his  purs^  was  too  slim  for  the  col- 
lege, he  looked  out  for  a  place  in  s='me  store.  Fortunatel}".  he 
at  once  obtained  a  position  in  the  onl\'  dry  gi:)0<.ls  store  at  Xew 
Boston,  Tenn..  where  he  worked  on  a  salar_\'  for  two  years  and 
then  took  the  Texas  emigrant  fever,  but  his  father  did  not  favor 
his  going,  and  to  induce  him  to  abandon  the  idea  ottered  to  give 
him  $1,000  and.  with  a  neighbor,  tu  put  in  Si.oco  more  each; 
they  started  a  store  at  Pinson  Station.  Tenn..  and  the\  built  the 
first  house  there  on  the  !\I.  &  ( ).  railrdad  :  this  was  March.  1859. 
The  business  was  a  success. 

In  i860  he  married  his  first  wife.  Miss  Frances  F.  Hunter, 
and  the  next  _\ear.  1861,  when  the  war  commenced,  the  store 
was  closed  out.  and  he  and  his  father  rem(^ved  to  Arkansas  and 
settled  on  White  river,  on  Surrounded  Hill,  where  he  bought  an 
interest  in  the  landing  and  one  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the  woods. 
In  the  meantime,  his  wife's  health  failed  before  leaving  Tenn.. 
but  she  soon  regained  it  after  coming  here,  and  their  home  was  a 
happv  one,  but  alas!  in  three  months  the  wife  was  stricken  down 
with  fever  and  died  a  happy  Christian  death.  He  buried  her  in 
Elmwood  Cemetery  at  Memphis,  and  was  taken  down  with  fever 
himself  ,but  after  a  time  recovered  and  enlisted  in  the  Confederate 
army  as  a  private,  and  as  such  fought  through  the  war,  and  the 
last  year  was  taken  prisoner  and  sent  to  Camp  Chase,  Ohio,  vvhere 
he  remained  till  the  close  of  the  war,  at  which  time  he  wrote 
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President  Andrew  Johnson  (he  had  known  him  before  the  war) 
a  letter  about  thus : 

I  have  been  reared  a  Democrat,  and  tau,c:ht  tlie  doctrine  of 
States'  rights,  and  at  the  call  of  my  State  (  Teimessee)  I  joined  the 
Confederate  army  as  a  private  soldier,  and  have  served  to  the  best 
of  my  abilit}  from  Auq-..  iS6i.  to  Dec.  i6.  1864.  at  which  time  I  was 
captured,  but  if  you  see  fit  to  grant  me  a  pardon  I  will  return  to  my 
home  and  kindred  and  make  a  peaceable  citizen. 

He  says  he  wrote  to  the  President  more  for  pastime  than  any- 
thing else ;  he  gave  him  a  favorable  hearing  and  sent  an  order 
for  his  release,  so  that  he  was  one  of  the  first  to  step  out  from 
Camp  Chase,  a  free  citizen  again.  He  wended  his  way  back 
to  "his"  old  home  and  tiie  "laud  of  his  nativit} .' poor  and  -penniless. 
After  browsing  around  a  short  time  with  relatives  and  friends 
and  getting  a  decent  suit  of  clothes  on,  he  went  to  Como,  Tenn.. 
where  he  obtained  a  good  position  in  a  dry  goods  store  with  Mr. 
H.  H.  Lovelace  and  Judge  W.  J.  Hurt:  the  business  was  very 
prosperous  from  the  start,  and  in  four  months  the  firm  dissolved 
and  the  firm  of  Wood,  Hurt  &  Company  was  started,  O.  A.  Hearne 
being  the  company  ;  this  business  also  prospered. 

Feb.  1866.  Mr.  Hearne  married  his  second  wife.  IMattie  J.  Per- 
kins. Within  a  week  after  marriage  his  wife  took  a  school,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  a  successful  year  in  both  store  and  school  their  lit- 
tle capital  was  considerabl\  increased.  From  here  thev  moved  to 
Henry  Station,  on  the  Memphis  &  Louisiana  Railroad,  continuing 
in  the  mercantile  business  with  success.  Then  he  bought  a  nice 
farm  and  farmed  it  for  two  years,  and  sold  at  a  good  profit  and 
bought  another  farm  at  Como.  and  again  engaged  in  the  mercan- 
tile business  in  connection  with  the  farm.  In  a  little  w^hile  he 
took  the  California  fever;  he  sold  <iut  all  and  went  to  the  "Golden 
State,"  and  bought  a  beautiful  farm  near  Meridian,  on  the  Sacra- 
mento River,  finely  improved.  California  did  not  come  up  to 
his  expectations,  so  after  a  two  years'  stay  he  sold  out,  after  suf- 
fering disaster  from  the  fii'>i)ds.  and  went  to  Texas  in  the  spring  of 
1882,  first  stopping  at  Round  Rock,  expecting  to  go  into  the  cattle 
business,  but  after  three  months'  observation,  he  decided  that  it 
would  not  suit  him.  and  in  July  he  went  to  Pilot  Point,  Texas,  and 
at  once  bought  an  interest  in  a  gorxl  grocery  business  and  con- 
tinued it  successfully  for  some  years,  until  his  health  was  impaired 
by  paralysis  in  his  right  side. 
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After  Mr.  Hearne  recovered  in  a  measure  from  the  paralysis 
he  again  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business  and  has  continued  it 
till  the  present  time,  1905.  When  he  entered  the  service,  a  soldier, 
he  was  offered  a  captaincy,  but  declined  it,  preferring  to  be  a  pri- 
vate ;  had  he  accepted,  no  doubt  he  would  have  come  out  a  general, 
judging  by  his  general  characteristics  and  uniform  success  through 
life.  In  early  life  he  united  with  the  Baptist  Church,  and  has  never 
swerved  from  the  faith,  but  has  always  been  a  consistent,  devoted, 
and  earnest  worker  in  his  church,  as  has  also  his  faithful  wife. 

Besides  his  dry  goods  business  Mr.  Hearne  owns  several  farms 
near  Pilot  Point,  which  he  has  cultivated  on  the  shares,  chiefly 
cotton  and  corn.  In  1906  he  retired  from  all  business  and  removed 
to  Dallas,  Texas,  to  an  elegant  home  he  purchased  on  corner  of 
Worth  and  Haskell  streets,  and  his  children,  the  Newburys,  live 
with  him.  He  is  a  silent  partner  with  large  interest  in  the  New- 
bury shoe  store,  258  Elm  street,  in  Dallas. 

Orren  A.  Hearne  and  ]\Iattie  J.  Perkins  were  married  Feby. 
18,  1866.  Children:  Anna  L.,  born  July  12,  1867;  Bertie  F.,  born 
Mar.  10,  1869,  and  Willie  ^lay,  born  Xov.  4,  1874.  On  July  12, 
1888,  Berta  F.  married  John  R.  Williams,  and  died  two  months 
after.  Willie  ^lay  died  at  Xashville,  Tenn.,  while  there  in  school. 
Anna  L.  married  Lee  Xewbury  Aug.  12,  1885.  Children:  John 
Orren,  born  Aug.  31,  1886;  Willie  Lee,  born  Oct.  28,  1891,  and 
Edward  Hearne.  born  Jany.  17,  1904.  Mr.  Newbury  is  a  shoe  mer- 
chant, doing  a  large  business  at  258  Elm  street,  Dallas  Texas. 

Rev.  Simpson  Columbus  Hearxe  was  born  in  Henry  Co., 
Tenn.,  Mar.  10,  1839.  He  is  the  second  son  of  Cyrus  R.  and 
Charlotte  Hearne  and  great-great-grandson  of  Purnell  Hearne  and 
he  the  great-grandson  of  the  first  William  Hearne  in  America.  In 
answer  to  my  inquir}',  he  says : 

I  professed  religion  and  joined  the  Turkey  Creek  Baptist 
Church,  Madison  Co.,  Tenn.,  Aug.,  1857;  I  was  ordained  by  the 
aame  church  July,  1858;  I  joined  the  Fifth  Tennessee  Regiment, 
C.  S.  Army,  Aug.,  1861,  served  as  a  private  two  years,  and  then 
was  appointed  as  chaplain  of  my  regiment  and  served  to  the  close 
of  the  wear.  I  was  licensed  to  practice  law  1877  and  practiced 
the  profession  twelve  years  in  Paris,  Tenn.,  during  which  time  I 
served  one  term  in  the  State  Legislature,  1879  and  18S0.  For 
the  past  eight  years  I  have  devoted  all  my  time  to  the  ministry,,  with 
farming  as  a  recreation. 
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I  I  met  him  at  Nashville.  Tenn.,  at  the  Southern  Baptist  con- 

■  vention,   May,   1S93,  and  knowing  that  a  large  proportion  of  our 

family  in  the  South  were  ^Metliodists,  I  asked  him  how  it  came  he 
was  a  Baptist;   his  answer  was: 

I  became  a  Baptist  by  a  careful   reading  of  the   Scriptures, 
though  I  suppose  a  good  Baptist  mother,   who  died  when   I   was 
nine  years  old,  but  whose  memory  I  still   fondly  cherish,  made  it 
i  easier.      I   joined   the   church  at   eighteen   years   of  age,   and   was 

I  ordained  at   twenty.       I   lost   all    I   had   in  a   land   investment   just 

I  before  the  panic  brought  about  by  the   resumption  of  specie  pa\- 

I  nient.      I  then  practiced  law  and  traded  for  twelve  years,  and  hav- 

i''g  rcgaii":cil   wlint    I   ha/-!   li>>r.   and   fccli'ig.  that    I    was   safe   for  a 
support  for  my  family.  I  re-entered  the  ministry  seven  years  since, 
and  hope,  by  (jod's  grace,  to  continue  in  the  harness  to  the  end. 
In  May,   1894,   I  met  a  relative  of  his  at  Dallas.   Texas,  and 
5  asked  him  about  Rev.  S.  C.  Hearne,  and  he  said: 

i  In   early   life   he   entered   the   ministry   and   was   eloquent   and 

I  earnest   from   the  beginning  and  took  high  rank  as  a  young  min- 

j  ister :    the  war  between  the  States   followed  soon,  and  he  entered 

the  service  as  a  private  soldier,  not  to  preserve  the  institution  of 
slaver}'  or  as  a  rebel  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
but  to  repel  invasion  and  preserve  the  constitution  as  bequeathed 
by  our  fathers  and  the  rights  of  the  States ;  he  was  soon  com- 
missioned chaplain,  and  served  as  such  to  the  close  of  the  war. 
l;y  his  eloquence  and  zeal  hundreds  of  rough  soldiers  were  led  to 
Christ.  In  18(^)3  and  1S64  it  was  wonderful  to  see  the  revival 
meetings  carried  on  by  him  and  his  assistants.  After  the  sur- 
render he  located  in  Georgia  and  successfully  employed  his  time 
in  preaching  fur  the  churches  a',  and  near  Opelika.  He  then  moved 
back  to  his  native  home,  Henr\'  Co..  Tenn.,  and  made  an  effort 
to  quit  the  ministry,  and  studied  law.  His  power  before  a  jury 
was  wonderful  and  his  success  phenomenal.  After  serving  in  the 
State  Legislature  he  made  the  race  for  Congress,  but  was  defeated 
because  of  his  financial  views.  Soon  after  this  he  gave  up  law 
!  and  politics,   feeling  that  he   could  have  no  peace  of  mind   if  he 

preached   not   the   blessed    gospel   of   Christ.       His   eloquence   and 
force  of  character  enabled  him  at  all  times  to  hold  the  profound 

Iaitention  of  his  hearers.      It  was  once  said  of  him,  by  the  Hon. 
J    D.  C.  Atkins  of  Tennessee,  that  he  had  more  power  over  his

audience  than  any  other  man  he  had  ever  heard;  he  is  now  de- 
voting himself  entirely  to  the  ministry.  His  two  oldest  daugh- 
ters have  married  well  and  have  families,  and  an  only  son,  Robert, 
fourteen  years  of  age,  is  at  home  The  single  daughter,  Rosa, 
graduated  two  years  ago,  1892.  at  Clinton  College,  Kentucky. 
where  she  won  a  scholarship  in  Wellesley  (Massachusetts)  Col- 
lege, where  she  went  at  once  and  spent  two  years  continuously  in 
post-graduate  studies,  and  in  Sept.,  1894,  she  entered  Brownsville 
Female  College  (Tennessee)  as  a  teacher,  where  she  now  is.

he  settled  in  Center,  the  county  seat  of  Shelby  Co.,  Texas.  July 
3,  1891,  he  was  converted  and  joined  the  Baptist  Church,  his 
wife  joning  at  the  same  time  (she,  too,  was  a  Methodist).  He 
says  that  he  at  once  felt  that  he  must  preach  the  gospel  of  the 
Master,  and  he  was  soon  licensed  by  a  Baptist  Church,  and  in 
a  short  time  was  elected  missionary  of  the  Shelby  County  As- 
sociation, which  called  for  his  ordination,  after  which  he  at  once 
entered  the  field.

He  is  now 
located  with  his  family  in  r)ak:  Cliff,  a  suburb  of  Dallas,  Texas, 
fie  has  five  children,  viz..  Wayne  Augustus,  Gaddy.  Hall,  Renna 
Kate  and  Rosa  Belle.  \Va\ne  Augustus  married  ^liss  Augusta

CYRUS  R.  RICE, 
Hartrord.  Lyon  County.  Kansas. 
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Cyrus  R.,  son  of  James  P.  and  Casendana  (Hearne)  Rice, 
born  near  Lebanon  in  Wilson  Co..  Tenn.,  Aug.  27,  1833,  was  edu- 
cated in  the  old  subscription  schools  and  Hickory  Grove  Acade- 
my. He  studied  medicine  when  a  boy,  expecting  to  follow  in 
his  father's  footsteps  as  a  practictioner.  but  yielded  to  the  Holy 
Spirit's  impression  in  his  twentieth  year  and  decided  to  enter  the 
ministry.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  West  Plains,  }.Io..  Jan. 
24,  1854,  and  was  employed  by  the  presiding  elder  on  the  Thom- 
asville  circuit  till  Sept.  2^,  1854.  when  he  was  admitted  to  the 
St.  Louis  Conference  of  the  ^lethodist  Episcopal  Church  South. 
Sept.,  1855,  Bishop  Early  sent  him  to  Kansas  territory.  He  was 
an  active  organizer  of  that  church  during  the  territorial  days. 
Mar.,  1865.  he  united,  on  his  credentials,  with  the  Kansas  Con- 
ference of  the  Mehtodist  Episcopal  Church,  since  which  time  he 
has  given  all  his  time,  thought,  energy  and  means  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  year)  to  the  organizing  and  building  of  that  great 
church  in  Kansas.      He  writes : 

"Perhaps  I  have  done  more  in  the  way  of  organizing  so- 
cieties, circuits  and  stations  in  Southern  Kansas  than  any  other 
one  man.  The  one  }"ear  referred  to  was  given  to  the  editing 
of  the  Emporia  Xczi's.  I  may  say  here  that  I  have  done  a  good 
deal  of  newspaper  writing.  I  have  served  two  terms  as  presiding 
elder,  have  been  elected  to  two  general  conferences  (those  of  1884 
and  1892).  and  served  on  the  General  ]\[issionary  and  Church  Ex- 
tension Committee  a  term  of  four  years.  Mar.  9,  1856,  I  mar- 
ried Miss  Lucy  Ann  McCormick  of  Wayne  Co.,  Mo.  Her  father 
was  a  cousin  of  Cyrus  H.  McCormick.  of  reaper  fame,  and  helped 
make  the  first  machine.  We  have  four  living  children,  named 
Charles  Hedding,  Edwin  Thompson,  Islerton  Stacker  and  Cyrus

cated at  present  at  Pleasant  Hill.  Mo.,  and  is  growing  in  favor 
with  preachers  and  people.  He  married  Miss  Jennie  Wicks  of 
Emporia,  Kas..  and  they  have  three  children,  Ruth,  Warren  and 
Mary.  Merton  S.  Rice  w^s  born  in  Ottawa,  Kas.,  Sept.  5,  1872, 
graduated   from   High   School   in   Independence,   Kas.,    1889,   en-

George  Washington  Hearne,  the  father,  w^as  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Church  and  was  licensed  to  preach,  which  he  did  till 
his  death.  His  wife  never  joined  any  church,  but  her  family 
were  Primitive  Baptists.  AFost  of  the  children  are  ^Methodists. 
The  father  and  sons  w-ere  farmers  and  Democrats  in  politics. 
The  postoffice  of  }vlrs.  Mary  Hearne  and  several  of  this  family 
is  at  Ore  Springs,  Weakley  Co.,   Tenn. 

Rev.  Er.\smus  Hill  He.\r\e.  born  Xo.  4,  1821,  Montgomery 
Co.,  North  Carolina.  He  is  the  son  of  George  W.  and  ]\lilly 
Hearne.  When  Erasmus  was  two  years  old  his  parents  moved 
to  Wilson  Co.,  Tenn ;  1^834  they  removed  to  Weakley  Co.,  same 
3tate;  he  was  raised  on  a  farm,  withovit  school  advantages,   or 
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comparatively  little.  In  1841  he  married  Miss  Jane  C.  Alexander 
and  settled  on  a  farm;  1842  he  joined  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Thompson's  Creek,  Tenn. ;  was  licensed  to  preach  1847,  ^vas  or- 
dained 1848,  preached  for  Thompson's  Creek,  Holly  Springs,  and 
Head  W.  Sanday's  churches  in  Tenn..  removing-  to  Texas  1S59. 
still  laboring  on  a  farm  and  preaching  to  Melrose,  Providence. 
Buena  Vista,  Concord,  Xew  Camen  and  East  Hamilton  Churches, 
all  during  the  Civil  War  and  since,  until  he  was  about  worn  out; 
he  lived  at  Center,  Shelby  Co..  Texas.  He  was  moderator  of  the 
Central  Association  ten  }ears  and  of  Shelby  County  three  years. 
He  has  baptized  some  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  and  mar- 
ried nearly  three  hundred  couples.  He  raised  a  family  of  e'n^hi 
children,  most  of  whom  lived  to  be  grown  and  have  married  and 
settled.  Two  of  his  daughters,  Mattie  and  Alice,  are  single  and 
live  at  his  old  home.  I  met  him  at  Dallas,  Texas,  at  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  ]\Iay,  1894.  and  while  he  showed  age,  he  looked 
quite  well,  and  I  was  led  to  hope  might  live  many  years  to  preach 
tlie  gospel  he  loved  so  well  and  had  preached  for  near  half  a 
century.  I  learn  from  a  near  relative  that  hi:,  daughter  ^^lattie 
is  unusually  bright  and  frequently  writes  for  the  press.  He  v.as 
in  quite  good  circumstances  financially,  ample  to  live  comfortablv 
to  the  end,  which  came  Sept.  2,  1900,  his  wife  having  died  Aug. 
14,  1887.

Priscilla,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  ]Milly  Hearne,  born 
1823 ;  married  a  Mr.  Winstead,  of  Weakley  Co.,  Tenn.,  and  they 
raised  several  cliiklren,  whose  names  I  have  been  unable  to  learn, 
except  one,  George  W.,  who  was  nominated  and  made  the  race  for 
governor  on  the  Republican  ticket  in  1893.  He  made  a  brilliant 
canvass,  but  was  defeated  as  Tennessee  was  strongly  Democratic 
at  that  time. 

In  1894,  George  W.  Winstead,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  at  my  re- 
quest, furnished  me  the  following  notes  of  family  history : 

My  mother  is  a  daughter  of  George  W.  Hearne,  who  came 
to  Tennessee  when  a  young  man,  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina, 
moving  here  about  181 7.  He  located  in  middle  Tennessee,  Wilson 
County,  near  the  present  town  of  Lebanon.  Before  leaving  North 
Carolina  he  married  Milly  Hearne,  who  was  a  distant  relative.  This 
marriage  resulted  in  the  birth  of  four  sons,  Robert,  George  W., 
Erasmus  H.,  and  Erastus ;  these  are  all  dead,  except  Erasmus 
H.,  who  lives  in  the  State  of  Texas.  They  also  had  four  daugh- 
ters: Priscilla,  my  mother,  who  intermarried  with  S.  M.  Winstead; 
Rachel,  married  Joseph  Thacker :  ^Millie,  died  when  a  young  girl; 
Jane  Elizabeth,  married  Willis  A  [organ.  All  of  these  are  now 
living,  except  Alillie.  My  grandfather,  George  W.  Hearne,  en- 
listed in  the  War  of  1812  at  the  beginning  and  served  till  its  close. 
He  died  1870,  at  the  age  of  seventy-nine.  My  mother  is  now  sev- 
enty-three years  old  and  in  good  health.  As  a  result  of  her  mar- 
riage with  S.  AI.  Winstead,  1846,  she  had  born  to  her  six  daugh- 
ters and  one  son.  the  writer  being  the  son.  She  is  now  living  in 
Weakley  Countv,  on  the  old  homestead,  and  i-'  good  health.  My 
sisters  also  live  there,  at  different  places,  all  but  one  bemg  maT.ed. 

I  was  born  Dec.  28.  1856,  and  grew  up  on  the  farm  in  Weakley 
Co.,  western  Tennessee.     I  attended  school  in  winter  and  worked  on 
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the  farm  in  summer  until  I  was  nineteen  years  old.  I  also,  while 
yet  in  my  "teens."  taught  the  country  school  for  two  winters,  and, 
at  the  age  of  nineteen,  entered  Grant  Alemorial  University,  at 
Athens,  Tenn.,  where  I  remained  three  years,  graduating  Tune 
I,  1881.  After  graduating,  I  taught  school  in  western  Tennessee, 
in  my  native  county,  two  }  ears,  in  tiie  meantime  studied  law  under 
the  tuielage  of  H.  H.  Barr,  Dresden,  Tenn.  I  was,  during  these 
two  years,  filling  the  position  of  superintendent  of  public  schools 
in  that  county,  having  been  elected  the  first  of  the  year  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term  and  re-elected  June,  1883.  -'^t  this  time  I 
was  licensed  to  practice  law,  and  have  been  actively  engaged  in 
the  practice  iince.  I  renKiined  at  Dresden  till  May,  1892,  when  I 
was  nominated  as  the  Republican  candidate  for  governor  of  Ten- 
nessee. I  made  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  State,  making  sixty-six 
speeches,  but  was  defeated  for  the  office  by  Peter  Turney,  the 
present  incumbent.  Jan.,  1893,  I  located  in  Knoxville,  Tenn., 
for  the  purpose  of  practicing  my  profession,  and  expect  to  make 
this  my  future  home.  I  represent  some  of  the  largest  corporations 
here,  as  attorney. 

Erastus  S.,  son  of  Geo.  W.  and  ]\Iilly  Hearne,  born  1826,  was 
crippled  by  a  falling  tree,  and  one  hand  perished  away  so  that 
he  was  obliged  to  make  his  living  with  one  hand,  which  he  did;  he 
never  married  and  died  at  the  age  of  forty-five,  in  Shelby  Co.. 
Tenn.,  leaving  some  little  estate  and  many  friends  among  the  poor 
whom  he  had  helped  in  the  struggle  of  life. 

Rachel,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Alilly  Hearne,  born 
1828,  married  a  Mr.  Thacher,  of  Weakley  Co.,  Tenn.,  where 
they  still  live,  and  have  raised  a  large  family  of  children,  whose 
names  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain. 

Jane  P.,  daughter  of  George  W.  and  Milly  Hearne,  born 
1836,  married  John  W.  Hearne,  a  cousin,  in  Madison  Co., 
Tenn.,  who  died  soon  after  marriage,  and  she  married  again, 
but  I  do  not  know   the  name  of  the   man. 

William  Hlarxe,  son  of  the  elder  Purnell,  first  married 
Miss  Sally  Hancock:  children:  Lucy,  Thomas,  Mildred,  and 
Priscilla.  His  second  marriage  was  to  Mrs.  Priscilla  Harris. 
and  they  had  one  cIiiM.  Xoah,  who  (lied  a  voung  man.  The  third 
marriage  of  William  Hearne  was  to  Mrs.  Betsy  Rilev,  and  thev 
had:     First  child,  Sally,  born  Nov.  14,  1819,  married  Isham  Cog- 
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gin.  Second  child,  Xancy,  born  Sept.,  1821.  Third  child,  David, 
born  May  4  1822. 

Priscilla,  daughter  of  William  and  Sally  (Hancock)  Hearne, 
married  Alfred  H.  Harris,  her  step-brother,  and  they  had  six 
children. 

First  child,  Orin,  born  1817,  died  a  young  man  at  Old  Ran- 
dolph, on  the  Mississippi  River. 

Second  child,  Sally  C,  married  A.  G.  Winford,  a  farmer, 
moved  to  Marshall  Co..  Miss..  1854,  and  then  to  Memphis  Tenn. ; 
both  are  dead.  They  had  four  children:  Jane,  married  Lafav- 
ette  Sory,  a  preacher  of  the  Seventh-day  baptists,  living  in  I\Iem- 
phis,  Tenn.;  Benjum!;!  P.,  unmarried,  is  living  in  Arkansas: 
Alfred  J.,  married  Aliss  Martin;  is  a  farmer,  living  near -Forest 
City,  Arkansas;  Bettie,  married  a  Mr.  Stone,  who  is  now  dead. 

Harriet  H.,  third  child  of  Alfred  and  Priscilla  Harris,  born 
1822;  married  B.  W.  G.  Winford,  brother  of  A.  G.,  and  had  chil- 
dren as  follows:  Ruth  A.,  married  B.  F.  Leiter,  a  stock  man 
and  part  owner  of  the  Union  Stock  Yards  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 
Adelaide,  married  Thomas  Taylor,  and  is  now  a  widow,  living 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.  Enmia,  married  John  B.  Powell,  a  farmer 
living  near  Nashville,  Tenn.

His 
v»'ife  died  1898;  children:  James  G.,  Henry  E.,  Percy  anrl  Paul 
(twins),  and  Charley. 

Alfred  H.,  son  of  A.  H,  and  Priscilla  (Hearne)  Harris,  born 
1828,  married  ]\Iiss   Mary  Nesbit,  and  moved  to  Wichita   Falls, 
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Texas.  He  is  a  farmer;  children:  Tliree  girls  and  one  son,  Willie 
who  is  a  ]\Iethodist  preacher. 

William  Houston,  son  of  A.  H.  and  Priscilla  (Hearnci 
Harris,  born  May  6,  1830,  married,  first,  Miss  Malissa  Jennings, 
of  Wilson  Co.,  Tenn. ;  and  second.  Airs.  E.  E.  Wright  of,  Tate 
Co.,  Alississippi.  a  daughter  of  Alfred  Harris  Halton.  He  had 
six  children  by  his  first  wife,  as  follows:  A.  Jerome,  born  Sept. 
15,  1858;  married  Miss  Emma  Moor,  and  is  now  living  in  Jack- 
son, }kliss.,  engaged  in  the  hardware  business.  Ruth  A.  and  M. 
Novella  (twins),  born  Aug.  22,  1861.  Ruth  A.  married  John  L. 
Witt,  and  lives  in  Alontgomery,  Alabama.  Novella  married 
Brown  Hill,  is  now  a  widow,  living  in  Humboldt,  Tenn.  Wil- 
liam H.;  Jr.,  born  May  14,  1863;  is  unmarried  and  has  been  messen- 
ger for  the  American  Express  Company  for  ten  years  on  the  I. 
C.  R.  R.  Lee  born  Sept.  30,  1866;  lives  in  Humboldt,  Tenn.,  and 
is  engaged  in  truck  farming.  Lillie  M.  married  John  Baird. 
who  is  in  the  mercantile  business  at  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas. 
William  Houston  Harris  lives  near  Humboldt,  Tennessee:  he 
is  a  successful  farmer,  and  also  a  contractor  and  builder  and 
lumber  dealer. 

William  H.,  James  Gwynn.  and  Alfred  H.  Harris  were  all 
soldiers  in  the  Confederate  Army  in  Virginia  throughout  the 
Civil  War.  William  H.  was  first  Lieutenant  of  Company  I  of 
the  7th  Tenn.  Regiment  of  Inf.,  Col.  and  afterwards  Brigadier- 
General  Bob  Halton  commander.  All  fought  under  Stonewall 
Jackson  and  Robert  E.  Lee.  William  H.  isays  that  Stonewall 
Jackson  led  them  all  over  Virginia  in  a  lively  way.  and  kept 
them  too  busy  to  get  sick  :  they  had  a  tolerably  good  supply  of 
rations,  with  plenty  of  hard  traveling  and  fighting,  but  all 
reached  home  safe  and  sound,  for  which  they  are  thankful.  He 
also  says  theirs  is  a  long-lived  family,  generally,  with  strong 
constitutions;  they  are  of  a  religious  turn,  most  all  [Methodists; 
all  vote  Democratic,  all  are  Southern  born,  and  are  of  purely 
Southern  blood. 

Nehemiaii  Hearxe  was  born  in  North  Carolina  about  1747- 
He  was  a  brother  of  the  elder  Purnell  Ilearne.  and  they  were 
sons  of  George  Hearne,  who  was  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas  and 
Sally  (W^ingate)  Hearne,  and  grandson  of  the  merchant,  \\  ii- 
liam  Hearne,  who  died  CJct.  1691.     Nehemiah  Hearne's  wife  was 
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named  Jane  and  died  Sept.  i6,  1822,  he  having  died  Oct.  2,  1815. 

Nehemiah  Hearne,  like  many  of  the  family  in  his  day,  was 
so  loyal  to  the  Church  of  England  (Episcopal)  that  he  did  not 
sympathize  with  the  colonists  in  their  struggle  for  freedom 
during  the  Revolutionary  War,  hence,  after  its  close,  he  removed 
to  Delaware,  from  whence  his  father  came,  believing  that  old 
strong  Episcopal  sentiment  still  there,  would  be  more  to  his 
liking,  than  it  was  in  North  Carolina,  where  so  many  of  the 
Hearne  family  were  patriots  and  had  left  the  Episcopal  Church 
for  the  Alethodists  and  Baptists.  When  he  went  to  Delaware 
in  1783,  he  settled  first  in  Sussex  County,  Broadcreek  Hundred 
and  aftcr\vards  rno\ed  to  Little  Creek  Hundred,  where  he  died 
Oct.  2,  1815.  He  owned  a  large  body  of  land,  and  at  one  time 
dealt  largely  in  indigo  and  had  considerable  wealth.  He  and 
wife  were  both  buried  in  the  graveyard  at  Broad  Creek  Hun- 
dred about  three  miles  from  Laurel.  Del.  They  had  twelve 
children,  viz.:     Easter,  born  xA.pr.

iii  the  west  anrl  the  other  two  near  Laurel,  Del.,  and  were  mar- 
ried. 

Daniel,  son  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne,  was  a  teacher, 
and  married  one  of  hi's  pupils.  Bettie  Wilson.  He  went  to  Ohio 
before  1802  and  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  about  twenty 
miles  from  Marietta,  and  raised  a  large  family. 

Jemima,  daughter  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne,  married  a 
Mr.  Moore,  and  had  eleven  children,  but  I  can  only  give  the 
names  of  part,  viz:  David,  Ann.  Henrietta,  Jacob.  Daniel, 
i<achel  and  Jane.  Ann  Moore  married  Wm.  Knowles,  a  Meth- 
f'dist  minister,  in  Delaware-;  children:  Lizzie,  Mary  Ann,  ?Iar- 
^■■ct   Catherine,   and   David.     After   the   death   of  his   wife    Mr. 
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Knowles  married  her  sister,  Henrietta  Moore,  Oct.  1832,  and 
1835  they  moved  to  Indiana  and  lived  near  ^loore's  Hill  and 
raised  quite  a  family  of  children,  but  I  only  know  the  names  of 
three — Martha,  Thomas  and  David.  Jane  Moore  married  Major 
Riggen,  who  moved  to  Indiana  1835,  but  soon  returned  to  Dela- 
ware. He  had  a  son,  named  Jacob,  who  married  and  lived  in 
Louisville,  Ky.  Jacob  and  Daniel  -Moore  were  ministers  in  the 
Methodist   Church. 

Jane,  daughter  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne,  married  a 
Mr.  Pennewell,  and  in  1873  four  of  their  children  were  living: 
two  in  Salisbur}'.  Maryland,  one  in  Xew  Orleans  and  Elisha. 
the  eldest,  lived  near  Laurel,  Del.  One  of  the  sons  was  a  Meth- 
odist minister.  At  one  time  they  lived  at  Moore's  Hill  in  In- 
diana. Elisha  Pennewell  left  two  children,  a  son  and  daughter. 
The  daughter  married  and  lived  in  Salisbury,  Md. 

Debora,  daughter  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne.  married 
Clement  Smith  in  Del.  and  in  1817  moved  and  settled  near  Pitts- 
burg, Pa.  I  only  know  of  three  children — Jane,  Rachel  and  Clement. 
Jane  Smith  married  a  Mr.  Beby,  a  merchant  living  in  Philadelphia. 
Pa.  After  his  death  she  married  Richard  Smith,  a  steamboat  Capt. 
He  was  a  man  of  large  means  and  owned  many  slaves.  The\'  had  no 
children,  and  lived  first  in  JefTersonville,  Ind.,  then  in  Louisville. 
Ky.,  where  they  died.  Rachel  Smith  married  a  Mr.  Ritchie  and 
lived  in  Conncllsville,  Pa.  I  know  of  three  children,  Jane,  Elo- 
sia  and  Samuel.  Jane  Ritchie  married  James  Martin.  Clement 
Smith  married  and  had  one  child  that  I  know  of,  a  daughter. 
named  Jane,  who  married  a  Mr.  McKelty  and  lived  in  Pittsburg. 
Pa. 

X^ehemiah,  son  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne,  married  ana 
had  a  number  of  children,  but  can  only  give  the  names  of  two. 
David  and  ^lariah  Jane.  David  married  and  in  1888  lived  in 
laurel,  Del.,  and  had  children.  Mariah  Jane  married  a  Mr. 
Morgan  and  is  a  widow  with  a  family  of  children. 

Asahel,  son  of  Xehemiah   and  Jane   Hearne,  born   Apr.   14. 

1785,  married  in  Del.  Miss  Patty  .     I  can  only  name  four 

of  the  children,  James,  Washington.  Hetty  Ann  and  Patty.  He 
died  before  1819;  1820  his  widow,  with  the  children  moved  to 
Marietta,  Ohio.  Washington  married  Miss  Ferguson,  of  Xew- 
port,  Ohio. 
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Nathaniel,  son  of  Nehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne,  born  Dec. 
12.  1787,  married  three  times.  Of  the  children  of  his  first  wife, 
only  two,  Daniel  and  Mary,  lived  to  be  grown.  He  married  the 
second  time,  1845,  children:  Sarah  Catherine,  ]\Iaria  Jane,  Ann 
Eliza  Allen.  Caleb  Henry  Clay  and  others  whose  names  I  do  not 
know.  Xathaniel  Hearne  was  a  man  of  large  wealth,  and  was 
both  a  merchant  and  farmer,  a  good  Christian  and  Methodist.  I 
believe    lived    and    died    in    Laurel.    Del.      Daniel,    the    son    of   his 

first  marriage,  married  Miss  Amelia  .     He  died  in  Laurel. 

Del.  since  1888.  Mary,  daughter  of  Xathaniel  Hearne.  married 
Mr.  Fooks.  and  left  one  son.  Daniel  J.  Looks,  who  lived  in  Phil- 
rtdciphia.  Pa.,  married  and  had  three  children,  two  sons  and  a 
daughter.  Maria  Jane  Hearne.  daughter  of  X'athaniel.  married 
Mr.   Bacon  and  lived  in   Philadelphia,  Pa.  '• '• 

X^ancy,  daughter  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne.  born  , 

died  Feby.  1855.  married  Mr.  Riggen  in  Del.  iNIost  of  their  chil- 
dren went  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  Pickaway  County,  near  Wil- 
liamsport.  I  can  give  the  names  of  but  four.  Isaac,  Washington. 
Xehemiah.  Rendal  and  Xancy.  There  were  two  daughters  who 
married  and  lived  in  Washington  or  Georgetown.  D.  C.  and  in  ni.- 
1887  as  far  as  known  only  one  child.  Xancy,  (Mrs.  X.  Graham.  ■ 
a  widow)   lived  in   Georgetown.  D.   C. 

Several  pages  preceeding  is  data  furnished  m.e  by  Miss 
Lydia  C.  Rood,  of  Marietta.  Ohio,  a  granddaughter  of  ALary 
(Hearne)  Williams.  The  sketch  that  follows  is  also  furnished 
by  her,   1906. 

Mary  Hearxi-:,  born  Mar.  q.  1783.  died  Apr.  28.  1857.  at  Mar- 
ietta, Ohio.  Whether  she  was  born  in  X'.  C.  or  Del.  I  cannot 
positively  say.  but  think  in  X.  C.  She  was  the  youngest  daugh- 
ter and  tenth  child  of  Xehemiah  and  Jane  Hearne.  Was  twice 
married,  first  to  Xoah  Xeedham,  Oct.,  1807,  in  Laurel.  Del. : 
children:  Joseph.  Xoah,  Xathaniel  Hearne.  Josiah  and  Michael 
Il^cnry.  All  except  Michael  Henry  were  born  in  Del.  PTis  birth 
place  was  Marietta.  O.,  where  he  was  born  Jan.  21.  1818,  died  at 
the  same  place,  X^'ov.  16.  1878,  being  the  only  one  to  live  to  man- 
h'^^od.  Mr.  Xeedham  was  a  drv-goods  merchant  in  Laurel  Del. 
He  and  his  wife  were  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  there,  and 
he  was  a  deacon.  In  1817,  his  health  being  so  poor,  they,  with 
their  family,  came  to  Marietta,  Ohio,  hoping  the  change  of  cli- 
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mate  would  be  beneficial,  but  he  died  the  eighth  day  after  thev 
landed.  They  came  to  Marietta  just  twenty-nine  years  after  the 
first  settlers  landed  there,  1788.  ^Marietta  was  but  a  village,  ami 
it  was  spoken  of  as  coming  to  the  great  west  or  wilderness. 
]\richael  Henry  Xeedham.  the  only  son  who  lived  to  be  grown, 
married  Amelia  Crandcll.  who  was  born  Oct.  13.  1822,  and  died 
at  Marietta,  O.,  18S5.  They  lived  at  Newport,  Ohio,  several 
years  coming  to  Marietta  in  1851.  ATr.  Xeedham  was  a  man  of 
superior  intelligence,  standing  high  in  his  profession,  architect. 
which  he  followed  until  his  death.  They  had  ten  children,  five 
are  living  at  this  writing:  ^vlrs.  ]Mary  Ann  Caywood.  of  West 
Marietta,  Miss  Harriet.  Elias  C,  of  Athens.  O.,  (married  and 
has  a  family  of  several  children),  A\\  H.,  of  Brooklyn,  X.  Y.. 
(married  and  has  one  grown  son),  Chas.  F.,  of  Columbus.  0.. 
married  and  has  one  child,  a  son,  I  believe. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  X'eedham.  his  widow.  }^Irs.  Mary 
P-'earne  X^eedham.  married  Robert  A\'illiams.  a  native  of  X'ortii 
Wales.  He  was  born.  1761,  died  at  his  home  just  east  of  ^lar- 
ietta,  Apr.  26,  1843.  Pie  came  to  this  country  in  1793.  was  con- 
verted in  early  life  and  united  with  a  Baptist  church  in  his  na- 
tive country.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Marietta  Baptist  church. 

From  his  obituary  I  copy  the  following: 

"During  his  last  illness,  which  was  protracted  for  several 
months,  and  may  be  considered  as  the  decay  of  age,  and  wear- 
ing out  of  the  machinery  of  life,  rather  than  a  special  disease, 
his  mind  was  calm  and  happy.  He  was  sensible  of  his  approach- 
mg  death,  and  often  spoke  with  rapture  of  the  prospect  that  he 
should  soon  'depart  and  be  with  Christ,  which  is  far  better. 
His   end    was    peaceful    and   happy." 

They  were  married  in  Marietta.  O..  where  they  lived  a  part 
of  the  time,  but  most  of  their  life  was  spent  on  their  farm  two 
miles  east  of  ^Farietta.  After  the  death  of  her  second  husband. 
Mrs.  A\'illiams  was  for  the  last  fourteen  }ears  of  her  life  a  widow. 
From  her  obituary  I  copy: 

"In  the  change?  and  reverses  of  a  long  life,  fortitude,  sta- 
bility, prudence.  Christian  patience,  and  hope  have  been  markc'. 
traits  of  her  character.-  Her  disease  was  protracted  and  painful, 
but  she  bore  it  without  murmuring,  looking  forv/ard  with  con- 
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fidence  to  her  home  in  heaven.  She  knew  in  whom  she  had  be- 
Heved.  and  was  not  afraid  to  die,  nor  anxious  to  dictate  the  time 
of  her  departure.  She  died  as  the  Christian  dies,  and  has  entered 
upon  the  Christian's  rest." 

They  had  a  family  of  five  children— :Mary  Ann.  Susan.  John 
and  William  ftwins)  and  ^Margaret ;  these  children  wore  all  con- 
verted before  the  age  of  twenty  and  united  w^ith  the  Baptist 
church. 

Mary  Axx  Williams  was  born  at  ]^[arietta.  O..  Feb.  2-j .  1820. 
died  at  ^Marietta.  Apr.  14,  1905.  Her  early  childhood  was  spent 
on  her  father's  farm  and  attended  the  district  school :  later  she 
vvas  a  pupil  in  the  ^Marietta  schonls.  finishing  her  education  in 
the  Marietta  Ladies'  Seminary.  She  was  one  of  the  pioneer 
teachers  in  her  county  (Washington).  Faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  her  duties  and  service  as  teacher,  she  spent  seven  years 
teaching  in  Marietta,  Xewport.  Grandview  and  Salem  town- 
ships, ^lay  8.  1845.  she  married  Richard  Ilalstead  Rood.  After 
a  wedding  breakfast  accompanied,  by  nine  couples  of  the  wed- 
ding party  in  buggies,  they  went  to  Marietta.  There  they  took 
a  down  river  boat  for  Washington.  Ripley  Co.,  Ind..  where  they 
boarded  for  nine  months  until  Mr.  Rood  finished  a  contract  be- 
gun previous  to  his  marriage.  From  there  they  w^ent  to  ^IcCon- 
nelsville.  ^^lorgan  Co..-  O..  and  began  housekeeping,  ]\lr.  Rood 
being  manager  of  a  cabinet-shop.  After  three  years  they  came 
to  Marietta,  where  Mr.  Rood  acepted  a  similar  position  in  a  larger 
concern. 

Richard  H.  Rood  was  born  near  Beverly.  Washington  Co.. 
Xov.  2,  1817,  and  died  at  Marietta,  O..  Apr.  7,  1873.  His  parents 
David  Rood  and  Cyrena  Halstcad.  were  married  in  the  state  of 
X.  Y.,  came  to  C)hio,  locating  near  Beverly,  1817.  and  from 
thence  to  Marietta.  They  were  of  English  origin.  His  father, 
David  Rood,  served  in  the  war  of  1812.  and  his  grandfather, 
Elijah  Rood,  a  farmer  in  Connecticut,  served  in  the  Revolution- 
ary ^^'ar  as  teamster.  Also  his  grandfather  on  the  maternal 
side,  Richard  tlalstead.  served  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution  the 
entire  seven  vears  and  was  wounded  in  tlie  battle  of  Bunker 
Hill. 

Richard  H.  Rood  wa?  a  skilled  cabinet-maker,  serving  an 
apprenticeship   of   three   years;   also   a   builder  and   contractor. 
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RICHARD  HALSTEAD  ROOD,  at  age  of  55  years. 
Marietta,  Ohio. 
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MRS.  MARY  A.  ROODIat  age  of  77. 
Marietta,  Ohie. 
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When  the  factories  superseded  tlie  hand  work  in  mannfactnring- 
that  line  of  goods,  his  services  were  in  demand  for  the  finest 
inside  wood-work  on  buildings.  A  man  of  unusual  grace  and 
ease  of  manner,  of  unswerving  integrity,  kind  and  exemplary, 
respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  In  the  home  always  kind  and 
gentle,  as  in  the  management  of  his  children,  yet  firm.  He 
chose  for  his  life's  companion  a  decided  Christian  woman,  whose 
influence  seemed  to  be  a  means  of  attracting  him  to  her  Savior. 
He  was  converted  about  four  years  after  his  marriage  and  united 
with  the  Marietta  Baptist  church,  of  which  she  was  a  member. 
Children:  David  Robert,  John  ^^''illiam.  ]\Iary  Lucinda,  Lydia 
Comer.  Martin  Xewton.  Hattie  Jane,  and  Dudley  Plalstead.  Hat- 
tie  Jane  died  when  entering  her  iQth  year.  All  were  converted 
and  united  with  the  Baptist  church  l^efore  the  age  of  twent\-. 
and  all  were  teachers  except  Dudley  Halstead.  Both  parents 
being  musical,  these  children  inherited  the  gift,  and  seldom  a 
Sunday  afternoon  passed  without  the  entire  family  spending  a 
part  of  it  in  singing  together,  until  one,  and  then  another  was 
called  to  the  home  above,  and  others  passed  from  the  parent 
home  to  make  homes  of  their  own. 

David  Robert  Rood,  born  Feb.  23.  1847.  J^"-  ^4-  1864,  en- 
listed in  Company  L,  First  Ohio  Cavalry,  under  Colonel  Thomas 
Pattin.  His  service  was  principally  at  headquarters  of  Major- 
General  George  FT.  Thomas.  He  was  honorably  discharged  Sept. 
26th,  1865,  at  Xashville.  Tenn.  He  devoted  thirteen  years  to 
teaching  school.  gi\'ing  his  leisure  hours  to  the  study  of  law. 
was  admitted  to  the  bar.  1877,  at  Athens.  O.  He  at  once  began 
the  practice  of  his  profession  which  he  continued  uninterrupted 
until  1893,  when  he  was  elected  Probate  Judge  of  \\'ashington 
Co.  September  3.  1884.  married  Priscilla  Duff  Hadley.  daugh- 
ter of  William  Fladley.  Roxburgh  Shire.  Scotland.  Priscilla 
Duff  Hadley  was  bom  Apr.  27,  1858.  Children:  Edna  ^May, 
Elmer  Hadley,  Ethel  Claire.  Melville  Halstead  and  Rowena 
C'atherine. 

Edna  May,  born  July  11.  1885.  graduated  from  the  High 
School  June.  1904.  Since  her  graduation  '^he  is  giving  her  time 
to  music,  church  work  and  to  domestic  duties  in  the  home. 

Elmer  Hadley,  born  Jan.  18,  1888.  graduated  from  Marietta 
Academy,  June,  1904.    The  following  Sept.  he  entered  Marietta 
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College,  was  chosen  one  of  the  prize  declaimers  in  his  Freshman 
year,  and  finished  his  Sophomore  year  June,  1906,  and  won  sec- 
and  prize  in  declaimers"  contest,  there  being  eight  contestants — 
four  from  the  Freshman  and  four  from  the  Sophomore  class. 

Ethel  Claire,  born  Mar.  6,  1890.  She  graduated  in  the  Mar- 
ietta High  School  June,  1906. 

Melville  Halstead,  born  Sept.  24,  1892,  entered  Marietta 
Academy  Sept.,  1905. 

Rowena  Catherine,  born  Apr.  15,  1897,  is  a  bright  and  at- 
tractive child. 

The  four  oldest  are  professing  Christians  and  members  of 
the  First  Baptist  church.  I  think  one  will  hardly  find  a  family 
of  five  children  who  will  show  better  results  educationally  at 
respective  ages  than  do  these. 

John  William  Rood,  born  Oct.  4,  1848,  was  educated  in  the 
Marietta  schools,  taught  for  some  years,  and  gave  his  spare  time 
to  the  study  of  medicine.  April  10.  1884,  he  married  Miss  Nelly 
Heines  and  went  to  Mt.  Cory,  Ohio,  and  lived  there  till  18S6. 
when  they  removed  to  Sedalia,  Mo.  He  went  into  a  wholesale 
grocery  house  till  1889,  when,  on  account  of  his  wife's  health, 
they  went  to  Colorado,  where  she  died,  Nov.,  1891.  He  then 
v/ent  to  Chicago,  entering  a  wholesale  drug  house.  Feby.,  1897, 
he  went  to  a  farm  in  Illinois,  and  in  1901  went  to  Marietta,  Ohio, 
and  is  residing  there.  He  has  no  children.  Mary  Lucinda  Rood, 
born  Aug.  30,  1850.  died  Sept.  5,  1879.  She  was  converted  when 
quite  young,  and  united  with  the  Baptist  church,  and  lived  a 
beautiful  Christian  life. 

Lydia  Comer  Rood,  born  at  Marietta.  O.,  Mar.  22,  1854.  In 
the  schools  of  Marietta  she  received  her  early  education  and 
began  teaching  very  young.  First  in  the  district  schools  of  her 
county,  until  spring  of  1877,  when  she  was  appointed  to  one  of 
the  Marietta  public  schools,  which  position  she  filled  for  eleven 
successive  years.  During  this  time,  in  connection  with  her 
school  work,  she  was  a  member  of  the  "Ohio  Teachers'  Reading 
Circle,"  studying  Pedagogy,  Psychology,  History,  Literature 
and  science.  This  position  she  resigned  Oct.,  1888,  when,  with 
her  mother,  she  went  to  Chicago,  111.,  by  so  doing  making  a 
home  for  the  son  and  brother  (Dudley)  who  went  to  that  city 
the  fall  before,  and  was  in  business  there.     From  that  time  until 
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1S98  she  was  the  housekeeper,  looking  after  the  interests  and 
comfort  of  her  mother  and  brother.     Actively  engaged  in  church 
and  Sunday  School   work  in  tlie  Centennial   Baptist  church,  of 
which  they  were  members.     In  connection  with  her  home  duties 
and  church  work,  she  took  the  "Chautauqua  Literary  and  Scien- 
tific Course,"  filled  out  the  memoranda  for  the  same,  graduated, 
receiving  her  diploma  with  the  class  of  96,  thereby  being  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  of  "The  Hall  in  the  Grove."     Sept.,    98,  she 
accepted  the  position  as  one  of  the  faculty  and  resident  instruct- 
or of  "The  Baptist  Missionary  Training  School"  located  at  241 1 
Indiana  Avenue.  Chicago.     This  po'sition  she  filled  most  accept- 
ably,  discharging  her   duties   conscientiously  and   looking  after 
the  general  welfare  of  the  institution  in  a  thoroughly  business 
manner.     While  here,  was  a   member  for  more   than  a  vear  of 
the  "American  Institute  of  Sacred  Literature,"  Hyde  Park,  Chi- 
cago, of  which   William   R.    Harper,   president  of  the   Chicago 
L'niversity,    was    principal.      She   was    very    pleasantly    situated 
here,  having  her  mother  with  her.     But  a's  time  passed  on  her 
mother,  who  for  years  had  been  very  feeble,  was  taken  ill,  and 
after  weeks  of  watching  and  nursing,  in  addition  to  the  duties 
belonging  to  her  position,  she  found  it  impossible  to  continue. 
The  missionary  board  were  loath  to  release  her,  but  in  order  to 
give  her  time   more   unreser^  edly   to   her  mother,   she   resigned 
c.f^T  position  and  Sept..  1901,  brought  her  mother  back  to  her  old 
home,  to  which  she  had  a  great  desire  to  come  in  her  declining 
years.     It  was  at  this  time  and  for  the  purpose  of  being  with 
his  mother  and  sister,  that  John  came  from  Illinois.     They  were 
very   pleasantly   situated   at   Norwood,    a   suburb    of    Marietta, 
where  they  lived  until  Oct..  1904,  at  which  time  they  moved  into 
the  home  with  David  and  his  family.     He,  having  just  completed 
'-:  beautiful  residence  at  Walnut  Hills,  a  suburb  just  east  of  Mar- 
ietta,  and   having   an    abundance   of   room,   he   desired   them   to 
come   and   be   with   him.      Knowing   as   they   all   did    that   their 
mother  was  gradually  failing.     Lydia,  being  the  only  daughter 
left,  was  her  mother's  constant  companion.     It  was  a  great  com- 
fort to  their  mother  that  she  was  permitted  to  have  most  of  her 
children   that   were  living  with   her   during  these  last  days.      And 
the  grandchildren,  too,  iielp,ed  cheer  the  way.     On  Feb.  27,  1905, 
her  eighty-fifth  birthday,  she  was  very  bright,  able  to  see  her

friends  who  called,  and  receive  congratulations.     In  possession 

of  all  her  faculties  and  not  looking  as  old  as  many  do  at  sixty- 
five  and  seventy.  I'rom  the  28th  of  March  she  seemed  much 
more  feeble,  and  from  Apr.  8  she  failed  more  rapidly  until  14th 
she  passed  peacefully  home,  without  a  struggle.  There  are 
lives  that  cannot  be  described,  such  a  life  was  hers.  A  life  of 
love,  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  to  her  family,  and  sincere  love 
and  allegiance  to  her  church  and  to  the  blaster's  cause.  It  was 
beautiful  to  note  the  interest  she  took  in.  all  the  passing  events 
as  well  as  in  the  old  friends  and  associations.  She  did  not  ap- 
pear old  because  of  that  youthfulness  of  thought  and  buoyancy 
of  spirit  manifested   in   all   about  her. 

Martin  Newton  Rood,  born  Jan.  2,  1856,  died  Jan.  23,  1894. 
Sept.  2,  1878,  he  married  Mattie  Jane  Wallace  and  entered 
Miami  Medical  College  Oct.  of  the  same  year,  graduating  Mar., 
1880.  He  practiced  at  Cedarville,  O..  Mt.  Cory  and  Kenton,  O. 
in  1891  he  came  to  Rushsylvania,  where  he  remained  till  his 
death.  He  was  an  able  physician,  and  practiced  for  fourteen 
years.  He  left  a  wife  and  seven  children:  John  Richard,  born 
Mar.  15,  1880:  George  Wallace,  born  Sept.  23,  1881  ;  Hattie 
Belle,  born  Xov.  7,  1884;  Jane  ]^Ierle,  born  Apr.  21,  1887;  ]Mary 
Lois,  born  May  20.  1889;  William  Loyd  Garrison,  born  March 
15,  1891,  and  Helen  ]\Iartin,  born  Nov.  3,  1893.  Soon  after  the 
death  of  her  husband  Mrs.  Rood  removed  with  her  familv  to 
Chicago,  111.,  and  with  the  encouragement  and  material  help 
of  her  own  and  her  hu^rband's  family  she  is  raising  and  edu- 
cating her  children.  As  they  grow  up  toward  mature  years 
all  have  sought  and  found  good  paying  positions,  and  are  ac- 
tively engaged,  thus  helping  the  mother  to  better  provide  for 
for  the  younger  children.  After  several  years'  residence  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  the  family  all  removed  to  Austin,  the  first 
suburb  west  of  Chicago,  where  they  now  live. 

Hattie  Jane  Rood,  born  July  18.  i860,  died  July  29,  1879. 
was  a  consecrated  Chri.-tian  girl.  Dudley  Halstead  Rood,  born 
Jan.  28,  1864,  educated  at  the  public  schools  and  the  Marietta 
Academy,  took  a  position  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Mar- 
ietta, remaining  seven  years ;  then  with  a  large  coal  firm  six 
years,  then  went  into  th^  coal  and  coke  business  himself  with  a 
partner.      Early   in    1902   he    took  a   position   with   the    Central 
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Trust  Co.,  of  111.,  one  of  the  cashiers  in  that  bank.  In  1904  he 
moved  from  Chicago  to  2\Iayvvood,  one  of  the  suburbs,  west  of 
Chicago,  where  he  now  lives.  In  the  summer  of  iSyO  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Alice  L.  Bower,  of  Chicago ;  they  have  one  child,  Helen 
Dudley,  born  Apr.  17,  1897.  ^Ir.  Rood  united  with  Baptise 
Church  at  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  is  active  in  all  Church 
duties,  and  is  a  superior  business  man.  His  wife  is  also  mem- 
ber of  Baptist  church. 

SusAX,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary  (Hearne)  Williams,  born 
at  Marietta,  O.,  ^^lar.  22,  1822.  died  at  Pueblo,  Colo.,  Alay  25,  1903. 
Her  husband,  William  Hill  Greene,  born  in  Ohio,  Apr.  21,  1811. 
died  in  Iowa,  Nov.  10,  1856.  They  were  married  at  Marietta,  O. 
Oct.  26,  1848.     Children: 

Sarah  Alargaret,  born  Mar.  8,  1850;  Daniel  Richard,  born 
Apr.  12,  1851 ;  William  Brimmer,  born  Jan.  14,  1854,  died  Sept. 

2,  1885. 

Daniel  R.  Greene  married  Emma  Alice  AlcCormick,  Dec. 
25,  1875.  She  was  born  Oct.  7,  1852.  Children:  Richard  ^Ic- 
Cormick,  born  Sept.  22,  1876,  Alice  Williams,  born  July  13. 
1878 ;  Grace  Emma,  born  Aug.  22,  1883 ;  Elbert  Daniel,  born 
Nov.  II,  1887.  Richard  M.  Greene  and  Jeannette  T.  Crandail 
v'ere  married  at  Pueblo,  Colo.,  Oct.  28.  1903.  She  was  born 
Aug.  3,  1881.  Daniel  R.  Greene  is  a  banker  in  Pueblo,  Colo. 
This  family  are  all  Baptists. 

William  Williams,  son  of  Robert  and  Aviary,  born  Mar.  23. 
1824,  died  in  Marshall  Co.,  III..  Mar.  26,  i860,  in  early  life  united 
with  Baptist  church  and  was  an  active  and  devoted  Christian 
Christian.  He  married  Vesta  Elvira  Dibble,  Sept.  30.  1847.  She 
was  born  Apr.  3,   1829,  died  at  her  son's  in  Topeka.

From  the  obituary  of  Rev.  John  Williams : 

"He  was  a  student,  a  scholar,  a  sound  theologian,  a  clear 
thinker  and  a  faithful  pastor.  Fie  was  a  college  class-mate  of  Rev. 
G.  E.  Leonard,  now  at  Granville.  (3..  General  Jeft'erson  Brumback, 
of  Kansas  City,  and  Rev.  J.  ^I.  Scarff.  of  Bethany.  N.  Y.  These 
three  are  the  only  surviving  members  of  the  eight  members  of  the 
class  of  '52. 

Margaret  Williams,  the  youngest  child  of  Mary  and  Robert 
Williams,  born  Oct.  14,  1827,  died  Dec.  28,  1849.  I"  early  life 
she  united  with  Baptist  church,  and  like  Miss  \'esta  Williams,  was 
a  devoted  and  earnest  Christian,  and  it  can  be  truthfully  said  the 
lives  of  both  were  beautiful  and  consistent,  but  alas,  cut  down  so 
young. 

From  what  my  mother  has  told  me.  and  from  old  letters  I 
have  gotten  the  impression  that  our  early  Hearne  relatives  in  Dela- 
ware were  many  of  them  Methodists,  and  in  politics  largely  Demo- 
crats. But  from  my  grandparents  (Aviary  Hearne  and  Robert  Wil- 
liams) down,  with  very  few  exceptions,  all  are  Baptists  and  in 
politics  Republican. — L.  C.  R. 
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William  Weston  Hearxe,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  furnished  me 
the  data  of  Daniel  Hearne,  Sr.,  whom  I  feel  quite  sure  was  a  son 
of  George  Hearne,  and  he  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Hearne,  who 
was  the  younger  son  of  the  merchant,   William,   1627-1691. 

Daniel  Hearne.  Sr.,  died  Sept.,  1818.  lived  at  Jacob  Wachter's 
property  near  Burnt  ]\Iill,  some  five  miles  north  of  Frederick,  Md. 
He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  Army.  I  copy  from  the 
record  in  Richmond.  Va. :  "I  hereby  certify  that  Sergt.  Daniel 
Hearne  enlisted  in  the  Continental  Army  in  the  regiment  com- 
manded by  me  the  nth  day  of  January.  1777.  Ser\-ed  three 
years  faithfully,  and  obtained  a  regular  discharge.

Daniel  Hearne  (probably  Daniel  Weston  Hearne).  enlisted 
in  the  I.  V.  R.  at  Woodstock.  \'a.,  on  Jan.  11.  1777.  in  regiment 
commanded  by  Colonel  James  Wood,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged in  1780,  as  certified  by  James  Wood.  Colonel  I.  V.  R. 
on  Oct.  I,  1783.  A  copy  of  this  certificate  was  filed  in  Auditor's 
ofifice,  Richmond,  Va..  Oct.  29.  1783.  B.  Stark.  When  dis- 
charged he  held  rank  of  Sergeant,  and  tradition  says  was  Com- 
missary Sergeant  and  also  acted  as  Clerk  to  George  Washington. 
Copy  from  War  Record  r)ffice.  Washington.  D.  C.  Daniel 
Hearne  served  as  a  Sergeant  in  Captain  Jonathan  Langdon's 
Company  of  foot,  12th  \'irginia  regiment,  commanded  b}'  Colonel 
James  Wood,  Revo.  War.  His  name  appears  on  the  rolls  of  that 
organization  from  May  to  and  including  Sept.  1777,  with  re- 
mark:    "Appointed  Jany.   14,   17 — ."     The  roll   for   May,   I777j 
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bears  the  remark:     "xA.cts  as  Quartermaster's  Sergeant,"  and  the 
roll  for  Sept.,  1777,  the  remark,  "Dept.  Commissary." 

William  W.  Hearne.  a  great-grandson  of  Daniel  Hearne, 
Sr.,  tells  me  he  is  unable  to  trace  his  genealogy  any  farther  back. 
He  says  there  is  a  tradition  in  the  family  that  he  had  a  brother 
named  Nehemiah,  but  that  he  cannot  find  anything  definite 
about  it.  There  surely  is  a  striking  similarity  in  many  respects 
ir-.  his  family  and  that  of  Xehemiah  who  lived  in  Delaware  and 
died  1815,  some  of  his  family  going  to  Ohio,  as  did  some  of 
Daniel's,  and  the  family  names  are  quite  similar  also.  There  is 
no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  Daniel  Hearne,  Sr..  is  a  descendant 
of  the  merchant.  W'illian;,  ^r  possibly  his  brot'ner,  Ebenezer.

Priscilla  Hearne  died  Apr.  10.  1796;  official  copy  of  her  will: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  Priscilla  Hearne  of  Sussex 
County,  in  the  State  of  Delaw^are  being  at  this  time  in  a  very  low 
estate  of  health  of  body,  but  of  a  sound  and  disposing  mind  and 
memory  and  understanding  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for 
all  flesh  to  die  and  after  death  to  come  to  judgment,  I  do  therefore 
make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  and  first  &  prin- 
cipally of  all,  I  do  give  and  recommend  my  soul  into  the  care  & 
protection  of  the  Almighty  God  who  first  gave  it  to  me  and  my  body 
to  the  earth  from  whence  it  was  taken  to  be  buried  in  such  decent 
Christian  manner  as  my  Exrs.  hereinafter  mentioned  shall  think 
convenient  or  necessary  &  after  my  funeral  charges  and  all  my 
lawful  debts  is  paid  the  residue  of  my  estate  wherewith  it  hath 
pleased  God  to  bless  me  with,  I  do  give,  dismiss  and  dispose  of  in 
the  following  manner. 

Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Louther  Hearne  my 
walnut  table  and  the  two  cloths  that  belong  to  it  &  my  silver  and 
sault  seller  and  black  mare  &  one  bed  and  furniture :  and  my  will  is 
tliat  he  shall  have  one  third  part  of  my  sheep  and  cattle.

— I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Hearne  one 
bed  and  furniture  and.  one  third  part  of  my  sheep  and  cattle  and 
three  of  my  Slatt-back'd  flagg  bottom'd  chairs  and  one  third  part  of 
my  putre  and  earthenware. 
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Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Joseph  one  shilling 
sterling  and  no  more. 

Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  afs'd  son  Louther  six 
leather  chairs  and  one  third  part  of  my  putre  and  earthenware. 

Item. — I  yet  give  to  my  son  Ebenezer  one  third  of  my  sheep 
and  cattle  and  one  third  part  of  my  putre  and  earthenware,  all  to 
him  mentioned  to  be  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  &  all  my  bees. 

Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Clement  one  bed 
and  furniture  and  my  will  is  that  he  may  have  no  more  of  my 
estate. 

Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Clement's  daughter 
Sally  Hearne  one  negro  girl  called  Lizzie  to  her  and  her  heirs  and 
assigns  forever. 

Item. — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  grand-daughter  Priscilla 
Hearne  one  negro  girl  called  Rose  to  her  and  her  heirs  and  assigns 
forever  and  my  riding  saddle  and  my  large  Sele  skyn  trunk :  and 
I  do  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  son  Louther  Hearne  and 
Ebenezer  Hearne  Exrs.  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  revoking 
and  annulling  all  other  wills  heretofore  by  me  either  written  or 
verbal.  In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  my  hand  set  and 
affixed  my  seal  this  fifth  day  of  April  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety 
six.

The  six  leather  chairs  given  to  Louder  Hearne  were  imported 
fiom  England.  1760  and  are  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family 
(1895).  J.  D.  Hearne.  of  Covington.  Ky..  has  one;  Mrs.  Harriest 
Cannon,  of  Laurel,  Del.,  has  one;  Edward  D.  Hearne,  at  George- 
town, Del.,  has  one;  William  C.  Hearne.  at  Woodland,  Del.,  and 
Mrs.  ^klarv  Lavinia  Fell,  of  Philadelphia,  have  one  each  ;  and  Wil- 
liam T.  Hearne.  tlie  writer,  of  Independence,  Missouri,  has  one. 
This  last  one  sits  at  the  desk  mi  the  writer  in  his  sitting  room  and 
was  used  by  him  in  writing  the  Hearne  History. 

It  is  evident  that  the  reason  of  the  seeming  difference  in  the 
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bequests  of  Priscilla  Hearne  to  her  children  is  because  of  former 
advancements,  and  her  will  was  intended  to  equalize  all. 

Here  follows  official  testamentary  bond  of  Priscilla  Hearne's 
administrator,  Apr.   19,   1796: 

Knoiv  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  Lowther  Hearne 
and  Ebenezer  Piearne  of  the  County  of  Sussex  in  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, and  Samuel  Hearne  of  the  same  County,  yeoman,  are  held 
and  firmly  bound  unto  the  state  of  Delaware  aforesaid,  in  the  sum 
of  Five  Hundred  Pounds  of  lawful  money  of  the  Delaware  State, 
to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  same,  to  which  Payment  well  and 
truly  to  be  made  and  done,  we  bind  ourselves,  our  and  each  of  our 
Heirs,  Executors  and  AJniiuistrators,  jointly  and  severally  firmly 
by  these  presents.  Sealed  with  our  seals  and  dated  the  nineteenth 
day  of  April  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  six. 

The  Condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that  if  the 
above  bounded  Lowther  Hearne  and  Ebenezer  Hearne,  Executors 
ot  the  Testament  and  Last  Will  of  Priscilla  Hearne,  late  of  Sussex 
County,  deceased,  do  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  true  and  perfect 
Inventory  of  all  and  singular  the  Goods,  Chattels  and  Credits  of 
the  said  deceased,  which  have,  shall  or  may  come  to  the  hands,  pos- 
session or  knowledge  of  them,  the  said  Lowther  Hearne  and  Eb- 
enezer Hearne  or  to  the  hands  or  possession  of  any  other  person 
or  persons  whatsoever,  for  them  and  the  same  so  made,  do  exhibit 
or  cause  to  be  exhibited  into  the  Register's  Office,  for  the  County 
aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  nineteenth  day  of  July  next  ensuing: 
And  the  same  Goods,  Chattels  and  Credits  and  all  other  Goods, 
Chattels  and  Credits  of  the  said  deceased,  which  at  any  time  after 
shall  come  to  the  hands  or  possession  of  them  the  said  Lowther 
Hearne  &  Ebenezer  Hearne,  or  to  the  hands  of  any  other  person 
or  persons  for  them  do  well  and  truly  administer  according  to 
Law:  and  further,  shall  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  true,  and  just 
account  of  their  said  administration  on  or  before  the  nineteenth 
day  of  April  next  ensuing ;  And  all  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder 
of  the  Goods,  Chattels,  and  Credits  of  the  said  deceased,  which 
shall  be  found  remaining  on  said  Executors  account,  the  same  being 
first  examined  and  allowed  by  the  said  Register  or  his  successors. 
The  Register  for  the  time  being  shall  deliver  and  pay,  distribute  and 
dispose  of,  agreeable  to  the  Tenor  and  Effect  of  the  Last  Will  and 
Testament  of  the  said  deceased,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void 
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and  of  none  effect,  or  else  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

It  is  proper  that  I  should  here  make  some  mention  of  the  edu- 
cational facilities  of  tliat  day  and  before,  as  it  will  be  noticed  that 
several  signatures  to  official  documents  were  signed  with  his  or  her 
mark.  We  are  well  aware  that  the  educational  facilities  of  that 
early  day  were  very  meager  indeed,  in  Delaware  and  Maryland, 
though  it  is  perfectly  apparent  that  our  ancestor  William  and  his 
wife  Mary,  of  1680  were  well  educated,  but  their  education  was 
obtained  in  London,  England,  before  coming  to  America. 

I  have  before  me  a  circular  of  information  issued  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Education.  Washington,  D.  C,  Xov.  3,  1893,  entitled  "Num- 
ber 15,  History  of  Education  in  Delaware,"  by  Lyman  P.  Powel, 
A.  B.,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Powel  is  a  native  of  Delaware,  and  taught  m.any  years  of 
his  early  life  there;  hence  is  well  qualified  to  write  on  that  subject. 
From  this  circular  I  make  several  quotations. 

Previous  to  the  year  1702  Delaware  was  included  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Pennsylvania  and  subject  to  the  laws,  etc.,  of  the  Province 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Penn's  Frame  of  Government,  written  in  England  in  1682,  con- 
tains the  following  provisions  for  education  in  the  New  World : 

"Twelfth.  That  the  Governor  and  Provincial  Council  shall 
erect  and  order  all  public  schools  and  encourage  and  reward  the 
authors  of  useful  sciences  and  laudable  inventions  in  the  said  Pro- 
vince. 

"And  fourthly,  a  committee  of  manners,  education  and  arts, 
that  all  wicked  and  scandalous  living  may  be  prevented  and  that 
youth  may  be  successfully  trained  up  in  virtue  and  useful  knowledge 
and  arts." 

"Tzuoity-eiglitli.  That  all  children  within  the  Province  of  the 
age  of  twelve  years  shall  be  taught  some  useful  trade  or  skill,  to 
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the  none  may  be  idle,  but  the  poor  may  work  to  live,  and  the  rich, 
if  they  become  poor,  may  not  want." 

Penn's  last  words  to  his  wife  and  children  as  he  embarked  for 
America  show  how  dear  to  his  heart  was  education,  as  well  as  the 
system  he  advocated ;  of  the  education  of  his  children  he  wrote 
feelingly : 

"For  their  learning  be  liberal,  spare  no  cost,  for  by  such  par- 
simony all  is  lost  that  is  saved ;  but  let  it  be  useful  knowledge,  such 
a?,  is  consistent  with  truth  and  godliness,  not  cherishing  a  vain 
conversation  or  idle  mind,  but  ingenuity  mixed  with  industry  is 
good  for  the  body  and  mind  too.  I  recommend  the  useful  part  of 
mathematics,  as  building  houses  or  ships,  measuring,  surveying, 
dialling,  navigation;  but  agriculture  is  especially  in  my  eye:  let  my 
children  be  husbandmen  and  housewives ;  it  is  industrious,  healthy, 
honest  and  of  good  example." 

The  first  legislation  in  the  Colony  was  by  the  first  General 
Assembly,  which  met  at  Chester,  December  4th.  1682.  They  adopt- 
ed the  educational  provisions  prepared  and  printed  by  Penn  in 
England  and  also  "The  Great  Law"  of  seventy-one  chapters,  among 
them  the  following  remarkable  provision :  "That  the  laws  of  this 
Province,  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  publisht  and  printed ;  that 
every  person  may  have  the  knowledge  thereof:  and  they  shall  be 
one  of  the  Books  taught  in  the  Schools  of  this  Province  and  Ter- 
ritories thereof." 

"Children  were  to  be  taught  some  useful  skill  or  trade." 

The  first  attempt  to  establish  a  school,  Dec,  1683,  is  described 
in  the  "Minutes  of  the  Provisional  Council"  in  the  following  quaint 
words : 

"The  Govr.  and  Provll.  Council,  having  taken  into  their  serious 
consideration  the  great  Necessity  there  is  for  a  School  Master  for 
ye  Instruction  &  Sober  Education  of  Youth  in  the  towne  of  Phila- 
delphia, sent  for  Enoch  Flower,  an  inhabitant  of  the  towne,  who  for 
twenty  Year  past  hath  been  Exercised  in  that  care  and  Imploymt 
in  England,  to  whom  having  Communicated  their  Minds,  he  Em- 
braced it  upon  these  following  terms :  to  Learne  to  read  English 
4s  by  the  Quarter,  to  Learne  to  read  and  write  6s  by  ye  Quarter ; 
to  Learne  to  read.  Write  and  Cast  accot  8s  by  ye  quarter 
for  P.oarding  a  Scholler.  that  is  to  say  dyet,  Washing,  Lodging,  & 
Schooling,  Tenn  pounds  for  one  whole  year." 
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Enoch  Flower  is  said  to  have  come  from  Corsham,  Wiltshire, 
England.  He  opened  his  school,  the  first  English  school  in  the 
Province,  in  Oct.,  1683,  in  a  dwelling  buih  of  pine  and  cedar  planks. 
It  is  understood  that  the  three  lower  counties  (which  was  Dela- 
ware) was  included  in  the  Province.  A  "public  Grammar  school" 
v/as  established  in  1689,  the  design  of  which  was  set  forth  in  the 
following  preamble  to  the  charter: 

"Whereas  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  any  people  depend,  in 
great  measure,  upon  the  good  education  of  youth,  and  their  early 
introduction  in  the  principles  of  true  religion  and  virtue,  and  quali- 
fying them  to  serve  their  country  and  themselves  by  educating  tliem 
hi  reading,  writing  and  learning  of  languages,  and  useful  arts  and 
sciences  suitable  to  their  sex,  age  and  degree,  which  cannot  be  ef- 
fected in  any  manner  so  w^ell  as  by  erecting  public  schools  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  etc." 

In  1702  Delaware  was  separated  from  Pennsylvania. 

Rev.  Geo.  Ross,  an  Episcopalian  missionary  to  Delaware,  thus 
described  the  condition  of  education  in  1727  in  Sussex  Co.: 

"There  are  some  private  schools  in  my  reputed  district  which 
are  put,  very  often,  into  the  hands  of  those  who  are  brought  into 
the  country  and  sold  for  servants.  Some  School  Masters  are 
hired  by  the  year,  by  a  knot  of  families  who,  in  their  turns  enter- 
tain him  monthly  &  the  poor  man  lives  in  their  houses  like  one  that 
begged  an  alms,  more  than  like  a  person  in  credit  and  authority. 
When  a  ship  arrives  in  the  River  it  is  a  common  expression  with 
those  who  stand  in  need  of  an  instructor  for  their  children,  'Let 
Its  go  and  buy  a  school  Master.' 

"The  truth  is,  the  office  and  character  of  such  a  person  is 
generally  very  mean  and  contemptible  here,  &  it  cannot  be  other 
ways  'til  the  public  takes  the  Education  of  Children  into  their  ma- 
ture consideration." 

Of  the  record  of  Thomas  Crawford,  another  missionary,  in 
1704,  we  note: 

"He  entered  upon  his  Ministry  with  good  success,  and  gained 
from  Persons  of  Repute,  the  Character  of  an  ingenious  and  accept- 
able Man.  The  People  at  his  first  coming  among  them  were  very 
ignorant ;  insomuch  that  he  informs,  not  one  man  in  the  ci~>untry 
understood  how  the  common  Prayer  Book  was  to  be  read ;  and 
he  was  forced  to  instruct  them  privately  at  home,  in  the  method  of 
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reading  the  Liturg:}-;  for  the  more  general  Instruction  of  the  People, 
one  Sunday  at  the  upper  end  of  the  County,  another  at  Dover 
Church,  and  a  tliird  at  the  lower  end  of  the  County.  He  used  to 
Catechise  the  children  all  the  Summer  long,  before  Sermon,  but 
not  in  the  Winter. 

Master  Wilson. 

Master  Wilson,  a  Scotchman,  goes  down  in  history  as  the  first 
man  in  Delaware  to  oppose  higher  education  of  women.  He  kept 
a  school  for  both  sexes  as  early  as  1760.  and  thought  it  unnecessary 
for  girls  to  "go  into  arithmetic  further  dian  through  Simple  Divis- 
ion, cause  it  was  no  use ;  only  tom  boy?  with  big  slates,  would  care 
to  cipher  in  the  Double  Rule  of  Three"' — an  argument -interesting 
if  not  irresistable. 

-    James  Filsox. 

James  Filson  first  taught  in  Wilmington  before  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  again  in  1785.  A  wounded  arm  prevented  him  from 
"thrashing  the  boys"  to  his  heart's  content,  so  he  abandoned  his 
profession  and  joined  Daniel  Boone  in  Kentucky.  He  made  the 
first  complete  map  of  that  State,  and  became  its  first  historian.  The 
Filson  Club,  which  is  to-day  making  valuable  contributions  to  Amer- 
ican historical  literature,  especially  of  the  Southwest,  properly  per- 
petuates his  name. 

MiLFORD. 

The  first  schoolmaster  of  whom  we  have  any  re'cord  in  the 
town  of  Milford  was  William  Johnson,  who  kept  a  private  school 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  last  century.  In  his  note-book  appear  the 
following  notices  for  Thursday,  Mar  25,  1788: 

"Xotice  is  taken  that  James  Train  called  William  Russell  a 
liar,  witness  William  Pope." 

"Xotice  is  taken  that  Peter  Robinson  was  absent  from  the 
school  till  the  evening." 

"Notice  is  taken  that  James  Train  came  to  an  engagement 
in  school  this  evening." 

The  eminent  lawyer,  William  Hall,  writes  that  when  he  set- 
tled at  Dover  in  1803,  "There  was  then  no  provision  by  law  in  the 
State  for  schools.  Neighbors  or  small  circles  united  and  hired  a 
ttacher  for  their  children.  There  were,  in  some  rare  places,  scliool- 
houses.  The  teachers  frequently  were  mtemperate.  whose  qualifica- 
tions seemed  to  be  inability  to  earn  anything  any  other  way.     A 
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clergATnan  who  had  some  pretensions  as  a  scholar,  but  had  been 
silenced  as  a  preacher  for  incorrigible  drunkenness,  stood  very 
prominent  as  a  teacher.  In  the  best  towns  it  depended  upon  acci- 
dent what  kind  of  a  teacher  they  had,  but  in  the  best  neighborhoods 
teachers  of  the  young  were  frequently  immoral  and  incapable : 
teachers  of  the  young  were  frequently  immoral  and  incapable; 
and  in  the  country  generally  there  was  a  school  of  the  worst  char- 
acter or  none  at  all." 

Old  Time  Schools  and  Schoolmasters. 

In  1880  Hon.  James  H.  Groves  wrote: 

"Fifty  years  ago,  that  is,  in  1S30,  there  were  not  more  than 
twenty  school-houses  in  the  State,  and  these  were  owmed  by  pri- 
vate individuals.  Children  were  taught  mostly  in  private  houses. 
and  none  but  the  wealthier  classes  could  aftord,  to  any  great  extent, 
the  expenses  of  tuition.  The  number  of  children  of  school  age  was 
about  fifteen  thousand  in  a  population  of  iifty-eight  thousand.  The 
branches  taught  were  very  primary ;  the  books  were  of  the  crudest 
kind  and  the  furniture  of  the  rudest  material  and  structure.  The 
teachers  were  themselves  possessed  of  limited  education,  and  candi- 
dates for  college  courses  but  rare." 

The  condition  of  schools  during  the  first  half  of  the  present 
century  was  indeed  deplorable.  The  school  houses  were,  if  pos- 
sible, inferior  to  the  schools.  "Our  churches,  our  clothes,  every- 
thing but  the  school-house,  manifest  an  age  of  improvement,"  wrote 
Dr.  A.  H.  Grimshaw  in  1855. 

The  bleakest,  noisiest,  dustiest  spot  in  the  district,  always  on 
a  public  road,  generally  at  the  junction  of  two,  was  chosen  after 
excited  deliberation,  and  upon  it  a  cabin  of  logs  or  unsmoothed 
timber  was  erected.  Few  school-houses  had  porches,  and  not  one 
in  fifty  enjoyed  the  unpardonable  luxury  of  a  shoe-scraper,  the  only 
agent  which  could  save  the  tloor  on  stormy  days  from  assuming  the 
color  and  texture  of  the  muddy  road. 

The  houses  were  usually  too  small  to  accommodate  the  district 
pupils,  and  so  they  had  to  attend  by  turns ;  the  girls  and  small  chil- 
dren giving  place,  as  winter  came  on,  to  the  big  boys.  Even  when 
the  houses  were  large  enough,  comfort  was  out  of  the  question, 
for  the  desks  were  either  arranged  around  the  walls,  giving  the 
teacher  a  fine  view  of  the  hacks  of  the  scholars,  and  turning  their 
faces  to  the  rays  of  light,  unbroken  by  curtains,  or  they  were  placed 
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back  to  back,  so  the  occupants,  not  infrequently  sweethearts,  amused 
themselves  and  their  neighbors  instead  of  studying.  The  little 
house  in  winter  was  a  microcosm  of  climates.  From  the  frigid  cor- 
ners came  forth  at  frequent  intervals  the  cry :  "Teacher,  kin  I  go 
to  the  fire?"  followed  by  the  scuttling  of  cold  feet  as  they  made  their 
way  to  the  torrid  zone  around  the  heated  stove.  Ventilation — and 
frequently  pneumonia, — was  atlorded  through  the  single  door  or 
the  upraised  windows. 

Blackboards  were  few  and  small,  and  usually  served  as  orna- 
ments, being  hung  beyond  the  reach  of  the  pupils.  Of  globes,  num- 
eral frames,  and  maps,  except  of  Delaware,  there  were  none  outside 
of  Wilmington. 

A  uniform  system  of  text-books  was  as  yet  a  dream.  Comly's 
Spelling-Book,  the  English  Reader,  [Murray's  Grammar,  and  Pike's 
Arithmetic  were  used  more  than  any  other  books,  but  students 
were  generally  sent  to  school  without  books,  or  such  as  suited  the 
caprice  or  poverty  of  their  parents. 

Dr.  Grimshaw  snid  in  1855: 

'T  found  in  one  school  with  forty-three  names  on  the  roll. 
the  average  attendance  of  which  was  twenty-seven,  five  different 
kinds  of  reading-books,  and  seven  different  sorts  of  arithmetic." 

Rev.  Robert  W.  Todd  describes  a  typical  peninsular  school- 
house  of  the  thirties  as  follows : 

"A  litle  while  after  this,  the  school  house  at  Chinquepin  was 
completed.  We  thought  it  very  fine  in  appearance  and  comfortable 
in  appointments.  It  was  furnished  with  a  writing-desk  on  either 
side,  instead  of  but  one,  as  heretofore,  so  that  both  boys  and  girls 
could  write  at  the  same  time.  There  were  six  nice  slab  benches, 
three  each  for  boys  and  girls,  but  all  so  high  from  the  floor  that 
the  smaller  children  literally  went  to  roost  on  a  perch  whenever  they 
sat  down.  This  new  school-house  was  furnished  with  a  large  ten- 
plate  stove,  in  the  center  of  the  room ;  altogether  it  was  so  very 
fine  that  there  was  much  competition  among  country  professors 
a?  to  who  should  have  the  distinguished  honor  of  presiding  at  Chin- 
quepin." 

Few  of  the  teachers  were  qualified  to  teach  even  the  elemen- 
tary branches  of  an  English  education.  One  of  the  most  popular 
teachers  in  central  Delaware  twenty  years  ago,  as  the  writer  dis- 
tinctly  remembers,    was   given   to   such   ludicrous   mistakes   as    the 
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pronunciation  of  picturesque  as  though  it  were  spelled  picturcskczc. 
System  was  wanting-  to  most  of  them,  so  that  their  pupils  were  in- 
structed singly  and  not  in  classes.  Thus  not  infrequently  children 
attended  school  for  four  or  tive  years  without  learning  to  read, 
write,  and  "cipher"  through  Long  Division. 

Rev.  R.  W.  Todd  gives  the  following  graphic  picture  of  "old- 
tmie  schools  and  schoolmasters"  of  the  thirties  and  forties.  The 
school  described  is  situated  in  Maryland,  but  so  near  the  Delaware 
line  as  to  be  in  nowise  different  from  the  average  Delaware  school 
at  that  time. 

"Mr.  Marshall's  clean-shaven  face — for  only  rowdies  wore 
beard  in  those  good  old  times — was  -furrowed  over  with  many 
wrinkles  of  benevolence  and  care ;  and  the  friction  of  many  anxious 
years  had  polished  his  bald  head  until  it  had  become  a  favorite 
skating  rink  for  the  festive  house-fly.  One  little  patch  of  iron-gray 
hair  remained  in  front,  above  his  pug  nose,  which  was  combed 
up  and  carefully  trained  into  a  sort  of  drake-tail  ornament ;  and  the 
little  remaining  on  either  side  above  his  ears  was  twisted  into  little 
tufts  , sticking  out  at  right  angles,  and  giving  him  somewhat  of  the 
appearance  of  a  nondescript  animal  of  the  baboon  persuasion,  with 
three  horns.  The  grotesque  was  heightened  by  the  presence  of  an 
immense  pair  of  brass-bowed  spectacles,  which  alternately  bestrid 
his  nose  and  adorned  his  bald  and  glistening  pate,  all  fit  index  to 
the  vast  library  of  knowledge  entombed  within  the  venerable  skull. 

"The  entire  curriculum  of  our  school  was  covered  by  the  three 
cabalistic  letters  R.  R.  R.,  understood  to  represent  the  three  great 
sciences,  'Readin',  'Ritin,'  and  'Rithmetic,'  The  three  G's — Gram- 
mar, G'ography  and  G'ometry — had  then  scarcely  been  dreamed 
of  as  ever  possible  to  be  taught  in  a  country  school.  It  was  not 
until  several  years  after — not.  indeed,  until  the  renowned  "Chinque- 
pin'  school-house  had  been  built  over  a  mile  away  on  the  road  to 
'Punch  Hair — that  we  ever  heard  of  such  a  study  of  English 
Grammar  or  Geography. 

"The  primer,  or,  rather,  a  primer,  for  it  mattered  not  what 
it  was.  so  there  were  A,  B.  C's  in  it — was  the  text-book  most  in 
demand  in  Mr.  Marshall's  long-cabin  school  ******  p^j^ 
method  of  teaching  A,  P>,  C's  .was  to  point  with  a  little  stick  he 
kept  for  the  purpose,  to  each  letter  in  regular  order,  call  its  name 
and  require  us  to  pronounce  the  name  after  him.     As  his  time  was 
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c.ividecl  between  pointiuG^  to  the  letter  and  watching  Billy  Wadman, 
Dick  Sorden,  Bill  Daniel  Roe,  Sally  Price,  ct  ai.,  it  not  infrequently 
happened  that  the  urchin  reciting  was  looking  anywhere  else  than 
at  tiie  alphabetical  forms  pointed  out  and  called  in  turn  by  the  mas- 
ter himself.  It  required  most  of  the  winter  for  many  of  us  to  learn 
to  distinguish  these  different  signs  of  sound. 

■'As  a  general  rule,  scholars  were  not  permitted  to  attempt  read- 
ing until  they  had  mastered  the  spelling  book,  even  to  the  long 
words  like  'concatenation,"  hieroglyhpically."  etc. ;  and  our  next 
teacher  invented  a  test  word  it  was  necessary  for  the  pupil  to 
master  before  he  could  take  up  the  initial  reading-lessons,  about  the 
wren,  robin  red-breast,  and  the  lion  ;  this  test  word  was  Iwnoriti- 
ticahiUtudcanditatihiisque!  When  the  pupil  could  repeat  and  spell 
this  huge  medley  of  nonsense,  going  back  at  each  syllable,  and 
pronouncing  up  to  and  including  the  last  syllable  spelled,  in  regular 
order,  without  a  hitch  or  blunder,  until  he  reached  the  towering 
conclusion,  he  was  graduated  to  reading." 

The  writer  found  appended  to  the  proof  the  following  interest- 
ing verification  by  the  proof-reader  of  this  paragraph:  "J.  X.  Hall, 
eighty-three  years  of  age,  one  of  the  readers  in  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  distinctly  remembers  spelling  a  test  word  similar  to 
tliat  above  mentioned,  by  syllables,  in  his  younger  days,  thus: 
'ho-no-ri-fi-ca-bi-li-tu-ni-te-tat-and-a-bus-que.'  repeating  the  pronun- 
ciation of  each  syllable  to  the  completion  of  the  word,  and  can  do  it 
to-day  as  readily  and  rapidly  as  in  his  youth." 

My  own  recollection  is  very  distinct  that  a  ^Ir.  Whittlesy,  a 
X'ermont  man,  introduced  and  taught  such  a  word  in  the  school  at 
Leesburg,  Ky.,  in  1841  ;  it  was  "trans-mag-ni-fy-can-ban-dan-du-al- 
i-ty,"  and  now,  in  niy  sixtieth  year,  I  can  rattle  it  Ltii  alnitjst  as 
glibly  as  then. 

"After  mastering  the  few  reading-lessons  in  the  speller,  the 
next  book  in  order  was  the  introduction  to  the  'English  Reader.' 
and  after  that  the  'English  Reader.'  provided  the  pupils  could  con- 
veniently secure  them.  «  *  *  *  *  *  *  jj.  ^^.^g  absolutely  im- 
possible for  the  teacher  to  arrange  his  pupils  in  classes,  and  conse- 
quently each  one  must  needs  be  heard  se[)arately.  The  time  being 
limited,  and  the  books  generally  of  a  grade  too  difficult  for  beginners, 
to  facilitate  matters.  Master  Marshall  usually  read  along  ahead  of 
the  scholars,  sentence  by  sentence,  or  a  few  words  at  a  time,  the 
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pupil  repeating:  after  him  in  drawling  style  as  correctly  as  a  parrot. 
In  like  manner  the  beginner  in  arithmetic  was  plunged  headlong  into 
the  profundities  of  Pike's  Arithmetic,  two-thirds  of  whose  exam- 
ples, involving  money  matters,  were  stated  in  pounds,  shillings  and 
pence.  !\Ir.  Marshall  could  "do  all  the  sums  in  the  arithmetic'  He 
was  reputed  to  be  a  veritable  Pythagoras  at  'figgerin."  He  was, 
withal,  very  obliging  to  show  his  scholars  how  by  'doing  the  sum' ; 
but  he  never  explained  it.  It  is  doubtful,  indeed,  whether  he  could, 
having  learned  arithmetic  as  he  taught  it,  simply  by  note. 

"While  !\Iaster  Marshall's  hickory  rods  were  generally  inno- 
cent ornaments,  his  successor.  ^^Ir.  Wilson's  furniture  in  that  in- 
teresting line  was  brought  into  cons-tant  requisition  and  needed  to 
be  almost  daily  replenished.  Xeither  nationality,  age,  sex,  nor 
'previous  condition  of  servitude'  exempted  any  scholar  who  was 
thought  to  have  forgotten  or  disobeyed  some  rule :  but  I  really 
believe  his  liberal  use  of  the  rod  was  inspired  by  conscientious  con- 
victions of  dut\'.  *****  I  (Jo  solemnly  aver  that  for  many 
of  the  floggings  that  I  received  from  this  devoted  friend  and  teacher, 
averaging  nearly  one  per  diem  for  a  year,  I  found  it  impossible  to 
discover  any  cause,  and  he  was  too  quiet  and  dignified  to  explain." 

My  own  experience  in  the  }ears  1840-41-42,  with  teachers 
Flournoy,  a  Kentuckian,  and  Whittles}",  a  \*ermonter,  and  Scimser. 
a  New  Yorker,  was  similar  to  this  writer's  although  I  was  regarded 
as  one  of  the  best  and  most  studious  boys  in  school. 

"Again  and  again,  as  I  sat  unconscious  of  any  violation  of  ]Mas- 
ter  Wilson's  rules,  the  hickory,  pitched  with  the  unerring  aim  of 
an  aborigine,  would  roll  from  my  person,  rattling  down  upon  the 
floor.  The  performance  meant  a  notification  that  it  was  now  my 
interesting  dut}'  to  take  that  switch  to  the  teacher's  desk  and  stand 
to  receive  the  chastisement,  supposed  to  be  needed  for  my  intellec- 
tual development.  Sometimes  my  next  neighbor  on  the  slab,  being 
involved  in  the  misdemeanor,  real  or  imaginary,  we  were  both  re- 
quired for  the  service  of  returnincT  the  projectile  to  the  battery, 
one  at  each  enrl ;  but  on  arriving,  the  handle  end  was  relinquished 
to  Master  Wilson,  and  we  twain  became  active  partners  at  the  other 
end." 

From  my  recollection  I  think  the  schooling  and  educational 
facilities  in  Kentucky  were  rather  better  along  in  the  thirties  and 
forties  than  in  Delaware,  but  I  will  mention  an  incident  that  I 
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know  actually  occurred  in  the  mail  service  in  1844  at  a  country  post- 
office  at  Aaron's  Run.  in  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky.  The  mail  was  car- 
ried on  horseback  from  Paris  to  Blount  Sterling  twice  per  week, 
by  way  of  Aaron's  Run,  where  there  was  a  small  store,  blacksmith 
shop,  and  physician.  The  store  was  owned  and  run  by  Dr.  David 
O.  Tully.  his  wife  looking  after  it  when  he  was  called  away  pro- 
fessionally or  otherwise.  One  day  ]\Irs.  Tully  went  to  a  neigh- 
bor's to  spend  the  da\-  and  Dr.  Tully  had  a  call  to  take  him  away 
also,  and  he  left  word  with  the  old  negro  woman  cook  for  the 
mail  carrier  to  wait  for  his  return  to  take  out  and  put  in  the 
ir.ail.  etc.,  but  it  so  happened  that  the  doctor  was  detained  much 
longer  than  he  -expected  and  the  carrier,  after  waiting  beyond  the 
tmie,  insisted  that  he  would  have  to  go  on  without  leaving  the 
mail  for  Aaron's  Run.  to  which  the  old  negro  woman  demurred, 
saying  that  the  neighbors  would  all  be  in  next  day  for  their  papers 
and  letters,  and  it  would  never  do  to  disappoint  them.  The  con- 
tioversy  became  quite  sharp  between  die  carrier  and  her.  and  at 
last,  when  she  saw  that  he  would  go.  she  told  him  to  just  wait 
a  little  and  she  would  take  out  the  papers  and  letters  that  be- 
k^nged  there,  herself,  as  'twould  never  do  to  disappoint  the  neigh- 
bors. So  she  got  the  key  to  the  mail  pouch,  opened  it.  emptied 
it  out  on  the  counter,  and  proceeded  to  sort  it  out  as  she  had 
seen  her  master  do.  putting  part  of  both  papers  and  letters  in  two 
piles ;  then  she  viewed  them  with  a  critical  eye,  to  see  if  they 
were  properly  divided,  and  not  feeling  quite  satisfied,  she  took 
some  from  one  pile  and  put  in  the  other  and  took  another  look, 
and  remarked  that  she  guessed  it  was  all  right  now,  and  putting 
the  larger  pile  back  in  the  pouch,  she  bade  the  carrier  go.  and 
left  the  other  pile  for  her  master  to  distribute.  You  can  imagine 
Dr.  Tully's  looks  when  he  returned  better  than  I  can  tell.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say  that  much  of  the  mail  that  should  have  remained 
ill  his  oflfice  went  on  to  Paris,  while  an  equal  amount  that  should 
have  gone  to  Paris  remained  to  go  next  time,  and  the  old  negro's 
wish,  that  die  neighbors  should  not  be  disappointed  in  getting 
their  papers  and  letters  next  day,  was  not  gratified,  though  we 
must  give  her  credit  for  her  good  intentions. 

The  history  and  data  ,of  Lowder  Hearne's  family  is  not  given 
in  as  ^ood  order  and  connection  as   I   would  like,  but  it  is  the 
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best  I  have  been  able  to  get,  and  those  most  interested  will  be 
able  to  understand  it. 

Lowder  Hearne,  eldest  child  of  Ebenezer  (who  was  grand- 
son of  the  merchant  William  of  1681).  born  at  the  Ebenezer 
Hearne  homestead,  ten  miles  east  of  Laurel,  Del..  xA.pr.  5,  1753, 
in  early  life  married  Lavinia  Camion  and  settled  on  a  farm  about 
two  miles  from  his  birthplace,  where  he  reared  a  large  family  of 
children,  whose  names  and  families  appear  in  proper  place  on  the 
family  tree.  His  wife,  Lavinia,  was  an  older  sister  of  Keziah  Can- 
non, who  married  Clement  Hearne.  a  brother  of  Lowder. 

Of  the  life  and  character  of  Lowder  Hearne  it  need  only  be 
said  he  was  a  model  neighbor  and  gentleman,  loved  and  respected 
by  "all,  and  as  the  elder  niember  of  the  family  received  the  con- 
sideration that  was  due  from  the  family.  He  was  a  devoted  mem- 
ber of  the  Episcopal  Church,  as  all  his  immediate  ancestors  were, 
and  gave  largely  of  his  means  to  the  church.  He  built  a  fine 
residence  on  his  farm  of  four  hundred  acres,  where  he  died  Xov. 
29,  1809,  in  the  fift}'-seventh  year  of  his  age.  and  was  buried  in 
his  own  family  burying  ground  near  his  residence,  where  a  great 
nmny  of  his  descendants  are  also  buried,  and  which  is  still  neatly 
kept  up  (1894).  The  mansion-house  is  also  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation  and  gives  evidence  of  being  a  fine  building  in  its 
day,  but  has  passed  into  the  possession  of  Isaac  X.  Hearne,  a 
distant  relative. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Cannon,  a  grand-daughter  of  Lowder  Hearne, 
gives  me  the  following  sketch. 

Lowder  Hearne  was  born  in  Little  Creek  Hundred,  Sussex 
Co.,  Del.,  at  the  head  of  what  was  called  Little  Creek  till  about 
1886.  Ebenezer.  the  father  of  Lowder.  owned  a  large  body  of 
land,  a  part  of  which  he  took  up  as  vacant  land  (that  is.  it  had 
no  owner)  ;  he  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  that  section  of 
country  when  deer,  bears,  and  foxes  were  numerous.  He  was  a 
farmer  all  his  life  and  died  intestate.  The  law  of  Delaware  was 
then  that  a  committee  of  three  men  should  be  appointed  to  value 
the  land  of  an  intestate,  and  the  oldest  male  heir  had  the  right  of 
acceptance  of  his  father's  land,  and  the  second  son  the  second 
right,  and  so  on.  Lowder,  being  the  oldest  male  heir,  accepted 
the  farm  known  by  the  name  of  "Bow  Back,"  just  one  mile  nearer 
Laurel  than  where  he  was  born.     He  and  his  wife,  Lavinia  (Can- 
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noil)  Hearne,  who  died  in  1822,  lived  there  till  death,  and  were 
both  buried  there.  They  were  successful  in  accumulating  real 
c?tate,  slaves,  and  personal  property,  and  raised  a  family  of  five 
sons  and  five  daughters.  Lowder  Hearne  also  died  intestate  and 
George,  his  oldest  son.  accepted  the  home  farm,  "Bow  Back" ;  he 
married  Patty  Cathell.  and  had  a  large  family  of  children,  seven 
sons  and  seven  daughters  (three  of  them,  however,  dying  in  in- 
fancy) ;  he  also  died  intestate,  1845,  ^^d  his  eldest  son,  Joseph, 
accepted  the  homestead  ;  he  married  Amanda  Waller,  and  had  only 
one  child,  a  daughter,  !Martha.  and  died  intestate.  Soon  after  his 
death,  the  farm  was  sold  to  his  brother.  W'm.  C,  who  lived  there 
ten  years,  when  his  health  failed  him  so  that  he  had  to  abandon 
farming,  and  he  sold  the  farm  (374  acres  K  for  $6,100  to  Isaac 
X.  Hearne,  grandson  of  Thomas,  brother  to  Lowder.  It  had 
been  in  possession  of  Eben  Hearne  and  his  descendants  between 
one  hundred  and  fifty  and  two  hundred  }'ears,  and  was  heavily 
timbered  with  oak  and  pine.  The  present  owner,  Isaac  X.  Hearne, 
Settled  a  saw  mill  on  it,  cut  up  the  timber,  cleared  up  the  land, 
and  has  divided  it  into  three  farms  and  willed  it  at  his  death  to 
l.is  daughter,  Cordelia,  who  married  Eli  White,  so,  after  the  death 
of  Isaac  X".  Hearne  it  will  no  longer  be  in  the  name  of  the  Hearne 
family. 

Lowder  Hearne  was  a  man  of  very  mild  disposition,  even 
temperament,  and  an  exemplary  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  ; 
he  always  took  his  family,  both  white  and  black  to  church  at  Christ 
Church.  Broad  Creek.  I  have  a  vivid  recollection  of  my  great- 
.  uncles,  Thomas  and  Ebenezer,  Lowder's  brothers.  Uncle  Thomas 
was  only  a  medium-sized  man.  but  Uncle  Ebenezer  was  a  very  tall 
man,  large  and  raw-boned,  fair  complexion  and  blue  e}"es ;  their 
descendants  are  very  numerous,  scattered  far  and  wide.  Of  my 
great-uncle  Joseph  Hearne.  who  was  a  saddler  by  trade,  as  well 
as  a  farmer,  I  know  but  little,  he  having  left  Del.  1798,  going  first 
t"'  the  Mississippi  Territory  and  then  to  near  Greensboro,  Ala., 
where  I  learn  he  died  previous  to  1840.  He  prospered  in  early 
life  and  became  wealthy,  owning  a  large  cotton  plantation  and 
slaves,  but,  on  account  of  paying  heavy  security  debts,  he  was 
in  reduced  circumstances  at  his  death.  He  had  only  two  chil- 
dren that  we  know  of,  Priscilla  and  George  K.,  who  was  a  physi- 
cian.    He  attended  the  medical  college  in  Philadelphia  in  the  early 
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forties,  and  my  father  (George)  and  my  brother  (George  W.  C. 
Hearne)  went  to  Philadelphia  to  see  him.  They  described  him 
as  very  tall  and  slender,  dark-complected,  black  hair  and  eyes. 
That  is  the  last  account  we  ever  had  of  him ;  he  returned  to  his 
home  in  Ala.  after  completing  his  course  in  the  lectures,  and  as 
we  have  made  diligent  inquiry  and  have  no  tidings,  we  presume 
that  he  died  childless  and  the  family  of  our  great-uncle  Joseph  be- 
came extinct.

Horace  Greeley  Knowles, 
the  eldest  son,  was  born  at  Seaford,  Del.,  and  his  parents  moved 
from  Seaford  to  Lewes  in  1871,  and  during  the  same  year  his 
father  established  the  "Breakwater  Light,"  the  first  Republican 
organ  in  Sussex  Co..  and  v.hich  became  one  of  the  leading  jour- 
nals of  the  Peninsula.  Young  Knowles  early  manifested  an  ac- 
tive and  energetic  spirit,  and  when  very  young  he  was  a  ready 
and  accomplished  worker  in  his  father's  printing  office.  His 
aptitude  for  the  work  was  so  pronounced  that  at  the  early  age 
of  12  years  he  was  able  to-  take  charge  of  the  entire  mechanical 
'lepartment  of  the  office,  besides  assisting  in  the  editorial  work. 
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The  most  of  his  early  education  was  obtained  in  a  printing  office, 
ind  for  a  time  he  attended  the  Union  Grammar  School  at  Lewes. 
In  the  fall  of  1879  he  entered  the  Academy  at  Newark,  Del.  He 
completed  the  curriculum  of  the  preparatory  school,  and  the  next 
year  enrolled  as  a  freshman  at  Delaware  College,  from  which 
he  graduated,  1884.  In  college  he  was  active  in  all  student 
org:ini?ations  and  all  the  pleasant  phases  of  student  life.  He 
showed  a  decided  inclination  for  literary  studies  and  English 
composition,  in  A\hich  he  became  proficient.  He  established  the 
'Delaware  College  Review."  and  was  chosen  by  his  fellow  stu- 
den'.s  its  first  editor-in-chief  and  business  manager.  He  gave 
the  i-v-per  a  firm  foundation,  with  a  large  circulation  and  liberal 
advertising  patronage,  and  it  is  to-day  one  of  the  most  creditable 
college  papers  in  the  country.  He  was  a  popular  member  of  the 
I>elta  Literary  Society,  and  at  its  forty-ninth  anniversary  was 
chosen  to  deliver  the  farewell  address.  During  one  of  his  sum- 
mer \-acat!ons,  while  yet  a  boy.  he  successfully  edited  and  pub- 
lished the  'Record."  a  weekly  paper  at  Rehoboth.  a  well-known 
Delaware  watering  place.  In  Nov..  1884,  he  assumed  charge 
of  his  father's  i)aper,  the  "Breakwater  Light,"  as  its  editor  and 
proprietor,  and  under  his  management  it-  was  successful,  and 
exerted  much  influence  in  the  lower  part  of  Delaware.  It  is  in 
political  work  that  he  has  made  his  mark.  In  X'ov.,  1886,  he  left 
Lewes  and  went  to  Wilmington,  where  he  began  the  study  of 
law  in  the  office  of  Henry  C.  Conrad,  and  was  soon  drawn  into 
I)olitical  circles,  and  became  known  as  a  vigorous  advocate  of 
the  principles  of  the  Republican  party.  Along  about  1886  the 
Republican  party  was  in  a  disorganized  condition,  and  there  was 
a  growing  dissatisfaction  in  the  Democratic  party,  and  young 
Knowles,  quickly  grasping  the  situation,  at  once  joined  the  Inde- 
pendent Temperance  Reform  movement,  into  which  many  Dem- 
ocrats were  drawn :  the  Republicans  gave  quiet  but  unanimous 
support  to  it,  and  came  very  nearly  defeating  the  Democrats,  the 
credit  of  which  was  due  largely  to  the  superior  work  of  Mr. 
Knowles,  and  finally  resulted  in  the  success  of  the  Republican 
party  in  1888,  when  Anthony  Higgins  was  elected  United  States 
senator,  whose  cause  was  ardently  espoused  by  Knowdes,  and 
as  a  reward  for  his  services  to  his  party  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Harrison,  1889,  United    States    consul  to    Bordeaux,

France,  one  of  the  most  important  posts  in  the  consular  service. 
Xo  younger  man  was  ever  appointed  to  one  of  the  high-class 
consulships,  a  position  he  filled  admirably.  He  won  many  friends 
while  abroad,  and  on  leaving  Bordeaux  was  given  a  handsome 
testimonial  by  the  merchants  and  residents  as  a  mark  of  their 
esteem.  At  the  end  of  his  term  of  service,  in  1893,  he  returned 
to  \\^ilmington  and  resumed  his  law  studies,  and  May.  1895,  was 
admitted  to  the  bar,  forming  a  partnership  with  City  Solicitor 
Robert  C.  Harman.  a  staunch  Democrat,  under  the  firm  name 
of  Harman  &  Knowles,  and  has  a  large  clientage.  Mr.  Knowles 
is  a  member  of  the  Republican  State  committee,  and  chairman  of 
the  city  committee  of  \A''ilmington.  and  both  in.  politics  and  law 
practice  has  a  bright  future.  On  Apr.  20,  1897,  at  St.  James' 
Episcopal  church  on  Madison  avenue.  Xew  York  City,  }.Ir. 
Knowles  was  married  to  ?^Iiss  Edith  Ella  "Wallace,  daughter  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  Wallace,  of  West  Seventy-fifth  street,  Xew 
York.  The  wedding  was  a  very  brilliant  affair  even  for  Xew 
York.  There  were  more  than  five  hundred  gue.-^ts  entertained  at 
the  home  of  the  bride,  which  was  ablaze  with  lights  and  hand- 
somely decorated  with   tropical   {)lants.   lilies,   roses  and  smilax. 

It  is  remarkable  that  Horace  G.  Knowles  and  Richard  R. 
Kenney  (who  are  first  cousins,  and  lineal  descendants  of  Lowder 
and  Lavinia  (Cannon)  Hearne.  should  so  early  in  life  become 
the  recognized  state  leaders  of  the  two  great  national  opposing 
political  parties.

The  family  all  attend  the  Methodist  church, 
of  which  most  of  them  are  members.  .Mar\  Elizabeth,  usually  called 
Minnie,  married.  Dec.  26.  iSc).]..  Mr.  Harr\-  T.  tlickey,  freight  and 
agent  at  Delmar.  James  William  is  principal  of  the  Delmar  Gram- 
mar school,  and  is  also  engaged  in  farming  and  a  dealer  in  fertil- 
izers. Henry  Benjamin  was  graduated  from  Dickinson  College 
June,  1894,  and  is  now  professor  of  chemistry  in  Pennington  Sem- 
•inary,  Xcw  Jcrse\-.  ]\Ir.s.  Ellen  ErcnL?y  died  Oct.. -iq..  1905.  and  -Mr.- 
Elijah  Freeney  died  spring  of  1906.

Mr.  Elijah  Freney.  wdio  lived  on  a  farm  adjoining  and  south 
of  Delmar.  but  in  Somerset  Co..  ^Id..  married  Mary  Ellen  Fook-. 
who  is  a  descendant  of  Thomas  Hearne,  the  youngest  son  of 
William  Hearne.  the  merchant.  I  made  them  a  visit  May.  1895, 
when  they  had  just  received  a  copy  of  the  Flistory,  which  stated 
that  Mary  Hearne,  daughter  of  the  second  \A'illiam,  married 
Freney.  Mr.  Elijah  Freney  at  once  said  to  me:  "Those  were 
my  great-grandparents,  and  it  was  John  Freney  who  married 
Mary  Hearne,  and  the  land  here  that  I  own,  where  we  now  are. 
is  the  land  first  taken  up  in  America  by  William  Hearne.  and 
named  by  him  'St.  Kitt's'  for  the  place  from  which  he  came.  St. 
Christopher's,  and  also  a  tract  called  'Stains,'  for  which  his  son 
Thomas  afterwards  obtained  s^rants  from  England."  Those  old 
grants  (the  originals  on  parchment,  with  the  old  luiglish  wax 
seals)  he  got  out  and  >howed  me  :  they  surely  have  a  very  old 
and  quaint  appearance,  and  have  been  inserted  in  history.  The 
wills  of  William  and  Thomas  Hearne  devise  these  two  tracts  of 
land  to  their  children,  and  Mr.  Freney  took  me  around  and 
showed  me  the  entire  tracts,  and  also  the  graves  of  all  the  older 
members  of  the  family.  Mr.  Freney's  residence  is  on  the  tract 
"St.  Kitt's,"  and  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  it  is  the  site  of 
the  residence  of  the  merchant  William,  and  very  near  to  it  is 
the  first  burying  ground,  wdiere  are  buried  the  merchant  William 
and  his  wife  Mary,  and  their  son  Thomas,  who  lived  and  died 
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at  the  old  homesttead,  and  his  wife  Sally  W'ingate,  and  several 
of  their  descendants,  among  them  their  son  Xehemiah  and  his 
wife  Betty.  About  two  miles  southeast  of  Delmar  is  the  site  of 
the  residence  of  the  second  William  Hearne,  where  he  lived,  and 
died,  1756.  The  burying  ground  is  near  the  residence,  where 
both  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  are  buried,  and  most  likely  several 
of  their  children.  The  old  homestead  is  now  owned  and  occupied 
by  Mr.  Charles  Wood,  one  of  his  descendants. 

Mr.  Freney  related  to  me  man}-  amusing  incidents  connected 
with  the  earlier  ones  of  the  family.  He  said  that  his  ancestor 
John  Freney  paid  court  to  Mary  Hearne.  who  reluctantly  decided 
not  to  marry  him.  and  he -bade  her  bood-bye,  saying  then  he 
would  emigrate  to  Georgia.,  and  mounted  his  horse  and  left 
Mary  at  once  reported  to  her  mother,  who  told  her  she  was  fool- 
ish, that  she  would  never  do  any  better ;  and,  without  further  ado. 
Mary  donned  her  sunbonnet  and  shawl,  took  a  near  cut  across 
the  field,  intercepted  Mr.  Freney  as  he  went  around  the  road, 
and  climbed  on  the  fence  just  as  he  came  up,  when  he  gallantly 
offered  to  take  her  up  behind  him,  as  she  was  going  his  way;  his 
horse  shied  a  little  and  did  not  readily  come  up  to  the  fence, 
when  Mary  said  to  him  :  "Why  don't  you  come  up,  you  old  fool, 
and  let  your  mistress  get  on?"  whereupon  Freney  said:  "Miss 
Mary,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  say  the  word  and  you  shall  be  the 
mistress,"  which  she  did,  and  the  matter  was  settled. 

Mr.  Freney  also  told  me  that  Jonathan  Hearne,  son  of  the 
second  William,  was  a  large  and  stalwart  man,  who  had  some 
very  large  cherry  trees  in  his  yard,  and  a  neighbor  named  Lecate 
was  in  the  habit  of  climbing  the  trees  in  fruit  time  and  helping 
himself  without  asking  permission  ;  Lecate  wore  a  stout  leather 
belt  around  his  body,  instead  of  suspenders,  and  one  day  Hearne 
invited  him  down  out  of  the  tree  and  deliberately  picked  him  up 
and  hung  him  by  the  belt  on  a  very  large  iron  spike  in  the  wall 
on  the  porch,  with  his  back  to  the  wall ;  then  he  went  to  the  well 
and  got  a  bucket  of  water  and  dashed  in  Lecate's  face  and 
repeated  it  several  times,  saying:  "Now  I  suppose  you  will  let 
my  cherries  alone."

I  met  a  number  of  his  children  en  my  trip  East,  1801.  One  of 
these  was  Mrs.  Harriet  Cannon,  who  was  living  in  Laurel,  who 
welcomed  me  in  true  "PIcarne"  style,  and  who  suffers  no  one 
to  lead  her  in  her  devotion  to  her  kindred  and  love  for  the  name 
"Hearne,"  and  is  thoroughly  posted  as  to  the  family  connection 
in  the  East,  gi\ing  me  much  valued  data  for  my  work.  Her 
older  sister;  Mrs.  ^lary  Lon-g-,  wife  of  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Long, -was 
living  in  Laurel  at  the  same  time,  and  she  also  gave  me  a  joyous 
welcome.  She  had  an  only  daughter,  Mrs.  Lizzie  Horsey,  living 
with  her,  who  has  an  only  child.  Master  Charles  L.  Horsey,  a 
bright  little  fellow  of  some  eight  or  ten  summers.

1823,  resided  on  his  native  farm  until 
Dec,  1854,  when  he  bought  a  farm  near  ^^lillsboro,  in  said  county, 
and  removed  to  it.  Feb.  17,  185S,  he  married  Miss  Julia  Ann 
Hill  Dingle  of  F'.altimore  Jlundred.  Sussex  Co.  Children:  Ed- 
ward Dingle,  born  Ja.n.  22.  1859;  Mary  Ann,  born  Nov.  20.  i860:

Hearne.  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Edward  Dingle,  who  was  a 
delegate  fmm  Sussex  County  to  the  State  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  1 83 1. 

"In  liis  early  }'OULh.  and  until  he  was  fifteen  }'ears  of  age. 
Edward  D.  Hearne  worked  on  his  father's  farm  and  attended  the 
the  public  .-chool  in  Millsburo  and  the  Laurel  Academy  when 
tiiat  school  was  under  the  management  of  Profs.  Thomas  X.  Wil- 
liams and  Pro.  Thomas  H.  Breerwood.  He  afterwards  movel 
with  his  mother  to  Georgetown,  where  he  attended  school  at  the 
academy  for  three  years,  when  the  school  was  successively  under 
the  management  of  Rev.  AA'm.  H.  Edwards.  ?vlcKendree  Down- 
ham.  Henry  C.  Carpenter  and  A.  E.  Best,  until  Apr.  4.  1S74.  when 
he  entered  Delaware  College  as  a  student,  from  which  institu- 
tion he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Ph. P..,  June  16.  1880.  On 
Jan.  22.  i88r.  he  entered  the  law  office  of  Hon.  Charles  'SI.  Cullen. 
at  Georgetown,  as  a  student  of  law.  where  he  prosecuted  'I'-S 
studies  until  Sei)t.  following,  when  he  entered  the  law  depart- 
mnt  of  the  I'niversity  of  ^.lichigan  at  Ann  Arl)or.  from  which  he 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  LL.B..  Mar.  28.  18S3:  after  which 
he  returned  home  and  continued  his  studies  in  the  office  of  his 
preceptor.  Hon.  Charles  ^1.  Cullen,  until  Apr.  14,  1884,  when  he 
was  admitted  to  the  Sussex  Co.  bar  at  TJeorgetown.  where  he  h.a- 
since  [)racticed  his  profession.  He  was  elected  clerk  of  the  Del- 
aware State  Senate  at  the  session  of  1891,  and  was  nominated 
by  the  Democratic  party  f'T  state  senator  at  the  convention  h.eM 
at  Georgetown  Sept.  ir,  1894."' 

At  the  election  in  Xov..  Mr.  Hearne  was  defeated,  wdth  the 
rest  of  the  Democratic  ticket,  by  222  majority,  in  a  total  of  9.093. 
tlirough  the  lavish  use  of  an  immense  amount  of  money  used  as  a 
corruption  fund  on  the  flatc  of  election  hy  the  Republican  party. 

In  Xov.,  1896.  Edward  D.  Hearne  was  elected  member  of  t;"c 
Constitutional  Conventioh  by  a  majority  of  1,266  in  a  total  vote 
of  8,306,  and  was  made  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  gov^ 
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ernor  and  other  executive  otificers.  Feb.  17,  1897,  he  married 
Miss  Annie  Laurie  Wilson,  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Man- 
love  D,  Wilson,  a  retired  farmer  of  Middleton,  Del.,  a  most 
lovely  and  estimable  lady.  They  at  once  went  into  tne  elegant 
new  home  lately  built  by  Mr.  Hearne  in  Georgetown.  Dec.  13. 
1897,  ^  ^'^^  ^^'^s  born  to  then.i.  named  George  \Vilson  Plearne.  It 
is  remarkable  that  tl.is  child  is  the  only  male  descendant  of  the 
name  of  Hearne  of  his  generation,  descending  from  the  very 
large  family  of  his  great-grandfather.  George  Hearne.  Oct.,  1895. 
Mr.  Hearne  formed  a  copartnership  for  the  practice  of  law  with 
William  H.  Boyce  of  Dover,  which  continued  until  June  14.  1897. 
when  Mr.  Boxce  was  appointed  a  judge  of.  the  Supreme  Court. 
Since  that  time  Mr.  Hearne  has  preferred  to  practice  alone,  and 
is  doing  a  good  and  lucrative  Inisienss. 

Always  a  true  Democrat,  he  served  his  party  as  a  member 
and  Secretary  of  State  Central  Committee  from  1898  to  1900, 
and  as,  a  member  of  said  committee  until  the  state  convention 
of  1902.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  National  Conven- 
tion at  Kansas  City.  July,  1900.  At  the  Democratic  State  Con- 
vention in  Sept.,  1900,  ^vlr.  Hearne  was  a  candidate  before  said 
convention  for  the  nomination  iov  Representative  in  Congress, 
standing  second  among  the  candidates  before  the  convention,  re- 
ceiving the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  delegates  from  Sussex 
Co.  in  the  con\ention,  but  for  the  sake  of  harmony  in  the  party 
he  withdrew  as  a  candidate  in  favor  of  the  caucus  nominee  of 
Kent  Co.  Mr.  Hearne  has  .-crved  as  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
Central  Committee  of  Sussex  Co.  since  the  county  convention 
of  1900,  serving  his  party  in  that  capacity  through  the  campaigns 
of  1900  and  1902.  In  i(j04.  he  was  the  Democratic  nominee  for 
Congress  and  made  an  active  and  splendid  campaign,  but  was 
defeated  by  the  use  of  an  immense  corruption  fund.

Jonathan,  son  of  Daniel  and  \'iolata  Tyndall  Fooks,  born 
July  3,  1774,  married  Xanc}-.  daughter  of  Lowder  Hearne,  1801. 
He  was  an  independent  farmer  and  miller,  and  at  his  death.  July. 
1834,  owned  over  two  thousand  acres  of  land.  His  wife  was  born 
Sept.  I.  1781,  died  Xov..  1846.  They  were  members  of  the  Epis- 
copal church.  Children:  Priscilla.  born  1802,  married  Henry 
Bacon,  and  died  soon  after  the  birth  of  their  second  child;  Jon- 
athan married  his  cousin.  Jane  Foks  (daughter  of  Thomas  Fooks 
and  Sail}-  Hearne)  ;  their  only  child.  Sallic  P.  Bacon,  married  her 
cousin.  George  A\'.  Cottingham.  Henry  died  ^lar.  18. -1843.  Jane 
Fooks  Bacon  died  in  Laurel,  Del..  Dec,  1901.  She  was  always 
called  Jincy  Bacon. 

James  Minos,  only  son  of  Jonathan  and  Xancy  Hearne  Fooks. 
born  Aug.  5.  1808.  was  a  farmer,  merchant  and  miller,  and  repre- 
sented his  county  in  the  Legislature.  1836-1846,  and  was  a  mem- 
Ix-r  of  Constitutional  Convention.  1850.  He  married  Maria. 
daughter  of  James  and  Betsey  LTearne  Fooks,  1834.  They  were 
members  of  the  ^NFethodist  Protestant  church.  He  died  Jan.  3. 
1863,  and  his  wife  died  July  13,  1893. 

Jonathan  James  Fooks.  oldest  son.  born  June  ii,  1835.  Has 
been  teacher,  magistrate  and  engaged  in  manufacturing  lumber 
fie  married,  Sept.  26,  1870.  Mary  E.  Parsons;  an  only  child,  Er- 
nest Raymond  Fooks.  born  Jan.  10,  1872.  Jonathan  J.  Fooks 
died  ]\Iar.  24,  1898. 

Sarah  Priscilla.  daughter  of  James  M.  and  Maria  Fooks.  born 
1850.  married  John  T.  Gordy.  near  Delmar.  1871.  They  live  in 
Brookhii,  X'ew  York.  Children :  Lillie.  a  typewriter  for  the 
Erie  Railroad;  Harry  Lee,  works  for  the  West  Shore  Railroad. 
and  May  lives  with  her  parents. 

Henrietta,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  X'ancy  Hearne  Fooks. 
l)orn  October.  1811,  married.  1826,  Benjamin  FFarvey  Byrd,  Sal- 
i^bury,  Md.  His  estate  lying  just  mitside  of  the  corporate  limits 
has  become  quite  valuable.  They  were  members  of  the  Episcopal 
church.  He  died  Sept..  1857.  and  she  died  Oct..  t88().  Their  only 
•-■hild,  Thomas  B\-rd,  Ijorn  1829.  married  Esther  Parson.-,  1840. 
He  died  1857,  and  she  1852;  One  child,  Annie  Thomas,  married 
Jeremiah  J.  Morris,  and  have  one  son,  Harvey  Byrd  Morris.     All 
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live  in  Salisbury  and  arc  members  of  the  Episcopal  church. 

Maria,  daughter  of  James  and  Lietsey  Ilearne  Fooks,  born 
Feb.  13,  1S13.  married  her  cousin,  James  ]M.  Fooks,  Sept.  24.  1834, 
died  July  13,  1893. 

Mary  i\nn,  daughter  <>f  James  and  Betsey  Hearne  Fooks, 
born  Oct.  14,  1S14,  married  her  cousin,  Handy  Fooks,  Jan.  9, 
1840.  Children :  Daniel  Edwin,  who  lived  to  be  about  thirty-six 
years  old,  and  Ella,  died  in  her  sixteenth  year.  The  father  died 
Apr.,  1885.     The  mother  is  li\-ing  at  Delmar. 

Ebenezer  Hearne.  son  of  James  and  Betsey  Flearne  Fooks, 
born  Oct.  18,  1810:  marrie<l  Rebecca  Cathell  1843.

He  is  assistant  private  secretar}-  to  Col.  Hilton  of  the  firm 
of  Hilton,  Hughes  &  Co..  successors  to  A.  T.  Stewart  &  Co., 
the  great  dry  goods  merchants  of  New  York  City."

My  grandmother's  name  was  Priscilla  Hearne  (daughter  of 
Lowder)  ;  she  married  John  \\'ard.  and  their  names  are  on  the 
tree  vv'ith  their  son,  Benjamin  A'\"ard,  with  his  wife  and  children, 
etc.  Benjamin  W^ard's  eldest  son,  named  Benjamin,  is  not  on  the 
tree.

Coming  from  a  family  rather  noted  for  longevity,  mv  grand- 
mother has  proven  n<i  exception  to  the  rule;  her  life  has  been  re- 
markable for  its  activity,  and  at  the  age  of  seventv-five  vears  her 
mental  powers  are  unimpaired.  She  was  born  June  12,  1819,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sally  (Hearne)  Fooks.  Her  name  was 
Sally,  and  married,  first.  Capt.  Wm.  James,  and  then  Thomas 
Jones,  Sr. 

Aly  mother.  Lucinda.  daughter  of  Capt.  _Wm.  and  Sallv 
(Fooks)  James,  married  .Mar.  31,  1858,  Thomas  A.  Jones,  junior 
(  a  son  by  a  former  marriage  of  Thomas  A.  Jones,  senior),  chil- 
dren: Horace  L..  born  ]-\'b.  18,  1859;  Helen  J.,  born  Julv  6,  i860: 
Howard  P.,  born  ^^lay  9,  1862:  George  A.,  born  ]\Iay  15,  1864: 
Efifie  v.,  born  Feb.  21.  i8.')7;  William  H..  born  Jan.  20.  1869;  Laura 
F.,  born  Feb.  27,  1871  ;  Ada  C.  born  Aug.  26.  1875;  Maude  R.. 
born  Apr.  6,    1878,  and  Xellie   F..  born  June   i,    1882.

Del.  My  father  has  always  been  a  farmer.  ,My  brother,  George 
is  a  merchant  in  Philadelphia,  my  brother  William  is  a  farmer, 
and  am  myself  a  pliNsician  by  profession. 
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Prof.  James  Henry  Morgan,  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  Pa., 
says : 

"In  my  particular  branch  of  the  family  I  beg  leave  to  make 
a  correction  or  two,  as  shown  on  the  tree.  The  line  to  which  I 
belong  is  traced  from  William  Hearne,  the  original,  through  Thom- 
as Hearne,  through  Ebenezer  Hearne.  through  Lowder  Hearne. 
through  Sally  Hearne  and  Thomas  Fooks,  and  through  their  daugh- 
ter Mary,  who  was  my  grandmother,  and  who,  with  her  twin  sister. 
Julia  A.,  was  born  Sept.  25,  1815.  She  married  three  times,  but 
had  children  by  the  first  marriage  only.  She  married  Hiram 
K.  James  Xov.  25.  1835.  and  he  died  Aug.  30.  1850.  Children: 
Cornelius  C,  born  Xov.  i,  1836;  .William  Henry  Harrison,  bo.rn 
Oct.  9,  1838.  and  Julia  Fooks.  born  Sept.  11.  1840. 

Cornelius  C.  married  Emma  E.  Ford,  of  X'irginia,  and  they 
live  in  V'a.  and  have  two  children,  Orris  and  ^Mary. 

William  Henry  never  married,  and  is  in  Colorado. 

Julia  Fooks  James  married  Samuel  J.  ]\Iorgan  Dec.  24,  1855. 
and  of  this  union  were  bjrn  James  Henry  (myself),  Jan.  21,  18;/; 
and  Ella,  born  Jan.  i,  1859,  and  died  Aug..  1871.  Julia  Fooks 
Morgan,  my  mother,  died  Apr.   12,   1886. 

James  Henry  Morgan  married  Mary  R.  Curran,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Dec.  30.  1890;  children:  Julia,  born  Sept.  23,  1891,  and 
Margaret,  born  Dec.  24,   1892. 

My  grandmother.  Julia  A.,  died  in  1890. 

Thomas,  son  of  Lowder  and  Lavinia  Cannon  Hearne,  born 
Jan.  16.  1790.  after  the  death  of  his  fatlier.  was  appren- 
ticed to  learn  the  shoemaker's  trade,  which  occupation  he 
followed  successfully  through  life:  and  though  he  died  at  the 
early  age  of  forty-five,  had  accumulated  a  handsome  fortune  for  that 
day  and  country.  He  married  Flarriet  Plobbs  (  as  told  by  his  son 
William  L.  in  some  notes  farther  on,  written  bv  him  for  his  chil- 
dren, 1888.) 

Thomas  Hearne  had  several  children,  who  died  w^hen  quite 
small,  and  raised  only  one  to  maturity,  who  was  named  William 
Lowder,  named  for  the  merchant  William,  and  his  grandfather. 
Lowder;  he  was  born  Sept.  24.  1818.  and  his  life  is  told  bv  him- 
self in  some  brief  notes  written,  1888,  at  the  request  of  his  children. 
Jie  says : 

"My  father  was  named   Thomas,   the  third  son  of  Lowder 
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Hearne,  of  Sussex  Co..  Del.  My  mother  was  Harriet  Hobbs. 
daughter  of  William  Hobbs,  of  Laurel.  Del.,  and  was  his  only 
child.  I  was  born  in  Laurel.  Del..  Sept.  24,  1818,  and  was  the  sec- 
ond child  of  my  parents.  The  elder,  named  Ann.,  died  at  about  the 
age  of  five  years  ;  I  can  just  remember  her.  being  about  three  years 
old  at  the  time  of  her  death.  The  others,  both  girls,  named  Lavinia 
and  Mary  Jane,  were  younger  than  myself  and  died  in  infancy. 
In  my  boyhood,  what  time  I  went  to  school  was  in  Laurel,  till  I 
was  about  twelve  or  thirteen  years  old ;  during  the  latter  part  of 
that  time  the  schools  were  very  poor  in  Laurel,  and  part  of  the 
tune  there  were  none  at  all.  by  reason  of  the  children  of  the  town 
having  nearly  all  died  otf.  1-829,  ^^"30  and  1831,  so  thatabmit  1832 
T  was  sent  to  the  old  Buckingham  Academv,  Worcester  Co.,  'Sid.. 
where  I  continued  between  three  and  four  }ears.  till  the  death  01 
my  father.  1835.  This  was  a  very  good  school,  of  which  the  Rev. 
Alexander  Campbell  was  principal,  and  Rev.  James  L.  \^allanding- 
ham  was  assistant.  At  the  Buckingham  Academy  T  made  good 
progress  in  all  the  English  branches,  as  well  as  in  Latin  and  Greek, 
but  Mar.,  1835.  my  father  died,  and  I  being  the  only  child,  and  my 
mother  in  poor  health.  I  was  obliged  to  quit  school.  T  was  put 
into  my  father's  store  to  carry  on  the  business,  in  my  seventeenth 
year,  and  so  continued  until  my  mother's  death,  Jan.,  1836.  After 
that.  I  being  under  age,  my  father's  and  mother's  estates  were  by 
my  mother's  will  wound  up  by  Henry  Bacon,  an  uncle  by  marriage 
with  father's  youn'j:est  sister,  Mary.  I  then  went  into  a  store  as 
cierk  until  my  marriage  with  Maria  Elizabeth  Ross,  while  T  was 
still  a  minor,  not  quite  nineteen  years  old.  I  then  went  into  the 
mercantile  business  on  my  own  account,  in  partnership  with  my 
wife's  father,  Caleb  Ross.  Tn  1840  the  firm  of  Hearne  &  Ross 
was  organized,  the  members  being  William  H.  Ross,  my  wife's 
brother,  and  myself.  This  firm  was  dissolved.  1842,  the  firm  prop- 
erty divided  between  us.  I  continued  to  keep  the  store  until  1844. 
when  I  moved  to  a  farm  I  had  bought,  called  the  "Garden  of 
Eden,"  on  the  Choptank  River.  D<^rchester  Co.,  Md.  T  continued 
farming  until  1857.  when  I  moved  to  Llannibal.  Mo.  There  T 
went  into  the  manufacture  r.f  plug  tobacco  with  David  J.  and  John 
H.  Garth,  under  the  firm  name  of  D.  J.  GartJi  &  Co.  In  the  fall  of 
1862,  being  the  second  year  of  the  Civil  War,  we  all  moved  to 
New  York  city,  continuing  the  tobacco  business  there  until  the 
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spring  of  1865.  My  first  wife  had  died  at  our  home  in  Hicks 
street,  Brooklyn,  Sept.  17,  1864.  In  the  spring  of  1865  the  firm  of  D. 
J.  Garth  &  Co.  was  succeeded  by  Robinson.  Garth  &  Co.,  my  son 
Edwin  being  the  company.  Nov.  21.  1865,  I  was  married  to  Laura 
Ford,  in  this  city,  while  my  home  was  still  in  Brooklyn,,  from 
which  place  we  moved  back  to  Hannibal,  Mo.,  in  May,  1866.  Be- 
ing out  of  business  and  not  liking  the  prospect  of  resuming  again 
in  Hannibal,  we  moved  to  this  city(  Wheeling,  W.  Va.),  Sept.  2, 
1867.  I  then  formed  a  connection  with  the  firm  of  Dowey,  Vance 
&  Co.,  which  not  long  after  became  a  corporation  under  the 
name  of  "The  Riverside  Iron  Works."'  Having  retired  several 
Acars  ago  .from  all  active  participa-tion  in  the  management  of  trhe 
Riverside.  I  am  now  president  of  the  West  Virginia  China  Com- 
pany, the  works  not  yet  completed. 

My  grandfather,  Lowder  Hearne,  had  four  brothers.  Joseph. 
Ebenezer,  Clement  and  Thomas,  whose  great-grandfather,  William 
Fiearne,  born  in  the  city  of  London,  England,  came  to  this  country 
shortly  after  16S1  and  settled  in  the  then  Colony  of  ^laryland,  on 
the  eastern  shore.  ^Mason  and  Dixon's  Line,  to  settle  disputes  be- 
tween Lord  Baltimore  and  William  Penn,  cut  (iff  a  portion  of  the 
territory  previously  claimed  by  the  former  and  assigned  it  to  Penn. 
In  this  strip  was  the  home  of  my  ancestry.  Mason  and  Di.xon's  line 
is  about  one  mile  south  of  my  grandfather's  homestead,  antl  con- 
sequently in  the  state  of  Delaware,  my  grandfather  was  per- 
suaded to  and  did  drop  the  final  "e"  in  our  name,  the  other  four 
brothers  and  their  descendants  still  retaining  it.  My  grandfather 
and  all  of  his  sons,  to  the  end  of  their  lives,  left  off  the  final  "e." 
I  did  not  learn  the  facts  till  long  afterwards,  or  I  would  have  re- 
sumed the  "e,"  as  most  of  my  children  have  done.  Of  the  direct 
descendants  of  the  original  William  Hearne  I  know  nothing  for  the 
first  two  generations,  which  intervened  between  him  and  my  grand- 
father, Lowder.  I  have  seen  three  day-books  or  journals  kept  by 
the  original  William,  while  a  resident  of  the  island  of  St.  Thomas. 
West  Indies,  in  the  year  i6Sr.  They  were  in  die  possession  of  my 
great-uncle  Clement  Hearne,  and  T  saw  them  at  his  house  in  Bour- 
bon County,  Kentucky,  in  1836  or  1837.  when  on  a  visit  there 
f  have  seen  also  a  walking  cane  owned  by  him;  it  was  then  the. 
property  of  my  uncle  George  Hearne.  my  father's  eldest  brother. 
I  have  of  late  made  inquiry,  but  have  been  unable  to  find  out  what 
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became  of  the  cane.  The  two  elder  brothers  of  my  father,  George 
and  Joseph,  inherited  the  landed  property  of  their  father  (Lowder) 
who  died  when  my  father  (Thomas)  was  a  small  boy.  who  at  an 
early  age  was  put  out  ti)  learn  the  trade  of  a  saddler,  with  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Jolm  Houston,  who  was  the  father  of  Judge  Hous- 
ton, of  Dover,  Del.  For  s<".me  reason  he  did  not  continue  long 
with  Air.  Iloustiin,  hut  came  to  Laurel  and  there  learned  shoe- 
making  with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Kinney.  Among-  my  earliest 
recollections  is  t'.ie  s!ioe-;-h.  p  of  my  father,  where  he  carried  on  the 
business  of  manufactiu'in::  and  selling  shoes  and  had  quite  a  num- 
ber of  apprentices  wijrking  for  him.  I  remember  one  da\"  going 
to  the  scjLa;d_  stor;. .of  tlie  shop,  where  they  were  at  work,  and  one 
of  the  men.  who  had  broken  oft'  the  handle  of  the  water-pitcher, 
told  me  t  )  take  t!ie  axe  and  knock  the  pitcher  in  the  head,  which  I 
did,  thinking  it  good  fun.  Then  the  man,  or  boy,  went  down 
stairs  and  asked  for  a  new  pitcher,  saying  that  I  had  broken  the 
old  one.  M}'  father  was  an  industrious  and  thrift}-  man  and  himself 
made  about  all  he  was  worth,  some  twelve  thousand  dollars:  he 
died  at  the  age  of  forty-five,  after  a  very  short  illness.  My  mother 
as  before  stated,  was  the  only  child  of  her  father,  William  Hobbs, 
and  died  of  consumption  at  the  age  of  forty. 

William  Hobbs's  father  died  befofre  he  was  old  enough  to  re- 
member him  ;  his  mother  died  when  he  was  about  seven  or  eight 
years  old.  He  had  an  elder  brother.  Captain  George  Hobbs,  who 
was  a  ship  captain  and  spent  nearly  all  his  life  at  sea.  When  his 
mother  died  on  the  banks  of  the  Wicomico  River,  below  Salisbury. 
Md.,  he  was  left  all  alone,  an  orplian  indeed.  He  was  taken,  when 
a  child  of  eight  years,  into  Delaware,  and  bound  an  apprentice 
to  a  blacksmith  by  the  name  of  Palding.  After  his  apprenticeship 
ended,  he  began  blacksmithing  for  himself,  and  had  quite  a  number 
of  negro  men  working  in  his  shop,  who  were  his  slaves.  He  had 
quite  a  large  family  of  negroes  as  far  back  as  I  can  remember,  and 
I  think  they  were  generally  as  bad  and  vicious  a  set  of  negroes  as  T 
ever  knew.  His  wife,  my  grandmother,  was  named  Jennie  Bounds. 
and  died  of  consumption  at  an  earl\'  age. 

My  grandmother  on  my  father's  side  was  named  Lavinia 
Cannon.  My  grandfather's  brother  Clement  also  married  a  Can- 
non, who  was  a  sister  of  my  grandmother  and  was  named  Keziah. 
The  Hearnes  in  the  West  are  descended  from  them.    I  mean  Frank 
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P.  Hearne,  of  Hannibal,  Missouri :  William  T.  Hearne.  of  Lee's 
Summit,  near  Kansas  City,  (now  of  Independence.  Missouri): 
aiid  J.  D.  Hearne.  of  Coving^ton,  K}'..  president  of  the  Third  Xa- 
tional  Bank,  of  Cincinnati.  Ohio. 

Joseph  Hearne.  a  brother  of  Louder,  left  Delaware  and  lived 
A  while  in  Georgia,  and  afterwards  in  ( ireensboro.  Alabama;  they 
are  not  there  now.  If  they  left  any  children.  I  do  not  know  it,  as 
I  have  recentl}'  inquired  of  Major  Webb,  of  IJirminf^ham.  but  could 
not  learn  whether  any  of  the  name  survived  there  or  elsewhere. 

The  brothers  of  my  father  are  all  dead,  and  I  think  there  are 
few  cf  their  descendants  livin>j-  All  that  I  kmnv  of  are  two  son- 
ar.Ti  two  (.laughters  ui  my  uncle  Ccorge.  who  lived  in  or 'near  L.aure". 
The  old  homestead  and  birthplace  of  my  father  is  ten  mile-  east  oi 
Laurel,  and  has  gone  out  of  the  famil}'.  My  father.  mot':er.  and 
gtandfather  llobbs  lie  buried  in  the  old  Presbyterian  churchya'-d. 
one-half  mile  northeast  of  Laurel,  im  the  Broad  Creek  side.  1  have 
recently  had  an  encl(x>^ure  of  galvanized  ir(;n  fencing  placed  aroumi 
their  graves.  The  cliurch  is  gone  ar.il  t'.ie  graveyard  not  enclosed. 
The  place  of  my  birth  and  where  n.iv  father  and  mother  died,  and 
also  where  my  daughter  Augusta  and  son  Edwin  were  b>rn,  is  now 
owned  and  occupied  b}'  W.  W.  Dashill,  Esq. 

My  father  had  five  sisters  ;  three  of  them,  Xancy.  Betsy,  and 
Sally,  married  three  brothers.  Jonathan.  James,  and  Th(jmas  Fooks. 
The  eldest  sister,  named  Priscilla.  married  John  Ward:  and  Mar>. 
the  youngest,  married  Henry  Bacon.  There  are  several  families  of 
the  Hearnes  in  the  neighborhood  of  Laurel,  but  none  of  them,  ex- 
cept those  I  have  named,  are  of  kin  to  us — at  least,  none  that  can 
be  traced. 

My  first  wife's  father.  Caleb  Ross,  was  the  youngest  of  his  fam- 
ily, and  quite  small  at  the  time  <:i  his  father's  death  :  he  als<j  was  a 
self-made  man.  l)eginning  with  not'.iing.  and  at  the  a  :e  of  fifty- 
seven  died  worth  $130,000.  His  children  were  James  J.  Ross,  wh" 
was  murdered  in  ( ieorgia.  ab(nit  iS.U-  !>>'  ^^  '"^^'^  '-'.^'  ^'^^  name  or 
Augustus  Glover.  William  H.  Ross,  of  Seaford.  Del.,  lately  de- 
ceased, and  once  governor  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  was  the  other 
one.  Mary,  who  married  Dr.  Wilham  H.  Rider,  of  Salisbury.  Md.. 
was  the  oldest  daughter,  and  Sally  Ann.,  who  married  Samuel  R 
Paynter,  of  Draw  Bridge,  Del,  the  next;  and  your  mother.  Maria 
Elizabeth,  was  the  ^-oungest  daughter.    Their  mother.  Letitia  LolY- 
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WILLIAM  L.  HEARNE. 
Wheeling.    West  Virginia. 
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MRS.  LAURA  (FORD)  HEARME. 
Wheeling.  West  Virginia. 
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land,  a  half  sister  of  Dr.  John  Lofflancl  "The  Milford  Bard,"  died 
suddenly  in  Laurel,  Del.,  several  years  before  her  husband,  Caleb 
C.  Ross,  who  died  Xov.  1841.

William  L.  Hearne  has  been  a  most  devout  Christian  all  his 
life,  and  member  oi  the  Presbyterian  Church  ;  has  alwa}"s  been  a 
liberal  contributor  to  the  various  "objects  of  Christian  benevolence 
but  it  remained  to  the  latter  part  of  his  well-spent  life  to  place  tlie 
crowning  sheaf  and  cap-st(jne  on  his  deeds  of  benevolence  by  buiUl- 
ing  and  donating  t(j  the  public,  at  a  cost  of  some  $30,000.  the  mag- 
nificent Tabernacle  building  hi  Wheeling,  West  \'irginia.  his 
adopted  home,  a  notice  of  which  is  here  inserted  from  the  Wliee!- 
ing,  Daily  RL\^istcr.  July  3.   1893:

The  new  Evangelistic  Tabernacle  on  South  Street,  erected  by 
Mr.  Wm.  L.  Hearne.  was  yesterday  formally  dedicated  to  the  ser- 
vice of  God.  The  exercises  were  of  unusual  interest,  from  the  fact 
that  a  number  of  Protestant  ministers  of  different  denominations 
took  part.  The  commodious  and  beautiful  edifice,  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  nine  hundred  people,  was  nearly  filled  by  members  01 
the  different  church  congregations.  The  addresses  were  all  im- 
promptu and  were  necessarily  brief.  They  were  listened  to  witl^. 
close  attention  by  the  congregation,  especially  the  address  of  Mr. 
Hearne,  which  was  very  touching  and  impressive, 
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The  music  was  rendered  b\-  the  choir  of  the  Second  Presby- 
terian Church,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  J-  M-  Hammond.  Mr. 
F.  \V.  Bauuier  officiated  as  organist.  ^Ministers  of  a  number  of 
Protestant  churches  in  the  city  were  present  and  occupied  seats 
upon  the  platform.  Among  them  were  Rev.  Dr.  R.  R.  Swope,  Rev. 
Dr.  A.  B.  Riker.  Rev.  A.  J.  Irey.  Rev.  Dr.  D.  A.  Cunningham,  Rev. 
C  M.  Alford.  and  Rev.  Dr.  W.'  H.  Cooke.  " 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  the  singing  of  a  hymn  by  the 
choir,  ^Nlrs.  Kate  ^^lichael  Fitzgerald  rendering  the  solo  part  in  an 
ctTective  manner.  Then  hymn  Xo.  173  in  the  Rescue  Hymnal  was 
sung  by  the  audience  and  choir.  Hon.  X.  B.  Scott  was  selected  as 
chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Riker  was  called  upon  to 
open  the  exercises  with  prayer.  He  led  in  a  fervent  invocation. 
Prof.  Ricardo  Ricci  sang  with  splendid  ettect  "Jesus  Standing," 
his  rich  bass  voice  filling  the  commodious  edifice. 

Then  Mr.  W.  L.  Hearne  stepped  forward  and  made  a  short 
address.  "As  some  of  my  friends  are  aware."  he  said,  "I  have  long 
ffclt  that  something  ought  to  be  done  for  the  uplifting  of  the  masses 
o^  our  people  at  home."  He  said  he  had  always  been  willing  to 
lend  a  helping  hand  to  any  missionary  enterprise.  Thousands  of 
dollars  were  annually  sent  out  from  the  city  for  foreign  missionary 
work.  He  thought  there  was  a  good  field  for  earnest  hard  labor 
right  at  home.  The  old  Evangelistic  Hall  he  regarded  as  not  a 
proper  place,  as  it  was  dark  and  small.  The  present  Tabernacle 
would  be  non-sectarian  and  people  of  all  denominations  will  be 
welcome.  He  took  the  step  after  mature  deliberation,  and  hoped  it 
would  be  the  means  of  helping  his  fellow-man.  Mr.  Hearne's  voice 
trembled  with  emotion  when  he  said,  "If  the  Tabernacle  accom- 
plishes the  work  for  which  it  was  intended.  I  would  rather  be  the 
founder  of  this  institution  than  the  founder  of  a  dynasty  or  king- 
dom." Mr.  Hearne  was  unable  to  proceed  farther,  and  after  point- 
ing to  the  motto.  "For  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal, 
but  mighty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strongholds,"  he 
excused  himself  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  \Vm.  H.  Hearne  was  called  upon  and  spoke  briefly  of  the 
^'■ork.  He  stated  his  father's  reasons  for  starting  the  institution, 
-'iTid  stated  that  he  had  a  helpmate  in  all  his  plans,  a  loving  wife 
and  fond  mother,  who  took  an  interest  in  the  project  from  the  time 
i"*.  was  first  suggested.     He  closed  by  expressing  the  hope  that  the 
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Tabernacle  would  reach  the  class  of  fallen  men  and  women  for 
whom  it  was  intended,  and  thus  be  the  means  of  saving  souls. 

After  another  h\nin,  Rev.  Dr.  Cunningham  was  called  upon 
for  a  short  talk.  He  thought,  after  listening  to  the  words  of  Mr. 
Hearne,  that  the  dedication  was  complete.  He  commended  in  glow- 
ing terms  the  spirit  which  prompted  him  to  start  the  enterprise,  and 
stated  that  he  regarded  it  as  but  the  earnest  of  what  was  to  follow. 
The  Tabernacle  was  an  arm  of  t!:e  Church,  to  reach  down  and  lift 
up  the  masses,  and  he  thanked  God  it  was  erected,  and  prayed  for 
the  spirit  and  blessing  of  Cod  in  the  movement. 

Rev.  Dr.  Swope  s^id  that  Mr.  Hearne  very  adequately  gauged 
the  needs  of' a  city  like  Wheeling.  The  fringe  upon  the  edge  of 
social  life,  lost  and  degraded  humanity,  feels  that  there  is  no  place 
for  them  in  the  church  of  God.  He  termed  the  institution  a  light- 
house in  the  dangerous  sea  of  sin. 

Rev.  Dornblazer  characterized  the  present  age  as  one  of  lay 
work.  He  thought  the  work  of  God  done  by  lawmen  was  in  man^• 
instances  more  effective  than  that  of  the  ministry.  He  belie, -el 
in  encouraging  it.  in  advancing  the  great  cause  of  Christianity. 

"This  mission,  in  its  location  and  in  the  very  nature  of  its 
work,  it  appears  to  me,  is  especially  set  against  the  saloon,"  said 
Rev,  Irey,  of  the  Baptist  Church.  He  eulogized  the  founder  of  the 
Tabernacle  for  the  unselfish  spirit  which  pro-.ipced  him  to  estab- 
lish a  work  for  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  and  with  no  thought  of 
direct  personal  benefit. 

Rev.  Dr.  Cooke,  of  the  board  of  trustees,  briefly  stated  the  ob- 
ject of  die  Tabernacle,  a  recruiting  station  for  the  armv  of  Christ. 
He  said  the  man  who  conducts  the  mission  must  have  the  svmpatli^' 
and  co-operation   of  the   Christian   communitv. 

Air.  T.  H.  Hadley.  of  Xew  York,  superintendent  of  the  old 
Jerry  Mc.\uley  Mission,  on  Water  Street,  was  the  next  speaker. 
After  singing  a  stanza  of  a  hymn,  he  read  his  text  from  H.  Corin- 
thians, tenth  chai)ter  and  fourth  verse:  **For  the  weapons  of  our 
warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  mi;.^hty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down 
of  strongholds."  He  said  he  had  been  wondering  what  text  he 
would  choose  fur  his  flcdicat<>ry  talk,  and  when  he  walked  into  tlic 
Tabernacle  and  .saw  the  words  which  he  read  upon  the  rear  wall  o* 
the  hall,  his  mind  was  fixed.  He  had  listened  with  pleasure  to  tlie 
words   of   the   reverend   gentleman    who   had   preceded   him.      The 
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Tabernacle  would  indeed  be  a  recruiting  station,  a  part  and  parcel 
oi  the  Church  of  the  living  God.  The  Church  is  the  only  thing 
Jesus  has;  it  is  His  face  upon  earth.  Tt  may  be  marked  or  scarred, 
but  it  is  His.  "By  the  intiuence  of  the  Holy  Ghost  we  expect  to 
lead  many  an  erring  son  up  those  stairs  into  this  Tabernacle.  On 
Saturday  nights,  at  the  old  Jerry  McAuley  Mission,  we  have  what 
we  call  a  love-feast.  We  prepare  substantial  sandwiches  and  coftee, 
and  in  the  afternoon  the  boys  begin  to  gather  in — boys  who  are 
lost  and  drifting  about  on  a  shoreless  sea.  with  no  one  to  care  for 
them.  Then  we  pass  the  sandwiches  around  among  the  boys,  and 
you  should  see  them  eat.  All  the  fragments  which  we  gather  up  are 
dishes.  We.  always  start  our  meeting  with  something  from  .God's 
word.    W^e're  just  fools  enough  down  there  to  believe  it." 

Mr.  Hadley  told  the  pitiful  story  of  the  conversion  of  Billy 
Kelley,  a  bartender  at  the  Allens's  notorious  dive  on  Bleaker  Street, 
for  over  thirteen  years.  He  then  said  that  the  weapons  used  in  his 
rescue  work  are  spiritual.  "Your  continued  prayers  and  your  con- 
tinued presence  will  be  necessary  to  the  continuation  of  this  work. 
Don't  stay  away." 

Mr.  Hadley  introduced  Jerry  Griffin,  a  convert  of  his  mission, 
who  accompanied  him  to  this  city.  Mr.  Griffin  gave  a  short  talk 
about  his  sinful  life  and  subsequent  conversion,  that  proved  very 
interesting.  Then  the  audience,  led  by  !Mr.  Griffin,  sang  the  spirited 
liymn,  "Throw  out  the  Life-line."  Mr.  Hadley  afterward  com- 
'iiented  upon  the  noble  work  of  Mr.  Hearne,  and  stated  that  although 
he  had  opened  about  thirty  missions,  he  never  found  the  exercises 
more  impressive.  He  had  not  seen  anything  exactly  like  it.  He 
closed  with  an  eloquent  exhortation,  and  then  made  several  an- 
nouncements regarding  exercises  for  the  evening  and  throughout 
the  week. 

A  good-sized  audience  greeted  S.  H.  Hadley  and  his  co-worker. 
Jerry  Griffin,  at  the  mission  last  evening. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  earnest  meeting.  The 
^ame  choir  that  sang  at  the  afternoon  services  rendered  excellent 
music  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  J.  H.  Hammond.  Mrs.  Kate 
Fitzgerald  sang  a  beautiful  solo.  Rev.  Cook  occupied  the  pulpit 
with  Evangelist  Hadley.  and  Dr.  Cook  read  from  the  Scriptures 
and  made  a  fervent  prayer.- 

Mr.  Hadley  spoke  touchingly.    He  has  a  manner  of  speech  that

is  magnetic,  fie  seemed  to  delight  in  calling  the  new  church  the 
Tabernacle,  and  said  it  would  be  the  coolest  summer  resort  i:i 
Wheeling,  and  a  delightful  place  to  spend  an  hour.  Fie  said  the 
only  ticket  needed  for  admission  was  an  unsaved  man.  and  he  desired 
all  Christians  to  bring  such.     He  said : 

"I  stand  before  you  a  redeemed  drunkard;  I  never  drank  a 
drop  of  liquor  until  I  was  eighteen.  I  told  my  mother  I  wouldn't 
and  I  had  the  sweetest,  dearest  motlier  that  ever  lived.  W'e  had  a 
home  out  in  Ohio,  such  a  sweet  home.  I  love  yet  to  think  of  it,  and 
I  can  yet  see  mother's  dear  chin  tremble  with  anxietv  for  her 
children — and  me  she  seemed  to  love  best  of  all.  One  time  I  took 
a  drink  from  a  persistent  intoxicated  fellow.  Two  weeks  later  I 
could  drink  a  half-pint  of  whisky  down  at  one  drink.  Shortly  after 
this  mother  died,  but  she  never  knew  of  my  sin.  I  went  to  studv 
medicine,  then  I  went  to  traveling — but  I  was  a  drunkard,  my  home 
was  broken  up,  my  position  was  gone,  and  hope  was  lost.  One 
night  I  was  sitting  in  a  gin-mill  in  Harlem  and  had  been  drunk  for 
five  weeks,  night  and  day.  As  I  was  sitting  there,  a  great  presence 
came  into  the  room.  I  was  seated  on  a  whisky-barrel,  but  all  at  once 
it  came,  and  I  knew  the  presence  was  Jesus.  Boys,  if  vou  ever  see 
Jesus,  you'll  know  Him.  My  sins  stood  out  in  gilt  letters  against 
my  conscience.  Then  I  stepped  to  the  bar,  and  said  I  never  again 
would  take  liquor.  I  finally  went  to  Jerry  AIcAuley's  ]vIission  and 
knelt  down  and  said  :  'God  have  mercy  on  me.  a  sinner.'  Xever 
from  that  second  have  I  known  what  it  is  to  have  the  taste  for 
liquor.  I  then  commenced  to  preach  the  everlasting  gospel,  and 
never  from  that  day  to  this  have  I  missed  a  day  in  telling  some 
poor  soul  of  Jesus." 

Mr.  Hadley  here  called  his  co-worker,  Jerry  Grit^n,  to  address 
the  audience.  Mr.  liriffin  said  that  eight  \ears  ago  he  was  a  vaga- 
bond, and  the  reason  he  told  the  world  so  was  because  he  thought 
it  would  do  his  God  some  good.  He  thought  there  was  a  vast 
field  here   in   Wheeling,   among  its   great   factories.  He  praved 

earnestly  for  the  outcast,  lonely,  helpless,  and  broken-hearted.  The 
meeting  was  interesting  throughout,  and  the  faces  were  seen  in 
the  audience  which  had  not  been  observed  in  a  church  in  vears. 

With  this  article  i.>  shown  a  cut  oi  the  front  ck\ation  of  r!ie 
new  Tabernacle.  It  was  designed  according  to  the  plans  of  Mr. 
Hearne,  and  is  53  feet  wide  and  90  feet  long,  containing  two  large 
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halls,  each  50x87  feet.  The  first  floor  will  be  divided  into  two 
store-rooms.  The  aiidience-room  on  the  second  floor  is  well  li^^hted 
and  ventilated,  and  has  a  seating  capacity  of  over  nine  hundred 
persons." 

At  this  writing  (Dec.  8,  1894),  William  L.  Ilearne.  though  in 
his  seventy-seventh  year,  is  vigorous  and  in  reasonable  health  and 
strength,  barring  his  inability  to  get  around  much  on  account  of  his 
fleshiness  and  rheumatism,  that  has  troubled  him  some  }ears  [last. 
He  has  lived  to  see  his  children  all  grown  and  settled  in  life  and 
business,  happily  situated,  good  and  useful  in  their  several  spheres, 
and  well  provided  with  all  that  tends  to  make  life  desirable. 

Feb.  13,  1S95,  I  iearn  by  telegram  to-day  that  \\'m."L.  Hearne 
died  this  forenoon,  at  his  home  in  Wheeling,  West  Airginia.  ot 
pneumonia.  Dear  good  man !  I  loved  him  like  a  brother,  and  will 
sadly  miss  his  annual  visits.

CAREER. 

Mr.  William  L.  Hearne  died  yesterday  morning  at  his  rooms  in 
the  McLure  House,  after  a  brief  illness  of  pneumonia.  He  had 
been  ill,  or  at  least  in  not  good  health,  for  about  two  }ears,  but. 
considering  his  advanced  age,  was  remarkably  hale  until  Monday, 
when  he  was  seized  with  the  fatal  malady  which  resulted  in  his 
'leath   vesterdav. 

Mr.  Hearne  had  been  for  \cars  one  of  the  most  prominent  man- 
ufacturers of  Wheeling.  Perhaps  no  name  was  better  known  in 
the  cmmtry  at  large  as  identihed  witli  Wheeling  industries  than  was 
his.  lie  came  here  soon  after  the  war,  and  was  from  that  time  on 
activel)-  identified  with  the'  leading  interests  of  the  community,  until 
within  a  very  few  xears,  when  he  retired  from  active  life,  th<:iugh 
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he  never  ceased  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  everything  for  the  good 
of  the  community  or  the  elevation  of  the  human  race. 

Though  'Sir.  llearne  was  best  known  as  actively  engaged  in 
manufactures,  and  though  he  was  largely  instrumental  in  building 
up  some  of  the  most  important  industries  of  the  town,  perhaps  his 
best  monument — die  one  which  most  truUi fully  records  his  character 
for  posterity — is  the  llearne  Tabernacle,  on  South  Street.  This  he 
built  but  a  few  years  ago,  intending  it  to  be  a  church  for  the  people, 
non-sectarian,  devoted  to  the  practical  as  well  as  religious  uplift- 
ing of  the  people.  Its  work  is  too  new  in  the  community  to  re- 
quire that  it  be  dwelt  upon  now.  The  force  it  has  already  exerted 
has  done  great  good  among  that  class  of  people  whom  the  other 
churches  do  not  reach,  and  in  future  years,  through  the  ministra- 
tions of  those  whom  he  chose  to  have  of  his  church,  thousands  will 
arise  and  call  him  blessed. 

During  his  brief  illness  he  was  tenderly  attended  by  his  sons. 
Messrs.  Frank  J..  William  li.,  Julian,  and  ("larth.  and  his  daughter- 
in-law,  Airs.  William  H.  Hearne. 

When  Mr.  Hearne's  death  was  announced  yesterdav,  it 
created  profound  sorrow  in  business  and  social  circles.  Few  resi- 
dents of  this  city  ever  held  as  high  a  place  in  the  esteem  of  the 
entire  people  as  did  Mr.   Flearne. 

He  was  a  native  of  Delaware,  and  was  born  Sep.  24,  1818.  In 
1837  he  was  married  to  a  sister  of  Governor  Ross,  of  that  State. 
In  1857  he  removed  to  Missouri,  engaging  in  the  tobacco  busi- 
nes  at  tiannibal.  Five  years  later  he  removed  to  Xew  York,  con- 
ducting a  similar  business  there  until  1865,  when  he  went  back  to 
Hannibal  for  two  years.  He  came  to  Wheeling  in  1867,  becoming 
a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Dewey,  \'ance  &  Co.,  owners  of  the  iron 
works  now  known  as  the  Riverside. 

During  his  connection  with  the  company  the  plant  has  been 
from  time  to  time  enlarged  and  improved  until  it  now  gives  em- 
ployment to  2.500  men.  I'pjn  the  reorganization  and  incorpora- 
tion of  the  compan\-  in  1874,  Mr.  Hearne  became  general  manager, 
holding  this  position  for  two  years,  being  succeeded  bv  his  son. 
Frank  J.,  but  still  remaining  a  director  and  stockholder.  He  was 
also  the  leading  spirit  in  the  organization  of  the  company  which 
built  the  North   Wheeling  pottery,   and  he  finally  acquired   nearly 
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all  tlie  stock.  He  was  also  a  stockholder  and  director  in  the  Wood- 
ward iron  interests,  in  Alabama. 

He  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delep:ates,  1S77. 
serving  his  county  to  the  best  of  its  interests.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  of  which  he  has  been  a  trus- 
tee for  twenty-five  years. 

Airs.  Frank  J.  Hearne  and  William  L.  Hearne.  Jr.,  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  in  the  city  this  mornin_2;,  and  the  relatives  living 
in  Kansas  City  will  arrive  to-day  in  Mr.  Xettleton's  private  car. 
The  arrangements  for  the  funeral  are  not  yet  complete,  but  it  is 
probable  that  the  interment  will  take  place  Saturday,  in  Greenwood 
•Cemetery. 

The  trustees  of  the  Tabernacle  named  by  Mr.  Hearne  are : 
William  H.  Hearne,  president;  H.  K.  List,  W.  M.  List.  X.  E. 
Whitaker,  X.  B.  Scott,  J.  J.  Jones.  W.  A.  Wilson.  Clement  Smith, 
Rev.  W.  H.  Cooke,  G.  W.  Adams,  J.  X.  \'ance,  and  J.  ^L  Bruhn. 
Ihese  gentlemen  will  continue  the  good  work  for  him. 

Mr.  Hearne  was  brought  up  a  staunch  Democrat,  but  was 
always  a  conscientious  protectionist,  and  when,  in  the  first  Har- 
rison campaign,  he  finally  became  convinced  that  the  Democratic 
free  trade  policy  was  wrong,  he  actively  en?a::ed  on  behalf  of 
the  Republican  party,  with  which  he  has  ever  since  been  identi- 
fied. Intelligent,  genial,  progressive,  he  was  a  rarely  useful  man 
to  the  community,  and  his  loss  will  long  be  felt. 

W^hen  in  Delaware  in  the  spring  of  1891,  'Sir.  James  Tyre, 
one  of  the  Hearne  famil\',  was  asking  me  about  Wm.  L.  Hearne, 
and  told  me  that  when  William  L.  was  converted,  while  a  young 
nian,  at  a  Methodist  meeting,  he  was  thoroughly  ciniverted — no 
half  way.  He  was  possessed  of  more  wealth  than  any  of  the  Hearne 
family  at  that  time,  and  had  quite  a  sum  of  money  loaned  to  a  cer- 
tain man  at  usurious  interest,  he  went  to  this  man  anrl  canceled 
the  entire  amount  of  usury,  when  William  L.'s  brother-in-law,  Mr. 
Ross,  who  was  a  worldly  man,  told  him  he  was  silly  to  du  such  a 
thing;  in  a  short  time  after  that  tlie  man  who  had  borrowed  the 
money  failerl  and  became  a  bankrupt  with  nothing  to  pay,  when 
Ivoss  again  "guvefl"  William  L. ;  but  in  less  than  a  \ear  the  bank- 
rupt had  a  generous  friend,  who  unexpectedly  came  tu  his  relief, 
and  told  him  he  would  let  him  have  sufficient  money  to  pay  off  all 
his  honest  obligations,  but  not  a  dollar  to  any  one  of  his  usurious 
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creditors,  and  he  paid  William  L.  in  full.  I  met  William  [..  soon 
after  this  and  asked  him  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  statement, 
when  he  told  me  tliat  as  to  details  there  were  some  minor  inaccura- 
cies, but  that  it  was  substantiall}-  true. 

In  politics  William  L.  Hearne  was  all  his  life  a  Democrat, 
till  1888,  when  he  and  all  his  sons  voted  for  Harrison  and  protec- 
ton,  and  vote  that  way  still. 

From  the  "History  of  the  Upper  Ohio  X'alley,"  \"olume  I.. 
pages  314-315: 

"William  L.  Hearxe.  a  prominent  capitalist  who  is  devot- 
ing his  capital  largely  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  iron  industrv  of 
the  upper.  Ohio  X'alley,  has  secured  for  himself  a.  well .  deserved 
place  in  the  esteem  of  the  people,  and  demands  from  an  impar- 
tial historian  also,  by  his  career,  such  mention  as  will  brietlv 
but  accurately  show  his  relation  to  the  development  of  those 
important  institutions,  which  have  in  recent  periods  revolution- 
ized to  so  large  an  extent  the  character  of  that  region.  It 
was  not  until  Mr.  Hearne  had  attained  wealth  by  the  success- 
ful prosecution  of  other  business  that  he  moved  to  Wheeliu's:. 
and  lent  his  aid  to  the  manufactures  peculiar  to  this  vallev.  He 
is  a  native  of  Delaware,  born  1818.  and  was  there  reared;  ami, 
v/hile  a  young  man.  was  married.  1837.  to  a  sister  of  Governor 
Ross.  1857,  he  removed  to  ^Missouri,  and  at  Hannibal  engaged 
in  the  tobacco  business.  Five  years  later  he  made  his  home  in 
New  York,  and  continued  the  same  business  there  until  ^lay, 
1865.  after  which  date  he  was  again  a  resident  of  Hannibal, 
jMo.,  for  two  years.  In  1867  he  came  to  Wheeling,  and  became 
a  stockholder  and  director  in  the  association  known  as  Dewey. 
Vance  &  Co..  owners  of  the  iron  works  afterward  known  as 
the  Riverside,  one  of  the  best  appointed  nail  establishments  in  the 
country,  which  has  done  much  to  produce  the  wide  reputation  which 
Wheeling  has  acquired  for  the  production  of  nails.  When  Mr. 
tlearne  became  a  partner  in  the  business  the  nail  mill  was  in  process 
of  constructie)!!.  The  next  enlargement  of  the  plant  was  the  blast 
furnace  at  I'enwood.  which  was  completed  1871,  and  put  in  blast 
Feb.  9.  1872.  The  average  weekly  product  oi  this  furnace  is  ncjw 
1.000  tons  of  pig  iron,  all  consumed  in  the  company's  steel  plant.  The 
blast  furnace  formerly  used  by  the  Steubenville  ITirnace  Company 
was  purchased  b}   the  Riverside  Company  in  1885,  and  thoroughly 
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remodeled,  and  it  now  produces  for  the  company  an  average  of  850 
tons  per  week.  A  Bessemer  steel  plant  was  added  at  Benwood. 
which  began  operations  June  11,  1884.  perfectly  constructed  and 
equipped,  and  a  plate  mill,  adjacent,  was  built  1885.  The  company 
also  has  a  mill  forthe  production  of  bar  steel  and  light  T-rails,  steel- 
pipe  mills  with  an  average  annual  capacity  of  30,000  tons,  and  two 
large  nail  factories  which  can  turn  out  12,000  kegs  of  nails  a  week. 
Of  late,  the  manufacture  of  steel  pipe  has  been  given  special  promi- 
nence, and  with  much  success.  About  1.500  workmen  are  given 
employment  in  the  mills  of  this  company.  Upon  the  reorganization 
and  incorporation  of  the  ci:)m{iany,  1S74.  Mr.  Hearne  became  general 
manager,  and  this  position  he  held  until  1876,  when  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Frank  J.,  but  he  is  still  a  prominent  stockholder 
and  director.  Mr.  Hearne  is  also  president  of  the  West  X'irginia 
China  Company,  which  was  founded  1887,  by  him  and  others,  and 
has  one  of  the  most  important  and  extensive  plants  in  the  city.  He 
is  also  a  stockholder  in  the  Woodward  Iron  Co.  of  Ala.

Colonel  Frank  J.  Hearne,  a  native  of  Mar\lind,  is  of  English 
descent.  His  first  American  ance-tor  was  William  Hearne,  v.ho 
emigrated  from  England  to  St.  Thomas,  an  island  of  the  Barba- 
does.  in  1660.  and  carried  on  c(Mn:nerce  between  t'le  West  Indies 
and  England  and  some  of  the  colonies  of  Xorth  America.  After 
a  successful  mercantile  career  of  more  t'"an  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
in  the  coast  and  insular  trade,  \\  illiam  Ht-arne  settled  in  Maryland. 
1688.  and  established  a  homestead  which  has  continued  to  bear  tlv: 
family  name  to  the  present,  having  been  occupied  all  the  time  by 
some  of  his  descendants.  It  may  therefore  be  aserted  that  he 
"settled"  rather  than  located,  and  built  a  home  whose  permanence 
comports  with  the  institutions  of  the  countr\-.  Frank  J.  Hearne 
was  born  in  Cambridge.  Dorchester  Co..  Md.,  Sept.  21,  1846,  the 
son  of  William  Lowder  and  Maria  Elizabeth  (  Ross )  Plearne.  His 
education  'was  acquired  at  schools  affording  great  variety  in  thi; 
literary,  industrial,  and  technical  accomplishments.  It  was  begun 
in  Cambridge,  Md.,  and  continued  in  Hannibal,  Mo.,  and  in  the  old

town  of  Sandwich,  ]\rass..  in  Norristown,  Pa.,  and  Brooklyn,  X.  Y. 
In  1863  lie  entered  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York  as  a 
sophomore,  but  after  deciding  to  take  a  course  in  engineerings,  trans- 
ferred, 1865,  to  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  at  Troy,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  civil  engineer,  1867.  It 
v>as  then  his  purpose  to  devote  his  talent  to  the  field  work  of  his 
profession,  and  to  that  end  he  accepted  the  position  of  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joe  Railroad,  with  headquarters  at 
Hannibal.  Mo.,  retaining  it  five  years.  IMay.  1872,  he  returned  East 
for  a  favorable  connection  with  the  Riverside  Iron  Works,  of  Wheel- 
ing, W.  Va...  filling  the  position  of  assistant  general  mana::er  for 
three  years,  when  he  .was  promoted  to  the -general  management.  For 
some  years  the  works  were  employed  chiefly  in  die  manufacture  r>i 
nails,  an  intlustry  in  which  Wheeling  ozcupied  first  place.  However, 
the  period  of  most  active  demand  for  iron  and  steel  was  just  open- 
ing, the  variety  of  steel  corstruction  was  increasing  rapidly,  so  that 
expansion  under  wise  dire:tion  was  justified  and  necessary.  It  was 
the  opportunity  of  a  broad-gauge.  thurjuT;'-'y  educated  manager.  A 
blast  furnace  was  purchased  across  the  river  at  Steubenville.  a  steel 
plant  was  constructed,  1884,  and  modern  plate  mills  were  added  the 
following  year.  The  enterprise  of  the  corporation  responded  heart- 
ily to  the  increasing  demands,  additions  were  made  as  required,  the 
latest  improvements  were  adopted,  so  as  to  keep  the  plant  abreast 
of  the  times  in  whatever  t/.e  mana-^ement  undertook  tj  produce. 
18S7  the  Riverside  Works  provided  the  fadlities  for  manufacture 
of  steel  pipe,  which  were  increased  several  times  until  the  output 
of  the  mills  was  multiplied  over  end  over  again.  As  may  be 
assumed,  the  works  were  (  perated  widi  abundant  profit  to  the  sto:k- 
lujlders.  The  teuflencv  to  combine  lar;je  kindred  interests,  for  the 
advantage  recognized  in  the  employment  of  milimited  capital,  and 
also  in  conducting  the  business  from  one  central  executive  office 
rather  than  a  hundred  small  ones  widely  scattered,  has  affected  the 
steel  industries  more  than  any  other.  Tt  has  attracted  the  largest 
capitalists  and  the  largest  minds  engaged  with  that  class  of  produc- 
tion. Hence  the  Riverside  Iron  Works  were  absorbed  by  the  Xa- 
tional  Tube  Co.,  Tulv  i,  1800,  at  a  fair  valuation.  Colonel  Hearne 
was  elected  first  vice-president  of  the  tube  woirks  thus  enlarged,  witli 
central  offices  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  to  which  his  residence  was  changed 
soon  afterwards,    Apr.,  1901,  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Tube 
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Co.,  when  the  latter  by  consolidation  passed  under  the  control  of  the 
United  States  Steel  Corporation.  Aug.  20,  1902,  he  resiL::ned  the 
presidency  of  the  corporation  and  retired  from  active  participation 
in  business.  It  may  be  regarded  as  unfortunate  that  a  man  so 
capable,  with  such  grasp  on  aflfairs  of  vast  commercial  and  industria' 
importance,  should  retire  just  at  the  time  of  greatest  influence  and 
power.  With  a  mind  trained  to  think  and  plan,  possessing  in  a  high 
degree  the  executive  faculty  and  a  genius  for  doing  things,  the  man 
has  scarcely  reached,  the  measure  of  his  maturity  in  fifty-seven  years. 
His  capacity  for  C(5ntinued  growth  is  sutificient  to  warrant  a  dozen 
years  of  activity  along  lines  of  which  he  is  a  recognized  master. 
Thirty,  years  of  experience  and  progress,  with  unqualified  success, 
fits  a  man  for  larger  usefulness  and  greater  industrial  conquests. 
While  the  date  of  retirement  from  active  pursuits  is  a  question  for 
the  individual  to  decide  for  himself,  and  none  should  grudge  him  a 
rest  well  earned,  there  is  feeling  of  regret  that  the  date  is  fixed  earl\- 
when  the  productive  energies  of  a  man  so  intimately  concern  the 
public.  Frank  J.  Hearne  has  investments  in  banking,  manufacturing 
enterprises,  mining,  and  railroads.  He  is  a  director  of  banks,  rail- 
road, and  other  companies.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  }ilining  Engineers.  His  technical  articles  contributed  to 
magazines  and  trade  papers  are  valuable.  1897  ^Ir.  Hearne  was 
commissioned  colonel  on  the  personal  staff  of  Governor  George  W. 
Atkinson,  of  W.  \a.  He  acted  as  the  governor's  adviser  in  all  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  industrial  and  labor  matters  during  his  adminis- 
tration. He  has  membership  in  the  Du([uesne,  L'nion.  Country,  and 
Pittsburg  Golf  Clubs,  of  Pittsburg,  as  well  as  clubs  in  other  cities. 
and  is  vestryman  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension.  P.  E.  He  mar- 
ried Miss  Lillie  Lee,  daughter  oi  Warren  and  Eliza  (  Ma_\nard)  Lee. 
Dec.  21,  1869,  at  Omaha.  Xeb.  A  son.  William  L.,  born  Jan.  23. 
1878,  is  the  fruit  of  the  union.  Within  a  year  from  the  date  of  his 
retirement  Colonel  Hearne  was  chosen  a  director  of  the  Colorado 
Fuel  and  Iron  Co..  when  John  D.  Rockefeller  and  George  J.  Gould 
secured  control.  At  the  first  meeting  (^f  directors,  Aug.,  1903,  he 
was  elected  chairman  of  the  board  and  president  of  the  corporation. 
His  control  in  executive  management  (*f  the  greatest  corporation  in 
Colorado  was  made  absolute.

\  The  Riverside   Co.   was   incorporated   in    1874.   with   a   capital 

I  stock  of  $1,000,000.  and  Colonel  Hearne's  connection  with  the  con}- 

V  pany  dates  from  1872.      For  a  number  nf  years  the  principararticle 

•  of  manufacture  was  nails  and  the  Riverside  product  enjoyed  a  prc-^- 
I  tige  which  was  equaled  by  few  firms  and  surpassed  by  none.  The 
1  factories  at  the  foot  of  Twenty-fifth  street  contained  224  machines, 
I  with  a  capacity  of  12.000  "kegs  of  nails  a  week.  The  buildings  still 
•1  stand,  a  mute  reminder  of  Whceliui^'s  departed  i^l'.^rv  in  the  nail 
I  industry.  Those  were  the  city's  most  prosperous  da\  s.  W  heeling 
I                was  the  largest  nail  manufacturing  center  in  the  world,  turning  out 

I  fully  one-half  of  all  the  cut  nails  made,  and  earning  the  soubriquet 

of  Xail  City,  still  sometimes  used,  but  now  a  misiiom:r.     Thousands 
I  of  men  and  boys  were  given  employment,  at  the  highest  wages  paid 

I  to  mechanics  then  or  since.     The  nailers  were  perhaps  the  best  paid 

*  skilled  labor  in  the  world.     The  money  which  they  earned  in  the 

i  mills  was  generally  spent  with  a  prodigal  hand,  and  every  branch  "f 

business  was  benefited  thereby. 
I  The  National  Tube  Co.  was  organized  upon  a  more  substantial 

?  basis  than  any  of  the  trusts   controlling  other  branches  d  manu- 

facture.    There  is  less  of  the  speculative  feature.     The  financienn^ 
of  the  concern   was   manipulated  by  the  great  banking   firm  of  J. 
\  Pierpont  :\Iorgan  &  Co.     Probably  the  highest  testimonial   t<.  the 

ability  of  Colonel  Plearne  was  furnished  when  the  company  cl(«sed 
the  deal  for  the  plant  of  the  Riverside  Iron  Co.  The  stock  of  the 
local  concern  was  purcha.'led  at  46  cents  on  the  dollar  more  than  was 
paid  for  the  stock  of  anv  other  company  entering  the  agreement. 
I  he  highest  price  paid  f'pr  other  stock  was  170. 

At  the  meeting  held  in  .\'ew  York.  C«jlonel  Hearne  was  elected 
first  vice-president  of  die  National  Tube  Co.,  and  the  publication  of 
this  fact  >vas  followed  bv  the  announcement  that  the  active  control 

I 
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of  all  the  properties  of  the  company  would  be  placed  in  his  hands. 
The  company  has  decided  to  establisli  its  g'eneral  offices  in  Pitts- 
burg, and  this  will  necessitate  the  removal  of  Colonel  ITearne  to 
that  city.  It  is  understood  that  two  doors  of  the  Conestoga  build- 
ing, corner  Wood  and  Water  streets,  have  been  leased,  and  that 
complete  offices  and  headquarters  will  be  established  there  within 
a  few  weeks.  Pittsburg  was  selected  because  that  city  is  recog- 
nized as  the  center  of  the  iron  and  steel  manufacture  of  the  com- 
pany, and  the  most  central  point  for  the  properties  of  the  Xa- 
tional. 

The  Xational  Tube  Co.  has  made  no  mistake  in  putting  Colonel 
Hearne  at  the  head  of  its  manufacturing  department.  His  experi- 
ence and  ability  will  be  invaluable,  and  the  25.000  workmen  in  the 
various  plants  iiiay  feel  reasonably  assured  of  steady  employment  so 
long  as  there  is  a  market  for  pipe,  while  the  stockholders  can  look 
forward  confidently  to  success.  His  departure  from  Wheeling  will 
be  deeply  regretted,  not  onl}-  here,  but  throughout  the  State.  Wheel- 
ing's loss  will  be  Pittsburg's  gain. 

It  will  be  particularly  gratifying  to  Wheeling  people  to  learn 
(the  information  comes  from  an  authoritative  source)  that  it  is 
Colonel  Hearne's  intention  to  as  earl\-  as  practicable  double  the 
capacity  of  the  Riverside.  He  may  be  depended  upon  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  upon  his  '"infant"  industr}-.  The  augmentation  of  the 
capacity  of  the  plant  will  mean  employment  for  many  more  men,  and 
the  continued  industrial  prosperity  of  Wheeling  and  vicinitv.

Xevv  York,  Sept.  3. — Frank  J.  Hearne,  formerly  president  of 
the  Xational  Tube  Co..  has  been  placed  in  full  control  of  the  Colo- 
rado Fuel  and  Iron  Co.  .Mr.  Hearne.  who  is  said  to  be  the  joint 
choice  of  the  Gould-Rockefeller  interest  in  the  company,  was  elected 
president  of  the  company  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  at 
a  meeting  held  in  this  city. 

X^o  action  regarding  the  dividend  on  the  preferred  stock  of  the 
company  was  taken.  The  preferred  stock,  of  which  S-',ooo,ooo  is 
outstanding,  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent.  This  dividend 
is  cumulative.  It  is  payable  semi-annually,  in  Sept.  and  -Vpr.,  and 
the  Aug.  directors'  meeting  is  the  one  at  which  the  declaration  is 
usually  made.  Xone  of  the  details  of  the  plan  to  provide  fresh 
funds  to  the  amount  of  $13,000,000  was  taken  up  at  the  meeting.  It 
is  understood  that  the  plan  will  be  worked  oyt  in  full  detail  by  the 
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executive  committee  before  being  submitted  to  the  directors  for  their 
approval. 

The  executive  committee  elected  consists  of  F.  J.  Hearne,  John 
1).  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  George  J.  Gould,  F.  T.  Gates  and  John  C.

NEW   HEAD  OF  C.    F.   AND  I. FRANK   J.    HEARXE,   WHO   XOW   CONTROLS 

THE    BIG   COLORADO    INDUSTRY. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  he  is  a  brother  of  Mrs.  K.  B.  Armour, 
Mrs.  George  H.  Xettleton  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Smith,  the  career  of 
I'rank  J.  Hearne,  the  newly  elect'ed  president  of  the  Colorado  Fuel 
and  Iron  Co..  is  of  interest  in  Kansas  City  because  he  is  the  type  of 
man  that  represents  the  Western  idea  of  hustle. 

The  man  who  has  been  elected  to  represent  the  Gould-Rocke- 
feller interests  in  the  great  iron  and  fuel  concern,  at  their  solicita- 
tion went  to  Colorado  to  examine  the  attairs  of  the  Colorado  Iron 
and  Fuel  Co.,  with  the  result,  as  already  told  in  The  Star,  of  his 
election  as  president  of  the  concern.  Soon  after  severing  his  con- 
nection with  die  Riverside  Iron  Works,  Mr  .Hearne  built  a  palatial 
residence  in  Pittsburg,  which  he  still  owns. 

Mr.  Hearne  is  president  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  managers 
of  the  Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron  Co.,  in  which  John  D.  Rockefeller 
and  George  J.  Gould  have  a  controlling  interest.  The  enterprise  is 
said  to  be  second  in  the  extent  of  its  steel  properties  to  the  United 
States  Steel  Co.  The  company  employes  about  17,000  men.  and 
owns  thirty-nine  mines  in  Colorado.  Xew  Mexico.  Utah.  Wyoming, 
and  California.  When  worked  to  their  capacity  they  produce  15,000 
tons  of  coal  and  from  3.000  to  4.000  tons  of  coke  daily.

Hearne,  born  at  Wheehng.  \\\  \'a.,  Jan.  2t,,  1878,  unmarried.  Re- 
sides at  Denver,  Colo.,  and  is  engaged  in  business  with  his  father  in 
the  service  of  the  Colorado  Fuel  and  Iron  Co.  His  early  training 
was  received  at  the  Linsey  Institute,  Wheeling,  W.  \"a.,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the  Cornell 
University,  Ithaca,  X'.  Y. 

Edwin  Ross  Hf.akxk  married  B.  Augusta  Heath,  who  died  Oct. 
24.  1888,  and  he  died  Mar.  11,  1899.  He  lived  in  Xew  York  Citv. 
Most  of  his  life  he  was  engaged  in  the  tobacco  business,  manufactur- 
ing plug  tobacco,  with  P.  Lorrilard  &  Co.  His  knowledge  of  the 
business  and  success  is  best  attested  by  the  fact  that  for  manv  years 
his  salary  as  manager,  with  royalty,  was  from  $20,000  to  $27,000 
yearly.

Hearne  is  a  promient  and  successful  lawxer  in  Wheeling,  W.  \  a., 
and  has  large  interests  in  the  Riverside  Iron  \\'orks.  Like  his  hon- 
ored and  noble  father,  he  has  a  large  heart  and  mind  and  is  a  most 
useful  citizen.     His  wife.  Annie  Stockton,  died  July  21.  1903. 

Robert  Griffith  Hfarne.  son  of  Wm.  L.,  lived  in  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  at  time  of  his  death.  r)ct.  2;^,  1895,  and  was  transfer  agent  for 
the  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott  and  Memphis  Railroad  Co.  Fle  was 
hitrn  July  23,  i860:  married  Miss  I->ances  Wild  June  4.  1SS5. 
Children:  Edward  A.,  borri  Mar.  i,  1887;  Frances  Armour,  born 
Jan.  7,  1893;  Robert  G.,  Jr.,  born  Oct.  5,  1895.

1863.  George  H.  Xettleton  started  on  the  ground  tioor  in  humble 
life  and  rose  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  railroad  men  in  the  Western 
country :  at  the  time  of  liis  death  he  was  general  manager  of  the 
Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott  and  Memphis  Railroad  Co.  and  associated 
lines — indeed,  he  has  been  termed  the  founder  and  builder  of  this 
road.  He  lived  in  a  palatial  home,  Seventh  and  Penn  streets.  Kansas 
City,  AIo.,  and  died  ^lar.  26,  1896.  Lack  of  space,  and  deference  to 
the  wishes  of  !\lrs.  Xettleton  and  son,  William  A.,  impel  me  to  make 
only  brief  mention  of  Mr.  Xettleton.  Suffice  to  say  a  more  princelv 
and  polished  gentleman  never  lived,. yet  gentle  as  a  child;  and  the 
death  of  no  man  in  the  Western  country  will  be  more  deeply  and 
keenly  felt.  He  was  the  architect  of  his  own  fortune,  that  he  used 
with  an  unstinted  hand  for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  those  who 
were  dependent  on  him  and  for  the  betterment  of  mankind.  Besides 
being  president  and  general  manager  of  the  Fort  Scott,  Memphis 
and  Gulf  Railway,  he  was  either  president  or  director  of  more  enter- 
prises and  institutions  than  any  other  man  in  all  this  Western  coun- 
try, and  seemed  absolutely  essential  to  the  success  of  all  of  them, 
and  literally  died  a  martyr  to  business  and  overwork.  At  the  hour 
of  his  funeral  all  business  was  suspended  in  every  department  of  the 
interests  in  which  he  was  connected,  and  throughout  the  entire  sys- 
tem of  his  railroad  not  a  wheel  was  turned  or  a  sound  heard. 

After  Mr.  Xettleton"s  death  his  widow  presented  the  fine  old 
family  residence  to  the  association  of  women  in  charge  of  the  Prot- 
estant (_)ld  Ladies'  Home,  of  which  ^^rs.  Xoble  Prentis  is  president. 
It  came  as  a  voluntary  (jtfering  from  Mrs.  Xettleton.  and  proved 
itself  to  be  admirably  suited  to  the  benevolent  purpose  which  it 
serves. 

The  institution  is  called  the  George  H.  Xettleton  Flome,  and 
will  stand  as  a  most  appropriate  monument  to  a  man  who  was  uni- 
versally beloved  in  Kansas  City  for  his  great  kindness  and  benevo- 
lence. The  Xettleton  mansion  in  its  day  was  the  scene  of  many 
brilliant  social  events.  It  was  one  of  the  most  attractive  dwellings 
in  the  fashionable  locality  formerly  known  as  ''Quality  Hill.'"  General 
and  Mrs.  Xettleton.  up  to  the  time  of  the  general's  death,  dispensed 
in  this  commodious  home  a  free  and  charming  hospitalitv.  The  house 
contains  twelve  large  rooms  and  is  well  equipped  with  all  of  the 
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modern  conveniences.  It  has  around  it  about  one  acre  of  ground,  and 
the  site  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Missouri  and  Kansas  rivers  and 
the  hills  beyond. 

The  women  of  the  association  have  in  bank  between  $3,000  and 
$4,000,  which  diey  have  been  saving  to  build  with.  This  money  can 
now  be  immediately  applied  to  the  construction  of  a  needed  addition. 
The  munificent  gift  of  Mrs.  Xettleton  places  the  association  on  a 
footing  which  will  greatly  lessen  its  trials  and  the  struggles  which  it 
has  experienced  in  carrying  forward  its  excellent  work.  The  loca- 
tion of  the  home  where  it  can  be  easil\-  visited  and  the  prestige  which 
will  be  given  it  through  the  name  of  General  Xettleton  will  greatly 
increase  its  list  of  friends  and  supporters. 

Mrs.  X'ettleton  is  ver}-  happy  over  the  disi)ijsition  which  she  has 
made  of  her  old  home,  as  she  has  a  right  to  b?.  It  will  be  preserved 
from  destruction  or  radical  change  and  will  carr\'  out  the  liberal  and 
charitable  instincts  and  ideas  which  have  always  animated  her  own 
life  and  which  were  conspicuous  in  the  character  of  her  lamented 
husband. 

Mrs.  Xettleton  still  makes  her  home  in  Kansas  City,  having  a 
large  suite  of  rooms  at  the  Coates  House,  where  she  can  have  a  fine 
view  of  her  old  home.  Her  son,  William  A.  Xettleton,  was  brought 
up  in  the  railroad  business,  and  has  filled  many  important  positions 
and  is  now  living  in  St.  Louis.  Mo.,  where  he  is  general  superin- 
tendent of  motive  power  of  the  Chicago  and  Eastern  Illinois  system. 
He  carries  on  his  duties  in  connection  with  a  similar  ofifice  which  he 
holds  on  the  Frisco  system. 

William  A.  Xettleton  married  Miss  Annie  Upton,  June  11.  1891. 
and  they  have  one  child,  George  H.,  born  Jan.  2-^.  1894. 

Marv  CokxER  Heakxe,  born  Sept.  18,  1850,  married  Ma\-  13. 
1880,  Edward  W.  Smith,  of  Cincinnati,  O.,  a  grain  dealer.  They 
have  no  children,  and  live  in  a  magnificent  home  in  Hyde  Park.  Kan- 
sas City,  Mo.,  on  Armour  Boulevard,  adjoining  the  residence  of  her 
sister.  Mrs.  Annie  Hearne  Armour. 

AxxiE  Payxter,  third  daughter  of  \\'illian;  L.  Hearne.  born 
June  18,  1858,  married  Apr.  2j,  1881,  Kirkland  Brooks  .Vrmour, 
managing  member  of  the  Armour  Packing  Co.  in  Kansas  City,  Mo. 
Children:  Andrew  Watson,  born  Apr.  4.  1882;  Lawrence  Hearne, 
born  Mar.  8,  1888,  and  Mary  Augusta,  born  Oct.  4,  1893. 

Kirkland  B.  Armour  was  a  man  of  splendid  physique,  and  had 
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every  appearance  of  a  lon^-  lite,  but  like  his  brother-in-law,  ]\Ir. 
Nettleton,  simply  died  from  overwork  and  care  at  the  early  age  vi 
forty-seven.  He  was  a  man  of  large  public  spirit,  and  bent  all  his 
energies  to  the  building  up  of  Kansas  City  in  all  public  enterprises, 
and  did  more  than  any  other  one  man  toward  the  building  of  the 
great  and  famous  Coiivention  Hall.  He  had  large  investments  in 
many  and  varied  enterprises — banks,  railroads,  etc. — that  all  received 
his  careful  attention.  He  was  also  a  breeder  of  fine,  pure  brecl 
cattle  on  a  large  scale,  and  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with  every 
detail  of  the  immense  packing  interests.  He  paid  $20,000  for  a  spot 
of  ground  in  Hyde  Park  for  a  home,  on  which  he  built  a  $75,000 
house,  1895.  The  property  is  an  entire  block  in  extent,  running 
from  Thirty-fifth  street  to  Woodland  avenue,  and  from  Grand  avenue 
to  Walnut  street,  and  fr(jnting  on  Armour  boulevard  270  feet.  He 
died  Sept.  2y,  1901,  and  the  largest  funeral  attendance  ever  seen  in 
Kansas  City  was  at  his  burial  in  Elmwood  Cemetery.  He  left  an 
estate  of  seven  to  eight  million  dollars,  and  his  large  business  is  con- 
tinued by  his  widow  and  sons.  Andrew  Watson,  the  elder,  has  taken 
up  the  work  laid  down  by  his  father,  and  Lawrence  Hearne  is  still  in 
school,  but  during  vacation  spends  his  time  at  the  packing  house  at 
work  and  familiarizing  himself  with  every  department  and  its 
details.

.\RMOUR     MEMORIAL     CHAE'EL A    DIG.N'IFIED    STRUCTURE     AMOXG 

THE   TO.Mr.S   OF    ELMWOOD. 

The  Armour  Memorial  Chapel,  erected  in  Elmwood  Cemetery 
by  Mrs.  K.  E5.  Armour,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Kirkland  I'. 
Armour,  who  died  Sept.  2j.  1901,  will  be  opened  for  the  use  of  the 
public  Christmas  Ua}'.  The  formal  dedication  has  been  indefinite!} 
postponed  owing  to  the  absence  from  the  city  of  Mr.  Armour's 
mother  and  other  members  of  the  family,  who  are  now  in  Xew  York. 

The  chapel  has  just  been  completed.  It  is  built  of  native  stone, 
and  the  interior  is  finished  in  'dark  stained  oak,  which,  with  the  rougii 
stone  walls  and  the  vaulted  ceiling,  imparts  a  peculiarlv  agreealMe 
effect.  Three  windows  on  each  sifle.  and  the  large  window  at  the 
rear,  fitted  with  stained  glass,  heavily  leaded,  admit  a  subdued  li.:ht. 
The  massive  entrance  in  front,  beautifulh-  carvel,  i-'  [lartlv  framrd 
by  an  inscription  in  old  English  letter,  telling  the  name  of  the  chapci 
and  showing  in  memory  of  whom  it  was  built, 
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Below  the  larije  window  overlookitii::  the  chancel  is  another 
inscription  : 

To  the  memory  of  Ivirkland  Urooks  Armour. 

Born  Apr.   lo.   1854:    died  Sept.  27.   irjoi. 

Erected  by  liis  lovini;-  wife.  Dec.  8,  i(/;)2. 

Xear  this  window  is  the  pulpit,  or  praver  stand,  of  black  oak. 
elaborately  carved.  The  chancel  railing'  and  the  twelve  long,  high- 
backed  seats  are  of  the  same  wo;.d.  In  the  center  of  tlie  raised  plat- 
form at  the  rear  is  a  trap  door,  through  which  a  casket  may  b-j 
raised  by  hydraulic  power  from  the  vault  rc:om  below  the  cha})el. 
In  this  vault  roemi  there  are  eighteen  receptacles  for  caskets.  A 
stone  wall  divides  t-ht*' vault  room  from  tliat  containing  the  furnace. 

The  chapel  is  intended  for  tb.e  use  of  families  or  others  who 
wish  to  have  funeral  services  conducted  at  the  cemeter\'  instead  of  in 
some  church  or  residence.  Situated  a  short  distance  north  of  the 
Fifteenth  street  entrance  it  stands  u])on  a  slight  elevation,  and  just 
far  enough  away  from  the  tratfic  of  the  road  pjutside  to  insure  the 
quiet  that  is  so  essential.  With  a  background  of  trees  and  shrubber\- 
and  the  tombs  of  man\-  departed  surrounding  it.  the  chapel  suggests 
a  beautiful  country  church. 

During  the  year  1006  Mrs.  Annie  (  Hearne)  Armour  and  her 
son  Lawrence  Hearne  and  daughter  Mary  Augusta  visited  Dives, 
Xormandy,  and  says:  "The  Hotel  of  William  the  Conqueror  in 
Dives,  Xormand\",  which  dates  back  to  the  tenth  century.  It  is 
situated  on  Hastings  street  and  by  the  sea.  Here  William  the  Con- 
queror built  his  vessels  when  preparing  for  their  journey  to  Eng- 
land. Xear  by  I  visited  the  old  church,  where  on  the  walls  ab  ive 
the  front  door  are  enrolled  the  names  of  those  that  went  over  with 
William  to  England.  Many  very  noted  people  have  been  houserl 
and  fed  at  this  inn.  from  tiiue  to  time.  We  drove  from  Trouville 
by  automobile  to  this  celebrated  and  historic  inn.  and  this  picture 
shows  the  interior  of  the  courtyard.  We  were  .shown  the  rooins 
occupied  by  Madame  Sevigne.  Joan  D'Arc.  and  Dumas  the  writer. 
I  found  it  a  luost  interesting  old  i:)lace.  but  cspeciallv  so  to  me.  a> 
being  the  country  from  which  my  ancestors  came."

Aug.  6,  iSuS,  married  Dr.  L\dia  Herts  Cromwell,  of  Atlantic  Cit\. 
X.  J.,  June  6,  1900;  have  a  son,  Julian  (ireen.  Jr.,  born  Sept.  20,  1004 

Daviu  G.mmh,  \-oungest  son  of  William  L,  and  Laura   I"'-ird 
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Hearne,  born  June  24,  1870;  married  Feb.  9,  1898.  Miss  Ada  Re- 
becca Collins,  of  Quincy,  111.  Children :  David  Garth,  Jr..  born 
May  30.  1900,  and  Lawrence  Ford,  born  Feb.  3,  1903.  Julian  and 
Garth  Hearne  live  in  Wheeling,  W.  \"a..  and  have  interests  in  die 
Riverside  Iron  Works. 

Prof.  Ebcn  Hearne,  of  Pocomoke  City,  ^Id.,  has  been  verv  kind, 
in  aiding  me  in  gathering  data  for  this  work,  and  I  insert  the  follow- 
ing biographical  sketches  furnished  by  him  at  my  request.  Pr(_)f 
Hearne  is  a  grandson  of  Ebenezer  Hearne  (1792-1S54),  and  he  a 
grandson  of  Ebenezer  (1717-17S5),  and  he  a  grandson  of  the  first 
William  in  America,  who  died  1691. 

Ebexi£zi-:k  Hearne,  son  of  Lowder  and-Lavinia  Cannon  Hearne. 
born  Mar.  8,  1792.  The  old  Hearne  ho:nestead  en  which  he  first 
saw  the  light  stands  on  a  farm  in  the  south  central  part  of  Snss'jx 
Co.,  Del.,  about  ten  miles  southeast  of  Laurel.  Mr.  Hearne  remained 
on  the  farm  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age,  when  he  left  Ids  h.ome 
to  seek  his  fortune.  His  father  being  in  moderate  circumstances,  he 
received  onl}-  what  meager  education  the  ordinarv  countrv  sclv_^cl 
could  furnish,  .\bout  the  time  he  was  of  age  he  went  to  Modesto  %  n. 
Accomac  Co.,  \'a.,  and  perfected  his  knowledge  of  the  tanning  bu  i- 
ness  (  which  in  those  days  was  a  very  lucrative  one)  with  a  gentle- 
man named  Lippincott.  Some  time  afterwards  he  came  to  Poco- 
nioke  City  (then  called  Xewtown)  and  1S15  began  the  tanning  busi- 
ness in  partnership  with  the  Rev.  James  Tilghman.  The  latter  died 
18 16,  and  ^Ir.  Hearne  carried  on  O.c  business  in  his  own  name  for 
a  while:  then  took  in  with  him  his  cousin,  Gibson  Cannon,  wlio,  in  a 
few  \ears,  retired  on  account  of  feeble  health. 

Mr.  Hearne  continued  the  business  until  1851  or  1852,  when  h^- 
sold  out  and  retired  upon  a  competenc\'.  Mr.  Hearne  married,  Feb. 
25,  1818,  Peggy,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  and  Betsey  Williams  Steven- 
son. After  becoming  prosperous  in  the  tanning  business,  he  pur- 
chased a  tract  of  three  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the  suburbs  of  Poco- 
moke City.  It  was  called  "Cowley,"  but  is  now  more  familiarh 
known  as  "Old  Winter  Quarter."  At  that  time  it  was  a  perfect 
wilderness,  interspersed  with  branches,  sand  hills,  and  swamp,  where 
the  prickly  pears  (a  species  of  cactus;  and  teaberries  grew.  The 
high  land  was  cleared,  and  in  1830  Mr.  Hearne  erected  a  fine,  large 
residence,  which  he  occupied  until  the  day  of  his  death. 

About  1825  a  volunteer  militia  company  was  organized  in  Xcv.- 
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tcwn,  and  Mr.  TIearne  was  cho.'^en  Colonel.  He  made  a  fine  officer, 
and  during-  the  e.\istence  of  the  comi)any  he  perf(^rmed  his  duties 
with  great  dignity  and  was  acceptable  to  all  the  members.  After- 
wards he  was  promoted  to  the  office  of  (ieneral,  which  position  he 
held  until  the  company  disbanded,  some  time  during  the  forties.  As 
General,  he  had  supervision  of  the  whole  of  Worcester  County. 

Mrs.  llearnc  died  July  13.  1835.  '^""^  names  of  their  children 
were:  Elizabeth  (i8i(;-iS45),  John  Lowder  (  1823-1872),  William 
'i  homas  (1826-1864),  Alfred  James  (  1829-1865),  George  Webster 
(  1832-1882).  General  Ilearne  was  a  man  of  pleasure,  and  in  con- 
versation was  the  life  of  a  company.  His  reminiscences  and  anec- 
dotes never  iailed  to  entertain.  .W  h.en  particularly  pleased  on  hear- 
ing the  same  from  other  persons,  his  favorite  expression  was.  "Ay  ' 
Ay!"  He  was  very  fond  of  chess.  I'o.x-hunting,  however,  was  his 
favorite  sport ;  in  this  he  excelled  and  he  always  kept  a  large  kennel 
of  dogs.  He  became  a  great  politician  of  the  W  hig  party,  and  wa.^ 
elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Maryland  i^ftener,  probably,  than  an\ 
other  man  in  Worcester  Co..  in  his  day  :  the  Legislature  met  every 
year,  and  he  was  elected  thirteen  times  in  succession  ;  he  took  high 
rank  in  the  Legislature  as  a  man  of  solid  judgment  and  business 
integritv.  He  was  kind  and  genial,  calm  and  even  in  his  disposition, 
never  in  a  hurry,  and  very  popular.  He  died  suddenly,  stricken  by 
apoplexy.  Jan.  13,  1854.  honored  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 
He  was  buried  in  the  family  burying-ground  at  Winter  Quarter. 

JoHX  LowDKR,  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Peggy  Stevenson  Hearne, 
was  born  in  Xewtown  (now  INKomoke  City),  Md.,  'Slav.  19,  1823. 
In  1830  his  father  bought  the  farm  called  "Cowley"  or  "Winter 
Quarter."  Here  John  spent  his  life  after  his  seventh  year.  He  had 
the  misfortune  to  lose  his  mother  when  he  was  but  twelve  years  01 
age.  Lie  attended,  until  he  was  about  eighteen,  the  best  school  that 
the  town  afforded,  which  at  their  best  were  very  poor,  yet  he  had 
an  insatiable  thirst  for  knowledge,  and  pursued  several  studies  not 
taught  in  the  school  at  that  time,  acting  as  his  own  teacher.  By 
industrv  and  close  ap])lication  to  study  he  acciuired  a  fine  education. 
and  when  he  was  nineteen  he  engaged  in  teaching  the  village  school, 
.which  position  he  filled  acceptalily.  He  took  up  the  study  of  land- 
surveving  and  became  thoroughly  ac((uainted  with  that  department 
of  knowledge  and  practice,  lie  was  the  first  surveyor  to  construct 
a  map  of  Pocomoke  City.     He  matriculated  in  the  medical  de[jart- 
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ment  of  the  I'liiversity  of  Maryland,  at  Baltimore.  1843,  ^"<^'  after 
a  three-years'  course,  graduated,  Mar.,  1846,  with  the  decree  of 
M.  D.  He  returned  to  Pocomoke  City  and  immediately  began  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  and  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  he  was 
one  of  the  most  popular  p!i}sicians  that  this  country  has  ever  pro- 
duced. He  married.  Mar.  17,  1847.  Miss  Sallie  E.  Atkinson.  To- 
gether they  shared  life's  jo}s  and  sorrows  for  a  period  of  nearly 
twenty-five  years. 

Mrs.  Hearne  was  born  in  Somerset  Co..  Md.,  Jan.  6,  1830. 
Children:  ^lary  !\[argaret.  born  July  16.  1848:  Elizabeth  Chew, 
born  Aug.  i,  1851,  Ebenezer.  born  Xov.  26,  1854,  and  Lavinia 
Grace,  born  ^lar.  8.  i860.  .  .  •      .       ' 

Dr.  Hearne  adhered  to  the  tenets  of  the  Presbyterian  doctrine, 
but  was  never  a  communicant  of  anv  church.  ^Irs.  Hearne  was  a 
devoted  member  of  the  ?>iethodist  Church,  "^.nd  no  sacrifice  evei 
seemed  too  great  for  her  to  make,  to  advance  the  interests  of  Christ 
and  His  churcli. 

Until  i860  Dr.  Hearne  was  a  Whig  in  politics,  and  for  many 
years  his  popularity  was  so  great  in  that  party  that  when  there  was 
a  probability  of  a  hard  struggle  with  the  Democratic  party  he  would 
be  selected  as  the  most  available  candidate  to  carry  the  election  for 
his  party.  During  the  fifties  he  spent  three  separate  terms  at  Ann- 
apolis as  a  member  (jf  the  House  of  Delegates  from  Worcester  Co. 
In  i860  he  voted  for  Bell  and  Everett  at  the  Presidential  election. 
At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  he  became  a  sympathizer  with 
the  South,  and  remained  in  the  Democratic  party  as  long  as  he  lived. 
In  1850  he  associated  with  him  in  partnership  in  the  practice  of 
niedicine  Dr.  J.  T.  B.  ^^c.Master.  and  they  practiced  together  for 
seven  years,  anrl  disstjlved  partnership  1857.  They  remained  firm 
friends  through  life,  and  were  frequently  called  in  for  consultation 
by  other  physicians  of  the  town.  Dr.  Hearne  was  unusually  suc- 
cessful in  performing  surgical  operations. 

In  1866  Dr.  Hearnc's  health  failed  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
v.as  coiupelled  to  rclin(|ui<h  his  country  practice,  but  he  continued 
to  practice  in  town,  with  the  addition  of  considerable  prescription 
and  office  work.  He  had  a  l)ri4:ht  intellect,  bevond  the  common 
order  of  mind<.  He  was  a  great  reader  and  a  most  enLertaininj^ 
conver.sationalist.  In  disposition  he  was  genial  and  amiable  and  was 
highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,     He  was  a  public-spirited 
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citizen,  and  was  foremost  in  all  movements  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  town  in  which  he  Hved.  His  virtue  shone  brii^ditest  in  his 
home,  where  he  was  a  loving  husband  and  attectionate  father,  ever 
ready  to  impart  valuable  knowledge  to  his  children,  as  his  mind  was 
a  storehouse  of  facts.  Although  not  a  professor  of  religion,  he 
instilled  in  the  minds  of  his  children  lessons  of  truth  and  uprightness. 
Mrs.  Hearne  was  a  model  woman,  comparing  in  everv  respec: 
with  the  woman  so  graphically  described  by  the  wise  man  in  the 
last  chapter  of  Proverbs.  Her  influence  was  felt  beyond  the  circle 
of  her  home,  extending  throughout  the  whole  communitv.  Dr. 
Hearne's  health  utterly  failed  him  in  the  fall  of  1871  and  in  Dec.  he 
was  confined  to  his  room,  where  he  .lingered  until  Jan.  24,.  1872. 
when  calml}-  and  peacefully  he  passed  away,  after  having  given 
evidence  that  he  was  thoroughly  penitent  and  trusting  in  Christ  for 
salvation.  Mrs.  Hearne  survived  him  but  a  little  over  three  vears. 
Her  constitution  was  naturally  frail,  and  she  succumbed  to  pulmo- 
nary disease  Mar.  9.  1875.  in  t"H  liope  of  a  bnssful  immortality. 

This  sketch  would  not  be  complete  without  a  tribute  to  Miss 
Alary  Margaret  Hearne.  She  was  a  most  studious  and  dutiful 
child,  and  thoroughly  religious.  She  attended  school  until  her  fif- 
teenth year.  For  two  years  afterwards  she  studied  privately  under 
her  father.  At  the  end  of  that  time  she  was  elected  as  one  of  the 
assistant  teachers  in  the  public  school  of  Pocomoke  City.  For  nin-j 
years  she  pursued  the  vocation  of  teaching,  receiving  various  prw- 
niotions  during  that  time.  In  1872  a  severe  attack  of  scarlet  fever 
left  her  in  a  weak  state  physically,  and  after  a  month's  illness,  caused 
by  gastric  trouble,  she  quietly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  Aug.  24.  1875. 
Her  life  and  character  shone  the  brighter  where  she  was  the  m..rc 
intimately  known.  Although  restrained  by  a  shrinking  im  ..h'^tv  ajid 
natural  diffidence,  yet  she  never  shrank  from  any  duties  and  respju- 
sibilities,  secular  or  religious. 

Ebex,  son  of  Dr.  John  Lowder  Hearne.  born  Nov.  26.  1854.  At 
school  he  pursued  his  studies  through  the  sucessive  grades,  graduat- 
ing at  the  rVjcrunoke  High  School  July,  1S73.  In  Sept.  '•ame  vear 
lie  entered,  as  a  bookkeeper  and  clerk,  the  store  of  F.  H.  Clarke,  of 
Pocomoke  City,  and  remained  in  his  employ  until  Aug..  1877,  wher. 
i'c  was  elected  principal  of  Rehoboth  .Academy.  Somerset  Co.,  M.!. 
1  fe  taught  there  five  years  and  resigned  May,  1882,  and  entered,  as  a 
student,  the  Crittenden  Commercial  College  at  Philadelphia,  Pa., 
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and  .qraduated  18S3.  and  aq-ain  resinned  tcachin,!^^  June,  18S8,  he 
bought  an  interest  in  the  Record  and  ( iazette,  a  weekly  newspaper 
pubHshed  at  Pocomoke  City.  The  companv  was  reorganized,  and 
the  paper  was  now  pnbHshed  in  the  interest  «>f  the  Prohibition  partv. 
May.  1890,  Rev.  R.  T.  Coursey  organized  the  Walter  Harman  Quar- 
tette, a  musical  conibinatinn.  to  engage  in  the  regular  Prohibition 
work,  and  Mr.  Hearne  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  members.  Rev. 
A.  S.  Mowbray  and  Mr.  J.  W .  W'heatley  were  the  two  remaining 
members  of  die  ({uartette.  I'or  hve  successive  years  these  four  gen- 
tlemen sang  in  different  parts  of  Maryland.  Delaware,  and  in  Lou- 
don Co..  \  a.,  and  were  very  popular.  I'revious  to  his  joining  the 
Prohibition  party  .[Mr.  Hearne  voted  with  the  Republican  party, 
having  been  reared  a  rigid  abolitionist,  although  raised  in  slave 
territory. 

Me  is  a  believer  in  the  Anninian  doctrine,  and  joined  the  Meth- 
<.dist  Episcopal  Church  at  the  a'^e  of  fifteen.  He  has  (jccupied  vari- 
ous offices  of  trust  and  res[i onsibilitv  in  the  denomination,  lieing-  at 
ditt'erent  times  trustee,  steward,  organist,  Sunday  school  teacher  and 
superintendent.  He  continued  teaching  as  principal  of  different 
high  schools  and  academies  til!  Jan.,  1898.  when  he  became  assistant 
cashier  of  the  Comiucrcial  Xational  L'.ank,  Snow  Plill.  Md..  and  is 
there  now,  1907. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Chew  Stevenson,  daughter  (jf  Dr.  John  Lowder 
Hearne.  born  An--,  i,  185 1.  1867,  she  joined  the  Methodist  I'.pis- 
copal  Church  and  became  i:»rominently  connected  with  its  Sunday 
school  and  choir  work,  and  has  always  been  active  in  an\-  and  every 
enterprise  for  the  advancement  of  the  church's  interests.  In  1X72 
she  supplied  as  teacher  in  t'le  Pocomoke  City  Higli  School  in  rhe 
nitermediate  department,  tlie  position  left  teiuporariiy  vacant  by  tlie 
illness  of  her  sister  Mary.  Dec.  24,  1873,  .she  married  fames  ( i. 
Stevenson,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Pocomoke  City.  In  ih.e  m^re  than 
twenty  years  of  their  married  life  there  have  been  b. .rn  to  them 
twehe  cliiMren.  nine  of  whom  are  li\ing  and  gi\-e  [)romi-e  of  bcin-'  a 
great  blosing  to  tlieir  parents.  The  eldest.  .Mi>s  Mary  Hearne. 
born  Mar.  29,  187O,  is  one  of  the  most  accomplished  \<'ung  ladies  of 
Iier  native  town.  She  uraduated  with  th.e  hi.-hest  hon-rs  of  her 
class  in  the  Pocomoke  City  High  School,  June  30.  iS.^3,  an-l  deliv- 
ered the  valedictory  address  at  the  commencement  exercises  on  that 
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day,  and  is  now  a  successful  teacher  in  the  public  schools,  and  active 
in  all  church  work. 

Mrs.  Stevenson's  life  has  been  a  busy  one.  and  one  of  labor  and 
sacrifice  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  others  ;  being  blessed  with 
a  cheerful  disposition,  scattering  sunshine  and  sympathy  wherever 
she  goes. 

Lavinia  G.,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  Lowder  Hearne,  was  born 
Mar.  8,  i860.  She  graduated  at  the  Pocomoke  City  High  School, 
June  30,  1877.  Two  years  afterwards  she  was  placed  in  charge  of  a 
public  school  in  Worcester  Co.  She  filled  that  position  three  years 
and  was  elected  principal  of  the  Rehoboth  Academy,  Somerset  Co.. 
Md.  She  discharged  the  duties  of  that. position  for  ten  years  with 
•acceptance,  and  is  now  teaching  in  die  grammar  department  of  the 
Pocomoke  City  High  School. 

Miss  Hearne  possesses  an  intellect  of  high  order,  and,  in  dis- 
position and  traits  of  character,  all  that  has  been  said  of  her  sister, 
yhs.  Stevenson,  can  also  be  said  of  her.  They  possess  the  charm 
of  making  friends  wherever  they  go.  and  truly  it  can  be  said  of  them. 
"None  know  them  but  to  love  them  ;  none  name  them  but  to  praise." 
On  all  questions  which  concern  the  best  interests  of  church,  society. 
home,  and  state  they  have  decided  views,  and  have  the  courage  of 
their  convictions  to  express  them.  For  eight  years  past  each  of  them 
has  been  prominendy  identified  in  positions  of  responsibility  with 
the  work  of  the  \V.  C.  T.  U.  in  their  town  and  county. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen  years  Miss  Hearne  became  a  member  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Both  Sunday  school  and  Epworth 
League  have  been  chosen  fields  and  she  has  been  an  efficient  and 
successful  worker  in  both  of  these  adjuncts  of  the  church.

Frank  Edison  Stevenson  graduated  at  the  Pocomoke  City  High 
School,  June,  1896;    four  years  later  graduated  from  the  Goldey 
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Commercial  College,  Wilmington.  Del.  He  is  now  bookkeeper  ami 
cashier  with  the  Bolivar  IJiscuit  Co.,  with  offices  inXew  York  and 
P.oston.  June  21.  1905.  he  married  Miss  Minnie  Xelson  Cranmer 
at  Pocomoke  City,  ]Md. 

James  AX'illard  Stevenson  is  one  of  the  tellers  in  the  Pocomoke 
City  Xational  Bank  since  Xov.  23,  1903.  Philip  \'ernon  Stevensr.n 
is  salesman  in  the  large  retail  grocery  store  of  his  uncle,  Ira  T. 
Stevenson,  at  Pocomoke  City.

Priscilla  Hearne  Fooks  married  flarry  Bacon,  and  had  two 
children,  Henry  and  Jonathan,  who  married  Jane  Fooks.  and  has  one 
child.  Sally  P.,  who  married  George  W.  Cottingham.  Betsey  Hearne. 
(laughter  of  Lowder,  born  Feb.  lo.  1795;  married  James  Fooks; 
children:  Maria  married  James  AT.  P'ooks,  cousins.  Benjamin 
married  Miss  Wright,  and  Grace  married  Joseph  Maston.  Ebenezer, 
son  of  Betsey  Hearne  and  James  I'ooks,  married  Rebecca  Cathel, 
and  has  one  son,  Frederick.  Sally  Hearne.  daughter  of  Lowder. 
born  1785;  married  Thomas  Fooks.  Children:  Lavinia,  married 
Alfred  Cottingham,  and  their  children  are  Lizzie,  married  H.  W. 
Baker;  Addie,  married  Joseph  Darbee ;  Mary  T.,  married  E.  D.

George;  second  son  of  Ebcnezer  and  Priscilla  Hearne,  born 
Sept.  6'  1758.  was  a  soldier  in  the  American  army  of  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  was  killed  by  the  Hessians  in  New  Jersey,  1778. 

Joseph  Hearxe.  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Priscilla,  was  born 
May  16,  1761.  He  was  a  saddler  by  trade,  and  in  1798. 
when  his  brother  Clement  moved  West,  to  Kentucky, 
Joseph  went  with  him  to  ]\Iaysville.  Ky.,  and  on  down 
the  Ohio  and  ^Mississippi  rivers  to  the  Mississippi  Terri- 
tory, and  then  to  Alabama,  and  settled  near  where  the  town  of 
Greenboro  now  is.  This  was  some  ten  years  after  he  left  Delaware. 
Whether  he  married  in  Delaware  or  after  he  went  South,  we  have 
no  means  of  knowing-,  but  his  wife  was  a  ]\liss  King,  and  he  had 
a  son  named  George  King,  born  about  1818,  and  a  daughter  Pris- 
cilla, born  1820.  George  became  a  physician  and  went  to  ^Nlissis- 
sippi  and  Priscilla  married  Jc^seph  Chambers  and  lived  S(jmewhere  in 
Alabama.  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  further  trace  of  either 
George  or  Priscilla.  Their  father,  Joseph  Hearne,  prospered  and 
owned  a  large  cotton  plantation  and  many  negro  slaves,  and  died 
in  1838  to  1840.  About  1826  he  made  a  visit  to  his  cousin,  William 
Hearne,  in  Lowdnes  Co.,  Ala.  He  took  his  wife  and  the  two 
children  with  him,  in  a  fine  carriage,  with  a  negro  driver  and  a 
maid  servant.  Horatio  R.  Hearne  and  his  sister  Rhoda.  children  of 
Wiliam  Hearne,  told  me  in  1896  they  remembered  this  visit  very 
well,  the  children  all  being  about  the  same  age. 

Clement  Hearne.  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Phiscilla,  born  Xov. 
29,  1763,  married  Keziah  Cannon  (who  was  born  June  16,  1770), 
May  16,  1787,  and  settled  on  a  small  farm  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood of  his  father  and  adjoining  the  farm  and  homesteam  of  his 
father-in-law,  Joseph  Cannon,  in  Little  Creek  Hundred  (a  name 
used  in  Delaware  for  townships).  Sussex  Co.,  Del.  Before  moving 
to  Kentucky.  Clement  Hearne  made  a  visit  to  Xorth  Carolina  to 
look  at  the  country  with  a  view  of  emigrating  there,  as  many  of  the 
Hearnes  had  already  done.  He  visited  kindred  on  the  Yadkin  river 
and  also  his  cousin,  Joshua  Hearne  (son  of  Xehemiah  )  at  .Albe- 
marle. While  there  he  and  Joshua  went  out  eight  miles  to  the  Pee 
Dee  river,  that  was  swollen  very  high  from  recent  rains.  They  at- 
tempted to  cross  it  in  a  canoe  and  in  the  effort  the  boat  capsized 
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and  Joshua  was  drowned,  and  Clement  was  only  saved  by  the 
lapel  of  his  great  coat  hooking  on  a  snag  in  some  driftwood,  that  • 
held  him,  with  his  head  above  water,  till  he  was  rescued.  That  ex- 
perience fully  decided  him  that  he  did  not  want  to  move  to  North 
Carolina,  as  he  was  not  favorably  impressed  anyway.  He  return.ed 
at  once  to  Delaware,  and  soon  thereafter  removed  to  Kentucky. 

In  ]\lav,  1902,  I  visited  the  kindred  in  Albemarle.  X.  C,  and  of 
course  talked  over  the  early  history  and  drowning  of  Joshua.  The 
same  year  I  visited  my  brother  Jonathan  in  Covington,  Ky.,  who  was 
six  years  mv  senior,  and  talked  over  with  him  of  my  visit  to  Albe- 
marle and  the  drowning  of  Joslnia.  Jonathan  then  told  me  he  had 
often  heard  Grandfather  Clement  relate  the  circumstance  of  the 
drowning  of  Joshua  anfl  his  own  narrow  escape  from  a  like  fate, 
etc. 

I  here  insert  copv  of  the  records  of  the  old  family  Bible  of 
Joseph  Cannon,  father-in-law  of  Clement  Hearne.  which  was  shown 
me  in  the  spring  of  18*^1  by  Gibson  Cannon,  at  his  residence  in 
Sussex  Co.,  Del.

This  last  seems  to  be  an  odd  record,  though  the  W'ingate  fam- 
ily are  all  related  to  our  family.  1  have  often  heard  my  grandfather 
Clement  say  that  the  Wingates  at  Frankfort.  Ky.,  were  our  rela- 
tives, and  also  the  Ward  families.  Junius  R.,  of  Scott  Co.,  Ky.,  and 
Robert  J.,  of  Louisville.  Ky.,  who  both  owned  large  plantations  in 
Mississippi,  were  our  relatives. 

From  the  record  of  Jacob  Cannon,  who  was  born  July  31.  1767:

Burton  Cannon,  born  May  26,  1800,  had  one  son,  Gibson  Can- 
non, born  Mar.  30,  1836,  and  whom  I  visited  at  his  home  in  Dela- 
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ware,  May,  1891,  and  copied  the  above  records  from  the  old  family 
Bible  of  his  great-grandfather,  Joseph  Cannon. 

This  old  book  had  indeed  a  venerable  appearance.  Gibson 
Cannon's  home  is  the  old  homestead  of  his  grandfather,  Jacob  Can- 
non. Here  I  also  saw  an  old  negro  woman  servant,  "Aunt  Easter," 
seventy-three  years  old,  who  was  born  a  slave  at  this  place,  and  has 
always  lived  with  the  family  here,  and  still  makes  the  famous  a)ite- 
bcllum  "sweet  pone  cornbread"  and  also  has  the  old-time  "johnny- 
cake"  board  for  baking  corn  cakes  before  the  tire,  some  of  which 
she  brought  out  for  me  to  eat,  that  I  enjoyed  very  much,  reminding 
me  very  forcibly  of  a  half  century  ago. 

After  this  little  diversion,  I  will  return  to  Clement  Hearne,  who 
bought  and  settled  on  the  small  farm  mentioned  before.  By  deed 
of  record  we  find  that  he  bought  from  Planner  Shores,  Alay  9,  1787. 
fifty  acres,  known  by  the  name  of  "'Pleasant  Grove,"  situated  in 
Sussex  Co.,  Del.,  but  formerly  Worcester  Co.,  '\{d.;  he  paid  for 
it  fifty  pounds  sterling  (S250). 

He  lived  here  eleven  years,  and  sold  it,  as  shown  by  deed 
of  record  May  11,  1798,  to  his  brother,  Ebenezer  Hearne,  with  seven 
acres  additional  ( except  one  acre  given  to  the  Greenville  Episcopal 
church),  known  by  th  name  of  "Good  Hope,"  for  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  pounds  sterling  ($500). 

May  15,  1798,  my  grandfather,  Ci.emf.xt  Hearne,  who  was  a 
great-grandson  of  the  first  William,  left  Delaware  with  his  family 
and  his  brother  Joseph  and  perhaps  his  wife,  for  the  far  West. 
Surely  their  feelings  must  have  been  similar  to  those  of  Abraham 
and  Jacob  in  the  patriarchal  days  when  they  left  the  parental  roof 
and  journeyed  to  a  far-away  land,  they  knew  not  where.  For  sev- 
eral days  and  weeks  before,  they  doubtless  were  busily  engaged  in 
preparing  and  loading  in  the  wagons  their  household  effects,  cloth- 
ing, etc.,  and  a  good  supply  of  food  for  both  man  and  beast,  to  sus- 
tain life  and  strength  on  the  long  and  perilous  journey. 

Clement  Hearne's  family  consisted  of  himself  and  wife,  his 
daughter  Sally,  aged  eight  }ears,  and  three  sons— William,  aged 
six;  Burton,  aged  five,  and  Minos,  aged  three  years;  also  several  ne- 
gro slaves  of  dift'erent  ages. 

I  can  imagine  the  scene  on  a  bright  May  morning  in  the  long 
ago,  when  the  kindred  for  many  miles  around  gathered  early  to 
give  them  a  last  loving  embrace,  impart  the  tender  kiss,  bid  them 
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an  affectionate  and  final  farewell,  and  offer  fervent  prayers  for  their 
safe  jonrnev  and  prosperous  life,  never  expecting  to  see  them  again 
this  side  of  the  great  eternity,  neither  expecting  to  hear  from  diem 
bv  letter  except  at  long  intervals,  as  the  mail  facilities  in  that  da\ 
were  scarcelv  established  at  all  to  the  district  of  Kentucky  and  the 
Mississippi  Territory,  the  destination  of  these  emigrants. 

riusy  must  have  been  the  scene  and  many  the  sobs  and  tears  as 
the  sorrowful  thrr.ng  mingled  in  d.is jrder  and  confusion  during  the 
brief  hours  that  sad  morning.  ])ef'-re  the  final  start  was  made.  At 
length  the  final  moment  can-.e.  when  Joseph  and  Clement  gave  the 
word  to  start.  As  the  wagons  moved  slowly  away,  the  long  pent-up 
grief  and  sorrow  burst  forth  afresh,  and  seemed  not  to  abate  until 
the  wagons  were  lost  sight  of  beyond  the  hills  and  forest,  toward 
the  west.  The  progress  was  necessarily  slow,  as  there  were  no 
well-improved  roads  in  that  early  day  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
route  lay  through  a  rough  and  mountainous  country;  they  usually 
camped  at  night  in  some  valley  near  good  water  and  where  fuel 
was  convenient,  to  prepare  their  night  and  morning  meals.  Some- 
times thev  slept  in  the  wagons,  and  at  others  on  improvised  beds  or 
pallets  on  the  ground.  '    • 

There  were  no  towns  or  cities  of  any  size  through  which  they 
passed  until  reaching  Pittsburgh.  Pa.  Here  the  tedious  and  rough 
mode  of  traveling  was  changed  from  the  wagon  to  the  equally  tedi- 
ous keel-boat,  on  the  ( )hio  river,  which  was  only  a  large  and  rough 
flatboat  that  had  no  motive  or  propelling  power,  just  simply  floated 
with  the  current  and  was  guided  by  long  poles  used  by  hand  and 
pushed  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  river.  When  Maysville,  Ky., 
was  reached,  there  came  another  separation,  Joseph  and  perhaps 
wife  continuing  i^n  di.>\vn  the  river  to  the  Mississippi  Territory. 

Clement  and  his  family  landed  at  Maysville,  and  moved  on  by 
wagon  again  about  eighty  or  one  hundred  miles  southwesterly,  and 
arrived  near  Cynthiana.  Harrison  Co..  July  4,  some  seven  or  eight 
weeks  after  leaving  die  old  land  and  lir^me.  Here  Clement  Hearne 
rented  a  house  and  bought  one  hundred  acrs  of  land  for  two  and 
one-half  dollars  per  acre,  and  lived  there  one  year,  when  he  sold  it 
for  four  dallars  jicr  acre  and  l>ought  >ixty  acres  just  over  the  line 
m  i'lourbou  (.'o..  mar  Leeslnirg  that  now  is.  though  there  was  not  a 
sign  of  house  or  civilization  there  at  that  time,  as  I  have  often  heard 
my  uncles  William  and   Uurton  say  that  they  laid  the  foundation 
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and  built  chimneys  for  the  first  house  in  Leesburg  after  they  were 
grown  men. 

This  last  sixty-acre  purchase  cost,  as  the  deed  of  record  shows. 
eighty  pounds  or  four  hundred  dollars.  It  was  unimproved  land,  but 
was  very  rich  and  fertile,  heavily  timbered,  with  large  trees  of  the 
usual  Kentucky  growth,  and  large  grapevines,  some  of  which  were 
twelve  inches  in  diameter,  and  also  any  quantity  of  heavy  cane- 
brake,  as  much  as  twenty  feet  high.  I  surmise  that  it  was  no  easv 
task  to  open  up  this  little  farm  for  cultivation,  cutting  out  the  tim- 
ber and  grubbing  up  roots,  building  the  dwellings  and  out-houses, 
stables,  etc..  but  it  was  all  done  in  a  few  years  by  home  work  en- 
tirely, except  the  log-raising,  as  it  was  termed,  which  was  done  b^' 
the  whole  neighborhood,  on  a  fixed  day,  when  all  had  been  prepared 
and  hauled  to  the  chosen  spot.  Occasions  of  this  kind  were  alwavs 
niade  those  of  joyous  festivity  and  social  greetings,  which  none  ever 
missed  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  like  good  cause ;  the 
neighbors  gathered  earl}-  in  the  morning  and  immediateh-  organized 
systematically,  each  one  assigned  his  proper  place  in  the  work,  and 
then,  with  a  hearty  good  will,  each  vied  with  the  others  in  prompt- 
ness and  faithful  work,  until  all  was  complete,  without  anv  noon 
intermission,  usually  finishing  about  the  middle  of  the  afternoon  ; 
then,  after  a  little  rest,  a  face  washing  and  general  brushing  up  was 
indulged  in,  preparatory  to  the  bountiful  repast  that  had  been  pre- 
pared by  the  home  folks  with  the  help  of  the  wives  and  sisters  of 
those  who  had  done  the  log- raising. 

The  dwelling  house  was  built  of  blue-ash  hewed  logs,  one  and 
one-half  stories  high,  two  rooms  below  and  three  above;  two  of  the 
upper  rooms  were  bedrooms  and  one  a  storeroom.  There  were  also 
two  shed-rooms  on  the  rear  of  the  house  that  were  used  for  bed- 
rooms ;  a  stone  chimne\-  at  each  end  of  the  house,  with  large,  wide 
fireplaces  in  the  lower  rooms  only.  Adjoining  the  main  dwelling 
at  one  end  v.as  built  a  large  room  for  a  kitchen  and  the  servants  to 
live  in,  with  a  sherl  and  pantry-room  between  it  and  the  main  h(juse : 
the  whole  building  was  chinked  and  pointed  with  stone  and  lime. 
and  weatherboarded  on  the  outside;  the  rafters  were  hewn  out  and 
the  shtetiuLT  was  rived  out  with  a  tool  called  a  frow.  alxi  used  f<>r 
making  boards  and  shingles  beftjre  they  were  shaved;  the  plank  for 
the  tlcor,  doors  and  window  and  door  frames  were  all  sawed  by 
hand       with     a     whipsaw     and     planed    and    dressed     by     hand ; 
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wooden  pins  were  used  almost  entirely  in  place  of  nails,  even 
to  the  putting  on  of  the  shingle  roof ;  wooden  hinges,  latches  and 
locks  were  used  entirely  for  the  doors,  and  in  many  respects  were 
superior  to  most  of  those  now  in  use.  for  durability ;  an  abundance 
of  outbuildings  of  every  kind  were  put  up.  such  as  meathouse.  weav- 
ing and  spinning  rooms,  lumber  room,  dairy  and  vegetable  rooms,  a 
workshop  and  tool  house,  stables,  corncribs,  grain  bins,  etc..  so 
there  was  a  place  for  everything  and  ever\thing  was  kept  in  its 
place.  The  greater  part  of  the  tools  for  farm  use,  including  wagons, 
sleds,  plows,  forks,  rakes,  shovels,  harness,  etc.,  were  made  at 
home. 

The  sixty-acre  farm  was  divided  into  some  fifteen  different,  en- 
closures:  three  woodland  bluegrass  pastures,  two  timothy  meadows, 
two  fields  for  corn,  wheat  and  oats,  orchard,  garden,  stable  and  cow 
lots,  and  small  grass  lots  adjoining.  •  The  yard  was  not  large,  and 
was  well  set  in  bluegrass  ;  the  shade  trees  were  cherry,  pear,  dam- 
son and  plum  ;  the  bee  hives  were  in  the  yard,  as  well  as  the  hen 
house,  chicken  coops,  etc.  The  garden  contained  three-fourths  of 
an  acre  and  lay  in  a  square,  the  gate  in  the  center  on  the  side  next 
the  yard,  and  a  walk  five  feet  wide  ran  through  the  center  botli  ways, 
dividing  it  into  four  plats ;  on  each  of  the  four  corners  in  the  center 
next  the  walks  were  quince  trees,  and  on  each  side  of  the  walks  was 
a  nicely  prepared  bed,  the  whole  length,  for  flowers  and  herbs,  as 
nothing  of  that  kind  could  be  kept  in  the  yard,  on  account  of  the 
fowls,  the  garden  being  enclosed  by  a  picket  fence.  The  garden, 
and,  in  fact,  all  else  about  the  place,  was  kept  in  first-class  condition, 
an<l  all  varieties  of  vegetables  were  grown  to  perfection  ;  an  endless 
\ariety  of  tlcwers  and  herbs  adorned  the  beds  along  the  walks,  as 
well  as  a  grape  arbor,  and  currants,  -z^^oseberries,  rapsberries  and 
strawberries  were  cultivated  in  one  plat  separate. 

A  few  01  these  herbs  and  plants  that  I  can  remember  are  cam- 
omile, saffron,  calamus,  horehound,  boneset.  spicewood.  th}ine.  mint 
(three  kinds),  sage  (two  kinds),  rhul)arb.  garlic.  i)arslev.  h.^rse- 
rarlish,  balsam  pear,  mustard,  black  and  white;  red  pepper,  sweet 
fennel,  sweet  fern,  sunflower,  althea,  castor  bean,  wild  geranium, 
sweet  anice,  tanse}',  pri\et.  larkspur,  white  lil\',  Jerusalem  cherry, 
sweet  basil,  yarrcnv,  alacampane,  life  everlasting  and  yucca.  Others 
grew  wild  that  were  used  for  medical  purposes  were  burdock,  nar- 
row dock,  polk  root,  wormweed,  catnip,  dogfennel,  mullen,  golden- 
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rod,  pennyroyal,  Indian  turnip,  mayapple,  "ground  cherry,  sweet 
briar,  sarsaparilla,  sassafras,  slippery  elm,  bitter  sweet,  wiUl  an- 
gelica, ground  pea,  gympson. 

The  orchard  was  just  back  of  the  garden,  with  numerous  varie- 
ties of  apples,  peaches,  pears,  cherries,  etc.,  and  contained  five  acres. 
and  on  the  farther  side  of  this  was  preserved  the  cane-patch,  i>>r 
fishing  poles,  pipe  stems  and  quills  for  weaving;  adjoining  the  cane 
patch  was  the  graveyard ;  then  there  was  the  well  in  one  corner  of 
the  yard,  with  the  old  oaken  bucket  anrl  grapevine  rope  to  draw  the 
water,  with  a  pole  in  a  fork,  with  weights  on  one  end  of  the  pole: 
also  the  spring  of  fresh  water,  some  hundred  yards  distant,  that 
supplied  water  for  the  family  and  stock  also.  In  one  of  the  wood- 
land pastures  was  a  pond  of  fresh  water  for  the  st^Kk  as  well  a.- 
fish ;  the  other  pastures  were  supplied  with  water  by  brooks  or 
branches.  As  mentioned  before,  the  family  was  maintained  entirely 
from  this  little  farm,  doing  all  the  work  and  manufacturing  am^ng 
themselves,  and  were  happy  and  contented. 

I  here  insert  a  leter  written  in  the  year  1811.  The  address  is 
as  follows :

The  foregoing  is  a  copy  zrrbatiin  of  an  old  letter  (the  original 
of  which  is  now  before  me,  having  obtained  it  on  my  visit  to  Dela- 
ware in  1891),  written  in  181 1.  which  has  indeed  a  quaint  appear- 
ance. Each  line  is  commenced  with  a  capital  letter,  about  an  inch 
from  the  edge  of  the  paper,  and  so  folded  as  to  be  securely  sea!e<! 
with  a  red  wafer,  and  addresed  to  be  delivered  by  messenger.  Tr.e 
writer  makes  iiujuiry  for  his  brother  Joseph,  who  separated  from 
him  at  Maysville..  Ky.,  in  1798,  to  go  farther  \vest  and  south.  From 
the  information  here,  it  would  seem  that  Joseph  Hearne  went  V' 
Alabama  at  this  time  (iSio  or  1811),  and  since  then  we  have  but 
little  more  information  of  him  or  his  family. 

Clement  Hearne  was  a  man  of  small  stature,  t'dn  in  flesh,  and 
sharp  features,  amiable  in  dispositirn,  positive  in  all  things,  and  ;'. 
good  neighbor  in  all  that  this  expression  implies.  He  was  devoted 
to  his  family  and  enjoyed  their  association  more  than  all  else,  and 
was  rarely  ever  from  home,  except  to  attend  his  church,  which  he 
loved  next  to  his  own  family ;  he  had  no  ambition  to  gather  a  for- 
tune, but  was  scrupulously  careful  of  all  that  he  had,  and  was  not 
wasteful  or  extravagant  in  any  thing ;  he  was  very  fond  of  work. 
and  continued  to  work  at  some  light  work  till  a  shurt  time  before 
his  death.  He  was  greatly  attached  to  the  primitive  style  of  living, 
both  in  dress  and  eating,  and  to  the  day  of  his  death  wore  the  ol<! 
Continental  style  of  clothing.  His  wife,  Keziah,  was  quite  unlike 
him  in  physi([ue,  she  being  rather  large  and  pluiup,  but  beautiful 
both  in  face  and  fi  irm  ;  and  in  disposition  and  manr.ers  was  all  that 
was  lovely  and  admirable,  a  great  friend  to.  the  poor  and  suttcriu'.:. 
was  possessed  of  the  finest  business  qualities,  and  had  she  been  the 
husband,  rather  than  the  wife,  would  doubtless  have  amassed  a  for- 
tune. She  was  entirely  blind  from  the  age  of  about  f<jrtv  vears, 
caused  from  a  severe  s[)ell  oi  sickness,  and  died  at  the  home  in  liour- 
bon  Co.,  Ky.,  Aug.  20,  1843.  Her  death  was  caused  from  die  effects 
of  a  fall  going  duwn  the  outer  d.)orstcps. 

Clement  Hearne  and  wife  were  most  devoted  members  of 
Episcopal  Church,  and  he  himself  furnished  the  means  and  built 
the  Episcopal  church  house  at     Leesburg,     where  was  then  onl)- 
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a  blacksmith  shop  and  small  dry  goods  store  and  grocery  com- 
bined. The  engraving  represents  the  family  going  to  church, 
on  account  of  her  size  and  blindness,  Keziah  never  rode  on 
horseback,  and  there  were  no  carriages,  or  at  least  \-ery  few 
in  those  days,  and  she  rode  everywhere  she  went,  winter  or 
summer,  in  the  sleigh,  drawn  by  a  farm  horse,  in  farm  harness 
and  ridden  by  the  negro  man  Frank,  as  shown  in  picture.  The 
church  house  is  shown  as  it  was  originally  in  the  country. 

Clement  Hearne  was  never  happy  after  the  death  of  his 
wife.  A  house  was  built  for  him  in  the  yard  of  his  son.  Joseph, 
just  across  the  road  from  his  home,  where  he  stayed,  but  went 
o\er  to  his  old  home  nearly  every  day  and  remained,  during  the 
daytime.  This  he  continued  about  eight  years,  keeping  every- 
thing at  his  old  home  just  as  it  was  while  his  wife  lived.  In 
the  spring  of  185 1  his  son  Joseph  sold  out  and  removed  to  a 
farm  he  purchased  near  Lexington.  Ky.,  to  which  his  father. 
Clement,  went  with  him.  and  again  lived  in  a  rooiu  to  himself 
in  the  }ard.  The  grief  and  depression  from  leaving  his  dear 
old  home  caused  him  to  cease  to  want  to  live  and  he  pined  away' 
and  died  July  7,  185 1,  apparently  without  any  physical  ailment 
in  his  eighty-eighth  year. 

Will  of  Clement  Hearne,  as  copied  from  the  records  at  Lex- 
ington, Ky.  The  seeming  difference  here  made  against  his 
daughter  Sally  I  can  only  account  for  on  the  theory  that  he 
believed  she  had  received  her  full  share  in  the  negro  girl  gi\en 
her  by  her  grandmother  Priscilla.  and  the  increase,  which  was 
considerable.  Whether  this  belief  was  real  or  imaginary  I  know- 
not,  as  I  was  only  a  small  boy  at  the  time,  but  I  know  that  there 
was  not  the  fullest  cordial  relations  existing  between  L'ncic 
Wasson's  family  and  the  old  people  and  the  others  of  the  fam- 
ily on  that  account. 

"Will:  I,  Clement  Hearne,  of  the  County  of  Bourbon  and 
State  of  Kentucky,  do  make  ami  publi-h  this  my  last  will  and 
testament,  as  follows,  viz. 

1st:  I  desire  that  after  my  decease  that  all  my  debts  and 
my  funeral  expenses  be  paid  out  of  my  estate. 

2nd:  That  my  land  be  sold  by  my  Executors  to  rriy  son 
Joseph  Hearne  at  a  moderate  and  reasonable  price,  the  valua- 
tion to  be  made  by  my  sons  William  and  Burton  Hearne. 
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3rd:  I  desire  that  my  negro  servants  or  their  equivalents 
in  money  and  the  proceeds  of  my  land  and  also  the  proceeds  of 
my  personal  property  be  all  divided  or  distributed  among  my 
children  as  follows,  viz. — ist,  I  desire  to  give  or  bequeath  to  my 
daughter  Sally  W'asson,  out  of  the  said  proceeds,  fifty  dollars  in 
n'oney  and  then  I  desire  that  the  balance  of  the  sd  proceeds  of 
mv  negroes,  land,  and  personal  property  may  be  divided  into  six 
lots  or  portions,  for  the  benefit  of  the  balance  of  my  children 
and  grand-children  ;  but  having  heretofore  given  to  my  daughter 
Mariah  Ward  a  negro,  etc..  worth  two  hunclre*!  and  twenty-five 
dollars  I  desire  therefore  the  said  portion  may  be  made  in  such 
manner  that  one  of  the  sd  six  lots  or  portions  shall  be  worth  two 
hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars  less  than  each  of  the  other  five 
lots  or  portions  and  the  said  lesser  portion  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  the  children  of  my  daughter  Maria  Ward,  to  be  equally  divided 
between  all  of  them  and  then  I  give  and  bequeath  the  other  of 
sd  five  lots  or  portions,  or  all  the  balance  of  my  estate,  both  per- 
sonal and  real,  to  my  other  children  and  grand-children  as  fol- 
lows, viz.  To  my  son.  W'm.  Hearne,  one  fifth  part.  To  my  son 
Burton  Hearne.  one  fifth  part.  To  my  son  Joseph  Hearne.  one 
fifth  part. 

And  to  the  children  of  my  son  Cannon  Hearne  deceased, 
one  fifth  part  and  the  remaining  fifth  part  to  be  divided  among 
the  children  of  my  son  Minos  Hearne  deed.,  as  follows,  viz. — 
That  whereas  Scytha  D.  Hearne  is  without  patrimony.  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  the  -aid  Scytha  one  half  of  said  legacy  or  sd  fifth 
part  and  the  balance  of  sd  legacy  or  of  sd  fifth  part.  I  give  and 
bequeath  to  the  balance  of  my  son  Minos  Hearne's  children,  ic. 
John  C.  Hearne.  Eliza  Hearne.  Lavinia  Hearne  and  Sarah  Hearne 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

All  the  foregoing  legacies  to  my  grand-children  I  desire  to 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  my  executors  and  paid  over  by  them 
to  the  children  as  they  become  of  age. 

And  lastly  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons 
William  Hearne,  Burton  Hearne  and  Joseph  Hearne.  executors 
to  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  seal  this 
loth  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1844,

I,  Clement  Hearne  of  the  County  of  Bourbon  and  State  of 
Kentucky  do  hereby  make  and  publish  this  codicil  to  be  added 
to  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  following,  to  wit:  I  will 
that  my  negroes  be  appraised  and  divided  in  six  equal  parcels  or 
near  as  conveniently  can  be  done  and  which  negroes  or  slaves  I 
give  and  bequeath  as  follows,  viz: 

One  sixth  part  to  my  son  William  Hearne.  One  sixth  part 
to  my  son  Burton  Hearne.  One  sixth  part  to  my  son  Joseph 
Hearne.  One  sixth  part  to  the  heirs  of  my  son  Minos  Hearne. 
One  sixth  part  to  the  heirs  of  my  son  Cannon  Hearne  and  one 
sixth  part  less  two  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  to  the  children  of 
my  daughter  Maria  Ward:  The  said  children  being  Naomi. 
Sarah  and  Evaline  Ward.  The  deduction  I  make  on  account 
of  having  given  to  my  daughter  Maria  Ward  a  negro  girl  at 
the  time  of  her  marriage,  worth  about  two  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars. 

And  lastly  I  will  and  desire  that  this  my  present  codicil  be 
annexed  and  made  a  part  of  my  last  will  and  testament.

Clement  Hearne  and  wife  were  both  buried  at  the  family 
burying  ground  and  in  fall  of  1888  were  removed  to  cemetery 
at  Lexington,  Ky 

Sally,  daughter  of  Clement  and  Keziah  Hearne.  born  in  Del- 
aware, Apr.  13,  1790,  was  just  eight  years  of  age  when  her  father 
and  his  family  removed  from  there  to  Kentucky.  Jany.  29, 
1817,  she  married  Joseph  \\'as>on.  at  the  time  a  merchant  in 
Leesburg,  Ky.  He  was  l^orn  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  was  a 
soldier  in  the  war  of  1812,  a  lifelong  friend  and  associate  of  Ben- 
jamin Gratz  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  who  was  also  a  native  of  Phila- 
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delphia.  Soon  after  their  marriage  Mr.  Wasson  bought  a  fine 
farm  adjoining  that  of  Clement  Hearne,  where  he  built  a  large 
and  commodious  house  and  where  all  the  children  were  born 
and  raised.  He  was  a  fine  business  man  and  eminently  success- 
ful, both  as  a  farmer  and  merchant,  and  his  wife  was  equally 
successful  in  her  sphere  and  department.  The  old-time  spinning 
wheel,  the  loom,  the  garden,  the  dairy — in  fact,  everything 
in  that  line  incident  to  pioneer  life,  were  worked  to  perfection, 
and  she  was  a  model  in  all  respects.  In  my  childhood  life  there 
was  no  home  I  more  delighted  to  visit  and  none  where  my  joy 
and  happiness  seemed  more  to  abound.  She  dearly  loved  the 
kindred  and  delighted  to  tell  us  of  those  who  lived  in  Delaware, 
and  I  never  tired  of  listening  to  her  talks  of  them.  As  a  Chris- 
tian, she  was  one  of  the  purest  of  earth  and  thoroughly  devoted 
and  earnest  in  all  that  pertained  to  a  true  Christianity.  In 
early  life,  when  Barton  W.  Stone  and  Alexander  Campbell  first 
preached  what  was  then  termed  the  Reformation  in  Ky.  she  and 
her  husband  bodi  united  with  the  society  founded  by  them,  and 
through  life  were  always  faithful  and  zealous  members  and  lib- 
eral contributors  to  its  interests,  and  their  children  all  became 
members  of  the  same  church.  They  lived  on  the  farm  until 
the  fall  of  1848.  when  Mr.  Wasson  sold  out  and  moved  to  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  where  he  lived  a  retired  but  still  active  life  in  many 
respects  till  death.  Sally  Ilearne  Wasson  died  Aug.  17,  1864. 
Her  husband,  Joseph  Wasson,  died  Oct.  11.  1878,  and  both  are 
buried  in  cemetery  at  Lexington.  Ky.  Of  their  children,  Eve- 
line married  Harvey  Adams  and  removed  to  Missouri,  to  a  farm. 
but  not  being  satisfied,  returned  to  Ky..  where  they  raised  five 
children;  after  si^me  years  Mr.  Adams  died  and  Eveline  married 
James  Allen  (a  brother  of  John  G.  Allen,  the  Lexington  and  St. 
Louis  merchant),  and  they  removed  to  Saline  Co.,  Mo.,  to  a  farm. 
where  they  lived  till  death,  Feby.,  1892,  both  dying  of  la  grippe 
within  two  weeks  of  each  other.  All  that  has  been  said  of 
Eveline's  mother  can  be  truly  said  of  her:  she  seemed  to  have 
been  her  counterpart  in  all  respects.  From  this  last  marriage 
two  children  were  born:  James,  who  died  when  just  grown,  and 
Eva  D.,  who  married  John  Page,  and  they  live  on  a  farm  near 
Slater,  Saline  Co.,  Mo. 

Sadie,  daughter  of  Eveline  Adams,  born  May  3,  1838,  mar- 
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ried  Thomas  Adams  (no  relation)  Mar.  12,  1867.  He  was  born 
Dec.  14,  1835.  Their  son  (only  child),  John  W.,  born  Nov.  20, 
1867,  married  Miss  Lulu  Piper  Apr.  7,  1897.  She  was  born 
Jany.  18,  1872.  They  have  one  child,  John  \V.,  Jr.,  born  Sept. 
26,  1900.  When  Thomas  Adams  married  Sadie  he  was  a  drug- 
gist in  Lexington,  Ky.,  but  soon  removed  to  Saline  Co.,  AIo., 
where  he  farmed  for  fifteen  years,  and  then  was  in  the  grocery 
business  in  Marshall  several  years,  then  in  the  jewelry-  business 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  was  successful  in  all  lines,  and  re- 
tired at  the  age  of  seventy-one.  The  son,  John  \V.  Adams,  is 
in  the  drug  business  in  Marshall,  is  a  most  exemplary  young 
man  and  gives  promise  of  a  useful  life. 

Virginia,  daughter  of  Eveline  Adams,  born  Dec.  31,  1840. 
married  Hugh  G.  Allen  Feby.  9,  1871.  He  was  born  Apr.  10. 
1844.  They  have  one  child,  ^^linnie,  born  Dec.  29,  1872,  married 
George  N.  Orear  Sept.  20,  1897.  He  was  born  Feby.  18,  1869 
and  they  have  one  child.  \'irginia  Allen,  born  Dec.  5,  1899. 
Mr.  Allen  was  a  farmer  in  Saline  Co.,  Mo.,  but  now  engaged  in 
real  estate  and  insurance  business  in  Marshall.  He  served  one 
term  as  county  collector. 

Nannie,  daughter  of  Eveline  Adams,  born  1842,  died  Feby.- 
1900,  married  Meade  Woodson,  a  civil  engineer  and  surveyor 
at  Frankfort.  Ky.  Children:  AUine,  born  Nov.  19,  1874,  married 
Ben  Winter  Hughes  Dec.  9,  1897;  children,  Ben  Winter,  Jr., 
David  Meade  and  Dell  Wasson.  Ellen  T.  Woodson,  born  Oct. 
19,  1880,  married  Dr.  F.  Miner  Cooper  June  28.,  1905. 

Eva  D.,  daughter  of  Eveline  and  James  Allen,  born  Aug.  18. 
1861,  married  John  Page  Sept.  26,  1883.      He  was  born  Apr.  2, 
1858.      Children:  Allen,  born  Jany.  2-].  1885;  Hubert,  born  Sept 
2,  1886;  Sadie  L.,  born  May  30,  1890;  Jessie,  born  Aug.  25,  1892.

Wm.  Edwin,  son  of  Joseph  and  Sally  Hearne  Wasson,  died 
when  just  grown  of  quick  consumption.  Keziah  Wasson  mar- 
ried James  Rice,  a  merchant  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  died  without 
children.  Mariah  and  Sarah,  the  other  two  daughters,  died  in 
early  life. 

John  Minos  Wasson,  born  July  15,  1824,  was  a  merchant 
in  Leesburg,  Ky.,  when  his  father  removed  to  Lexington,  1848, 
and  he  continued  in  Leesburg,  doing  a  successful  business,  till 
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1859,  when  he  removed  to  Versailles,  and  engaged  in  the  gro- 
cery business,  which  he  has  continued  successfully  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  and  now,  at  seventy  years  of  age,  1894,  says  he  can 
wait  on  a  customer  as  spry  as  he  ever  did.  July,  1845,  he  mar- 
ried Miss  Fannie  Holton.  daughter  of  Rev.  John  M.  Holton  of 
Bracken  Co.,  Ky..  and  they  have  had  six  children,  only  four 
of  whom  are  now  living.      Mrs.  Fannie  Wasson  died  Apr.,  1904.

William,  son  of  Clement  and  Keziah  Hearne,  born  in  Dela- 
ware, Apr.  16.  1792,  was  a  millwright  by  occupation,  and  also 
school  teacher  and  farmer.  Was  tinely  educated,  pleasant  in 
address,  scrupulously  neat  in  his  person  and  clothes  and  about 
his  house  and  farm,  a  polished  gentleman  in  the  fullest  sense 
of  that  term.  He  never  married,  but  was  very  fond  of  com- 
pany, and  was  possessed  of  the  characteristic  hospitality  of  the 
Hearne  family.  He  was  a  most  devout  member  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  an  exceptionally  good  man  in  all  respects,  and  left  a 
name  as  such  that  is  far  better  than  fame  or  great  riches;  yet 
he  left  a  good  estate,  and  about  the  last  act  of  his  life  was  to 
contribute  $500  toward  the  building  of  an  Episcopal  church  at 
Cynthiana,  Ky.  He  died  Sept.  18,  1852.  at  his  home  in  Harrison 
Co.,  Ky.,  from  the  ettects  of  a  kick  by  his  saddle  horse.  He 
was  buried  at  the  family  burying  ground  and  in  1888  removed  to 
cemetery,  Lexington,  Ky. 

The  following  is  a  verbatim  copy  of  an  old  school  sub- 
scription of  William  Hearne  in  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky.,  when  he  was 
just  twenty-one  years  of  age: 

An  agreement  entered  into  this  22nd  day  of  Nove'r  1813 
by  &  between  Will  Hearne  of  the  one  part,  and  the  subscribers 
Oi  the  other  (witnesseth)  that  the  sd  Hearne  will  teach  a  Read- 
in,  writing  &  Arithmetik  school  &  Bookkeeping  if  re(iuired.  for 
the  term  of  twelve  months,  for  which  he  will  have  the  sum  of 
nine  shillings  per  quarter  for  each  scholar  provided  he  can  get 
twenty  five  or  more  payable  quarterly  :  the  one  half  of  sd  sum 
will  be  taken  in  good  merchantable  wheat.  Th'd  linen,  or  sugar 
at  their  respective  market  prices. 

A  majority  of  the  :^ubscribers  will  be  at  liberty,  at  the  end 
or  either  quarter  to  discontinue  the  school,  if  there  is  sufficient 
cause  in  their  opinion,  &  the  sd  Hearne  reserves  the  same  privi 
lege.  He  will  use  his  best  endeavors  to  teach  the  sd  Branches. 
&  keep  good  order  among  the  scholars,  five  days  in  each  week 
The  subscribers  bind  themselves  to  keep  the  House  in

BuRTOX,  son  of  Clement  and  Keziah  Hearne,  born  in 
Delaware,  Nov.  17,  1793.  Was  a  millwright  by  occupa- 
tion, as  well  as  stone  mason  and  farmer,  and  a  very  prosper- 
ous man.  He  was  not  a  member  of  the  Church,  but  was  a 
decided  Episcopalian  in  belief;  he  never  married,  and,  like  his 
brother  William,  was  very  hospitable     and     fond    of     company, 
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but  very  unlike  him  in  most  all  else.  He  was  strictly  upright 
in  his  life  and  dealings  with  his  fellow  men,  was  full  of  life 
and  humor,  and  had  a  great  store  of  jokes  that  he  always  de- 
lighted his  friends  with  ;  it  was  sometimes  painful  to  see  the 
fun  and  jokes  he  played  on  his  brother  William ;  tishing  with 
hook  and  line  was  one  of  his  greatest  enjoyments,  and  indulged 
in  by  him  till  death.  He  was  passionately  fond  of  euchre. 
and  when  at  home  usually  put  in  about  three  nights  of  the 
week  at  that  game,  or  checkers,  with  his  neighbors,  Isaac 
Shelby  and  U.  S.  Senator  Jas.  B.  Beck,  either  at  his  home  or 
theirs.  He  died  in  Georgetown,  Ky.,  Jany.  12,  1871.  from  the 
effects  of  a  fall,  at  the  house  of  his  niece,  Mrs.  Eva  (Ward) 
Moore.  He  outlived  all  of  Clement  Hearne's  children,  and  left 
a  fine  estate  that  was  divided  among  his  relatives.  He  was 
buried  at  Lexington,  Ky. 

MiNOS^  son  of  Clement  and  Keziah  Hearne,  born  in  Dela- 
ware, Dec.  21,  1795,  married  in  early  life  Malinda  Chinn.  Chil- 
dren: John  C,  born  Feby.  20.  1825:  Eliza,  born  1827,  and  Scytha 
Davis,  born  1831.  His  wife  died  and  he  married  ^Irs.  Ann 
Yancey,  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters.  Lavinia  married  Dr. 
Friest  and  died  in  Hannibal,  Mo.  Sarah  died  when  about 
twelve  years  of  age.  ^vlinos  Hearne  was  a  prosperous  mer- 
chant and  died  Apr.  17,  1837,  at  his  home  in  Nicholasville,  Ky.. 
and  was  buried  there.  John  C.  son  of  Minos  Hearne,  born 
Feby.  20,  1825,  was  a  carpenter  by  trade,  a  fine  workman,  and 
quite  a  genius.  Married.  1846.  Priscilla  Wilmot,  who  was  born 
1826.  He  settled  in  Pleasant  Hill,  ^lo.,  1848,  and  raised  a 
family  of  eight  children.  His  life  was  a  checkered  one  ;  made 
several  important  in\entions.  but  for  lack  of  means  never  suc- 
ceeded in  realizing  anything  out  of  them.  He  served  as  a  Con- 
federate soldier  during  the  Civil  War  and  had  two  sons  also 
in  the  Confederate  army,  and  died  a  poor  man  Apr.  13,  1877 
His  wife  died  Oct.  16,  18S9.  Children:  James  Fletcher,  born 
Jany.  5,  1848;  John  William,  born  July  4,  1850;  Thomas  Esger. 
born  Aug.  10,  1853;  Benjamin  Franklin,  born  Aug.  5,  1855,  and 
Scytha  Ann,  born  Jany.  17.  1S58. 

John  W'.  son  of  John  C.  Hearne,  married  Oct.  8,  1876, 
in  Butler  Co.,  Kas.,  near  Leon,  and  lived  there  until  1894. 
when  he  moved  to  Kildare,  Oklahoma,  and  afterwards  to  Ana- 
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clarko.  His  wife,  Maggie  Jane  Surber,  born  Feby.,  23,  1858. 
Children:  Tilly  Belle,,  born  June  12,  1877,  married  Feby.  21. 
1899,  Ralph  L.  Harrison.  Lee  Ettie.  born  Jany.  3,  1880;  George 
W.  G.  born  Xov.  21,  1883;  Sadie  P.,  born  Nov.  7,  1885;  Sterling 
Price,  born  April  8,  1890.  Wm.  Magnes,  barn  June  18,  1895; 
Earl,  born  Jany.  8,  1897.  John  \\'.  Flearne  went  into  the  Con- 
federate army  when  thirteen  years  old,  and  served  to  the  end 
of  the  war.  His  daughters,  Miss  Lee  and  Aliss  Sadie,  are  both 
saleswomen  in  dry  goods  houses  in  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

Benjamin  F.,  son  of  John  C.  Hearne,  married  Miss  Kath- 
erine  Davenport  and  moved  to  the  Indian  Nation.  Children, 
Priscilla,  Dorice  and  Edmond  tliggins. 

Scytha  Ann.  daughter  of  John  C.  Hearne,  married  Samuel 
Beach  Jones,  Nov.  2,  1876.  He  was  born  Apr.  9,  1855.  Chil- 
dren: Scytha  Almeda,  born  Aug.  25,  1878;  Lewis  Benjamin, 
born  Feby.  12,  1883;  Richard  Chinn,  born  Dec.  2^,  1884;  Mar- 
tin Toner  Balsley,  born  July  i,  1887;  Abraham  Bartlette,  born 
Mar.  10,  1889;  Annetta  Mabel,  born  ALir.  2,  1891  ;  Charlie  Robert- 
son, born  Oct.  14,  1893.  This  family  lives  at  Joplin,  Mo.,  and  Air. 
Jones  is  engaged  in  railroading  and  mining  work. 

Scytha  Almeda  Jones,  married  Aug.  17,  1899,  Herbert  S. 
Kelso,  and  has  one  child,  Harold,  born  Alar.  25,  1904.  Mr. 
Kelso  is  in  the  U.  S.  Railway  Postal  service,  Kansas  City,  AIo., 
with  office  in  Post  Office  building. 

Eliza,  daughter  of  Minos  Hearne.  married  Charles  Williams, 
and  died  when  quite  young,  in  Missouri,  leaving  one  daughter, 
Thirza  Ann,  who  married  Geo.  Bryan,  a  farmer,  and  has  one 
child.  They  lived  for  many  years  at  Dexter,  Cowley  Co.,  Kas.. 
but  live  now  at  Edmond,  Oklahoma.  Sc}tha,  daughter  of  Alinos 
Hearne,  married  W.  H.  Calmes,  farmer  and  stockman,  li\ing 
near  Colusa,  Cal.  She  had  one  child,  Charles,  born  1874  and 
died  1904,  and  she  (Mrs.  Calmes)  died  Nov.  12,  1906. 

Cannon  Hearne,  son  of  Clement  and  Keziah,  born  in  Ken- 
tucky, Sept.  30,  1798,  married  Sally  Owen  (who  was  born  June 
5,  1803),  Feby.  3,  1825.  He  worked  at  the  millwright  trade 
till  he  was  married,  then  farmed  and  traded  largely  in  hogs, 
mules  and  horses  to  the  Southern  market  till  his  death,  which 
occurred  at  his  home  iji  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky.,  ten  miles  west  of 
Paris.      He  died  of  typhoid  fever  May  11,  1839,  and  was  buried 
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at  the  family  burying  ground  at  his  brother  Joseph's,  and  his 
remains  were  removed  May,  i86r,  to  the  cemetery  at  Lexing- 
ton, Ky.  His  wife,  Sally,  died  Aug.  21,  1839,  and  was  buried 
at  the  family  burying  ground  at  the  residence  of  her  father, 
Robert  Owen,  ten  miles  east  of  Paris,  Ky.,  and  her  remains 
were  removed  in  May,  1861,  to  the  cemetery  at  Lexington,  Ky., 
and  placed  beside  those  of  her  husband. 

It  is  pardonable  in  me  giving  a  fuller  account  of  my  own  im- 
mediate family  than  of  others,  because  of  a  natural  inclination 
and  because,  also.  I  know  it  better;  and  before  I  give  the  chil- 
dren of  Cannon  and  Sally  Hearne  I  will  make  brief  mention 
of  the  ancestors  of  Sally  Hearne,  whose  maiden  name  was  Owen. 
Her  grandfather,  Thomas  OwenV  was  born  in  Montgomery 
Co.,  Md.,  1750;  he  removed  to  Clark  Co.,  Ky.,  at  an  early  day 
and  died  there  in  1800. 

Thomas  Owen  is  the  great-grandfather  of  the  author  of 
this  history.  In  May.  1897,  I  obtained  from  the  Record  and 
Pension  Office.  War  Department.  Washington,  D.  C,  this  in- 
formation : 

"The  records  show  that  Thomas  Owen  served  as  a  private 
in  Capt.  John  Dandridge's  company,  in  Colonel  Charles  Harri- 
son's regiment,  ist  Artillery,  Continental  Troops,  Revolutionary 
War.  His  name  appears  on  the  roll  for  the  month  of  October, 
1777,  which  bears  the  remarks:  'Enlisted  January  9,  1777,  for 
three  years.'  'Sick  in  garrison.'  This  regiment  was  assigned 
to  the  State  of  Virginia  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  October  3. 
1780.

"Colonel  U.  S.  Army,  Chief  of  Office." 
Sally,  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Farmer,  was  born 
in   Frederick  Co.,  Md.,  in  1750.  and  died  in  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky., 
at  the  home  of  her  son  Robert  Dec,  1842,  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
two  years. 

Though  a  boy  of  less  than  eight  years  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  I  remember  her  very  distinctly.  She  had  retained  her 
mental  faculties  in  a  remarkable  degree,  and  was  unusually 
active  and  bright  for  one  of  her  years.  I  remember  of  say- 
ing to  her:  "Grandmother,  you  look  mighty  old."  And  her 
reply  was:  "Why,  child,  I  am  not  very  old;  my  mother  lived 
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to  the  age  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  years."  Her  brother. 
Thomas  Farmer,  lived  neighbor  to  them  at  that  time,  but  sow:i 
removed  to  Lincoln  Co.,  AIo.,  where  he  left  a  large  famii\. 
He  was  a  Methodist  minisiter.  The  Farmers  who  lived  \u 
western  Alissouri — some  of  them  near  Pleasant  Hill — one  of 
whom,  Jeremiah  Farmer,  a  Baptist  minister — were  of  the  sair.c 
family.  About  all  of  the  Owen  family  were  Methodists  in 
faith. 

Robert  Owen,  father  of  Sally  (Owen)  Hearne  and  son  of 
Thomas  and  Sally  Owen,  was  born  in  Montgomery  Co..  Md.. 
Mar.  12,  1777.  He  married  Xancy  P'oster  (who  was  born  ir. 
Delaware  Jany.  13,  1772)  when  quite  a  young  man,  and  settled 
on  a  farm  ten  miles  east  of  Paris,  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky.,  where  he 
lived  and  prospered  till  his  death.  Sept.  27,  1856.  His  wife  died 
1851. 

Robert  Owen  was  a  stern,  self-willed  man  and  good  citi- 
zen. He  farmed  extensively,  handling  chiefly  cattle.  C)wned 
many  negro  slaves  and  at  time  of  his  death  his  estate  was  worth 
$60,000,  and,  strange  to  say  (I  am  almost  ashamed  to  record 
it),  he  gave  it  all  to  his  three  sons  and  nothing  to  either  of 
his  five  daughters.  His  alleged  reason  for  doing  so  was.  he 
said,  the  sons  worked  and  help  make  the  money,  but  those  who 
knew  him  best  said  he  desired  to  keep  the  property  in  the  Owen 
name,  for  his  daughters  all  worked  just  as  hard  in  their  sphere 
as  did  the  sons.  I  must  also  record  the  fact  that  while  the 
sons  prospered,  none  of  their  descendants  have  any  propert}' 
worth  speaking  of.  while  the  vast  majority  of  the  descendants 
cf  the  daughter>  are  well-to-do  people,  and  some  of  them  have- 
large  wealth.  Robert  Owen  was  a  soldier  in  the  war  with 
England,  181 2- 181 5,  but  in  what  capacity  I  do  not  know.  He 
had  a  large  sword  in  an  immense  steel  scabbard,  all  weighing 
five  pounds,  which  he  retained.  It  is  the  same  sword  used  b}' 
his  father,  Thomas  Owen,  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  It  is 
now  in  the  jiosse>sion  of  the  waiter  (W.  T.  H.)  and  hangs  in 
his  front  hall  beside  an  old  spinning  wheel  used  by  his  mother 
before  her  death.  1839.  The  writer  is  not  at  all  warlike,  but 
he  has  also  a  -w.tcI  bayonet  in  scabbard  used  by  ScT.tr's  Con- 
federate Louisiana  Cavalry,  lost  by  them  on  his  farm  during 
a  raid  around  the  Federal  army,   1862.      I  have  also  the  army 
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pistol  used  by  myself,  for  which  I  paid  $50  in  gold,  during  the 
Civil  War.  They  are  all  in  prime  condition  and  regarded  of 
priceless  value.  I  now  return  to  Cannon  Hearne,  who  was  a 
self-made  man,  having  served  his  father  until  he  was  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  received  from  him  then  a  horse,  saddle 
and  bridle,  valued  at  $100.  He  saved  his  earnings  for  the  next 
five  years,  till  he  married,  and  then  bought  a  small  farm,  and 
in  a  few  years  sold  it  and  bought  a  larger  one  of  three  hun- 
dred acres,  on  which  he  lived  until  his  death.  Both  these  farms 
were  in  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky.,  a  few  miles  from  his  father's.  He 
bought  a  few  negro  slaves  that  increased  by  birth  until  there 
were  twelve  in  number  at  his  death. 

The  primitive  style  and  way  of  living  was  the  same  in 
almost  all  respects  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  Cannon  and 
Sally  Hearne  as  it  was  forty  years  before,  when  Clement  Hearne 
came  to  Kentucky.  Sufificient  to  say,  the  family  lived  almost  . 
entirely  within  themselves,  producing  and  manufacturing  al- 
most all  the  food  and  clothing  used  on  the  farm;  and  I  can 
truthfully  say  it  was  more  enjoyable  than  that  of  the  present 
day,  as  well  as  more  wholesome  and  healthful,  and  there  surely 
was  more  contentment  and  real  happiness  than  in  the  present 
day  and  generation,  and  far  less  of  vice  and  immorality.  The 
cooking  was  done  in  the  cldtime.  wide  fireplace,  and  it  was 
not  uncommon  on  some  mornings  in  the  summer  time  to  have 
to  send  a  mile  distant  to  a  neighbor's  for  some  fire  to  kindle 
one  from  to  get  breakfast,  as  there  were  no  matches  in  that 
day,  and  occasionally  the  fire  was  allowed  to  go  out. 

My  father.  Cannon  Hearne.  besides  being  a  model  and 
very  successful  farmer,  was  also  a  most  excellent  trader,  and 
till  the  day  of  his  death  handled  large  numbers  of  horses,  mules, 
cattle  and  hogs.  About  1827  or  1828  b.e  became  acquainted 
with  a  young  man,  Thomas  Johnson  of  Montgomery  Co..  Ky., 
who  was  also  a  large  trader  in  horses,  mules  and  hogs  to  the 
Southern  market  in  Georgia.  That  fall  he  sold  Mr.  Johnson 
a  large  lot  of  extra  fine  hogs,  and  a  mutual  friendship  sprang 
up  between  them.  So  that  the  next  year  they  entered  into 
partnership.  In  answer  to  a  letter  of  inquiry  of  Mr.  John- 
son, then  a  very  old  man.  on  Feby.  4,  1901,  he  dictated  at  his 
home  in  Mt.  Sterling,  Ky.,  the  following  facts:  "In  the  fall  of 
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1829  or  1830  Cannon  Hearne  and  myself  entered  into  partner- 
ship, dealing  in  horses,  mules  and  hogs  to  the  Georgia  market. 
That  fall  we  took  2000  hogs,  weighing  about  300  pounds  gross, 
costing  $2  per  100  pounds,  to  the  Southern  market,  both  of  us 
going  on  the  trip,  which  was  a  long  one  attended  with  many 
hardships.  We  went  over  the  Cumberland  mountains  to  Athens 
and  Cleveland.  Tenn.  From  there  over  the  Blue  Ridge  and  Al- 
legheny mountains,  by  the  old  Federal  road  to  Athens,  Ga. 
Thence  to  Madison,  Alacon,  Milledgeville  and  Augusta.  All 
this  trip  was  made  on  foot,  as  there  were  no  railroads  in  that 
day,  and  it  took  about  sixty  days  to  reach  the  Southern  mar- 
ket, as  the  hogs  were  very  fat  and  we  bad  to  travel  slow.  Al- 
together it  took  about  three  months  to  sell  out  and  finish  the 
trip  home.  Mr.  Hearne  having  a  family  and  comfortable  home 
and  being  a  good  farmer,  preferred  to  stay  at  home  rather  than 
undergo  the  many  hardships  of  another  such  trip.  In  all  of 
our  business  relations  they  were  of  the  most  pleasant  kind, 
and  we  never  had  a  word  of  dilrerchce  in  any  of  our  business 
settlenients.  Mr.  Hearne  was  a  good,  kind,  fair  and  honest 
gentleman,  and  I  can  also  say  a  Christian  gentleman.  I  have 
never  known  his  superior  in  all  these  qualities  in  my  long  and 
eventful  life,  being  thrown  with  more  people  and  of  all  char- 
acters of  persons  in  that  time  than  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of 
man.  I  am  now  past  my  four-score  and  ten,  and  almost  blind, 
but  vigorous  otherwise  for  one  of  my  years,  and  take  a  ride 
out  and  down  into  town  every  pretty  day,  and  enjoy  talking 
with  my  friends  at  the  hotel  on  the  current  events  of  the  day." 
Mr.  Johnson  being  one  of  my  father's  staunchest  friends 
and  so  intiiuately  associated  with  him  for  ten  years  before  his 
death,  I  deem  a  brief  notice  of  Col.  Johnson  appropriate  here. 
He  was  born  and  reared  in  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky..  his  father 
being  a  plain  and  substantial  farmer.  He  obtained  a  good  edu- 
cation for  that  early  day  at  the  log  school  houses  in  the  coun- 
try, and  before  he  was  grown  his  parents  let  him  start  out  for 
himself  at  his  own  request.  He  hired  himself  to  a  neighbor- 
ing farmer  to  work  on  the  farm,  and  very  soon  began  trading 
in  stock,  exhibiting  remarkably  good  judgment,  so  that  he  did 
not  lack  for  endorsers  and  credit.  In  a  few  years  he  was  able 
and  did  buy  the  farm  of  his  first  employer,  but  continued  on 
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a  larger  scale  his  trading  in  stock  to  the  Southern  market,  al- 
ways successful,  that  he  kept  up  till  only  a  few  years  ago. 

In  1846,  the  time  of  the  Mexican  War,  he  raised  a  volun- 
teer company,  of  which  he  was  captain,  but  failed  of  accept- 
ance by  the  government,  as  already  one  company  had  been  ac- 
cepted from  his  county.  When  the  Civil  War  came  on,  1861, 
being  an  ardent  and  true  Southern  man,  he  enlisted  in  the  South- 
ern Army,  and  was  soon  in  command  of  a  regiment,  serving 
gallantly  to  the  end  of  the  war,  coming  out  a  general.  He  was 
greatly  loved  by  his  men  for  his  kindness  and  generosity. 
After  the  war  he  renewed  his  farming  and  trading  till  he  amassed 
a  fine 'fortune.  He  remained  a  bachelor  till  well  along  in  life, 
when  he  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Peters,  a  most  estimable  lady 
of  Montgomery  Co.,  Ky..  and  they  are  now  living  in  an  ele- 
gant home  in  the  suburbs  of  Mt.  Sterling,  enjoying  the  fruits 
cf  the  labors  of  a  well  spent  life,  surrounded  by  a  devoted  and 
interesting  family  of  children,  all  of  whom  are  now^  grown. 
Gen.  Johnson  always  took  an  active  interest  in  politics  and 
served  several  terms  in  the  Kentucky  Legislature,  in  both  the 
Lower  House  and  Senate,  with  eminent  satisfaction  to  his  con- 
stituency. He  died  July  4,  1902,  having  passed  the  century 
mark  and  lived  in  three  centuries. 

Cannon  Hearne  never  united  with  any  church,  but  was  a 
decided  Episcopalian  in  belief  and  action,  and  had  all  his  chil- 
dren sprinkled  in  that  church.  His  wife  Sally  was  a  ^^lethodist 
when  she  married  him  and  went  at  once  into  the  Episcopa} 
Church.  He  had  been  a  magistrate  for  ten  years  when  he  died, 
and  the  next  year  would  have  been  high  sheriff  by  regular  ro- 
tation, an  office  of  great  distinction  and  responsibility  in  that 
day.  He  was  a  man  of  large  influence  and  the  recognized  ar- 
biter of  nearly  all  neighborhood  troubles,  a  great  friend  to  the 
poor,  and  a  veritable  Samaritan  in  sickness.  Bleeding  sick  per- 
sons in  left  arm  was  an  almost  universal  remedy,  and  Cannon 
Hearne  being  skillful,  had  most  of  it  to  do  for  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

Cannon  Hearne  left  no  will,  but  here  follows  a  partial  ap- 
praisement list  of  his  personal  property,  and  also  a  partial  list 
of  the  public  sale,  etc.:

It  is  quite   interesting  to  note  the  kind  of  articles  and  price 
as  compared  with  the  present  day,  and  also  to  note  the  settlement  of 
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the  estate  by  the  administrator,  showing  what  could  be  and  was  done 
by  a  young  man  and  wife  in  fourteen  years,  in  that  primitive  day  and 
age,  entirely  by  their  own  honest  efforts. 

Of  all  the  articles  sold  at  the  sale,  only  the  brass  clock  bought 
by  Burton  Hearne  and  the  secretary  bought  by  Garland  Smith  are 
now  in  the  possession  of  our  family.  Cannon  Hearne  bought  the 
clock  at  a  public  sale  for  $60.00  when  almost  new,  having  originally 
cost  $150.00  in  Philadelphia. 

Some  thirty  years  ago  Uncle  Burton  gave  the  clock  to  Jona- 
dian  D.  Hearne,  and  he  now  has  it  on  the  stairway  landing  in  his 
residence,  Covington,  Ky..  still  keeping  good  time.  The  secretary 
bought  by  Garland  Smith  was  sold  at  his  widow's  sale  in  1866,  and 
bought  by  David  Allen,  and  from  him  Jonathan  D.  obtained  it  in 
1891 ;  he  had  it  polished  up,  so  that  it  makes  a  handsome  piece  of 
furniture  in  his  library.  Cannon  Hearne  was  quite  a  genius  with 
tools  of  any  kind ;  he  could  and  did  make  the  shoes  for  the  family, 
built  the  houses,  doing  both  the  wood  and  stone  work,  and  could 
also  do  blacksmith ing.  When  his  daughter  Nancy  was  a  year  old, 
he  made  for  her  a  toy  three-cornered  cupboard,  about  two  feet  high, 
similar  to  the  large  ones  then  in  common  use ;  this  fell  into  the 
possession  of  William  T.  Hearne  (the  writer),  and  it  is  now  the 
property  of  his  little  grand-daughter,  Alaggie  Barkley  Lee,  at  Lee's 
Summit,  Mo. 

The  children  of  Cannon  and  Sally  Hearne  were  as  follows: 
Nancy  Keziah,  born  Nov.  19,  1825;  Franklin  Perry,  born  June  i, 
1827;  Jonathan  David,  born  Aug.  7,  1829;  Robert  Clement,  born 
Sept.  14,  1831  ;  William  Thomas  born  Jan.  22,  1835;  James  Wash- 
ington, born  Oct.  10,  1838. 

After  the  death  of  the  parents,  the  children  were  scattered, 
the  farm  rented,  and  the  negro  slaves  hired  out,  for  a  year  at  a  time. 
The  daughter  Nanc}'  went  and  lived  with  her  uncle,  George  Owen, 
until  her  marriage,  Feb.  16,  1843,  ^o  James  ^L  Stone,  a  farmer 
and  stockman.  She  died  July  12.  1862,  at  her  home  in  Scott  Co., 
Ky.,  leaving  four  daughters  and  two  sons,  all  of  whom  are  now 
grown  and  married,  and  whose  names  and  residences  are  on  the 
family  tree.  ]\Ir.  Stone  died  Mar.,  1898;  he.  and  wife  are  bodi 
buried  in  cemetery  at  Paris.  Ky. 

N.wcY  K.  Stone,  I  scarcely  know  how  to  write  of  her;  she  is 
worthy  of  the  highest  encomium  that  can  be  passed  on  any  mortal 
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being;  possessed  of  beautiful  features,  an  amiable  and  lovely  dispo- 
sition, she  was  almost  idolized  by  her  family  and  friends,  and  her 
friends  numbered  all  her  acquaintances.  Seven  years  of  mv 
childhood  life  were  spent  in  her  home  (aside  from  the  four  years 
before  my  parents'  death),  and  she  was  not  only  a  true  and  tender 
sister,  but  more  than  a  mother  to  me ;  it  was  always  sunshine  in  her 
presence.  She  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  jM.  E.  Church,  South, 
and  her  life  fully  exemplified  the  religion  she  professed.  Her  chil- 
dren:  Sarah  ^Nlariah,  Charles  Winfield,  Nannie  Bettie  Belle,  Em- 
ma Clay,  Carrie  E.  and  James  Madison.  Sarah  'SL,  born  June  27, 
1844,  married  H.  Clay  Prewitt  Apr.  5,  1865.  !Mr.  Prewitt  is  a 
farmer  living  near  Stamping  Ground.  Scott  Co.,  Ky.  Children : 
"Madison  Stone,  born  July  3,  1867;  Charles  B.,  born  June  16",  1872; 
lizzie  A.,  born  Apr.  22,  1875  ;  Carrie  S.,  born  Mar.  19,  1880;  Xan- 
nie  H.,  born  July  27.

Charles  W.  Stone,  born  Apr.,  1848,  married  Miss  Pattie  Mar- 
tin, 1876,  is  bookkeeper  in  a  bank  in  Midway,  Ky.,  and  is  also  in 
the  insurance  business.  Children;  Sutton,  bom  1878;  Robert,  born 
1880;  Annie,  born  1882;  Corrinne,  born  1884.  Sutton  Stone  is  in 
business  in  Lexington,  Ky.  He  married  Miss  Mogene  Burrier  and 
they  have  a  daughter,  born  1900.  Robert  Stone  is  a  bookkeeper 
in  one  of  the  banks  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  both  boys  are  doing 
well.  Annie  Stone  is  unmarried  and  at  home.  Corrinne  married, 
1905,  Farra  Headley,  a  farmer  in  Fayette  Co.,  Ky..  and  has  a  son. 
born  summer  of  1906. 

Nannie  Bettie  Belle  Stone,  born  Feb.  15,  1850,  married  John 
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Gates,  a  farmer  near  Longton,  Kas.,  July  5,  1888 ;  has  no  children

Carrie  E.  Stone,  born  1856,  married  Dr.  John  P.  Savage  of 
Sioux  City,  la.     Children:     Mamie  H.,  Kate  and  George  S. 

James  M.  Stone,  born  Aug.  9,  i860,  married  Miss  Carrie  Redd, 
near  Palmyra,  ]\Io.,  Feb.  26,  1885.  Children:  Archie,  born  Feb.  2, 
1887,  and  Belle  R..  born  July  14,  1890.  He  farmed  several  years, 
but  is  now  in  the  drug  business  in  Palmyra,-  Mo. 

On  Jan.  i,  1840,  three  children  of  Cannon  Hearne,  Franklin. 
Jonathan  and  William,  were  placed  by  their  uncle,  William 
Hearne,  who  had  entered  as  guardian  for  them,  to  board  at  Grand- 
father Clement's  and  attend  the  country  school  at  Leesburg,  taught 
by  Mr.  James  Flournoy,  a  Kentuckian,  and  then  by  Mr.  Whittle- 
sey, an  Eastern  man.  The  schools  of  that  day  opened  at  8  a.  m. 
and  closed  at  4  to  5  p.  m.,  and  were  strict  in  discipline.  The 
studies  were  few  and  plain,  and  consisted  of  the  old-time  Elemen- 
tary spelling  book  (blueback),  reading,  writing,  geography  (Mitch- 
ell's), arithmetic  (Pike's),  grammar  (Murray's),  and  \\^ebster'5 
dictionary.  We  continued  there  for  two  years,  the  board  being 
one  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  all  three,  and  the  schooling  one 
dollar  per  month  each,  for  a  full  twelve-months'  school  for  a  year, 
unlike  the  seven  to  nine  months  now  called  a  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  year,  Franklin  and  Jonathan,  then  be- 
ing old  enough  to  choose  a  guardian,  chose  Uncle  Thomas  Owen,  and 
both  left  and  went  to  work  at  different  places,  on  the  farm,  to 
make  something  for  themselves.  Wages  were  then  very  low,  as 
compared  with  the  present  time.  In  1844,  when  Franklin  was 
seventeen  years  old,  he  did  about  a  man's  full  work  and  only  re- 
ceived $4.00  per  month  and  board.  He  and  Jonathan  both  served 
an  apprenticeship  at  the  carpenters  trade,  which  paid  better  waives 
than  on  the  farm.  Franklin  continued  at  his  trade  in  Lexington  and 
Louisville.  Ky..  until  he  was  twenty-one  \ears  of  age ;  while  in 
Louisville  he  volunteered  and  joined  Capt.  Maury's  company  for  rhe 
Mexican  war,  but,  to  his  great  disappointment,  the  company  was 
not  accepted  for   service,   there  being  many   more  troops  offered

than  Kentucky's  quota.  \\'hen  twenty-one  years  of  age,  he  sold  his 
land  (fifty  acres)  to  Mr.  Jesse  Hall  for  forty  dollars  per  acre;  he 
sold  his  negro  boy  Charles  for  five  or  six  hundred  dollars  (the 
woman  Rachel  having  died),  and  with  that  money,  besides  what 
was  coming  to  him  from  our  father's  estate,  made  some  five  thou- 
sand dollars  or  more,  which  he  took  to  St.  Louis.  ]Mo.,  1848.  and 
embarked  in  the  manufacture  of  hackled  hemp  with  Messrs.  Chiles 
&  Carr. 

Early  in  1850  he  married  Miss  Kate  Hiatt,  of  Woodford  Co., 
Ky.,  and  in  the  same  year  closed  out  his  business  in  St.  Louis,  with 
a  loss  of  about  all  of  his  property,  and  went  to  his  father-in-law's, 
where,  in  Mar.,  185 1,  was. born  to  his  wife  a  son;  Joseph  Garter,  and 
in  a  few  months  his  wife  died,  when  he  made  arrangements  with  her 
parents  to  raise  and  educate  the  son,  and  he  went  to  Missouri,  to 
the  wilds  of  Chariton  Co..  and  commenced  to  work  at  his  trade, 
while  for  three  years  we  in  Kentucky  hardly  heard  from  him  at 
all,  because  of  his  mortification  at  losing  his  property  and  his 
pride  and  ambition  to  regain  it,  which  he  did  in  less  than  ten  years. 
In  1854  he  married  Miss  ^lary  Givens,  of  Chariton  Co.,  Mo.,  and, 
continuing  his  trade,  became  a  contractor  and  builder,  and  finally 
a  dealer  in  lumber,  settling  in  Chillicothe.  By  this  marriage  he 
had  two  sons,  Luther  E.  and  Frank  P..  Jr. 

His  second  W'ife,  Mary,  died  1864,  and  1865  he  married  Miss 
Sally  Cowgil,  of  Chillicothe,  Mo.,  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters, 
Jennie  and  Alice.  His  lumber  business  prospered,  and  in  1871  he 
moved  to  Hannibal  and  engaged  more  largely  in  it.  Here  his  third 
wife  died,  and  he  married  Miss  Eliza  AL  Snell. 

In  1887  he  sold  out  in  Hannibal  and  removed  to  Little  Rock. 
Ark.,  and  opened  up  a  large  saw  and  planing  mill  at  Wyandotte, 
forty  miles  south,  for  cutting  up  yellow  pine,  which  he  ran  suc- 
cessfully for  five  years,  exhausing  the  timber  for  a  circuit  of  some 
six  miles,  when  his  health  failed  him.  and  he  went  to  St.  Louis  for 
treatment  for  creeping  paralysis,  where  he  died  Jul}'  18,  1895.  and 
was  buried  at  Hannibal.  Mo.  His  widow  Eliza,  still  lives  in  St. 
Louis,  keeping  her  children  with  her.

Joseph  Carter  Hearne,  A.  Si..  ]\I.  D..  32. 

Dr.  Hearne  was  born  near  Versailles.  Woodford  Co.,  Mar.  26, 
185 1.  He  is  the  son  of  Frank  P.  Hearne  of  Hannibal.  ^NIo..  and 
Catherine  Hieatte  Hearne.  His  mother  died  while  he  was  an  in- 
fant, and  he  lived  \vith  his  grandfather,  Allen  Hieatte,  on  the  farm. 
In  the  fall  of  1862  he  enlisted  with  General  Jno.  H.  ^Morgan,  as  a 
courier  boy,  and  was  with  him  at  the  battle  of  Perryville.  Ky.  His 
career  as  a  Confederate  soldier  was  of  short  duration,  as  his 
grandfather,  on  account  of  his  extreme  youth,  had  him  return  home. 
In  1867  he  entered  the  State  University  of  ^^lissouri  at  Columbia, 
where  he  was  graduated,  1870.  In  1874  he  located  in  Hannibal, 
Mo.,  where  he  married  Miss  Fannie  Elizabeth  Brown,  Oct.  22,  the 
same  year.  His  wife  was  born  at  Hannibal.  Mo.,  Feb.  7.  1854,  and 
died  1884.  The  children  of  this  marriage,  all  born  in  Hannibal, 
were  Eleanor  Virginia,  born  Sept.  8.  1875  !  Allen  Hieatte,  born  July 
I,  1877,  ^"d  died  Xov.  i,  1878:  Katharan.  born  Sept.  10,  1879,  and 
Fannie  E.,  born  June  27,  1884,  and  died  Aug.  30,  the  same  year. 

The  doctor  located  in  San  Diego,  Cal.,  Dec,  1891,  where  he 
soon  took  his  place  at  the  head  of  the  medical  fraternity.  Indeed 
it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  he  is  well  recognized  as  one  of  the 
leading,  if  not  the  leading,  surgeon  of  Southern  California.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  at  San  Diego  he  was  appointed  local  surgeon  to 
the  Southern  California  railway,  which  position  he  still  retains.  He 
confines  himself  to  his  profession,  which  is  ver\^  large,  but,  as  he 
is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens,  he  is  constantly 
being  called  upon  to  take  an  active  part  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  interest  and  advancement  of  the  community  in  which  he  re- 
sides. He  is  a  man  of  indomitable  will  and  great  energy,  and  easily 
attends  to  matters  outside  his  profession  that  a  man  possessed  of 
tliese  qualities  in  a  lesser  degree  would  find  too  burdensome  to  un- 
dertake. The  doctor  is  a  member  and  lieutenant  of  Jno.  H.  Morgan 
Camp  No.  1198,  United  Veterans  of  the  Confederacy,  located  at 
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San  Diego,  Cal.  On  May  4.  1898,  he  was  appointed  Regimental 
Surgeon  and  Major  to  the  San  Diego  Regiment  of  ]\linute  Men, 
N.  G.  C,  U.  S.  Grant,  Jr..  commanding.  In  1903,  without  anv 
solicitation  upon  his  part,  he  was  nominated  by  the  Democratic 
party  and  elected  by  a  handsome  majority  over  one  of  the  mo<t 
popular  Republicans  of  San  Diego,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Li- 
brary Trustees. 

The  doctor's  two  beautiful  and  charming  daughters,  Virginia 
and  Katharan.  have  always  been  leaders  in  their  own  social  set. 
Virginia  graduated  at  Stanford  University,  1899,  with  great  honors. 
The  following  year  she  married  Wilber  Charles  McXeil  of  Sioux 
City,  la.  Mr.  .McXeil  is  a  member  of  the  firm  of  H.  C.  ^McNeil  & 
Son,  and  was  born  and  reared  in  the  said  city  and  received  his 
early  education  there.  In  1898  he  graduated  from  Leland  Stanford 
University,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  B.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity.  There  are  three  children  by  this  marriage : 
Marion  Hearne.  born  Apr.  22.  1902,  died  April  28.  iqo2  ;  Joseph 
Kearne,  born  Feb.  8,  1904.  and  Eleanor  3*Iarie,  born  Oct.  29,  1905. 
The  doctor's  second  daughter.  Katharan,  spends  a  great  deal  of  her 
time  in  foreign  travel,  being  greately  interested  in  art  and  music. 

Dr.  Hearne  was  married  to  his  present  wife.  Miss  Bernice 
Kroushopf  of  Colorado.  July  3,  1905.  Miss  Kroushopf  is  the 
daughter  of  Geo.  W  Krouskopf,  one  of  Colorado's  oldest  and  most 
prominent  families.  She  was  born  in  Colorado  Oct.  5,  1875,  and 
received  her  education  at  W'olft  Hall,  a  private  school  in  Denver. 

On  March  8.  1906.  the  doctor  completed  and  opened  for  the  use 
of  his  own  patients  a  Private  Surgical  Hospital,  which  in  appoint- 
ment and  equipment  is  acknowledged  to  be  equaled  by  none.  Sur- 
geons connected  with  the  foreign  battle  ships  visiting  the  harbor  "f 
San  Diego  are  loud  in  its  praise  and  say  that  there  is  no  hospital 
abroad,  public  or  private,  that  equals  it.  It  has  accommodations  for 
twenty-five  patients  and  is  fully  equipped. 

The  following  from  the  Xew  York  ^ledical  Examiner,  Oct.. 
189 1,  gives  more  in  detail  and  contains  many  prominent  points 
omitted  in  the  foregoing  short  biography : 

Joseph  Carter  Hearne,  A.  !M.,  M.  D..  32  degrees.  Chief  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  Railroad  Co. 

With  this  issue  of  the  Medical  Examiner  we  have  the  pleasure 
of  presenting  to  our  many  readers  a  portrait  of  Joseph  C.  Hearne, 
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A.  M.,  M.  D..  32  degrees,  recently  located  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo. 

He  was  born  in  Versailles.  Woodford  Co.,  Ky.,  Mar.  26,  185 1, 
where  he  resided  until  1867,  when  he  removed  to  Missouri,  entered 
the  State  University  at  Columbia,  and  in  1870  graduated  with  dis- 
tinction. In  the  fall  of  that  year,  having  chosen  medicine  as  a  pro- 
fession, he  entered  the  Jefferson  ]^Iedical  College  at  Philadelphia. 
and  was  the  office  student  of  that  distinguished  surgeon,  Prof.  S. 
D.  Gross.  In  187 1  and  1872  he  was  second  assistant  in  clinics  under 
the  same  professors  and  Prof.  Joseph  Pancoast.  He  graduated 
1872,  and  in  a  competitive  examination  in  a  class  of  thirty-seven 
for  five  resident  physicians  of  the  City  Hospital  of  Philadelphia,  he 
was  chosen  one  of.  the  number  and  held  that -position  for  two  and  a 
half  years. 

In  1874  he  located  in  Hannibal,  and.  though  as  a  general  prac- 
titioner, he  soon  took  rank  at  the  head  of  his  profession ;  he  was 
especially  noted  as  a  surgeon,  and  his  reputation  as  such  soon  be- 
came state-wide.    He  held  the  office  of  city  physician  for  five  years. 

In  1881  he  was  chosen  chief  surgeon  of  the  Hannibal  &;  St. 
Joseph  Railroad  Co.,  whose  road  extends  from  one  side  of  the 
state  to  the  other,  and  has  continued  to  retain  that  responsible  posi- 
tion, the  extended  interests  of  the  company  lately  requiring  his 
removal  to  St.  Joseph,  where  the  chief  offices  of  the  company  are 
located. 

Following  his  appointment  by  the  H.  &  St.  J.,  he  was  made 
chief  surgeon  of  the  St.  L.  &  H.  Ry.  Co..  and  assistant  surgeon  of 
the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific,  the  C.  B.  &  Q.,  and  the  St.  L., 
K.  N.  &  W.  railway  companies,  holding  these  positions  till  his  re- 
moval to  St.  Joseph. 

In  1883  he  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Crittenden  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  then  just  established,  and  upon  its  organiza- 
tion was  elected  its  secretary.  Possessing  a  "mortal  aversion''  for 
quackery,  he  commenced  an  unrelenting  war  upon  the  charlatans 
who  then  infested  the  state,  and  drove  them  beyond  the  borders. 
He  was  severely  criticised  by  the  newspapers,  who  thrived  by  their 
quack  advertisements,  but  this  only  served  to  nerve  him  for  the 
fray,  and  had  he  been  properly  supported  by  others  as  fearless 
as  himself,  he  would  have  rid  the  people  of  these  pests  for  some 
time  to  come. 

The  doctor  is  by  no  means  a  recluse  in  his  profession,  but 
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mixes  freely  and  to  mutual  advantage  with  his  fellow  men.  His 
humanity  was  strongly  evinced  in  his  being  chiefly  instrumental  in 
establishing  the  "Home  for  the  Friendless"  in  Hannibal,  and  re- 
maining for  years  as  physician  in  charge.  He  made  a  strong  effort 
to  establish  a  surgical  hospital  in  connection  with  the  "Home,"  and 
only  failed  for  want  of  proper  appreciation  of  such  an  institution 
by  the  citizens  able  to  build  it.  He  was  one  of  the  originators  and 
founders  of  the  Wabash  Association  of  Railway  Surgeons,  first 
suggested  by  Dr.  Woods,  of  Toledo,  Ohio.,  and  Dr.  C.  B.  Stemen 
of  Fort  Wayne.  Ind.,  it  being  the  first  association  of  railway  sur- 
geons organized  in  the  world.  Out  of  this  has  grown  the  National 
Association  of  Railway  Surgeons,  of  which  Dr.  Hearne  was  elected 
one  of  the  vice  presidents  at  its  annual  meeting  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo  in  April  last. 

He  is  an  affable  gentleman,  easy  of  access,  with  a  courteous 
welcome  to  any  visitor  at  his  tastefully  appointed  offfce  in  his  new 
loaction.  Being  of  a  social  disposition,  he  became  early  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  Free  ]\lasonry,  and  has  gradually  ascended  to  the  high- 
est round  in  the  mythical  ladder  of  that  ancient  order.  He  has 
served  acceptably  as  the  chief  officer  of  his  lodge,  chapter  and  com- 
mandery,  and  is  now  the  Right  Eminent  Grand  Generalissimo  of  the 
Knights  Templar  of  the  state.  The  Scottish  Rite  degrees  were  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  that  distinguished  IMason,  Albert  C.  Mackey, 
and  he  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of  Alpha  Lodge  of  Per- 
fection, organized  by  him  in  Hannibal. 

Dr.  Hearne  is  yet  a  young  man,  destined,  if  he  perseveres  in  the 
path  marked  out  for  him.  to  attain  a  national  reputation  in  his 
chosen  profession.  He  is  indebted  to  no  factitious  circumstances 
for  his  present  high  position  in  his  calling,  but  has  risen  by  true 
merit,  is  strictly  a  "self-made  man."  and  w^e  predict  for  him  a  bril- 
liant career  as  well  as  a  useful  one.

Dixon  McClure  of  Henderson,  Ky.,  Nov.  12.  1883.  Their  son. 
George  McClure,  was  born  Feb.  4.  1886,  at  Corydon,  Ky.  Mrs. 
Hearne  died  July  5,  1895.  Oct.  12,  1898.  Luther  E.  Hearne  mar- 
ried Miss  Eleanor  Laws  Stuart  of  Council  Bluffs,  la.  Children: 
Luther  E..  born  Mar.,  1000.  and  Eleanor  Stuart,  born  :May  11.  i'/<^5- 
Luther  E.  Hearne,  the  father,  died  May  11,  1906.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  was  president  of  the  Queen  City  Varnish  Co.,  and 
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WILLIAM  GREGORY   and  JAMES  GIVENS   and   BABE  SUSAN. 
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owned  the  bulk  of  the  stock.     He  left  an  estate  of  more  than  Sioo.- 

000,  and  by  will  gave  it  all  to  his  wife,  who  also  has  a  large  fortune 
in  her  own  right.  His  son.  George  AlcClure  Hearne,  inherits  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  from  his  mother's  estate,  and  has  now  been 
two  years  in  the  University  of  Missouri,  where  he  will  complete 
his  education.  He  is  an  unusually  bright  boy  and  greatly  resem- 
bles his  grandfather,  Frank  P.,  Sr..  when  at  same  age. 

Frank  P.  PIearxe,  Jr..  born  Apr.  28,  1861.  married  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Ellen  Hill  of  Alton.  111..  Sept.  18,  1889.     She  was  born  Jan. 

1,  1869.  They  live  in  Alton.  111.  Children:  William  Gregory. 
born  Jan.  16.  1893  ;  James  Givens,  born  June  10,  1896,  and  Susan, 
born  Sept.  19,  1905.  He  -was  trained  in  the  lumber  business  and 
continued  with  his  father  till  they  sold  out  at  Wyandotte,  Ark.,  1889. 
He  then  went  to  Camden,  Ark.,  and  started  a  lumber  yard  alone.  In 
a  few  years  he  sold  out  and  entered  the  T.  J.  Moss  Tie  Co.,  of  St. 
Louis,  as  secretary  and  treasurer.  His  father-in-law,  Capt.  William 
Hill  of  Alton,  111.,  being  the  largest  stockholder.  Early  in  1905. 
this  firm  dissolved  and  Capt.  Hill  and  Frank  P.  Hearne  organized 
"The  Hearne  Timber  Co.,"  whose  ofifice  is  in  Room  612  jMermod- 
Jaccard  building,  St.  Louis,  ]\Io.,  and  is  doing  a  fine  business.  In- 
deed, Mr.  Hearne  has  alwa\s  been  successful,  and  he  has  a  charming 
family  and  lovely  home.  He  and  wife  are  members  of  Presby- 
terian church,  and  he  a  Democrat. 

Jennie  Barkley  Hearne.  daughter  of  Frank  P.,  Sr.,  born  Feb. 

2,  1869,  married  Caswell  T.  Coftman,  a  prominent  young  and  ris- 
ing lawyer  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.  Mr.  Coffman  is  now  countv  judge, 
having  been  elected  by  a  large  majority.  A  Little  Rock  paper  has 
this  to  say :

Judge  Coffman  is  prosperous,  and  he  and  wife  live  in  an  ele- 
gant home,  alone,  having  no  children.  They  are  members  uf 
Episcopal  church,  and  he,  of  course,  a  Democrat.

1897,  and  Hugh  Hearne,  born  Feb.  4,  1906.  They  are  members  of 
the  Disciples  church.  Sussie  Snell  Hearne  lives  with  her  mother  in 
St.  Louis  and  has  a  desirable  position  at  a  fine  salary. 

Harold  Hays  Hearne,  son  of  F.  P.,  Sr.,  when  sixteen  years  of 
age  enlisted  in  U.  S.  navy  for  a  five-year  term,  which  he  completed 
June,  1906,  having  during  the  time  been  around  the  world  and 
gained  a  rich  and  valuable  experience. 

Cannon  Clement,  the  youngest  child  of  Frank  P.  Hearne,  Sr.. 
i.3  with  his  mother  in  St.  Louis,  completing  his  education. 

JoxATHAX  David  Hearxe,  son  of  Cannon  and  Sally,  born  July 
7,  1829,  married  Mar.  16.  1852,  Miss  Emily  Duke  Meyers  of  Gar- 
rard Co.,  Ky.  Children;  Carrie,  born  Apr.  20,  1853,  died  r^Iar.  17. 
1854;  Xannie  Morehead,  born  July  17,  1855;  ^iattie,  born  1858: 
Sarah  Owen,  born  1863;  Cannon,  born  May  13,  1865,  died  Oct.  6, 
1879;  Duke  ]\lyers.  born  Aiar.  27,  1867.  died  July  i,  1867;  Xannie 
M.,  married  1890.  Thomas  H.  Silver,  a  banker  at  Wellsville,  O.,  a 
widower  with  two  children.  The  wife  Xannie  AL,  died  Aug.  10. 
1892.  Mattie,  daughter  of  J.  D.  Hearne,  married  Edward  S.  Eb- 
bert,  1880,  and  has  no  children.  Mr.  Ebbert  is  in  business  in  Cin- 
cinnati, 0.,  the  firm  name  being  the  Ebbert-Richardson  Co.,. Printers 
and  Engravers,  Fifth  and  Sycamore  Sts.  Sara  O.,  the  voungest 
daughter,  married  Apr.  16,  kjOI,  Charles  C.  Chase,  who  was  at  the 
time  in  the  employ  of  the  Pullman  Car  Co.,  in  Cincinnati,  O.  He 
was  a  widower  with  two  children.  He  and  his  wife  Sara  occupy 
the  old  home  of  J.  D.  Hearne,  500  Garrard  St.,  Covington,  Ky., 
and  have  one  child,  Emily,  born  1904.  Mr.  Chase  is  not  in  business 
now.    He  was  a  member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  church  and  after 
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his  last  marriage  joined  the  ^^lethodist  church.  In  politics  he  is  a 
Republican.  Mrs.  Emily  D.  Hearne  died  Alar.  23,  1899,  and  was 
buried  in  Highland  cemetery,  four  miles  out  of  Covington,  on  Lex- 
ington Pike.  The  pallbearers  were  four  negro  men,  employees  of 
the  family.  Jonathan  D.  Hearne  died  June  15,  1905,  after  a  vear's 
illness  with  kidney  trouble.  The  latter  part  of  his  illness  was  at- 
tended with  great  suttering.  He  was  buried  in  Highland  cemetery 
beside  his  wife  Emily. 

Jonathan  D.  Hearne,  after  his  father's  death,  went,  Jan.  i,  1840, 
to  Grandfather  Clement  Hearne's  to  live,  being  placed  there  by  hir, 
guardian.  Uncle  Wm.  Hearne.  Franklin  and  William  were  also 
placed  there,  w^here  we  remained  two  years,,  going  to  school  at 
Leesburg  one  year.  Mr.'  James  Flournoy,  a  native  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, was  the  teacher,  and  the  other  year  a  Mr.  Whittlesey  was 
teacher.  He  was  a  New  York  man,  and  both  were  good  teachers. 
On  Saturdays  Franklin  and  Jonathan  worked  on  the  farm  for 
Uncle  Joseph,  who  had  charge  of  grandfather's  afifairs.  Uncle 
Joseph  charged  one  hundred  dollars  per  year  board  for  the  three  of 
us.  At  the  end  of  two  years,  Franklin  and  Jonathan  then  being  old 
enough  to  choose  their  own  guardian,  renounced  Uncle  William 
and  chose  Uncle  Thomas  Owen,  and  both  went  to  live  with  him 
and  to  work  on  his  farm  for  wages.  During  the  year  1844  Jon- 
athan lived  with  Sister  Xancy  Stone,  and  he  and  his  brother  Wil- 
liam went  to  a  country  school  taught  by  Air.  Dyer  W.  Elderkin,  a 
New  York  man.  During  1845  ^^^  1846  Jonathan  served  an  ap- 
prenticeship at  the  carpenter's  trade.  Jan.,  1847,  found  him  again 
living  with  Sister  Xancy  Stone,  attending  a  high  school  in  the 
neighborhood  taught  by  Air.  Thomas  Hart  and  John  Augustus 
Williams,  where  he  continued  till  Alarch,  1848.  It  not  only  cost  him 
nothing  while  living  with  Sister  X"^ancy,  but  she  gave  him  much  of 
his  clothing,  and  did  all  his  sewing,  which  she  did  for  all  her  broth- 
ers when  living  at  her  house. 

In  March,  1848.  a  building  of  Air,  Stone's  was  burned  at 
night,  and  in  it  was  the  UmA  chest  of  Jonathan,  containing  all  his 
carpenter  tools.  He  was  so  discouraged  at  the  thought  of  buying 
a  new  outfit  of  tools  (they  cost  high  in  that  day)  that  he  went  to 
X^orth  Aliddletown  to  work  in  the  dry  goods  store  of  Richard 
Mason  at  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  year.  At  the  close 
of  the  first  year  he  bought  the  store  from  Air.  Alason  and  com- 
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menced  business  for  himself.  He  sold  his  fifty  acres  of  land  to 
Mr.  John  Hill  for  forty-five  dollars  per  acre,  sold  his  negro  man 
Collins  to  Edwin  Clark  for  S700  and  his  negro  boy  Alfred  to  John 
Jones  for  $500.  A  year  before  this  he  and  Mr.  Stone  had  bought 
Brother  Robert's  negroes  for  $1,800,  and  he  now  sold  his  half  in- 
terest in  them  to  Mr.  Stone  for  Si.  100.  The  cash  on  hand  from  his 
share  in  our  father's"  estate,  with  these  other  amounts,  gave  him 
about  $6,000  on  which  to  start  in  business.  He  was  successful  from 
the  start  and  on,  till  he  sold  out  early  in  1856.  ^^lar.  16.  1852,  he 
married  Miss  Emily  D.  Myers  of  Garrard  Co..  Ky.  They  were 
both  earnest  and  active  members  of  the  Methodist  Church,  South. 
In  spring  qJF  1857  he,  w.ith- Richard  Henderson,  bought  out  a.  large 
dry  goods  store  in  Paris.  Ky..  and  conducted  the  business  with  good 
success  three  years,  when  he  sold  out  again  at  a  fine  price.  While 
he  lived  in  Paris  a  new  }^Iethodist  church  house  was  built  in  which 
be  took  an  active  part.  Some  of  the  leading  members  wanted  to 
leave  the  word  "South"  off  the  inscription  on  the  building,  and 
make  it  simply  "^^lethodist  Church,"  but  Jonathan  said  no.  emphat- 
ically ;  said  he  did  not  believe  in  sailing  under  false  colors  ;  so  it 
was  made  "M.  E.  Church,  South."  For  nearly  four  years  he  lived 
in  Paris  and  did  not  go  in  public  business  again,  only  loaned  out  his 
money  and  bought  notes,  but  this  was  very  profitable,  as  the  crash 
of  the  Civil  war  made  the  races  of  interest  on  money  verv  high.  In 
the  progress  of  the  Civil  war,  as  the  Xorthern  army  invaded  the 
Southern  territory,  large  amounts  of  cotton  was  captured  and 
taken  from  the  citizens,  and  shipped  to  the  Northern  cities.  In 
conjunction  with  others  Jonathan  bought  largely  of  this  cotton  at 
a  ridiculously  low  price,  and  by  holding  a  little  while  sold  at  enor- 
mous profits,  clearing  more  than  $100,000  for  his  part.  The  citizen- 
ship of  the  P.luegrass  country  where  we  lived  were  almost  unani- 
mously Southern,  but  Jonathan  chose  to  be  Union,  as  he  termed  it. 
and  was  so  ultra  in  his  views  and  course  of  life  that  it  made  it  quite 
unpleasant  for  him  to  live  longer  among  this  people,  and  in  the 
fall  of  1863  he. removed  to  Covington,  Ky..  and  cngagefl  in  the 
v/holesale  boot  and  shoe  business  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Plearnc,  Lee  &  P>iggs.  This  proved  a  lucrative  business, 
the  first  year's  net  profits  being  $36,000.  and  while  not  so  much  after- 
wards, was  quite  large.  At  the  end  of  three  years  he  sold  out  at 
a  good  profit  and  made  investments  in  various  enterprises,  al!  with 
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signal  success.  With  another  party  he  bought  thirteen  acres  of 
ground  on  Garrard  street  just  south  of  the  Newport  bridge  in  Cov- 
ington, bordering  on  Licking  River.  This  land  they  laid  off  in  lots 
and  sold  for  three  times  as  much  as  they  paid  for  it.  They  sold  one 
lot  150  feet  front  to  a  party  who  built  a  $30,000  house  on  it.  and 
a  few  years  afterwards,  during  a  financial  panic,  sold  the  house 
and  lot  back  to  Jonathan  D.  Hearne  for  S18.000.  In  connection 
with  two  other  parties  he  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  charter  from  the 
Legislature  for  a  bridge  across  the  Ohio  river,  and  sold  it  imme- 
diately for  $120,000.  Jonathan  D.  Hearne's  share  being  S40.000. 
He  bought  largely  of  stock  in  the  City  National  Bank  and  was  made 
president  at  a  salary  of  $5,000  per  year.  He  served  in  this  capacity 
till  1882,  when  he  was  chosen  president  of  the  Third  National 
Bank  of  Cincinnati,  O..  at  a  salary  of  $10,000  per  annum,  a  posi- 
tion he  held  till  a  short  time  before  his  death,  June  15.  1905.  He 
was  generous  to  the  poor,  and  to  some  of  his  kindred,  who  had  not 
been  so  fortunate  financially  as  he,  and  made  many  contributions 
to  benevolent  objects.  He  was  a  strong  and  healthy  man  all  his 
life,  till  about  a  year  before  his  death,  when  a  serious  kidney  trouble 
developed,  which  proved  fatal. 

In  1863  and  1864  large  numbers  of  negro  men  were  brought  to 
Cincinnati  from  West  \^irginia  and  sold  by  shylocks  for  $1,000 
each  to  individuals  for  substitutes  in  the  Northern  or  L'nion  army, 
thus  relieving  such  persons  who  put  them  in  from  service  should 
they  be  drafted.  These  shylocks  kept  most  of  the  money,  giving 
the  ignorant  negroes  but  a  small  part.  Jonathan  D.  Hearne  bought 
one  of  these  negroes  and  put  him  in  as  his  substitute,  and  advised 
me  to  do  the  same  thing,  but  I  declined  for  more  reasons  than  one. 
All  the  talk  about  the  sin  of  the  Southern  people  buying  and  sell- 
ing negroes  pales  into  insignificance  when  compared  with  the  pur- 
chase and  sale  of  these  ignorant  negroes  and  putting  them  in  front 
to  be  shot  at  by  an  enraged  Southern  people  whose  country  was 
being  devastated  and  their  homes  pillaged  and  burned  by  an  invad- 
ing army.  This  by  the  way.  Jonathan  D.  Hearne  left  an  estate  of 
eight  or  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars.  He  made  his  daughter  Sara 
executrix  without  bond.  His  will  is  too  long  for  full  insertion  here. 
but  I  make  copious  extracts,  covering  the  salient  points,  and  tlie 
names  of  the  beneficiaries,  their  relationship  to  him  and  the 
amounts  given  each  one,  as  well  as  amounts  given  to  benevolent 
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objects.     The  will   is  dated   Nov.  23,    1904,  and  codicil   May   13, 
1905,  and  he  died  June  15,  1905. 

1st.  I  revoke  all  former  wills  and  codicils.  I  bequeath  to  my 
daughters,  Mattie  and  Sara,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  $(75,cxx)) 
each,  to  be  paid  to  them  out  of  my  estate  first  after  the  payment  of 
my  debts  and  funeral  expenses.  I  devise  to  my  daughter  Sara,  in 
fee  simple,  my  homestead  fronting  150  feet  on  the  east  side  of  Gar- 
rard street,  opposite  Fifth  street,  in  Covington,  Ky..  running  back 
to  the  Licking  river,  and  being  known  as  Xo.  500  Garrard  street. 
I  give  to  my  daughter  Sara  all  furniture,  piano,  pictures,  library 
and  household  goods  of  every  description,  in  or  about  my  home- 
stead, including  horses,  cows  and  carriages.  The  heirlooms  are  to 
be  divided  between  her  and  her  sister  Mattie.  (This  property  is 
worth  at  a  low  estimate  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000). — W.  T. 
H.)  I  give  to  Mildred  Chase  and  Louise  Chase,  children  of  my 
son-in-law  Charles  C.  Chase,  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  each. 
I  give  to  Harriet  and  Thomas  Silvers,  Jr.,  children  of  my  son-in- 
law  Thomas  H.  Silvers,  by  his  first  wife,  five  hundred  dollars 
($500)  each.  I  give  to  my  brother  James  W.  Hearne  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200)  per  annum  during  his  life,  and  to  his  wife  Edith 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  per  annum  during  her  life.  I  give 
to  Eliza  W.  Hearne,  widow  of  my  brother  Franklin  Plearne  four 
hundred  ($400)  per  annum  during  her  life.  I  give  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ($2,000)  to  Susie,  Harold  and  Cannon,  children  of  said  Eliza 
W.  Hearne,  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  I  give  to  Alice 
and  Frank  P.  Hearne.  children  of  my  deceased  brother  Franklin  P. 
Hearne,  one  thousand  dollars  (Sr.ooo)  each.  I  give  to  Mat., 
Charles,  Carrie  and  Nannie  Prewitt.  grandchildren  of  my  deceased 
sister  Nancy  K.  Stone,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  each. 
I  give  to  Mrs.  Emily  Bodine.  daughter  of  my  deceased  sister  Nancy 
K.  Stone  seven  hundred  and  fifty  ($750).  I  give  to  Mrs.  Bettie 
Gates,  daughter  of  my  said  sister  Nancy,  three  hundred  dollars 
($300).  I  give  to  Mrs.  Carrie  Savage  and  James  ^L  Stone,  chil- 
dren of  my  said  deceased  sister  Nancy,  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)  each.  T  give  to  Jacob  Rice,  nephew  of  my  deceased  wife, 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  (Si. 500).  T  give  to  Elizabeth.  Nellie  and 
\'irginia  Crutcher,  grandchildren  of  my  deceased  uncle  George  W. 
Owen,  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each.  I  give  Nellie  and 
Georgia  Fithian,  grandchildren  of  my  said  uncle  Geo.  W.  Owen, 
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five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  each.    I  ,^ive  to  Mollie  Owen,  daughter 
of  my  said  uncle  George  W.  Owen,  two  hundred  dollars   ($200) 
per  annum  during  her   life.      I    give   to   my  cousin,   Mrs.    Scythia 
Calmes,  nee  Hearne.  two  hundred  dollars   ($2CX))   per  amuun  dur- 
ing her  life.     I  give  to  my  distant  cousin,  Mattie  Hearne  of  Phila- 
delphia, fifty  dollars   (S50")   per  annum  during  her  life.     I  give  to 
Mrs.   Marv  Livingston,  sister  of  my  deceased   wife,   two  hundred 
dollars   ($200)   per  annum  during  her  life.     I  give  to  ?^Iiss  Bettie 
Hoffman,  a  dear  friend  of  my  wife,  fifty  dollars   ($50)   per  annum 
during  her  life.    I  give  to  the  Home  for  Aged  and  Indigent  Women 
of  Covington,  Ky.,  ten  thousand  dollars   (Sio,ooo).     I  give  to  the 
Covington    Protestant     Children's    Home    three    thousand    dollars 
($3,000).     I  give  to  the  American  Bible  Society  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000).     I  give  to  my  daughter  Mattie,  for  and  during  her 
life,  with  remainder  to  her  issue  surviving  her,  the  house  in  which 
she  now  resides  on  Sixth  and  Garrard  streets.  Covington,  Ky.,  and 
the  house  and  lot  fronting  thirty  feet  on  Garrard  St..  Xo.  530.  dur- 
ing her  life,  and  should  my  daughter  ^^lattie  leave  no  issue  surviv- 
ing her,  or  upon  her  issue  becoming  extinct  within  twenty-one  years 
after  her  death,  I  give  said  property  in  fee  simple  to  the  Home  for 
Aged  and  Indigent  Women  of  Covington,  Ky.     I  give  to  my  daugh- 
ter Sara  for  and  during  her  life,  with  remainder  to  her  issue  sur- 
viving her,  the  two  dwelling  houses  on  Garrard  St.,  known  as  Nos. 
544  and  546.     Should  my  daughter  Sara  die  without  leaving  issue, 
or  upon  her  issue  becoming  extinct  within  twenty-one  years  after 
her  death,  I  give  the  house  Xo.  546  in  fee  simple  to  the  P>oard  of 
Education  of  the  Kentucky  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  house  known  as  Xo.  544  Garrard  St.,  to  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  of  Covington,   Ky.,  in  fee  simple.     I 
give  to  Isaac  Mvers.  brother  of  my  deceased  wife,  the  use  of  my 
farm  in  Garrard  Co.,  Ky..  worth  about  $6,000,  during  his  life  free 
of  rent,  and  at  his  death  I  give  one-third  of  said  farm  in  fee  simple 
tc  his  children  and  one-third  to  the  children  of  Thompson  Myers, 
and  one-third  to  the  children  of  H.  Clay  Myers,  both  being  brothers 
of  my  deceased  wife.    I  give,  devise  and  bequeath  all  the  residue  of 
my  estate,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  to  my  daugther  Sara  in  trust. 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  net  income  to  my  daughter  flattie,  or  her  is- 
sue if  she  be  not  living,  and  if  her  issue  survive  her  twenty-one 
years  after  her  death,  then  the  one-half  of  said  trust  fund  shall  go 
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to  such  issue  in  fee  simple.  In  case  her  issue  become  extinct  witliin 
twenty-one  years  after  her  death,  or  in  case  she  leaves  no  issue  at 
her  death,  then  her  half  of  this  trust  estate  shall  forthwith  be  divided 
iu  fee  simple  as  follows :  One-tifth  to  the  Covington  Protestant 
Children's  Home,  one-fifth  each  to  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation of  Covington,  and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Kentucky,  and  the 
other  two-fifths  to  the  Home  for  Aged  and  Indigent  Women  of 
Covington,  Ky.  If  my  daughter  Sara  dies  without  issue  surviving 
her,  or  if  her  issue  becomes  extinct  within  twenty-one  years  after 
lier  death,  then  her  half  of  before-mentioned  trust  fund  shall  forth- 
with be  divided  in  the  same  manner  and  proportions  between  the 
said  four  charities.  I  give  my  daughter  Sara  full  power  to  appoint 
by  deed  or  will  her  successor  to  the  trust  herein  created.  I  appoint 
my  daughter  Sara  sole  executrix  and  trustee  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament,  and  direct  that  she  may  qualify  as  such  without  bond. 
I  give  her  full  power  to  settle  any  or  all  claims,  either  in  favor  of 
or  against  my  estate  by  compromise  or  by  other  means,  with  the 
same  power  I  myself  would  possess  if  living.  If  she  declines  to 
serve,  or  is  dead,  I  appoint;  Charles  C.  Chase  my  executor. 

I  omitted  to  state  that  in  the  codicil,  three  hundred  dollars 
{$300)  was  given  to  Mollie  Bunion,  his  cook,  and  three  hundred 
dollars  ($300)  to  Jennie  Martin,  his  house  maid,  provided  they  were 
in  his  service  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also  gave  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000)  to  the  Elizabeth  Gamble  Deaconess  Home  Asso- 
ciation, for  the  use  of  Christ's  Hospital,  maintained  by  said  asso- 
ciation. 

Some  ten  years  before  his  death  Jonathan  D.  Hearne  had  a 
handsome  monument  erected  at  a  cost  of  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)  on  the  Hearne  lot  in  cemetery  in  Lexington.  Ky..  and  had 
our  Owen  ancestors'  remains  removed  to  Paris,  Ky..  cemeter}-.  and 
had  a  similar  monument  erected,  and  also  had  his  wife's  famil>  s 
remains  removed  to  Lancaster.  Ky.,  and  a  similar  monument  erected 
there. 

From  the  "Flistorical  and  Biographical  Cyclopcxdia  of  the  State 
ci  Ohio,"  1884: 

Heakxi:,  Jonathan  D. ;  born  in  Bourbi>n  Co..  K>  .  Aug.  7. 
1829.  His  father.  Cannon  Hearne,  was  a  native  of  that  county. 
born  Sept.  30,  1798;  was  a  millwright,  and  enjoyed  th^  distinction 
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ot  having-  built,  in  conjunction  with  his  brothers.  Wilham  and  Bur- 
ton, the  first  incHned-wheel  grist  and  saw  mUls  in  the  West. 

They  were  descended  from  a  hardy  race  of  pioneers,  braving 
the  perils  of  the  West,  meeting  die  dangers  which  in  that  day  were 
everywhere   encountered,    and    thoroughly   imbued    with    the    cour- 
ageous and  manly  spirit  which  eminently  characterized  the  pioneers 
of  "the  dark  and  bloody  ground."     This  spirit  they  have  inherited 
from  an  ancestry  of  earnest  men,  the  eldest  of  whom  known  to  the 
family,  namely.  William  Hearne.  came  to  America  from  England. 
in  i68i,  after  a  brief  sojourn  in  the  island  of  St.  Thomas,  and  settled 
ill  the  then  Province  of  Maryland.     Cannon  Hearne  was  a  man  o 
vigorous  intellect,  strong  and  active.    He  filled  acceptably,  for  many 
years,  the  ofihce  of  justice  of  the  peace — no  mean  distinction  in  that 
day — and  in  that  sparsely  populated  country,  and  in  the  absence  of 
medical  advisers,  he  was  authority  in  sickness,  a  very  Samaritan  to 
the  poor  and  afflicted.     He  died   1839.  honored  and  respected  by 
his  neighbors.     The   famil\-  is  a  numerous  one.  and  has  made  its 
mark  by  the  integrity,  sagacity,  and  intelligence  of  its  several  mem- 
bers.    The  grandfather.  Clement  Hearne.  was  born  in  Sussex  Co.. 
Del.,  Nov.  29.  1763,  where  he  married  Keziah  Cannon,  with  whom 
he  came  to  Kentucky  in  1708,  and  settled  near  the  present  little  city 
of  Cynthiana.     April  20,  1799.  he  purchased  of  Charles  Smith  and 
wife  a  tract  of  land  containing  sixty  acres,  near  the  present  town  of 
Leesburg,  but  within  the  boundary  of  the  famous  county  of  Bour- 
bon;  the   consideration  expressed   in   the   deed    being    eighty-four 
pounds  lawful  money,  which  was  about  seven  dollars  per  acre. 

On  this  farm  the  pioneer  grew  to  old  age.  dying  in  185 1.  hav- 
ing reared  a  family  of  seven  children.  Jonathan  D.  Hearne.  the 
subject  of  this  sketch,  was  the  third  child  of  Cannon  Hearne  and 
Sallie  Owen,  his  wife.  Jonathan  was  but  ten  years  of  age  when 
his  father  died,  the  mother  dying  very  soon  thereafter.  Although 
the  father  had  by  frugality  and  industry  become  the  owner  of  a 
g-ood  farm,  the  children  thus  left  in  tender  years  met  in  large  meas- 
ure the  trials  which  were  inseparable  from  orpahage  among  the 
pioneers.  The  fatiierless  boy  spent  two  years  under  the  roof  of  his 
grandfather,  and  at  thirteen  years  of  age  began  in  earnest  the  work 
of  self-sustaining  labor.  Working  on  a  farm  for  the  means  of  cloth- 
ing himself  and  paying  for  a  plain  country  school  education,  he 
alternated  between  a  subclerkship  in  a  country  store  and  farm  labor 
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until  he  was  about  seventeen  years  of  age.  when  he  apprenticed  to 
the  carpenter's  trade,  landin-  finally  in  Lxin^jton,  Kv.,  with  a  well- 
known  mechanic  there,  always  meetino:  the  approval  of  his  master 
as  a  faithful  and  capable  workman,  \\-ith  a  strong  penchant  for 
mercantle  life,  we  find  him.  in  184^,.  the  chief  sale^sman  and  sort 
oi  man-of-all-work  in  the  store  of  Richard  E.  :\rason.  in  Xorth 
Middletown.  Rourbon  Co..  Ky.  In  this  position  he  soon  demonstrat- 
ed his  business  capacity,  and  meriting,  won  the  good  opinion  of  the 
customers  of  the  store,  attracting  at  the  same  time  the  notice  and 
sympathy  of  two  of  his  maternal  uncles,  gentlemen  well-to-do  in 
the  world,  who  very  shortly  added  to  his  little  patrimony  (trifling 
enough  in  itself)  a  sum  which  enabled  him  to  purchase  the  stock 
of  his  employer,  and  to  embark  in  business  on  his  own  account.  His 
business  grew  rapidly,  until  he  became  the  largest  and  most  pros- 
perous tradesman  in  the  village,  thus  becoming,  at  less  than  twenty- 
one  years,  the  leading  merchant  and  marked  man  of  business  m 
the  community  in  which  he  lived.  In  Mar..  iS;2.  he  married  Emily 
Duke  Meyers,  daughter  of  Isaac  .ind  Caroline  Meyers,  of  Garrard 
Co.,  Ky.,  a  union  which  has  contributed  aot  a  little  to  the  life  of 
influence  and  success  of  the  husband.  It  is  related  of  :\Ir.  Hearne 
that  a  few  years  after  he  embarked  in  business  he  built  a  business 
house — rather  an  imposing  structure  for  the  time  and  place — and 
this  while  living  with  his  young  family  in  a  very  humble  ho- Me. 
He  was  urged  by  his  friends  first  to  build  a  handsome  residence. 
but,  with  great  good  sense,  he  replied:  "I  may  hope  to  make  my 
handsome  store  build  for  m}-  good  wife  a  nice  house,  but  I  do  not 
clearly  see  how  I  could  make  a  nice  house  build  the  handsoiv.v.' 
store."  In  1857  he  removed  to  Paris,  the  county  -eat  f  P.iuirbon 
Co.,  the  center  of  a  w^ealthy  trade,  and  here,  until  the  breaking  out 
of  the  Civil  war,  he  did  a  large  and  lucrative  busienss. 

In  nothing  of  the  life  of  Mr.  Hearne  was  his  true  character 
more  clearly  illustrated  than  in  his  course  in  the  late  Civil  war. 
Corn  a  Southern  man.  bound  by  almost  everv  tie  of  intercut  and 
consanguinity  to  the  slavehuhlers  of  the  South,  with  a  large  business 
and  a  rapidly  growing  future,  prominent  in  his  church — for  he  was 
then  an  active  and  influential  member  of  the  Methodist  EiM>cwp:il 
Church  South— he  did  not  hesitate  to  put  them  all  in  the  balance 
with  his  convictions  of  duty  and  the  demands  of  patriotism.  He 
allied  himself  actively  and  earnestly  with  the  friends  of  the  Union, 
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and  in  connection  with  Hon.  Garrett  Davis,  his  friend  and  neighbor, 
he  obtained  and  personally  snperintended  the  shipment  of  "Lincoln 
guns" — arms  for  the  friends  of  the  Government,  that  were  taken  into 
Bourbon  and  adjoining  counties.  It  was  the  first  act  in  the  drama 
which  saved  Kentucky  to  the  Union,  or  rather  which  gave  courage 
and  hope  to  the  friends  of  the  Union  in  Kentucky  to  save  themselves 
and  the  State  from  the  vortex  of  rebellion.  In  all  the  subsequnt 
struggles,  through  emancipation,  and  to  this  time,  Mr.  Hearne  has 
been  the  unyielding  friend  of  the  Union  and  the  Government.  Early 
in  i86i  he  sold  out  his  interests  in  Paris,  and  after  remaining  out  of 
business  during  1861-2,  he  removed  to  Covington,  Ky..  where  he 
very  soon  engaged  in  the  jobbing  shoe  trade,  and  subsequently  in 
the  shoe  manufacturing  business  in  Cincinnati.  Calling  to  his  aid 
all  the  new  machinery  and  improved  methods  in  his  business,  he 
made  it  highly  successful  and  remunerative.  'Sir.  Hearne  has  not 
courted  public  life.  Except,  perhaps,  a  term  or  two  in  the  city 
government  of  Paris,  and  more  recently  of  Covington,  he  has  not 
sought  or  filled  public  places 

He  had  been  for  many  years  a  prominent,  zealous,  and  active 
member  of  the  ?\Iethodist  Episcopal  Church  South,  when,  in  Sept.. 
1865,  the  Kentucky  Conference  of  that  church  met  in  Covington. 
Ky.,  the  home  of  Mr.  Hearne.  The  trying  times  through  which  the 
country  had  passed  had  engendered  animosities  which  seemed  to 
be  especially  virulent,  and  promised  to  be  lasting  in  the  church  ;  and 
at  the  conference  it  became  quite  apparent  that  the.  ostracism  of 
Union  men,  which  prevailed  largely  in  some  localities  in  social  life. 
had  reached  and  promised  to  display  itself  in  the  courts.  This  was 
met  promptly  by  the  Union  ministers  and  laymen,  and  under  the 
leadership  of  that  noble  old  preacher.  Rev.  John  C.  Harrison,  sus- 
tained by  Revs.  John  G.  Bruce,  Daniel  Stevenson,  and  others,  men 
of  great  firmness  of  purpose  and  of  conceded  beauty  of  Christian 
character,  on  the  part  of  the  ministers,  and  of  Jonathan  D.  Hearne. 
Hiram  Shaw.  Sen.,  Dr.  P.  B.  Tevis.  and  others,  on  the  part  of  the 
laymen,  the  memorable  withdrawal  of  the  larger  part  of  the  min- 
isters of  intellect  and  power  from  the  Church  South  took  place — an 
event  of  great  value  and  interest  to  the  church  and  to  the  countr\. 
The  consultations  were  held  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Hearne,  where 
eighteen  preachers  determined  that  to  maintain  their  self-respect  and 
manhood  necessitated  withdrawal    from    the    Southern  Methodist 
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cb.urch,  which  they  did  the  next  day  in  open  conference.  The 
movement  was  quiet  and  orderly.  \et,  under  the  circumstances  and 
surroundings,  it  was  heroic,  and  it  will  long  be  remembered  by'those 
who  were  witnesses  of  the  scenes  which  marked  its  consummation. 

In  1870  Mr.  Hearne  was  elected  president  of  the  branch  of  the 
Farmers'  Bank  of  Kentucky,  at  Covington,  under  peculiarly  compli- 
mentary and  gratifying  circumstances.  He  was  not  a  stockholder, 
but  stock  was  transferred  to  him  to  make  him  eligible  and  he  was 
chosen  without  solicitation.  The  bank,  under  his  management,  grew 
in  business  and  public  favor.  Entering  this  new  field,  ^^Ir.  Hearne 
studied  carefully  finance  and  the  banking  systems.  He  soon  became 
an  admirer  and  advocate  of  the  national  banking  system,  seeing  in 
it  very  superior  advantages  over  the  old  State  bank  system,  and 
interested  himself  in  trying  to  have  the  Farmers'  Bank  nationalize. 
Failing  in  this,  he  retired  from  the  bank  and  organized  the  City  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Covington,  first  with  a  capital  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  This  bank  became  speedily  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  successful  institutions  in  the  state,  combining  in  its 
stockholders,  depositors  and  borrowers  a  class  of  the  best  business 
men  of  the  three  cities.  Cincinnati.  Covington  and  Newport.  While 
yet  in  the  management  of  the  City  National  Bank,  he  was  called  to 
the  presidency  and  active  administration  of  the  Cincinnati  and  New- 
port Iron  and  Pipe  Co.  This  he  organized  and  managed  to  a  point 
of  the  highest  prosperity,  casting  from  sixty  to  one  hundred  tons 
tcr  diem,  furnishing  cast  iron  water  and  gas  pipes  to  the  largest 
cities  in  the  West,  among  which  was  a  line  of  46-inch  pipe  to  Cin- 
cinnati, the  largest  ever  cast  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountaini.  The 
establishment  is  today  one  of  the  marked  industries  of  the  Ohio 
\'alley.  In  Jan.,  1882.  ^Ir.  Hearne  resigned  the  presidency  of  the 
City  National  Bank  and  the  Iron  and  Pipe  Co..  to  accept  die  presi- 
dency of  the  Third  National  Bank  of  Cincinnati.  Ohio,  which  he 
now  holds. 

Inasmuch  as  Edward  S.  Ebbert  did  large  work  on  the  Hearne 
Family  Tree,  I  deem  it  proper  to  insert  here : 

The  Origin-  of  thk  Hrarxe  F.vmily  Tree  Issued  1891. 
(Written    by    Mr.    Ebbert    at    my    request.) 

As  told  in  the  History,  there  was  very  little  communication  be- 
tween the  Delaware  family  and  that  of  Clement  Hearne,  who  set- 
tled in  Kentucky,  1798,  and  none  whatever  that  we  know  of,  after 
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1836,  until  the  winter  of  1880,  when  a  catalogue  of  the  Cincinnati 
Wesleyan  College  found  its  way  to  Ann  Arbor.  Michigan,  and  by 
accident  came  into  the  hands  of  Edward  D.  Hearne,  a  student  there 
I  from  Georgetown,  Delaware,  and  from  perusing  its  pages  he  was 

!  surprised  to  find  a  Mattie  Hearne  among  the  recent  graduates  of 

!  the  college,  and  her  address  given  at  Covington.  Ky.     Inspired  bv 

i  curiosity  to  learn  who  the  Miss  Mattie  Hearne  of  Kentucky  might 

be.  Edward  wrote  to  the  address  given,  and  received  a  response 
which  prolonged  the  correspondence  and  led  to  the  introduction  of 
another  ^^lattie  Hearne,  of  Philadelphia,  who  took  up  the  correspon- 
dence ;  and  on  receiving  an  urgent  invitation  from  her  Kentucky 
namesake  .(w:ho  in  the  meantime  had  become  the-  wife  of  Edward 
S.  Ebbert).  ]\Iattie  E.  Hearne.  of  the  Quaker  City,  visited  Ken- 
tucky and  made  the  personal  acquaintance  of  her  kindred  there.  It 
was  while  on  this  visit  that  the  "strawberry  mark"  was  more  fully 
developed,  and,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  J.  D.  Hearne,  the  family  arch- 
ives, traditions  and  memories  were  consulted  in  both  the  Delaware 
and  Kentucky  branches  of  the  family  ;  the  result  being  a  constantlv 
growing  tree,  which  would  only  be  preserved  to  posteritv  with  the 
assistance  of  the  engraver.  The  inception  and  much  of  the  original 
data  for  this  record  tree  emanated  from  ]\Iattie  E.  Hearne,  of  Phila- 
delphia, to  whom  belongs  the  credit,  and  without  whose  aid  the 
Hearne  family  would  be  without  the  record  which  many  of  them 
now  prize  so  highly.  The  entire  expense  of  engraving  the  tree  and 
printing  and  mailing,  the  same  free  to  all  applicants,  was  borne  by 
Jonathan  D.  tlearne,  of  Covington.  Ky..  who  was  also  untiring  in 
his  efforts  to  obtain  all  possible  data :  and  it  was  he  who  sent  to 
England  for  the  coat  of  arms  and  such  facts  as  were  there  obtain- 
able. The  clerical  work,  including  the  several  thousand  letters  nec- 
essary, was  performed  by  Edward  S.  Ebbert.  who,  perhaps  as  fully 
as  any  member  of  the  family,  was  interested  in  the  work  and  appre- 
ciated the  difficulties  attending  so  stupendous  a  task  as  that  of  tab- 
ulating a  family  which  is  "as  the  sands  of  the  sea  for  number." 

In  the  spring  of  1895  the  tree  was  partially  revised  by  \V.  T. 
Hearne,  and  some  corrections  and  additions  made,  and  again  in 
1907. 

Roni-iRT  Clement,  third  son  of  Cannon  Hearne.  born  Sept. 
14,  183 1,  with  the  infant  boy  James,  went,  after  their  parents'  death, 
tn  live  with  Uncle  Thomas  Owen,  and  made  it  their  home  until 
grown,  going  to  the  country  schools  and  working  on  the  farm  all 
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the  while.  However,  Robert  worked  one  year  each  for  Uncles  Bur- 
ton and  Joseph  Hearne.  on  their  farms ;  he  was  apt  with  tools — as, 
mdeed,  were  all  the  boys — and  he  worked  a  good  deal  at  carpen- 
tering. 

Mar.  i6,  1852,  he  married  Miss  Sarah  Priest,  of  Montgomery 
Co.,  Ky.,  and  the  next  year  bought  the  old  farm  of  Uncle  William 
Hearne,  in  Harrison  Co..  and  farmed  for  two  years ;  but,  not  liking 
that,  sold  it  and  went  to  Paris,  Ky..  loaned  out  his  money  and  took 
a  position  in  the  Deposit  Bank,  where  he  remained  until  his  death, 
Jan.  7,  1866.  He  was  a  devoted  Presbyterian,  religiously  and  mor- 
ally regarded  as  the  best  boy  of  the  family,  and  an  exceptionally 
good  man  in  all  respects.  He  had  no  children  and  his  wife  sur 
vived  him  twelve  years. 

From  the  Paris  True  Koitiickiaii,  Jan.,  1866,  written  by  Rev. 
T.  J.  Dodd,  a  Methodist  minister: 

Died,  in  Paris,  Ky.,  Jan.  7,  1866.  ^Ir.  Robert  C.  Hearne,  clerk 
of  the  Paris  Deposit  Bank,  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Hearne  every  interest  of  the  community 
has  suffered  loss.  Though  quiet  and  unobtrusive,  he  was  deeply 
interested  in  every  good  cause ;  and,  according  to  the  ability  God 
had  given  him,  sought  to  promote  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  all 
with  whom  he  was  in  any  way  connected.  In  all  things  he  appeared 
to  be  actuated  by  pure  and  worthy  motives.  So  that,  even  in  regard 
to  matters  concerning  which  there  may  be  legitimate  and  wide  dif- 
ferences of  opinion,  it  was  difficult  to  find  any  who  knew  him  well 
to  question  the  purity  of  his  purpose,  the  sincerity  of  his  conduct 
or  the  amiability  of  his  character. 

For,  while  IMr.  Hearne  was  admirable  in  many  respects,  he 
was  in  all  things  and  above  all  things  a  devoted  Christian — a  man 
of  faith  and  prayer.  The  public  sanctuary,  the  prayer-meeting  (  not 
of  his  own  church  only,  but  of  others  also),  the  Sunday-school,  and 
a  thousand  acts  of  Christian  thoughtfulness  and  charity,  all  testify 
to  his  devout  and  consistent  piety.  In  one  respect,  he  was  a  model 
worthy  of  imitation  as  well  as  admiration.  So  far  as  the  writer  is 
aware,  Mr.  Hearne  was  never  known  to  speak  one  word  of  bitter- 
ness against  any  fellow-being.  And  this  will  appear  to  be  no  "faint 
praise"  when  ue  remember  the  tendencies  of  the  past  few  years,  and 
bethink  us  how  difficult  it  was,  and  is",  "not  to  sin  with  our  lips." 

As  we  might  expect,  that  life  of  Christian  devotion  was  crowned 
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by  a  death  of  calm  and  confident  hope.  With  solemn  and  intelligent 
resignation,  he  met  the  last  foe,  and  quietly  fell  asleep  in  Jesus ; 
enterting,  by  a  beautiful  coincidence,  as  we  may  comfortablv  hope. 
en  the  morning  of  the  gospel  sabbath,  into  that  "rest  which  re- 
maineth  to  the  people  of  God." 

"And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  saying  unto  me.  Write, 
Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord,  from  henceforth :  Yea, 
saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors ;  and  their  works 
do  follow  them."     He  was  buried  in  cemetery  at  Paris,  Kv. 

William  Thomas  Hearxe,  fourth  son  of  Cannon  and  Sallv, 
born  in  Bourbon  County.  Kentucky.  Jan.  22.  1835.  was  taken  with  his 
brothers,  Franklin  and  Jonathan.  Jan.  i,-  1840,  to  live  with  Grand- 
father Clement,  after  our  parents'  death.  I  lived  there  two  years, 
and  when  the  brothers  left.  I  went  over  to  Uncle  Joseph's,  just  across 
the  road,  and  lived  one  year,  attending  school  at  Leesburg  all  the 
ttme,  paying  thirty-five  dollars  per  year  for  board.  In  Feb.,  1843. 
our  sister  Nancy  married,  and  I  went  then  and  lived  with  her  five 
years  in  Montgomery  Co..  Ky..  working  on  the  farm,  doing  chores, 
and  going  errands,  such  as  I  could  when  not  in  school,  to  pay 
board,  etc.  During  the  year  1844  I  went  to  school  with  my 
brother  Jonathan,  to  Mr.  Dyer  W.  Elderkin.  a  Xew  York  man  and 
a  superior  teacher :  to  attend  this  school  we  walked  two  and  one- 
half  miles,  over  hills  and  through  farms,  being  in  school  ten  hours. 
each  day.  which  was  the  rule  then,  and  the  year  lasted  from  Jan. 
I  to  Dec.  25,  without  any  intermission  whatever.  The  school-house 
was  in  a  dense  forest,  built  of  rough-hewn  sugar-tree  logs,  the  cracks 
chinked  with  stone  and  pointed  with  lime  mortar,  with  a  verv  rough 
puncheon  floor  and  seats  with  no  backs.  In  one  end  of  the  house 
there  was  a  stone  chimney,  with  a  fireplace  eight  feet  wide,  and  at 
the  other  end.  about  four  feet  from  the  floor,  a  log  was  cut  out  en- 
tirely across,  and  a  window  made  for  light,  and  under  this  was  our 
writing  desk,  also  made  of  an  immense  puncheon.  The  only  holi- 
day we  had  this  year  (  1844)  ^^^^  *->"€  day  to  go  to  a  tremendous 
Clay  barbecue  at  Flat  Rock,  in  Bourbon  Co..  the  like  of  which  I  had 
never  seen  before  or  since.  Thousands  and  thousands  of  people  of 
all  ages,  classes,  and  conditions,  from  a  dozen  surrounding  counties 
with  all  kinds  of  emblems  and  inii forms,  flags,  "coons."  and  staffs 
made  of  ash  wood,  representing  Ashland,  the  name  of  the  home  of 
Henry  Clay. 
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In  1845  I  went  for  a  few  months  to  a  Mr.  Walker,  a  good 
scholar  himself,  but  a  very  poor  teacher.  In  1846  I  went  to  school 
at  what  was  known  as  the  Somerset  school-house,  about  two  and 
a  half  miles  distant ;  this  was  a  better  house,  being  frame  and  weath- 
erboar-ded  and  having  seats  made  of  plank,  some  of  them  with  backs  ; 
this  house  was  heated  with  a  large  stove  in  the  center  of  the  room.. 
The  teacher's  name  was  Thomas  Hart,  and  a  good  one  too,  very 
strict  in  dicipline.  In  1847  ^  attended  school  at  the  same  place, 
but  with  a  different  teacher,  John  Augustus  Williams,  afterwards  of 
Daughters*  College,   Harrodsburg.   Ky. 

Jan.  I,  1848,  when  not  quite  thirteen  years  old,  I  hired  to  my 
uncle  William  Hearne.  to  work  for  six  dollars  and  a  half  per  month 
and  board.  Uncle  was  a  bachelor,  and  there  being  no  woman  about 
the  place  except  the  old  negro  woman  cook,  it  was  quite  lonely  for 
m.e ;  but  I  was  busy  at  work  during  the  day,  and  at  night  I  would 
read  some,  and  knit  my  gloves  on  a  bone,  darn  my  socks,  patch, 
and  sew  on  buttons,  etc.,  as  well  as  bottotn  chairs  with  shucks,  for 
extra  dimes,  and  occasionally  beat  a  mess  of  hominy  in  the  old- 
time  mortar,  with  a  pestle  and  iron  wedge. 

In  1849  I  attended  school  at  Lafayette  Seminary,  near  Lexing- 
ton, Ky.,  taught  by  ]\Ir.  Beverly  A.  Hicks.  The  cost  for  board  and 
tuition  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.  This  was  by  far 
the  best  schooling  of  my  life ;  I  think  I  received  more  real  benefit 
from  it  than  all  the  other  put  together,  and  that  ended  my  schojl 
life  before  I  was  fifteen  years  old. 

The  year  1850  I  worked  for  L'ncle  Thomas  Owen,  till  Oct.  ist., 
on  the  farm,  for  six  dollars  and  a  half  per  month,  and  he  then  gave 
me  extra  a  two-year-old  colt,  valued  at  thirty  dollars. 

On  Oct.  I.  1850,  when  less  than  sixteen  years  old,  I  commenced 
work  on  the  farm  for  my  brother-in-law,  Mr.  James  M.  Stone, 
of  Montgomery  Go.,  Ky.,  for  $6.50  per  month,  with  my  board  and 
keep  of  saddle  horse.  Almost  my  first  emp!o\  ment  was  to  assist  in 
weighing  up.  and  getting  together  some  two  th'iusand  fat  hogs,  to 
be  driven  to  the  \'irginia  market.  Mr.  Stone,  like  my  father,  was 
quite  a  trader  in  mules,  cattle  and  hogs,  besides  conducting  his 
l^rge  farm,  and  handling  a  large  number  (^f  stuck  on  it  every  year. 
It  was  no  small  job  to  gather  up  and  weigh  this  2000  hogs,  ( in 
that  day  each  hog  had  to  be  weighed  separate,  in  leather  straps 
n.ade  for  the  purpose)   that  cost  $2.25  per  hundrefl  p(junfls.  their 
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average  weight  being  about  300  pounds.  From  my  very  earliest 
youth,  I  liad  a  great  desire  to  get  out  from  home  and  see  something 
01  the  world,  and  felt  that  now  was  my  opportunity,  but  in  that  1 
was  disappointed,  for  Mr.  Stone  had  to  go  himself,  and  it  fell  to 
my  lot  to  stay  at  home  with  sister  and  manage  the  farm  and  stock. 
The  hogs  were  driven  over  the  Alleghaney  Mountains  same  as  mv 
father's  and  Col.  Johnson's  were  to  Georgia.  Had  I  have  gone, 
my  duty  would  have  been  to  ride  my  own  horse,  and  lead  the  pack 
horse  that  carried  the  blankets  and  clothing  for  the  men  who  drove 
the  hogs.  After  the  hogs  were  all  sold,  the  last  in  Richmond,  \'a.. 
the  hands  were  all  paid  up  in  full,  allowing  for  the  time  till  thev 
reached  home,  counting  they,  were  to  walk  33  and  one  third  miles 
per  day.  Many  of  them  beat  the  time  averaging  forty  miles  per 
day,  arriving  home  just  before  Christmas.  The  next  year  mv  time 
came  to  go  from  home  for  a  trip.  Early  in  Sept..  185 1,  ^Ir.  Stone 
sold  an  interest  in  a  drove  of  seventy  mules  to  a  young  man,  Caleb 
O.  Moberley,  to  be  taken  to  the  coal  mines  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
Mr.  Stone  sent  me  to  represent  his  interest.  We  drove  them  by 
land,  crossing  the  Ohio  river  ( near  Alaysville  at  the  mouth  of  Cab- 
in Creek),  on  a  horsepower  ferryboat,  going  through  West  Union 
and  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  and  recrossing  the  Ohio  river  into  X'irginia 
near  Wheeling,  then  soon  into  Pennsylvania,  over  the  Alleghaney 
^lountains,  through  Harrisburg,  and  on  to  Pottsville  and  2vlauch 
Chunck,  among  the  coal  mines,  where  we  peddled  out  the  larger 
part  of  the  mules  at  remunerative  prices.  In  making  the  trip,  we 
usually  travelled  twenty-five  to  thirty  miles  per  day.  Through 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  they  fed  us  on  cold  victuals  most  of  the 
time,  which  was  not  very  palatable  to  a  Kentuckian.  Each  family 
had  their  large  bake  ovens  built  out  in  the  yard,  of  brick  and  mor- 
tar, in  which  they  baked  enough  light  or  yeast  bread  to  last  for  a 
week.  The  night  we  were  in  \lrginia,  our  meals  were  a  feast  to 
U£,  as  they  were  like  Kentucky. 

After  leaving  the  coal  mines,  we  went  over  into  Xew  Jersey, 
where  we  sold  the  remainder  of  the  mules  in  a  lump  to  a  trader, 
taking  in  part  paw  a  pair  of  fine  large  iron-gray  coach  horses. 
Here  a  little  incident  occurred  that  I  don't  forget.  We  were  stop- 
ping at  a  country  tavern  or  inn.  as  it  was  then  called,  where  the 
bar  was  an  adjunct,  regarded  just  as  necessary  as  the  dining  room. 
being  not  at  all  private,  for  it  was  in  the  tavern  office,  where  the 
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gentleman  patrons  all  sit  till  bedtime.  I  noticed  the  farm  hands 
nearly  all  as  they  came  in  for  dinner,  stopped  at  the  bar  for  a  drink 
of  liquor,  for  which  they  paid  live  cents.  ^lany  of  them  took  gin ; 
I  had  never  seen  any  gin  before,  and  it  looked  so  white  and  clear, 
I  thought  it  must  be  good,  and  so  told  my  companion.  ]\Ioberley, 
who  advised  me  to  try  it,  and  I  stepped  up  and  paid  my  five  cents 
for  a  glass,  when  I  soon  found  out  that  all  that  looked  pretty  was 
not  good.  I  thought  it  was  horrid  and  never  since  have  I  wanted 
any  more.  We  then  started  for  Xew  York  City  with  our  two  sad- 
dle horses  and  the  pair  we  had  traded  for;  at  Brunswick  we  got  on 
a  steamboat  with  the  horses.  It  was  the  first  steamboat  I  had  ever 
seen.  On  arrival  in  Xew  York,  we  went  to  the  stock  market. 
called  Bull's  Head  Tavern  and  Livery  Stable,  where  it  looked  al- 
most like  out  in  the  country,  as  just  back  of  it  was  a  large  commons, 
on  which  the  town  cows  were  grazing,  and  also  a  large  reservoir 
for  city  use.  Two  years  after  this  ini853.  the  Crystal  Palace  was 
built  on  these  commons  for  the  World's  Fair,  and  now  it  is  the  most 
densely  populous  part  of  the  city. 

Whilst  we  were  there,  in  order  to  see  something  of  the  cit}',  I 
took  the  'bus.  upon  the  driver's  seat,  for  a  ride  down  through  Broad- 
way, and  to  the  ferry,  which  was  a  grand  sight  for  the  boy.  I 
have  learned  since  that  things  all  look  much  larger  and  grander  to 
a  boy  than  ever  afterward.  In  a  few  days,  we  sold  my  saddle  horse 
for  $ioo.  and  the  coach  horses  to  a  Quaker  gentleman  for  $250 
(they  would  readily  sell  for  $500  now).  ]\Ir.  Moberley,  failing  to 
sell  his  horse,  rode  him  back  into  Xew  Jersey,  to  collect  a  balance 
on  the  mules,  and  returning,  sold  his  horse  in  Xewark.  X.  J.  for 
$80.  I  remained  with  our  Quaker  friend  for  a  week  and  greatly 
enjoyed  the  stay.  He  was  engaged  in  putting  up  flour,  prepared 
with  a  yeast  ready  for  cooking  bread,  which  he  sold  and  delivered 
all  over  the  city,  and  Brooklyn,  Jersey  City  and  Hoboken,  using  the 
horses  he  purchased  from  us.  I  went  with  him  every  day  on  his 
rounds,  and  thus  got  to  see  a  great  deal' of  all  these  cities.  I  also 
went  with  him  on  Sunday,  to  their  Quaker  Service,  where  the  men 
all  kept  their  hats  on,  and  the  women  took  off  their  bonnets.  There 
was  no  regular  preacher,  any  one  speaking  as  the  spirit  mo^•ed  them 
to  do  so.  .After  several  short  speeches,  a  'Sir.  Rowland  Hill.  fr<>m 
Philadelphia,  spoke  quite  a  while,  and  drifted  to  an  abuse  of  slavery 
and  the  southern  people ;  I  noticed  my  friend  making  signs  to  him. 
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and  finally  took  him  by  the  coat  and  gave  him  a  pull  when  he  sat 
down.  Then  after  quite  a  time  of  silence,  the  spirit  seemed  to  move 
everyone  at  the  same  time  to  break  up.  which  they  did.  My  friend 
afterwards  explained  to  me  that  when  any  of  their  number  would 
speak  anything  distasteful  to  others,  they  would  set  him  down,  and 
said  he  knew  Mr.  Hill's  talk  was  unpleasant  for  me,  hence  he 
stopped  him.  On  the  return  of  ]\Ir.  Moberley.  we  settled  with  our 
Quaker  friend  and  went  to  a  hotel  not  far  from  Hoboken  Ferrw 
and  next  day  we  went  out  to  Xewark,  X.  J.  to  close  up  some  busi- 
ness, when  I  took  my  first  ride  on  a  railroad  train.  When  we  came 
back  the  next  da}',  we  went  to  "Booth  and  Foster,"  "Clothing  Em- 
porium," 2"]  Courtland  -street,  X'ew  York,  whe-re-  I  bought  me  a 
light  drab  beaver  overcoat  for  $15.  and  thence  to  a  hat  store  and 
bought  a  beaver  or  otter  skin  fur  cap  for  $9.  These  were  firsr- 
class  goods  :my  overcoat  was  good  and  nice  enough  to  wear  when 
I  was  married,  more  than  two  years  afterwards,  and  the  cap  I  have 
yet  after  more  than  fifty  years. 

We  then  tied  up  our  saddles,  bridles  and  blankets,  and  put 
them  in  a  hemp  linen  sack,  and  shouldered  them,  together  with  our 
leather  saddle-bags,  in  which  we  had  our  linen  and  underwear,  and 
went  for  the  train  to  Philadelphia,  on  our  way  homeward  bound. 
At  Philadelphia,  we  had  to  wait  some  eight  or  ten  hours  for  a  train 
to  Baltimore,  and  there  a  wait  again  before  taking  a  train  west. 
that  only  went  to  Cumberland,  ]Md..  where  just  at  night  we  took  a 
stage  coach,  over  the  mountains  for  Wheeling,  \'a.,  being  a  twen- 
ty-four hours  journey,  only  stopping  for  meals.  That  night  3.1r. 
Moberley  let  fall  out  of  the  stage,  his  new  beaver  cap,  for  which 
he  had  paid  $18.  and  as  it  was  very  dark  could  not  find  it  easily. 
and  the  driver  wouldn't  wait.  So  we  left  him.  expecting  he  would 
come  on  the  next  stage,  twenty-four  hours  later.  He  said  he  soon 
found  his  cap  and  walked  back  a  little  ways  to  a  tavern.  There 
was  some  mishap  to  the  next  stage,  so  he  got  a  conveyance  for 
Pittsburg,  and  there  took  steamboat  for  Wheeling,  reaching  there 
two  days  after  I  did.  I  had  for  companion  in  the  stage  a  very 
pleasant  elderly  gentleman,  who  seemed  to  take  quite  an  interest  in 
the  boy.  and  made  it  very  enjo\able  for  me.  When  the  stage 
stopped  tor  breakfast  and  change  of  horses,  while  we  were  eating 
and  not  half  through,  the  stage  horn  blowed,  and  thinking  we  might 
be  left,  I  was  for  going  out  with  only  a  half  meal,  though  paying 
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fifty  cents  for  a  full  one.  ]\ly  old  friend*  said  we  would  eat  and  let 
the  staii^e  leave  if  it  dared.  Said  it  was.  a  scheme  between  the  driver 
and  the  landlord,  which  proved  true,  for  with  all  their  bluster  we 
quietly  finished  uur  meal.  W'e  reached  Wheeling  just  at  night,  and 
went  to  a  hotel,  that  proved  to  be  a  real  Mrginia  house,  and  we 
greatly  enjoyed  the  \'irginia  and  Kentucky  fare.  During  the  two 
days  before  my  companion.  Moberley.  arrived.  I  took  in  the  town 
boy-like,  and  looked  with  wonder  on  the  suspension  bridge,  then 
the  only  one  on  the  continent,  but  I  did  not  write  home  of  it  as 
John  Mitchell  did.  He  was  an  older  schoolmate  of  mine  who  had 
quite  a  good  opinion  of  himself,  and  was  in  Wheeling  soon  after 
this  and  wrote,  "I  have  been  out  to  view  the  great  extension  bridge 
athwart  the  Ohio  river."  Leaving  Wheeling:  we  took  steamboat 
for  ]\Iaysville,  Ky..  arriving  there  at  day  light  in  the  morning,  took 
stage  for  Blount  Sterling.  About  eight  o'clock  at  night,  the  route 
passed  about  three  miles  from  our  home,  and  we  got  ott,  shoulder- 
ed our  luggage  and  tramped  our  way  home  where  we  arrived 
about  9  o'clock,  surprising  the  family,  as  we  had  not  been  able  to 
give  them  any  notice. 

Some  things  here  may  be  noted  as  a  little  remarkable.  A  boy 
of  less  than  seventeen  years  of  age.  entrusted  with  such  responsible 
duties  and  transactions,  well  and  faithfully  carried  out  to  the  per- 
fect satisfaction  of  his  employer.  And  again  this  boy  living  in 
central  Kentuckw  within  less  than  forty  miles  of  Frankfort,  the 
capital  of  the  state,  and  within  eighty  miles  of  both  Cincinnati  and 
Louisvile.  large  cities  on  the  Ohio  river,  he  had  never  seen  either 
of  them,  and  no  river  except  the  Licking,  that  is  quite  small,  had 
never  been  in  a  stage  coach,  steamboat  or  railroad  car.  While  on 
this  trip  he  was  in  seven  states  besides  Kentucky,  and  two  cap- 
itals, three  of  the  largest  cities  on  the  continent,  and  had  his  first 
ride  on  steamboat  and  railroad  train,  seven  hundred  miles  from 
home. 

In  1852  I  worked  for  Mr.  Stone  for  eight  and  a  third  dollars 
per  month,  and  at  the  end  of  this  \ear  I  again  received  a  present 
from  my  employer  of  a  two-year-old  colt,  worth  fifty  dollars.  The 
year  1853  I  workerl  for  my  brother  Robert  for  eleven  drillars  per 
month  and  the  keep  of  my  saddle-horse.  During  all  thc<e  years 
I  rarely  ever  lost  a  day  from  work  for  any  purpose.  In  Oct.  1853. 
I  joined  the  Baptist  Church,  and  was  baptised  on  the  twenty-third

HEARNE  HISTORY.  367 

of  the  month,  in  Licking  River,  at  Cynthiana,  by  Rev.  Joseph  R. 
Barbee,  being  the  first  Fiaptist  ever  baptised  there.  On  Jan.  24,  1854, 
when  only  two  days  over  nineteen  years  old,  I  married  Miss  Margar- 
et Hawkins,  in  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky..  near  the  old  home  of  my  father. 
and  the  same  year  I  sold  m_\-  fifty  acres  of  land  for  seventy  dollars  per 
acre  and  bought  of  William  Chinn  seventy-two  acres  at  seventy 
dollars  per  acre,  and  went  to  keeping  house ;  this  was  a  good  piece 
of  land,  but  high-priced  (and  adjoining  !Mrs.  Hawkins"  place),  as 
the  improvements  were  very  poor ;  the  house  was  quite  old,  one  and 
one-half  stories  high,  two  rooms  below  and  two  above,  built  of 
hewn  logs,  neither  plastered  nor  weatherboarded.  Early  in  Jan. 
1856,  and  before  I  was  twenty-one  years  old.I  sold  this  farm  for 
seventy  dollars  per  acre  and  bought  one  aluK^st  adjoining  on  Silas 
Creek,  of  two  hundred  and  fifteen  acres,  for  the  same  price  per 
acre,  assuming  a  heavy  debt.  This,  also,  was  a  good  farm,  with 
more  extensive  improvements  and  some  better  quality ;  here  I  lived 
and  farmed  for  four  years  successfully,  making  a  full  hand  all  the 
time  at  all  kinds  of  work.  My  negro  man,  Alfred,  and  boy,  San- 
ford,  whom  I  inherited,  and  a  negro  woman,  Ann,  with  two  small 
children  and  a  girl.  Mary,  given  my  wife  by  her  mother,  were  all 
the  help  we  had.  The  usual  crop  annually  was  about  one  hundred 
to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  corn,  wheat,  and  oats,  with 
m.eadow  to  make  sufficient  hay  for  the  stock,  and  about  forty  acres 
of  cultivating  land  was  rented  at  four  dollars  per  acre.  Our  income 
was  chiefly  from  the  sale  of  the  wheat  crop,  the  yield  of  which  was 
from  fifteen  to  thirty  bushels  per  acre,  and  sold  at  from  seventy- 
five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  bushel ;  the  corn  crop  was  mostl\'  fed 
to  hogs,  and  they  sold  about  Xov.  20.  at  prices  ranging  from  thr^e 
to  five  dollars  per  hundredweight,  the  hogs  averaging  usuallv  abnut 
three  hundred  pounds ;  diere  was  also  something  realized  from  the 
sale  of  the  mule  colts  raised  from  the  work  mares,  as  well  as  a  few 
surplus  cattle  raised  "from  the  milch  cows,  which  were  Short-horn 
Durhams,  and  the  product  from  a  flock  of  thirty-five  Cntswold 
sheep.  In  addition  to  the  farm  products,  were  added  the  ».vife  s 
help  in  a  few  garden  and  orchard  products,  surplus  fowls,  butter, 
eggs,  and  jeans,  linsey,  socks,  stockings,  etc..  which  were  vr  >  small 
item.  The  family  all  rode  horseback  to  church  and  everywhere 
until  1858,  when  I  bought  my  first  buggy,  paying  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  for  it.     In  the  spring  of  i860  I  sold  my  farm  for  sev- 
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enty-six  and  one-half  dollars  per  acre  and  bouij^ht  one  near  Lex- 
ington, of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  for  eighty  dollars  per 
acre,  that  was  well  improved  and  located  on  a  turnpike  road,  now 
assuming  a  still  heavier  debt,  which  was  not  considered  a  hazardous 
thing,  as  for  twenty  years  past  we  could  calculate  with  almost  de- 
finite certainty  what  our  income  and  expenses  would  be,  and  it  was 
only  a  question  of  how  many  years  it  would  take  to  liquidate  the 
debt.  We  then  had  no  national  legislation  that  would  in  a  short 
time  make  a  few  persons  immensely  wealthy  and  impoverish  the 
masses  of  the  people. 

In  1861  the  Civil  War  began,  and  a  financial  crash,  such  as 
we  had  never  known,  came  upon  the  country,  and  in  1862  land,- 
stock,  and  all  the  products  of  the  farm  were  reduced  in  price  to 
one-fourth  and  one-half  of  their  former  value.  I  felt  unwilling  to 
attempt  to  carry  my  debt,  so  sold  the  farm  at  a  loss  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  an  almost  entire  sacrifice  of  all  the  products,  stocks, 
etc.,  on  it,  which  about  bankrupted  me.  I  don't  believe  I  had  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  all  told,  left  from  the  wreck,  exclusive 
of  my  negroes,  which  soon  proved  to  be  valueless :  this  was  all  I 
had,  except  my  faithful  wife  and  four  little  daughters,  with  my 
negro  slaves,  who  remained  with  me,  faithful  and  obedient,  until 
many  years  after  their  freedom.  In  the  fall  of  1862  I  was  ban- 
ished from  the  State  because  of  my  southern  sympathies :  my  exile, 
however,  only  lasted  a  few  months,  when  I  was  permitted,  by  the 
Federal  authorities  in  command  of  General  Gordon  Granger,  to  re- 
turn to  my  family  and  business  in  the  spring  of  1863.  when  I  at 
once  set  about  to  retrieve  my  losses,  and  rented  a  farm  of  two 
hundred  acres,  near  my  old  home,  for  one  thousand  dollars  per 
year.  Class  legislation  had  now  been  inaugurated  by  the  (jovern- 
ment,  greenbacks  issued,  the  currency  inflated,  and  unprecedented 
prosperity  reigned  throughout  the  country.  Wheat  sold  for  two 
dollars  and  a  half  per  bushel,  corn  for  eighty  cents  and  one  dollar 
per  bushel,  hogs  for  ten  dollars  and  as  high  as  thirteen  dollars  per 
hundred  pounds,  cattle  for  six  and  eight  dollars  per  hundred  pounds, 
hemp  for  ten  dollars  per  hundredweight,  and  all  else  in  proportion. 
Of  course  I  availed  myself  of  these  opportunities,  so  that  in  a  few 
years  I  retrieved  my  losses  in  a  great  measure  financially,  but  in 
the  interim  a  still  greater  loss  befell  me:  June  9,   1864,  my  wife 
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died,  leaving  an  infant  son  only  six  days  old  and  four  little 
daughters,  the  eldest  not  yet  ten  years  old. 

In  Aug.  following  I  sold  out,  at  public  sale,  all  I  possessed, 
except  the  negroes  and  a  horse  and  buggy,  at  fine  prices,  as  dur- 
ing those  perilous  times  of  war  and  pillage  I  felt  that  it  was  not 
right  to  try  to  keep  my  little  children  at  home  without  a  mother's 
care  and  protection. 

The  day  my  wiie  was  buried  at  Lexington  the  city  was  under 
martial  law.  and  no  one  was  permitted  to  attend  her  burial  except 
two  fond  neighbors.  Ben  Bosworth  and  Plarvey  Worley.  who  fol- 
lowed the  hearse  and  saw  that  she  was  properly  buried.  While 
they  were  at  the  grave  a  cannon  ball  fired  from  the  fort  took  oft" 
a  limb  from  a  tree  within  fifty  feet  of  them.  For  the  next  eighteen 
months  I  kept  my  children  with  their  aunt  and  grandmother,  until 
the  war  was  over  and  the  excitement  had  subsided,  when,  in  Jan.. 
1866,  I  bought  a  farm  of  one  hundred  and  forty  acres  near  Xew- 
ton.  in  Scott  Co..  Ky..  not  very  far  from  my  children's  relatives. 

I  paid  one  hundred  dollars  per  acre  for  this  place,  going  in 
debt  some  tw^enty-five  hundred  dollars  ;  it  was  a  good  place,  well 
improved,  and  a  pleasant  neighborhood.  I  took  home  my  two 
eldest  children,  Katie  and  Xannie,  aged  eleven  and  nine  years, 
and  employed  a  trusted  man  and  wife  of  my  old  slaves  to  live 
with  me.  I  had  a  nice  schoolroom  in  the  yard,  in  which  was 
taught  a  neighborhood  school,  by  a  good  lady  teacher,  to  whom 
my  girls  went. 

Sept..  1867,  I  employed  Mrs.  Ruth  B.  Pulsipher  of  Saxton's 
River,  Vt.,  a  most  superior  teacher,  for  the  school,  brought  home 
Fannie  and  Maggie,  the  other  two  daughters,  and  their  grand- 
mother came  also,  to  live  with  us  and  keep  house.  On  ^lay  7, 
1868,  I  married  Miss  Jennie  Barkley,  of  Jessamine  Co.,  and  re- 
lieved grandma  of  the  care  of  housekeeping. 

Mar.,  1869,  I  sold  the  farm  for  one  hundred  and  five  dollars 
per  acre,  and  boarded  my  four  daughters  with  the  new  landlady 
for  eighteen  months,  in  order  for  them  to  have  the  advantage  of 
Mrs.  Pulsipher  for  teacher,  who  still  continued  the  school.  I 
rented  a  farm  of  three  hundred  acres  near  X'ersailles,  in  W  ood- 
ford  Co..  for  which  I  paid  thirteen  hundred  dollars  for  one  year, 
and  moved  to  it,  taking  my  little  boy  home  in  June,  when  the

girls  came  home  for  a  three-months  vacation.  Mar.,  1870,  I 
rented  an  adjoining  farm  (giving  up  the  one  I  had)  of  three 
hundred  and  thirty-six  acres,  for  which  I  paid  six  dollars  per 
acre,  for  one  year. 

The  three  years  I  lived  in  Scott  Co.  I  made  but  little  money 
above  expenses,  but  these  two  years  renting,  though  paying  a 
seemingly  large  rent,  I  made  more  money  than  in  any  others  of 
my  life,  as  stock  and  all  farm  products  were  bringing  "boom" 
or  "war"  inflated  prices,  and  had  been  for  some  seven  years  past, 
without  intermission.  So  I  was  induced  to  buy  a  farm  again, 
which  I  did  in  the  spring  of  1870.  in  Fayette  Co.,  on  the  Versailles 
turnpike  road,  four  and  three-fourths  miles  from  Lexington,  to 
which  I  removed  in  Aug.  of  the  same  year.  It  was  justly  con- 
ceded to  be  the  best  farm  of  its  size  (two  hundred  and  fifty-two 
and  one-half  acres)  in  all  that  rich,  blue-grass  region  of  Ky., 
which  is  called  "the  garden-spot  of  the  world."  and  by  a  humor- 
ous writer  "the  asparagus  bed."  I  paid  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  and  twelve  cents  per  acre  for  it,  and  excepting  the  elegant, 
large,  new  brick  house,  in  an  unfinished  state,  it  was  very  poorly 
improved  or  fenced,  and  by  the  time  I  improved  and  fenced  it  the 
cost  was  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  acre.  It  was 
my  purpose  to  raise  hemp  and  hogs,  and  I  expected  fully  to  pay 
off  all  the  debt  I  had  assumed,  within  five  or  six  years,  as  for 
some  seven  years  previous  hemp  had  sold  for  an  average  of  ten 
dollars  per  one  hundred  and  twelve  pounds,  and  hogs  for  about 
the  same. 

I  raised  the  first  year  sixty  acres  of  hemp  that  yielded  one 
thousand  pounds  per  acre,  and  sold  it  for  seven  dollars  and  seven- 
ty-five cents  per  hundred,  and  fed  two  hundred  hogs  and  sold 
them  for  six  dollars  and  a  half;  the  second  year  I  had  one  hundred 
acres  of  hemp,  with  the  same  good  yield,  and  sold  for  five  dollars, 
and  eighty  hogs  sold  for  five  dollars.  I  then  left  ofif  hogs  and  corn 
and  raised  hemp  and  wheat,  and  for  the  remaining  eight  years 
sold  my  hemp  at  an  average  of  four  dollars  and  a  half,  which 
was  about  the  cost  of  production  ;  debt  and  interest  were  fast 
gaining  on  me,  though  I  raised  fine  crops;  prices  had  so  declined 
that  I  saw  that  it  was  only  a  c[uestion  of  time  when  I  would  be 
bankrupt.    My  wheat  crops  were  unusually  good ;  for  seven  years 
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in  succession  the  yield  was  not  less  than  thirty-five  bushels  per 
acre,  and  one  year  it  reached  forty-six  and  one-half. 

In  1875.  while  Shorthorn  cattle  were  at  the  highest  notch.  I 
began  buying  a  few  fancy  ones,  to  breed  up  a  good  herd,  and  in 
that  I  was  successful,  closing  out  my  entire  herd  of  fifty-five  head 
Aug..  1880,  at  an  average  of  three  hundred  dollars  each. 

During  the  twelve  years  I  lived  here  my  children  went  from 
home  to  school,  to  the  Baptist  Female  College,  in  Lexington,  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Robert  Ryland.  and  the  four  older  girls  graduated 
there. 

In  1 88 1,  realizing  my  sinking  condition  financially,  much 
against  my  personal  feelings.  I  decided  to  sell  dut  and  go  west, 
where  I  could  buy  land  for  a  less  price,  and  accordingly  I  sold  t'ne 
farm  for  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre  and  removed 
to  Lee's  Summit,  Missouri,  where  I  bought  a  fine  farm  adjoining 
the  town,  of  five  hundred  and  ninety  acres,  for  fiffty  dollars  per 
acre.  This  was  a  splendid  farm,  equally  as  productive  as  the 
one  I  left  in  Kentucky,  and  lay  within  twenty-four  miles  of 
Kansas  City  by  rail,  and  seventeen  miles  by  dirt  road. 

My  brother  Jonathan  furnished  me  twenty  thousand  dollars 
for  ten  years  at  seven  per  cent  interest,  on  this  purchase,  with 
the  privilege  of  paying  any  part  or  all  of  it  at  any  time.  Here 
I  handled  Short-horn  cattle  more  largely,  and  quite  successfully 
for  six  years,  when  I  sold  out  entire. 

In  the  spring  of  1887  a  phenomenal  boom  struck  Kansas  City 
and  the  Western  towns  generally,  and  I  took  advantage  of  it  and 
sold  near  four  hundred  acres  of  land  at  prices  that  enabled  me  to 
pay  out  of  debt;  antl  m\-  health  b^ing  such  then  as  tn  incapaci- 
tate me  for  active  farm  life,  I  bought  a  lot  and  built  a  residence 
in  Independence,  in  1890,  and  moved  my  family  there,  where  I 
now  live  and  rent  out  my  farm. 

In  the  summer  and  fall  of  1888  I  was  instrumental  in  getting 
the  Kansas  City  Boulevard  into  Lee's  Summit,  giving  the  right 
of  way  through  the  center  of  my  farm  for  three-fourths  of  a  mile, 
and  devoting  two  months'  time  to  the  work  of  superintending  the 
opening  and  grading  of  the  road.  Some  of  my  fr-i-nds  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  giving  me  some  testimonial  of  their  apprecia- 
ciation  and  by  small  contributions  only,  purchased  an  elegant  gold- 
headed  cane  at  a  cost  of  fifty-seven  dollars,  and  on  Christmas  day 
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sent  me  word  I  was  wanted  at  the  telephone  in  Spencer's  drug 
store.  I  went  and  found  it  full  of  people.  In  a  few  words  Rev. 
A.  B.  Francisco  presented  the  cane.  I  responded  and  Rev.  \V.  B. 
Cobb  added  a  few  words  and  it  was  over.  Next  day  the  Lee's 
Summit  Journal  had  this  to  say : 

Lee's  Summit,  ^\o.,  9:30  a.  m.,  Dec.  25.  1888. 

A  scene  in  J.  R.  Spencer's  drug  store  on  the  above  date.  Rev. 
A.  B.  Francisco,  pastor  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church, 
said:  "Mr.  Hearne,  I  have  the  honor  conferred  upon  me.  one  of 
your  many  friends,  of  presenting  you  with  this  elegant  ebony  staff, 
with  a  gold  head.  This,  sir.  is  a  token  of  the  high  esteem  and 
love  that  the  citizens  of  Lee's  Summit  hold  for  you,  because  of 
your  untiring  energy  in  advancing  the  public  interest  of  the  city 
and  community.  The  self-sacrificing  spirit  and  devotion  to  the 
public  interest  that  you  have  manifested  since  you  first  came  here 
have  not  been  unnoticed  or  unappreciated  on  the  part  of  your  fel- 
low citizens,  and  as  a  token  of  the  fact.  I,  sir.  in  the  name  of  the 
citizens  of  Lee's  Summit,  present  you  with  this  elegant  cane." 

Mr.  Hearne  was  so  filled  with  emotion  that  for  some  moments 
he  could  not  utter  a  word.  He  then  said :  "Brother  Francisco, 
Gentlemen  and  Friends — I  am  utterly  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to 
say  to  you.  I  thank  you,  and  when  I  say  that  it  but  faintly  ex- 
presses the  depth  of  my  feeling  of  thankfulness  to  you,  and  the 
gratification  this  occasion  affords  me.  I  came  among  you  seven 
years  ago  a  total  stranger,  and  those  who  have  been  at  all  familiar 
<or  intimate  with  me  know  that  I  had  the  most  ardent  and  fond 
attachments  for  my  old  home,  my  native  land  and  people,  and 
that  I  loved  them  dearly.  God  forbid  that  I  should  ever  cease  to 
love  them ;  the  land  that  gave  me  birth,  those  grand  and  noble 
people  with  whom  I  grew  up  to  manhood  and  with  whom  I  asso- 
ciated in  after  life  and  spent  the  best  years  and  efforts  of  my  life. 
Rut  when  fate  ordered  it  that  I  should  leave  them  and  seek  a  home 
with  you  in  this  goodly  land,  I  determined  not  to  come  among 
you  with  grievings  and  pinings  for  the  old  land  and  people,  but 
that  I  would,  as  it  were,  forget  them  and  burn  the  bridges  behind 
me,  and  that  I  would  form  new^  as.sociations,  and  new  ties  of  af- 
fection and  friendship  and  like  Ruth  of  old,  to  ado])t  your  land 
as  my  land,  your  people  should  be  my  people,  and  your  interests 
my  interests.  That  I  have  succeeded,  at  least  to  some  extent,  is  at- 
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tested  here  to-day  by  this  spontaneous  and  loving  testimonial  of 
your  confidence  and  esteem.  Gentlemen,  I  thank  you  again  and 
again  for  it.  This  cane  evidently  shows  it  is  valuable,  and  I  prize 
it  for  its  intrinsic  value.  I  prize  it  for  the  physical  comfort  it 
will  afford  me  in  getting  around  in  my  enfeebled  condition,  but  I 
prize  far  above  and  beyond  everything  else  because  of  the  wav 
and  manner  it  is  given,  and  the  spirit  and  motives  that  have 
prompted  the  generous  givers.  It  says  that  I  have  a  place  in 
the  hearts  and  affections  of  this  people,  and  I  had  rather  leave 
as  a  heritage  to  my  children  a  knowledge  that  I  lived  in  the 
hearts  and  confidence  of  my  people  than  to  leave  them  houses 
and  lands,  or  silver  and  gold,  for  while  the  latter  will,  soon  perish, 
the  former  'will  endure  and  last  as  long  as  time  itself!  Gentlemen, 
my  most  earnest  wish  and  trust  is  that  you  shall  never  have  occasion 
to  feel  that  your  love  and  esteem  has  this  day  been  misplaced,  and 
I  assure  you  that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  I  shall  devote  what- 
ever of  energy,  ability  and  influence  I  possess  in  striving  to  ad- 
vance every  interest  and  enterprise,  both  public  and  private,  con- 
nected with  Lee's  Summit  and  vicinity.'' 

On  the  head  of  the  cane  was  inscribed  in  old  English  letters : 
"Citizens'  token  to  W.  T.  Hearne.  Lee's  Summit,  AIo.,  Dec.  25. 
1888." 

Rev.  W.  B.  Cobb,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church,  South, 
then  said:  "Mr.  Hearne,  I  take  pleasure  in  extending  to  vou  mv 
heartfelt  congratulations  upon  this  happy  occasion.  I  suspect  that 
your  feelings  are  akin  to  those  of  Asa,  king  of  Judah.  when  he 
was  met  by  the  Lord's  prophet  on  his  return  from  his  victorious 
campaign  against  the  hosts  of  the  King  of  Ethiopia,  who  said  unto 
him:  'The  Lord  is  with  you  while  you  are  with  him.'  When  Asa 
heard  this  he  took  courage.  So  after  this  token  of  appreciation, 
I  have  no  doubt  that  you  feel  encouraged,  and  you  may  rest  as- 
sured that  so  long  as  you  continue  to  work  for  the  interests  of  this 
people  they  will  appreciate  it.  and  be  with  you  while  you  are  with 
them  in  building  up  the  interest  of  the  town  and  community." 

In  concluding  this  part  of  the  history  which  is  pertinent  to 
myself,  I  deem  it  well  to  give  something  of  the  ancestors  of  mv 
wives,  as  well,  as  all  such  early  history  is  a  good  deal  the  same 
with  the  Hearne  family,  only  on  dififerent  lines  of  blood,  etc.,  we 
being  nearly  all   descendants   in  all   collateral   lines   through    V'ir- 
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ginia,  Maryland  and  Delaware  families,  and  the  old  wills  of  our 
ancestors  are  of  peculiar  interest  to  me,  and  I  doubt  not  to  all 
who  read  these  pages. 

My  first  wife,  Margaret,  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  S.  and 
Sally  (Chinn)  Hawkins.  Her  father  was  born  in  Maryland,  near 
Port  Tobacco,  Charles  Co.,  about  1753.  The  will  of  his  father 
will  soon  appear.  :\Iy  wife's  mother,  Sally  Chinn,  was  his  sec- 
ond wife,  whom  he  married  1822,  when  quite  an  old  man.  He 
died  1842,  loved  and  honored  by  every  one  of  his  acquaintances. 
He  and  his  wife  were  both  members  of  the  Baptist  Church.  Sally, 
his  wife,  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Polly  Groves,  and  was 
born  in  Bourbon  Co.,  Ky..  Nov.  22,  1800. 

Pollv  Graves  was  one  of  the  very  numerous'  family  of  Graves 
in  Fayette  Co.,  Ky.,  who  came  from  Mrginia  with  the  earliest 
settlers  (when  Kentucky  was  truly  "the  dark  and  bloody  ground" 
occupied  by  the  red  men  of  the  forest),  many  of  them  serving 
with  distinction  in  the  Indian  wars  and  that  of  1812-1815. 

Joseph  Chinn  was  a  grandson  of  Raleigh  Chinn,  who  was  the 
brother-in-law  of  Augustine  Washington  (the  father  of  George 
Washington),  their  wives  being  sisters,  Misses  Ball. 

Augustine  Washington  married  a  second  wafe,  ^lary  Ball, 
in  1730.      Their  son,  George  Washington,  was  born  Feb.  22,  1732.

Mary  Ball  was  a  younger  sister  of  Esther  Ball,  who  mar- 
ried Raleigh  Chinn,  whose  genealogy  is  as  follows :

In  the  name  of  God,  amen,  this  9th  day  of  Dec.  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy  four.  I, 
Thomas  Hawkins,  being  very  sick  and  weak  but  of  perfect  and 
sound  memory,  Thanks  to  Almighy  God,  do  make,  ordain,  con- 
stitute and  appoint  this  my  last  will  &  testament  in  manner  and 
form  following,  to-wit : 

First  it  is  my  desire  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid. 

Item: — It  is  my  desire  that  my  son  x\lexander  Smith  Hendly 
Hawkins,  when  he  arrives  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  that 
he  shall  make  over  and  confirm  by  a  good  and  sufficient  deed,  al! 
the  land  which  I  bought  of  William  Courts  except  seventy-tivc 
acres  which  adjoins  to  my  land,  on  condition  that  Henry  Smith 
Hawkins,  his  heirs,  Exers.  and  admrs.  shall  also  convey  and  con- 
firm unto  the  said  Alexander  Smith  Hendley  Hawkins  one  moity 
or  half  part  of  the  br(jthers  to  the  said  Alexander  Smith  Hendly 
Hawkins,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

Item : — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  two  sons  Alexander  Smith 
Hendl}'  Hawkins  and  Charles  Hawkins  all  the  lands  whereon  I  now 
live,  together  with  all  the  lands  that  adjoin  thereto  which  is  my 
property,    which   said   lands   shall   be   equally   divided   between   my 
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said  two  sons  and  in  case  that  either  of  my  sons  should  die  with- 
out heirs,  it  is  my  desire  that  my  son  Henry  Smith  Hawkins  shall 
have  the  moity  or  half  part  of  the  said  lands,  and  in  case  both  my 
sons  first  mentioned  should  die  witiiout  heirs  that  it  is  my  desire 
that  the  lands  aforesaid  should  be  equally  divided  between  my  two 
sons  Henry  Smith  Hawkins  and  John  Hawkins  to  them,  their  heirs, 
Executors,  Administrators  and  assigns. 

Item : — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Hawkins 
all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land  called  "Saturdays  Work"  contain- 
ing two  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  to  him.  his  heirs.  Executors  and 
Administrators,  and  in  case  he  should  die  without  heirs  then  I 
give  and  bequeath. the  aforesaid  lands  to  my  two  sons  Henry  Smith 
Hawkins-  and  John  Hawkins,  to  them,  their  heirs,  Executors  and 
Administrators,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

Item : — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  affectionate  wife  Cath- 
erine Hawkins  one  third  part  of  the  lands  I  now  live  on,  during 
her  natural  life,  to  her.  her  heirs,  Exrs.  and  Admrs.  and  give  and 
bequeath  unto  my  said  wife  the  following  negroes,  to  wit: — Xegrs 
London,  Feiz,  Len,  Mary,  Xephin  and  Charles  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever. 

Item: — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Haw- 
kins the  following  negroes,  to  wit : — Bob,  Patience,  Xan,  and  Moses 
to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item : — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter  Jane  Hawkins 
the  following  negroes,  to  wit: — Dinah.  Cate,  Jane,  daughter  Jane, 
and  Joe,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

Item: — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Alexander  Smith 
Hendly  Hawkins,  the  following  negroes,  to  wit: — David,  Rachel 
and  Sook,  to  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

Item : — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Thomas  Hawkins 
the  following  negroes,  to  wit : — Valentine  and  Lucy  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever. 

Item: — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  sou  Charles  Hawkins 
the  following  negroes,  to  wit : — Jerry  and  Cate,  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever. 

Item : — I  give  and  beijueath  unto  my  son  Henry  Smith  Haw- 
kins the  following  negroes,  to  wit : — Tom,  Bridget,  Bess,  daughter 
of  negro  Lucy  and  Charles,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item: — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  John  Hawkins,  the
